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EARLY SETTLERS. 



Ill preparing the History It was my desire, 
in my account of each of tlie early settlers 
who hcmme the founder of a fiimlly In the 
town, lf» tnicc at least one line of Ills desccn- 
tlants down to a period wltliln the memory of 
persons tlien living. 1 accomplished this In 
nearly everj' Instance ; but the iwolc exhibits 
a few dcfbcts In this particular, which I shall 
endeavor to supply In these Notes. 

JosKPii Allkx. — Many families of (his name 
were among the early settlers of New Eng- 
land, and It Is still very connnon In the mother 
country- ;— the estimated number bearing It, in 
Kngland and Wales, in 1863, having been no 
less than forty thousaml, Ave hundred. In 
Mr. Savage's valuable Genealogiml Dictionary 
of the First Settlers of iV'cw England one might 
not unreasonably expect to find a New England 
parentage (br our Allen. From that however 
it docs not appear that he was a descendant 
firom William, one of the first planters, or 
that he was Imm In this country, unless he 
was the .loseph, son of William of Newbury, 
bom Oct. 18, 10^3; though he Is not named 
with other children in his ihther*s will, made 
In 1(174. In the will of our Joseph Allen, made 
Junr 24, and |>roved Oct. 21), 1721, he gives 
son Joseph £26, Tliomas £16, John £30, daugh- 
ter Rachel £10, Anne £16, Rose £60, and in 
case slie never marries liberty to abide in the 
ca.stcm chamber of his dwelling house during 
her life; grandchild Jeremiah £6 In case he 
lives to be 21 years old ; to beloved wlffe Rose 
one-third of his real and personal estate during 
her life, and If that be not sufllcient support, 
twenty shillings a year out of the remaining 
two-thinls as long as she remains a widow: 



the remainder of his estate, i)oth real and per- 
sonal, to be equally divided betwixt his two 
youngest sons Samuel and Zenibbal)el. 

The History shows tlie prominence among 
his townsmen of Joseph, the eldest of these 
sons. He was, I think, the largest landholder 
of his time, or of any time, In Gloucester: 
owning 220 acres at Eastern Point, valued at 
£880, and large lots In otlier parts of the town, 
among which were ** wharf and wnro house 
and one acre of land near ye ferry place," 
where within the memory of living persons 
no signs of business but Uie ruins have l>een 
seen. Other items of his estate were, sliver 
plate, £46.18.8; eight negro slaves, £200.18.4; 
five vessels and a half, £802.18.4; 600 bushels 
com, £92. The heirs of his large estate were 
his two sons, William and Nathaniel; Abigail, 
wife of Capt. Wni. Ellery; Martha, wife of 
Rev. Aaron Smith ; Rachel, wife of Capt. John 
Stevens ; EUambeth, wife of Capt. Wra. Stev- 
ens; 1/Ucy; and the heirs of Mary TiOW, de- 
ceased. Resides these children there were 
Anna, who probably died young ; Susanna, the 
first wife of Rev. John Rogers, minister pf 
the fourth parish, who died before her flither, 
leaving no child; ami Jo.<«cpli, bom In 170!i, 
who died before May 26, 1780, when his father 
was appointed administrator of his estate, the 
inventory and settlement of which exhibit one 
of the most remarkable Instances of extensive 
business and early pecuniary prosperity that 
the history of the town afibrds. His large 
stock and great variety of dry goods, includ- 
ing broadcloths, velvets, flowered silk, Man- 
tua silk, and flowered calllmanco, arrests at- 
tention as Imllcating that a portion at least 
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of the people roust bnve been able to indulge 
ibe love of dress to u coiiside ruble extent. 
In addition to his great stock of shop goods 
he hud reul estate and vessel property, and 
** silver tankard, porringers and cups £107.12**; 
making, with debts due and other assets, the 
whole value of hU estate £10,759.3.10 in the 
currency of the time, when corn was appraised 
at six, and wheat at ten, shillings per bushel, 
lie was intending marriage with Mi's.- Martha 
Hubbard, of Boston, Dec. 28, 1731, and by his 
wife Martha, his son Joseph was born in 1735, 
who must have died before 1742, when the bail- 
ance of the estate, upwards of £4800, was di- 
vided equally between the widow and father of 
the deceased. 

William, son of Joseph the second, one of 
the early settlers of New Gloucester, Me., 
placed on record the names of thirteen chil- 
dren bom to hiui here, and one or two are 
.said to have been omitted, or added to tiie 
number in his new abode. He left behind a 
son Joseph, who was at one time the keeper 
of our Toor House, but finally removed to 
Maine ; and a son William, who died in Glou- 
cester about 1827, aged 77, leaving sevend 
children, but none by wiiom the name was 
perpetuated in town. His son William settled 
lu Onondaga County, New York, and two aged 
daughtera still survive here. Of Ellzabetli, 
daughter of William Allen sen. who married 
Samuel Stevens and died in Portland at the 
age of ninety-eight, a line poitrait by Copley 
is iu possession of her great-grandson Edward 
Russell, Esq., of Boston. 

Nathaniel, the other son of Joseph, was the 
father of nine sons and three daughters, but 
neither the name nor the blood was trans- 
mitted to a grand-child. Mary, the youngest 
of his children and the survivor of them all, 
l^ supposed to Imve s|>ent most of her life with 
her relatives of the Sai-gent family ; but her 
last days were passed as a boarder in a private 
family iu her native town, and ended Sept. 8, 
184C, at the age of seventy-three. She was 
the possessor of portraits of her father and 
mother by Copley, now owned, it is believed, 
by Thomas C. Amoiy, Esq., of Boston. Rev. 
Samuel Chandler's Journal meutioiui one of 
the occasions of domestic sorrow by which 
Mr. Allen's household roust have been often 
darkened. '' April 14, 1764, about half past 
ten o'clock I was called up by a passenger who 



came with a packet directed to me from Bos- 
ton, giving an account of the death of Nathan- 
iel Allen, aged about twenty years, who died 
of the small pox, being Inoculated. I went at 
eleven o'clock to his father's— called them up 
and tarried there till near twelve — very dls- 
consoUite-— I slept but little." 

Rev. Aai-on Sndth, the husband of Martha 
Allen, was the minister of Marlborough, where 
he was oi*dained June 11, 1740. His intention 
of marriage is recorded here July 12, 1740. 
In the closing years of liLs ministry he was 
uUllcted by ill health and other troubles, and 
was finally dismissed, at his own re<iuest, in 
1778. He removed to East Sudbury, where he 
died in 1781, aged sixty-seven. He had two 
daughters, Martha and Anne, born Aug. 22, 
174G, one of whom, perhaps, was the daughter 
who married Rev. Joslah Bridge, second ndn- 
ister of East Sudbury. Mr. Chandler records 
in his Journal, May 11, 1704,— "About 1 o'clock 
went to Lect. up in Town. Mr. Aaron Smith 
preached, Ps. IID-OU, last part— a very learned 

Discourse — all the perfection of the all 

human Glory will have an end." The wife of 
Joseph Allen the second was Mary, daughter 
of Nathaniel Colt, born in 1088. She nuist have 
survived her hu^^band many years. If, as I sup- 
pose, a funeral ring 1 have seen in possession 
of one of the Allen fitmily conunemorates her 
death. On this ring Is inscribed, ** Mary Allen 
Obt, Sept. 12, 1777, aged 87," or, perhaps, 8U— 
for the figures are much worn. 

Thonms, the second of the five sons of Jo- 
seph the first who survived their father, died 
In 1778, aged eighty-nine. His first wife was 
Elizabeth, probably daughter of Nathaniel Colt, 
and sister of the wife of his brother Joseph. 
She died July 15, 1750, and he next married, In 
1758, Jemima, widow of Joseph Davis of Squam. 
Three of his ten children were sons by whom 
the name was perpetuated, but whether by all 
of them down to the present time I am unable 
to say. One of them, Thomas, married Jendma 
Haskell and had nine children ; but 1 know of 
only one by whom the name has been continued, 
— tlie William mentioned In the History, bom 
In 1736. He is said to have died about 1803. 
David, anotlier son of Thomas sen., married 
In 1745 Mary, daughter of Rev. John White, 
by whom he had a son, David, and seven 
daughters. By a second wife, Sarah Allen, 
probably widow of Zembbabel, he luu» one 
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ilaii^hUT, Siirtih, re('orcIc<I in our books; hut 
there writ! rerliiliily two otiier chlldi-eii Iiy this 
iimrrhi^c, lHnnc niul Rebecca, twins. iKimc 
may have been tlic Capt. Iwiac Allen, the apprai- 
sal of Tihose estate was presentcil at Probate 
Court, Nov. 30, 1801. Rebecca married Thom- 
as Raker, and lived to old age. She Is my au- 
thority for the statement that her half-brother, 
David, sailed fkt)m Roston durlnfi: the revolu- 
tionary war in connnand of a privateer, which, 
in alxnit two houiv after leaving port, was ob- 
served to sink suddenly to bottom, carrying 
down all on board. The otlier son of Thomas 
Allen, sen., was Isaac, born June 18, 1731. lie 
married, Nov. 8th, 1751, Abigail, daughter of 
Rev. John White, and died Dec. l!), 1757, 
leaving three children, Tlionms, Isaac and Ab- 
igail. Isaac settled In New Gloucester, Me. 
Thomas was brought up by his grandfather at 
the anccHtnd home, which came into his jwsscs- 
sion by the will of the latter on his death, in 
1778. He died in Feby. 1889, aged 86. Ills son, 
Capt Wm. Allen, was lost In the Sch. Diligent, 
al)out 1827, on his return passage from the West 
Imlles : having never been heard of after the 
departure of the vessel for home. 1 1 Is only oth- 
er son, David, is now the owner and occupant 
of the imtemal cstntc ; affording one of the 
few Instances, very rare In (Jlouccster, or. In- 
deed any where else In America, in which suc- 
cessive generations of the same fhmlly and 
name have had their home on the same spot 
nearly two hundred years. But here unhappl 
ly the succession may end; for David, only 
child of the preceding, the brave and lament- 
ed lleut. colonel of the 12th Mass. Regiment, 
who fell In the battle of the Wilderness, May 
5, 1864, was the last of his race In this line. 

These two sons of the first Joseph Allen, of 
whose families I have given some ftanlier In- 
formation, were officers in the mllltlo, and are 
frequently designated by their military title. 
I can n<ld Homewhat to the briof mention of the 
three other sons In tlic History. John, bom 
18 April, 1692. Administration of his estate 
was granted to Eunice, his widow. May 1, 1789, 
and, April 17, 1749, division of his real estate 
was made among his children, John, Ambrose, 
Nehcmlah, Solomon, Jeremiah and Eunice. 
John had In May, 1747, a grant of land on both 
sides of the way leading to Hodgklns' Ferry, 
bounded by heirs of John Allen, deceased. He 
married Abigail Davis In 1744, and had a son 



lohn Imrn Juno 4, 1740, and was dead In 1749. 
Anibn>sc nmrrled Lucy Hodgklns in 1740, and 
besides four daughters, had a son Ambrose, 
bom Nov. 23, 1740, who, perhaps, was the l^i- 
ther of Ambrose, the well-known miller of 
Town Parish forty or fifty years ago. Nehc- 
mlah married Abigail Stanwood in 1747, and 
had nine children, including sons John, Nehc- 
mlah, William, James, Joshua and Isaac, of 
whom I know no more. Solomon married 
June 6, 1754, Susanna, daughter of Joshua 
lilgS^} Ixx"" ^ec. 6, 1737. Five daughters, and 
sons, Solomon and John, are recorded to him. 
The former Is probably the Capt. Solomon Al- 
len who died In June, 1886, aged 84, though the 
recorded date of his birth would make him but 
81. The venerable Mark Allen of Rlverdale, 
now ninety years old. Is of this fVimlly. Our 
records have an Intention of marriage l>etween 
Jercndah Allen and Abigail Allen of Manches- 
ter, and the birth of tlieir three sons,— Jere- 
miah, June 28, 1764; Joseph, July 14, 1765, and 
Benjamin, Aug. 29, 1766. Eunice Allen was 
Uie wife of John Huse, the centenarian, and 
died in the Work House, Dec. 14, 1806, aged 
eighty. 

Samuel, son of the first Joseph, recorded the 
births of eight children, and this is all Uio ad- 
ditional Information I can give concerning 
him. Perhaps he Joined the great emigration 
to New Gloucester, or left ibr some other 
place. Samuel Allen, Jr., bora In 1726, was 
intending marriage with Sarah Goodrich, Nov. 
10, 1759, and his son Joseph was bora June 19, 
1762. Joseph, probably second son of Sam- 
uel sen., bora In 1727, married Mary Plummer 
in 1748, and had two children, Mary and Sam- 
uel. He became a ship master and was lost 
on the Isle of Sable ol. his passage home fh>m 
Malaga. He was spoken by an outward bound 
vessel, whose captain gave Allen the wrong 
longitude, which, It was supposed, was the 
cause of his U>sn. The capl-ain dlscoveix'd Ills 
mistake after he had parted fVom Allen, and 
reported the circumstance on his arrival home.' 
Some vestiges of Allen*s vessel, and the dead 
body of a man, were found on the Island by 
some fishermen the next Spring. William, 
brother of tlie preceding, bora In 1744, mar- 
ried Experience Bennet In 1767. He was a 
sea captain and died in July 1814. She died 
In July 1829, aged elghty-slx. Only four of 
his children arc recorded. Experience, bortf 
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Ill 1768, who married a Guimisou, aud died 
nlHiut 1868; William, who wiis twice mnriicd, 
and died Sept. 4, 1815, leaving Hons Nathaniel 
K., now of Salem, and William, who removed 
to Portland, Me., upwards of thirty years ago, 
and there died; Robert and John. Besides 
these there were three tianghtei's, one of 
whom, Rachel, married first Capt. Michael 
Parsons, and next Mr. Jesse Wilson, and died 
Dec. 11, 1807, aged 97, leaving with many 
pleasant memories of her delightful old age. 
Another, Sally, is the venerable widow of the 
late Cupt. B. Ring, still living, in her ninety- 
second year. Rarely, indeed, do three sisters 
attain such extreme longevity. 

Of the sons of Zerubbabel, youngest son of 
the first Joseph, I can tnice but two to their 
end : — Zerubbabel, bom in 1729, married Sarah 
Robinson in 1751, and had sons Andrew, born 
in 1762; Mark, 1765; and Zerubbabel, 1750; 
in which year the father died at f<ea. The last 
Zerubbabel was one of the crew of the I li- 
mited privateer Gloucester, which was lost at 
seo in 1777, with a large company of men be- 
longing mostly to this town. Jacob, born in 
17H4, married Sanih Parsons In 1758, and was 
Intending marriage with Sally Low In 1700. 
Administration of his estate was granted to 
Sarah Allen Nov. 1, 1787. Two daughters, 
Sarah and Lydia, are recorded to him. Ills 
residence was the house in the burylng-pluce 
lane in which Rev. John White spent the last 
years of his life. Ebenezer Alien and Surah 
Bennet were intending marriage Nov. 1, 1700. 
Besides the descendants of Joseph, there were 
other Aliens In town as early us 1729, In which 
year, Oct. 1, Benj. Allen ond Mary RIggs were 
married. Their childix*n on record are Cath- 
erine, Benjamin. Marjg and Moses. There 
were also Isaac and Susanna, as appears fVom 
the petition, Aug. 24, 1766, of Catherine Rich- 
ardson, Mary Wharf and Susanna Allen, heirs 
of BenJ. Allen, late of Gloucester, deceased, 
praying the Judge of Probate that they may 
have their respective portions of their father's 
estate, their brother Isaac being dead. The fa- 
ther was dead In 1761, in which year, June 4, 
the mother also died, aged fifty-six. ThU Isaac 
was the same, probably, who married Elizabeth 
LIttlehale, June 17, 1760, and had a daughter 
Mary born In 1762. She married James Bhike 
Jan. 9, 1706, and Aug. 24, same year, present- 
ed account of administration of estate of her 



late husband, showing a small balance. An- 
drew, son of Benjamin Allen, by Mary his wife, 
was born Aug. 5, 1750. 

John Allen, Jr., of Manchester, and Sarah 
Ring intended marriage Nov. 27, 1750, but the 
record goes r a to say that Sanih Allen, daugh- 
ter of John Allen, Jr., late of Manchester, by 
Keturah Rust, alias Fuller, his wife, was born 
Aug. 80, 1758, and John, July 25, 1700. John 
Allen and Esther Sargent were married Nov. 
17, 1772. Perhaps he was of the family of 
Jo.seph, and gramKson of his son John. 

Jacob Alltn, sojourner, was Intending mar- 
riage with Anna Allen Sep. 27, 1774; ami with 
Sarah Hughes Jany 13, 1775. 

William Allen, 3d, and Tabltha Bray in- 
tended marriage Nov. 29, 1770. 

Twenty-eight males of this name in (Glouces- 
ter and eleven in Rockport appear in the hist 
Directory of the towns. 

Ralph Ani>ukws. — I can find no earlier home 
for this settler. He lived, probably, some- 
where on the west side of the Cut, as, in 1702, 
William Haskell sen., and Deacon Jos. Has- 
kell, residing In that section, were Joined with 
the overseers of the poor to see If Ihey could 
find a convenient place to remove Ralph An- 
drews and his family to for his more comfor- 
table subsistence. In 1704 It was *^ left to the 
Selectmen to take care of Ralph Andrews, and 
to appoint n place where to set a small houst; 
for him to live In, — the inhabitants of ye town 
to build ye sd house." The land now assigned 
to libn was probably the same that was ''con- 
firmed" to his son Thomas In 1719, on condi- 
tion that he should take care of his mother 
Abigail. This Thomas had a grant of timber 
for a house In 1712, and married, I suppose. In 
1718, Mercy Stor}' of Ipswich, who bore him 
daughters Mercy, In 1720, and Harriet, in 1722. 
when my knowledge of hint cutis. 

Francis, second son of Ralph, had, in 1723. 
a grant of laud at Kettle Cove way to Fresh 
Water Cove. This grant was also conditioned 
upon his maintenance of his mother, for the 
cai*e of whom, Uie year before, the selectmen 
had agreed with William Davis, the husband 
of her daughter Abigail. He manled Eliza- 
beth Barrett Dec. 11, 1712, and had Kllzabetli, 
bom in 1710; Francis, 1719; Abigail, 1721; 
John, 1724; Barrett, 1726; John, again, 1727; 
and Agues, 1780. John may have been the 
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snme who married Eunice Snwycr In 1748, and 
had danghtcrs Eunice and Deborah. 

Ralph Andrews also had. without doubt, a 
son Ralph, the record of whose birth long 
since disappeared, in consequence, I think, of 
the tattered and worn condition of the unpro- 
tected outside leaves of the book In whlcli it 
was entered, lie a])pears to have risen l)Ut 
little above his lather's unfortunate lot. He 
married Jane Elwell, May 28, 1724, between 
which date and 1740, when Isaac Eveleth was 
paid £4.17.3 for sundries supplied to him. I 
learn nothing about him, except that some time 
in these years he must have become the Anther 
of a son Job, who, July 13, 1764, was Intend- 
ing maiTlage with Mary DIggs, late of Fal- 
mouth, and whose happiness he Intcrniptcd by 
forliidding the banns. The cruelty however 
was of only four days duration, at the end of 
which the prohibition was withdrawn. The 
date of their marriage Is not given, but we 
have the record of birth of their tliree sons; — 
Job, in 1755; Daniel, 1758; and Francis 1762. 
Ralph was a widower In 1754, and may have 
softened towards his son In consequence of 
the tliouglits of connubial bliss he was himself 
indulging ; for It appears that he was Intending 
marriage with Mary Kent, Dec. 7, in that year, 
thougli only the Intention Is reconled, which Is 
followed by a similar Intention with Mary Clark, 
May 7, 1757. 1 know nothing more of him till 
his death, (In the second Parish, I think,) Nov. 
8, 1778, at the age of eighty-three. 

William and John Andrews were probably 
sons of Ensign William Andrews of Cliebacco 
Parish, Ipswich, who died before 1716, leaving 
sons William, John and Ezeklel, and six 
daughters, one of whom married Joshua Nor- 
wood, and another Samuel Gott, who had their 
homes at the end of the Cape. At this place, 
it iM likrly, William Andrews fixed his resi- 
dence, perhaps not far from the point of land 
which preserves his name. Ills first appear- 
ance In town Is on the birth, by his wife Eliz- 
abeth, of his daughter Mary, Dec. 5, 1711. 
lie had a son Jonathan bom In 1713, a son 
William In 1716, and William, again, in 1723. 
Here I lose sight of the father, but keep In 
view the sons Jonathan and William; the for- 
mer of whom intended marriage with Hannah 
Robinson, March 1, 1740, and was married to 
widow Anna Tarr, Nov. 23, 1752. Ry his first 
wife he had a son Jonathan, the same, 1 sup- 



pose, who was Intending marriage with Han- 
noh Morgan, Dec. 25, 1778, and had a son 
John bom June 14, 1774. By his second wife 
he has recorded an only son, William Tarr, 
born May 2, 1756, the same without doubt who 
died at Sandy Bay in 1820. William Andrews, 
jr. J married Ruth Riggs Nov. 2, 1744, and be- 
sides three daughters, had sons John and 
William. 

John Andrews and Sarah Curtis were mar- 
ried Jan. 22, 1712; imd John Andrews, of Ip- 
swich, and Elizabetli Wallls were married 
Dec. 6, 1716. No chlldreu are recorded In our 
books to either. 

Twenty-six males of this name are In the 
Gloucester and Rockport Directory for 1869, 
some of whom, without doubt, can trace their 
descent from William of Ipswich, but whether 
any can go back to Ralph I know not. 

Jamrs Bauson.— This settler and his moth- 
er Isabel appear to have been the sole emigrants 
to New England of this name ; and the number 
bearing It In the mother country must have been 
very small, ns 1 Infer ft-om the result of an ex- 
amination last summer, at the Registrar Gener- 
ars Ofllce, in Ix)ndon, of the records of births, 
deaths and marriages In England and Wales for 
the six preceding years, which revealed the l^ict 
tliat the name did not appear during that pe- 
riod. A tradition In one branch of the fhmily 
here reported that the widow Isa1>el and her 
son came from Bristol, England; but this had 
Its origin perhaps fkx>ro the circumstance that 
Elinor Hill, the wife of James, was from that 
city; for the name does not now exist there, 
and a learned antiquarian whom I met In Bris- 
tol told me It was entirely new to him. 

The widow Isabel had several grants of land, 
of whicli the earliest entered on the records Is 
under date of 1644. The ree<»nl of her pur- 
chase of Ashley's lot In the harbor is witiiout 
date, but It was probably bought before the 
grants were made by the town. The grant to 
her son James Is in these words, ** Dec. 28, 
1658, given to James Babsou twelve acres of 
fresh meadow lying above the mill, also twen- 
ty acres of upland lying by the side of It." On 
this land he settled, and It finally passed into 
the possession of Thonms Wltham, who mar- 
ried his youngest d:uight<*r Abigail. In that 
family it has ever sin<'e remnined. James Bab- 
son made his will Dec. 4, 1683 and died Dec. 
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21, same year. The Inveutory of his estate is

Mis daughter Elizabeth waK living wltli her 
mother, unmarried, Dec. 21, 1704, when the 
latter '* for yt she my daughter now is and hath 
for many years continued with and attended on 
me in my age and weak estate, gives her Ave 
acres of land at Eastern Point, her bed where- 
on she then lodged, sheets and blankets, the 
curtains being her own already, iron pot, bniss 
kettle, &c" She probably married Thomas 
Sheath, May 18, 17 IG. Abigail Witham died 
Feby. 25, 1745, aged seventy-three, as on her 
grave stone nuiy be seen. Of her numerous 
children was Daniel, the third Gloucester gnul- 
uate at Harvard College. 

Of James, bom Sept. 29, 1G48, and Elinor, 
June 15, 1G51, 1 know no more. Philip and llan- 
nali Baker, then both of Salem, were married 
Oct. 22, 1689. They had a daughter Anna bom 
there Aug. 22, 1G90, and, according to the Bev- 
erly Town Records, another Anna born Aug. 
22, 1692, in which year, Dec. 18, 1692, the moth- 
er died and the father disappears ft'om view. 
The daughter married perhaps Israel Hendricks, 
sojourner at Gloucester, March 15,1 720. John, 
bom Nov. 27, IGGO, was married by Uev. John 
Emerson to Dorcas Elwell, Nov. 8, 1686,— the 
earliest marriage on our records performed by 
a minister. It is not known that he ever resi- 
ded with his family on his land at StraltsmouUi. 
In 1717 he was living on the lot at the harbor 
tliat had belonged to his grandmother, one-half 
of which, in that year, he gave to his son John 
in consideration of that ** natural love and pa- 



rental affection which I have and doe beare nn- 
to my son, and also for his dutlfhl carriage and 
behavior of Iiimself towards me. and to encour- 
age him still to take care of and be helpflU to 
me in my old age, in case I should stand In 
need, and being willing to .^eltle him In some 
part of my estate.** The son had already built 
a house on this land. A few years before this 
time John, sen. was probably a wood-coaster, 
as we lind him in 1707 paying the usual yearly 
rate for the passage of his vessel through the 
Cut. He had nine children, of whom the old- 
est, Ellas, born Sept. 4, 1G87, died May 15, 1720, 
—probably unnuirricil. James, the next, born 
July 5, 1G89, married Huth Lovett, Dec. 2G, 1721, 
and had two children born in Gloucester: — 
John, Nov. 16, 1722, and Ruth, July 5, 1725, 
soon after which he appears to have^ removeti 
to Beverly or Wenham, and there to have had 
Isaac and Sarah, both of whom, with Ruth Fitts, 
signed a deed of land in Gloucester in 1754. 
He died before 1737 in Bristol, England, ac- 
cording to family tradition. His widow mar- 
ried a Somes. The son Isaac married Mehita- 
ble Cue and died mate of a vessel at Point 
Petre, Gaudaloupe, Dec. 6, 1760, leaving four 
daughters and sons James and Isaac : — the lat- 
ter being the graduate of Harvard College men- 
tioned in Uie History. James, bom March 5, 
1748, married Elinor Conant of Beverly, May 
23, 1771. He sailed from Salem for Wilndng- 
ton, N. C. and took a load of naval stores for 
the West Indies. When six days out he was 
taken by an English Privateer anil carried to 
Liverpool, whence he took passage for New 
York. He died on board of tlie vessel, of small- 
pox, .luly 18, 1777, leaving a son Isaac who died 
in Beverly about March, 1850, aged seventy- 
nine, and a son John, bom July 4, 1776, died 
May 29, 1824. He also had a son James, born 
Dec. 1, 1778, of whom I can tell nothing f^ir- 
ther. John, third son of John Babson, bom 
Dec. 14, 1691, married Mary Butman, Jany. 6, 
1715, and died June 1, 1720. His son James, 
born Dec. 19, 1717, married Hannah Smitli in 
1738 and had nine children, of whom James, 
Hannah, wife of Capt. Aaron Newhall, Anna, 
Dorcas, Mary, and Benjamin were living at the 
time of their father's death. Conceming this 
event, Mr. Chandler reconis In his Journal, un- 
der date of Sept. 2, 1759,—** visited Capt. Bab- 
son, very dangerous, near death. I came home 
and went to bed ill— about two o'clock they 
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sent Ibr me to Cnpt. Babnon. I sent word tlint 
I was ill ttnd unnbic, but by tli%lr repented Im- 
portunity, considering the distress of tlie Aim- 
ily, I rose and went. While I was attempting 
to pray with him I fainted away. I came home 
al)ont four, left him dying — his wife very ill. 
Molly Pierce and Capt. .lames liabMm both 
died about six o'clock." Ills widow died Nov. 
2C, following. James, son of the preceding, 
married Rebecca Sanders, April G, 17G4, and had 
a son James, the same perhaps, who died in 
Jany, 1827, a daughter Mary JackHon, who mar- 
ried Dr. Tliomas Habbltt, Benjamin and Rebec- 
ca. The ancestnd esUite on Front Street, alXer 
continuing in the family about a century and a 
half, passed to other ownership on the death of 
this James in 1700. John Babson, sen., besides 
the three sons aln^ady mentioned, had four 
chUdren who died in Infancy, a daughter Dor- 
cas, bom June 20, IG97, married Robert Ran- 
dal .Ian. 10, 1721, an<l a son Josinh who died 
June 6, 1720, aged seventeen. The ftimily name 
is perpetuated in this branch only by the de- 
scendants of Capt William Babson of Squam, 
unless it Ik Imrnc by some of the po«tx»rity of 
James who settled In Wenham oi Beverly. 
From him may have come the Babsons said to 
be living in Rhode Ishind and Pennsylvania. 

Richanl Babson, seventh child and youngest 
son of the fli*st James, was born June 1, 1008. 
His second wife was probably the widow of 
•John Reading. |Ie calls himself In a dee<l 
•* seaman or coaster," and may have removed 
to Falmouth, Me., before 1727, as a^eed con- 
veying his house and land at Fresh Water Cove 
to his son .Tohn, for £34, was acknowledged at 
that place Oct 10, 1720. Of his eight daugh- 
ters, live appear to have been married, and of 
his four sons three died in Inlhncy. The other, 
John, bom July 9, 1087, married Hannah Ilodg- 
kins Aug. 20, 1711. Many of the Babsons can 
trace their origin to this marriage. The fmlts 
of it were two daughters and seven sons. The 
oldest of the latter, Thomas, died the day after 
his birth. The next, John, was thrice married ; 
first to Deborah Stevens, Jany. 11. 1789 ; second 
to Abigail Allen, perhaps widow of John, Dec. 2, 
1760; and third to Anne Savery March 20, 1771. 
He resided in what is known as the old Garrison 
House on Back Street, and died In March, 1797, 
aged eighty-four. I can only add, concerning 
his sons, tliat Samuel, the merchant, noticed in 
the History, born in 1741, married Lydla Plum- 



mer May 4, 17Cr>, and besides three danghtcrs. 
had sons Samuel, Theodore and Charles, of 
whom the first died at St. Eustatius, aged twen- 
ty six; and that Nathaniel, bom Dec. 0, 1749, 
is probably the person of the same name, in a 
list of prisoners belonging to Capt Ward's 
company In the expedition against Quebec In 
1775. The next children of John and Hannah 
Hodgkins were Sanmel and Solomon, bom June 
12, 1715. Of the first nothing more is known. 
Solomon married Nov. 9, 1789, Elizabeth, prob- 
ably daughter of John Parsons. Besides six 
daughters, he had three sons, — Solomon, John 
and Zei>u1on. and died about 1703. John was 
the merchant of Gloucester and Newbui7port, 
notlce<l in the History. Zebulon married 
Mary Allen in 1775. He sailed from Newbury- 
port incfunmand of the ship Diamond, belong* 
ing to his brother, and was washed overboard 
and lost on the third day out, leaving three 
daughters, all of whom died unmarried, and 
a son Zebulon who settled in Portland, Me. 
Solomon married Dorothy Brown Aug. 29, 1705, 
and besides the five children named in the town 
and church reconis,had,acconllng to my notes, 
six more. Four of these children were sons, — 
Solomon, Frederick, John and Joshua. The 
father was a sea captain, and Is said to have 
foundered at sea on his passage firom the West 
Indies. Philip, next brother of the twin Solo- 
mon, bom July 29, 1719, married Mary, proba- 
bly daughter of John Elwell, July 24, 1744, and 
was intending marriage with Abigail Giddings 
of Exeter, June 5, 1750 ; and this is all I can 
say of him. William, the next, born Oct. 18, 
1721. married Mary Williams, July 24, 1744, and 
next Ellauibeth Choate, May 14, 1705. I sup- 
pose he is Ihe William who died In 1775, havln/g 
been for some time In a weak state of health, 
and whose death was occasioned or hastened 
by the compulsion under which he was obliged 
to act as pilot to the Falcon In tlie attack upon 
the town in that year; Lindsay having taken 
him out of a fishing boat for that purpose, and 
threatened him with death if he ran the ship 
ashore. His son William bora Oct. 26, 1745, 
married Elizabeth Wallis Nov. 7, 1709, and was 
lost in the privateer ship Gloucester. He had 
William who died mate of a ship on a voyage 
to India; David, born Oct. 2, 1772, and settled 
at Pigeon Cove ; Joseph, bom June 2, 1777, the 
retired sea captain who died April 19, 1889; 
and Isaac Descendants of the first of these 
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two Williams uiul of WilUuni of Squain com- 
prise till bnt one or two tliut now bear the numc 
on Cape Ann. Joseph, youngest son of John 
unci Hannah, born July 18, 1731, married Mar- 
tha, daughter of Abraham Somes, June 12, 1755. 
He had seven children here before 1773, when 
he removed to Naskeng, now Brooklin, Me., 
where he died Jany, 15, 1816, aged eighty-four. 
His oldest stui, Josi'i;li, lM>ni Dec. U, 17r>(>, died 
in Newbury port in April 1843, and the young- 
est, James, born after the endgration to Maine, 
died in 18G3 at eighty-eight. Of this branch is 
Joseph K liabson, a literary gentleman resid- 
ing in Chelsea. 

Anthony Uhnnkpt. — Mr. Savage mentions 
a John of Beverly in 16G8, son of Peter of Bris- 
tol, £ng. I cannot say that our Anthony was 
comiected with this family, for there were many 
of the name among the early settlei-s of New 
England. 1 can say, however, that Mr. 8. ap- 
pears to mlsttike In making him remove from 
Gloucester to Beverly, and next to Rowley, 
unless indeed he made a brief sojourn in each 
of these places, for his last home wtis certain- 
ly in Uloucester. One of his grants of land in 
1071) was of six acres at Goose Cove, where 
perhaps he settled, instead of on tiie east side 
of Mill Uiver, though he also had a grant of 
one acre Uiere. Ulchard Window, in his wili, 
calls him son-in-law. By his wife Abigail he 
had Anthony, born Nov. 12, l(>7t); John, born 
April 11, 108G; Abigail, born Sept. 7, 1088; and 
Peter, whose birth Is not rcH:orded. 1 will not 
venture to add Andrew, for I have not so good 
authority as for Peter, though tlie former had, 
in 1706, a grant of land between Anthony Ben- 
net's and widow Somes' land. The inventory 
of the estate of this settler amountid to £iOi.- 
14; Including house, upland and meadow, £44 ; 
and a tiuartcr part of a saw mill, £8. In the 
account of administration, his widow Alilgail 
makes a charge lor ''getting ye jury to view 
ye body of ye deceased, he coming to an un- 
timely end." Perhaps the saw mill here men- 
tioned was near the outlet of Cape Pond Brook, 
where his son John and his successors of the 
same family carried on the grist mill known 
down Into the present century as Bennett's 
Mill. The oldest son, Anthony, had a wife 
Kcbeccti to whom he was married July 13, 1704, 
and by whom, besides four daughters, he had 
sons John, David, died at the age of 19, Moses, 
Peter, Stephen, Nathaniel, Jonatlian, died at 



the age of 0, Job and James. Feb. 9, 1735, be- 
ing then non cAnpos mtntU he was placed un- 
der guardianship of his son John. The oldest 
of his nine sons, John, married Experience 
Haskell Feby. 11, 1731, and had children John, 
David, Jonathan. Patience, Experience, Eliza- 
beth and Job. Moses Bennett, born Oct. 19. 
1715, intended marriage with Elizabeth Fox of 
Boston, Jan. 19, 1745. Sept. 4, 1704, then of 
Boston, he sold to Andix^w Millet, the estate of 
Anthony Bennett, deceased. Stephen Bennett 
married Mary Hook and had, besides three 
daughters, sons Stephen, Francis and Job; 
twins, William, and Noali Davis, prol)ably the 
Capt. Noah Bennett who in a vessel of («lou- 
cester sailed from the West Indies, and was 
lost in a white squall in about an hour after 
leaving port. Mi's. Mary Bennett, wife of Ste- 
phen, died June 10, 1788, aged seventy-eight. 
Of tiic four other sons of Anthony Bennett, Jr. 
I can say no more. He died in June, 1737. 

John, son of Anthony, Sen., had a wife Eliz- 
abeth, daughters Jerusha and Hnth, and sons 
Anthony and Jonathan. .Anthony, born Fel)y. 
4, 1714, 1 suppose to have been the same who 
married Susanna Haskell April 27, 1732. He 
had a daughter Jerusha born Sept. 3, 1732, and 
besides live other daughtei*s, six sons, two of 
whom probably were Jonathan, who died in 
New Gloucester, Me. in 182.>, agcil seventy- 
nine, and Moses, who died In the same town In 
1832, at the same age. The inventory of the 
estate of John Bennett, July 5, 1725, includes 
"3 1-2 acres, with the privilege of a stream 
bought of Mr. Newman, and one corn-ndll and 
a ftilling-ndll and privilege and utensils belong- 
ing to ye same " ; valued at £200. 

Concerning Peter, son of Anthony, Sen., I 
can only add that he married Hannah, daugh- 
ter of Isimc Eveleth in Feb., 1704, and that he 
was at one time the owner of a large tnict of 
land at the head of our cape, and of Milk Is- 
land opposite. 

Andrew Bennett was Intending marriage 
with Uebecca Townscnd of Charlestown, Nov. 
12, 1709, and with Bethlah Caiter of the same 
town. May 14, 1703. The births of Jonathan 
by the first, and of Bethlah and I^ydla by the 
.second wife, are on our records. He die<l Jan. 
15, 1718, aged 30. 

A John Bennett and wife Agnes had a daugh- 
ter Elizabeth born here Jan. 19, 1090. 

The marriage of Benjamin Bennett of Do- 
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vcr, N. II. aDd rcnclopc Cook, Dec. IG, 1714, Is 
on our rccoixls, as nlso the births of Mary, Ben- 
jmiiln, John nnd William, their children. He 
was "drowned nt sea a Hshing " July 18, 1728, 
aged about thirty-six. 

Three males of the name of Bennett are giv- 
en In the hust Gloucester Directory, one of 
whom certainly Is not of tlie family of the ear- 
ly settler, nor can I say that the other two are. 
The last one, as I suppose, was Wiiliam, an 
*• ancient mariner," long since deceased, who 
had a son William, for many years a citizen of 
Maine, but now residing In Nova Scotia. 

Thomas Bray.— Bniy is tlie name of a sea- 
l>ort town and fashionable watering place in 
Ireland, about twelve miles from Dublin. It 
is also the name of a parish on the Thames, In 
Berkshire Co., Kngland, chledy noleii for lU 
vicar of easy conscience, wlio In four reigns 
clmnged his religion four timc^, and on being 
reproached with unsteadiness replied that he 
had always governed himself by what he 
thought a very laudal)lc principle, which was 
never, on any terms, If he could avoid It, to 
part with his vicarage. It is a l^imliy name 
too, and has been borne by eminent men. Sir 
Bichard Bray was one of the privy council of 
Henry VI., and his son, Sir Reginald, helped 
Henry VII. to the throne, and received honoi*s 
and wealth from that monarch. He had great 
taste and skill In architecture, of which Henry 
Vll.'s chapel at Westndnster, the building of 
which he principally directed, Is sufllclent proof. 
He died in 1508. Dr. Thomas Bray, a learned 
and pious divine and author, whose life was 
one of great uscfidncss, died In 1730, aged 
seventy-three. The Bmys had a scat In Ghni- 
cestcr Co., England. The manor of Great Bar- 
rlngton In that county was after 1653 conveyed 
to them by the marriage of a daugliter of the 
Mornlngton Ihmlly with Reginald Bmy, Ksq. 
In the church there Is the monument of Capt. 
Edwaixl Bray, who Is represented In armor, 
with a ruff around his neck and a sword girded 
on the rlglit side. This peculiarity Is reported 
to have originated from the captain's having 
killed a man at Tilbury Camp, and from Ids hav- 
ing determined. In token of his sorrow and sin- 
cere repentance, never more to use his right 
hand. 

Besides Thomas of Gloucester, Mr. Savage 
finds live Brays among the early settlers of 
New England, but In the second generation 



only one male descendant of these is given. 
He says that John of Klttcry removed to Glou- 
cester, and perhaps here married Margaret 
Lambert, but I shall claim Margaret for John, 
son of our Thomas, till another wife of the 
same baptismal name Is found for him. 

The llrst reconl of land to Thomas Bray Is 
of three, acres bought of Thomas Smith, ** run- 
ning southeast from the house, and lying next 
to Thomas Jones on the one side and Mr. 
Blynman on the other, with a piece of marsh 
lying by the side of it." From this It may be 
Inferred that his first residence here was In the 
vicinity of the other settlers, somewhere near 
the mectlng-house, but he probably soon re- 
moved across the river. His children were 
Mary, bom Jany. ir», Bi47, manled John Ring, 
of Ipswieli; ThoniaM, l)f»rn March 81, KHJl, 
died Aug. 12, 1(153; Thomas, bom May 16, 1G53; 
John, bom May 11, 1G64; Nathaniel, bom June 
21, 1G6G; Thomas, again, born Jan. 10, 1G59; 
Hannah, bora March 21, 1GG2, married John 
Roberts Feb. 4, 1G77; Esther, bom April 18, 
1GG4, married Thllip Stanwood Oct. 80, 1G88 ; 
and Sarah who married James Sawyer. I add 
the will of Thomas Bray and the inventory of 
his estate. 

•* The last will and testament of Thomas Bray, 
senior, made tl\<e two and twentieth day of No- 
vember, In the year of our Lord God, 1672. 

** Imprimis. I Thomas Bray being weak In 
body and being aged, yet of sound memory do 
make this my last will and testament in man- 
ner and form following — that Is to say, thus — 
'* I do make my wife Mary Bray my sole and 
full executrix of all my goods, cattle, houselng, 
orchards and lands during her life, and after her 
death this my estate to be disposed of thus — 
** Item. I do give and bequeath nnio John 
Bray, m> oldest son, this my dwelling house 
and lands with the several appurtenances be- 
longing to it as is expressed here : that is to 
soy, the land lying next to that which was for- 
merly Edmund Clark's and the orchard and gar- 
den with the several parcels of land lying upon 
the hill above the house, as also the meadow 
ground at BIscoe Island, out of which, when 
he conies to enjoy this land and marsh, he is to 
pay unto his two sisters, Mary and Sarah — un- 
to Mary Ring ten pounds within one year, and 
within one year after ten pounds unto his sister 
Sarah. 
'* I do also give unto my son Nathaniel Bray 
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that parcel of land that was ruriiicrly Kdinuiul 
Clark's and tliat parcel of mai*Hh that lyeth at 
the Little River; out ofAvhlch he is to pay un- 
to his brother, Thomas Bniy, ten pounds with- 
in one year after he conies unto it. 

** I do also give unto my son Thomas Bray 
six acres of land lying at Long Cove, and if the 
said Thomas Bray do not like to make use of 
it hhnaelf, yt then he is to sell the same six 
acres of land unto his two brothers, but If he 
like to make use of 11 himself, yt then his two 
brothers shall afford him liberty to Uike thatch 
as nmcli as conveniently they can spare. 

** Item. 1 do give unto my daughter Mary 
King's three sons twenty shillings apiece, wliich 
my son Nathaniel Is to pay at the end of two 
years. 

♦* I tern. I do give unto my two younger daugh- 
ters Hannah Bray and P!sther Bray to have 
their portion out of ye stock after tlie decease 
of their mother, according as my wile shall see 
good, that is to say, ten pounds apiece out of 
ye stock or land. 

** The mark of

John Bray, oldest son of Thomas, married 
Margaret Lambert Nov. 10, 1070. In his will 
of 23 Jany. 1714, he gave his wife Margaret all 
his property : — real estate during her life, an<1 
reversion of it to his loving kinsman John 
Bray, son of his brother Thomas Bniy ; and if 
he shouhl n(»t survive his wife, his l)ro(lier, 
Thonnis iiray, to Inherit hi.s house and lauils. 
To David Stockwell, who then dwelt witli him, 
£10. To Margaret Kinnlcum, wile of Benj. 
Kinnicuni, £G. To Mary Emons, who then 



lived and dwelt with him, 50 shillings, to be 
paid when she became eighteen years of age, 
provided she continued to live with his wife 
to be helpfhl to her. 

His inventory shows real estate, £180, and 
personal, £G0. 

Nathaniel, second son of Thomas, (the His- 
tory mistakes in calling him the youngest) mar- 
ried Martha Wadin Jany. 22, 1(>84. Perhaps 
the wife's name was Weeden, an early New 
England one. His son Nathaniel was father of 
Isaac, born June 30, 171t», who, I suppose, mar- 
ried Abigail Averill, July 22, 1748, and had a 
son Isaac born June 14, 1749; probably the 
Capt. Isaac Bray who dle<l Jan. IG, 1830, aged 
eighty. Of Tlionuis, youngest son of Thomas, 
sen. I can give no further information. Ills 
son Aaron died Aug. 14, 1772, aged seventy- 
three. Kbenezer, son of his son Tliomas, l)orn 
Apr. 18, 1732, was Hie schoolmaster who, Ni)V. 
G, 17G0, received by vote of the town £7, *' to- 
wards helping him to the Latting Tongue." 

The names of thirty-two males of this fami- 
ly in Gloucester, and ten in Rock port, are In 
the last Directory; every one of wliom, It Is 
likely, can easily trace his descent from the 
emigrant ancestor ; and more tlu\n half of whom 
i-eslde in the section where he lived. 

John Buown. — So numerous are the Browns 
among the eairly emigrants to New Knghind 
tiiat It would Ih: assuming too nmrli to claim 
any particular one for the father of our John, 
iniless upon good authority. I will therelbre 
only venture to suggest that he may have been 
the John, sun of John of Salem, born Fel). 21, 
1GG2;— the year of birth of our settler.' The 
Inventory of his estate, £297.9, in our Pri>bate 
Records, bears date of June 5, 1732. Ills chil- 
dren born in Gloucester were : — Joseph, Jan. 
4, died Feb. 21, 1G95; Sarah. July G, 1G9G; Re- 
l>ekah, Feb. 10, 1G99; Jonathan, May 4, died 
July 22, 1701 ; Rachel, July 7, 1702; Jonathan, 
Sept. 20, 1705; a son, 14, died 21 Sept., 1707; 
Joseph, Feb. 17, 1709. It was, without doubt, 
the father of these children wlio was intending 
marriage with Elizabeth Somes Aiiril 8, 1713, 
and the birlli of whose sons,— William, July 3, 
1714, and Daniel, June 28, 1717, Is on our va- 
(rords. F.ll.slia, sou (»f John, 1 suppose, and 
born beloiv his father's removal to (Glouces- 
ter, married, Nov. 21, 1717, Hannah, probably 
daughter of Joseph Gardner, born June 10, 
1700. His son Stephen, baptised Oct. 12, 1740 
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vrns, I snpposc, tlic Stephen who died Nov. n, 
1815. Snimicl, nnothcr son, wns baptised Nov. 
1744, pcrhnps not born, ns In the History, In 
thnt year. Jonntlinn inaniwl Lydia KIwell, 
Mareh 7, 1728, and had sons,— Jonathan, born 
•Innc 4, 1781; and Jacob, born Ang. 13, 17.T3; 
after which we hear no more of the father. 

Joseph l^rown niarrleil Mary KIwell Dec. 2, 
1731. Hcsldes fonr children who dlctl In Infan- 
cy, and daughters Mar}', Abigail and LydIa, 
he had sons Joseph and Thomas ; the first of 
which Is not recorded in the town books, but 
has his baptism In the 1st church records, Sept. 
3, 1732 ; and the latter, born Sept. 2-1, 1786, may 
have been the Thomas who died In July, 1822, 
at the reported age of ninety-nine : tloubtless 
an exaggeration of thirteen years. 

William Brown married EllzalK*th Thlpps 
Dec. 9, 1785. No births of his chlldi*en are re- 
corded, but the baptisms of six are preserved : 
EllzalH»th, Oct. 8, 1730; William, Oct. 1, 1738; 
Abigail, July 10,1743; Kunkc, Dec. 1745; Han- 
nah, Oct. 2, 1748; and James, June 3, 1753. 

Daniel, brother of the preceding, married Sa- 
rah How Feb. 2, 1741, and, besides four daugh- 
ters, had Ave sons :— Daniel, bom July 2fi, 1740 ; 
Job, bom 8, diod 15 Aug., 1751 ; William, Nov. 
18. 1752; Abraham, Aug. 11), 1754; and John, 
Nov. 5, I7(»4. 

Our recortis are confusing with regard to the 
Jonathans. He of this name, son of the llrst 
Jonathan, may have been the same who mar- 
ried Kebecca Ayres, probably daughter of 
Thomas, July 9, 1752, and had Jonathan bap- 
tised at our flrst church Aug. 2(», 1753, besides 
several more children In subsefpient years ; but 
who was Jonathan, jr. who married Dec. 8, 
1741, Hannah Davis, daughter, I suppose, of 
Ellas, one of the ricliest citizens of his time, 
and settled in Town Parish, on the border of 
Mill river, nrjir IiIm wlfr's <*nrly hcinn*? lie has 
the f)lrt,hs of three children recorded In the 
town books, one of whom was probably the 
Jonathan who died Oct. 18, 1831, aged eighty- 
seven ; and the baptisms of four others, not all 
the rest, in the reeonis of the Fourth church. 
One of the last was Ephralm, perhaps the same 
-who died Jan. 22. 1843, aged eighty-one. 

A .Tonathan died Oct. 15, 1809. 

Thirty-six of tids name, two with final e, 
are^n the last Oloucester Directory; s(nne of 
whom ran pnibably tnne llifir descent from 
the Mrst settler without diniculty. 



BuTMAN, or BooTM.XN. — Tlic only endgrant 
to New England of this name, found by Mr. 
Savage, Is Jeremiah, of Salem, who married, 
Oct. 8, 1659, Esther I^ambert, and had Mary, 
Jeremy and Mather, or, perhaps Mailha, or, 
by another perhaps Matthew, as there was a 
Matthew Butman of Beverly, In 1714, who had 
sons Matthew and Jerendah. Our settler John, 
though not mentioned by Mr. S.,wa8 probaldy 
of this fandly. His son Jeremiah left an only 
son of the same name, born Nov. 19, 1714, who 
married Abigail Norwood Nov. 17, 1737, and, 
besides three daughters, had sons Jcrcmlali, 
born Nov. 20, 1742; and William, May 2, 1761. 
John, the second son, married Mary GIddlngs, 
Jan. 18, 1728, who died Oct. 25, 1780, aged 
twenty-two; and Mary Sargent, Dec. 20, 1734. 
Jonatlian, thhtl son of John, sen. born Jan. 27, 
1708, had a wife Judith, a son Jonathan, born 
in Newbury Sept. 21, 1734; and Samuel and 
John and five daughters born in Gloucester. 
It was probably this son Jonathan who mar- 
ried Hannah OrlfUn Dec. 5, 1758, who died 
April 17, 1767, and Elizabeth Haraden Nov. 29, 
1771 ; and had by both wives, besides seven 
daughters, sons Jonathan, Thomas and David. 
The head of the Caj>c seems to have been the 
chief seat of this family, and the name Is still 
borne by a few persons In Bockport. 

1tirnAUt> Hyi.ks.— Capt. (?liarles Byh's, son 
of this settler, was bom Dec. 20, 1700. He has 
the births of three children In the town records : 
Hannah, bom April 18, 1728, married Job Stan- 
wood, Sept. 14, 1749; Abigail, Aug. 1780; and 
Charles, Jan. 21, 1782. I am able to add three 
more ;— Susanna, bom Feb. 6, 1787; married 
first, Caleb Lincoln, and second, Levi Boberts, 
and died Nov. 18, 1830, aged ninety-three ; Na- 
thaniel, bom Feb. 6, 1741 ; and Sarah, June 7, 
1745; married first, Henry Edgar, and second, 
Blchnrd LlMlHialr, and died In Sept., 1822, aged 
seventy-seven. Capt. Byles had forty-one men 
in his company at the siege of Loulsburg In 
1745, who were on pay ft-om Feb. 16 to Sept. 30. 

William Card.— I find no father for this 
settler. Only two of the name are mentioned 
by Mr. Savage among the early settlers of New 
England :— Francis, a soldier in the Indian war, 
1677; and William of Newbury in 1680; both 
without children. William, the oldest son of 
our settler, bom May 20, 1696, manieil Rebec- 
ca WalllM, Aug. 25, 1717. Ills three rldhlren 
mentioned In the History were William, born 
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Oct. 9, 1717; Maitlui, Aug. 20, 1719; ttiid Job, 
Nov. 17, 1721. William married MU17 Bubson, 
Jan. 10, 1745, and had Mary, bom Id 1748, died 
soon, and Mary, Feb. 8, 1750, who married, 
first, William Sargcut, second, David Plmumer, 
and third, Capt. John Beach, and^died hi June, 
1834, aged eighty-four. These two children 
arc on the town records ; but the records of 
the first church have two more ; — William, bap- 
tised Oct. 21, 1768; and Job, Nov. 80, 1765. 
William i)ociuiie a sea-aipUdn. lie married in 
Gloucester, first, Abigail Uyerson, March 19, 
1787; and second, Sally, daughter of Capt. Ja- 
cob Allen, May 3, 1791. He removed to Port- 
land, Me., and died there at the iige of sixty- 
live. His widow also died In that city, aged 
eighty-four. He had a son Jacob Allen Card, 
who died in California, leaving a son George, 
now of Portland ;— the only male descendant 
known to me, bearing the niuno of this settler 
as a family cognomen. 

The three children of Benjamin, who mar- 
ried Rachel Yorii, Dec. 28, 1732, wei-e Benja- 
min, born May 9, 1734 ; Joseph, Oct. 30, 1735; 
and William, April 20, 1737. Benjamin mar- 
ried Uebecca Willmm, Feby. 17, 175G. No 
children ai*e recorded in the town books, but 
the baptisms of sevei*al are preserved. 

Edmund CLAUKic.^This settler had land on 
the south side of Poles, where he probably had 
his house ; perlmps at Trynall Cove, where the 
widow of his son Joseph was living in 1704. 
Ills wife Agne^ was, I think, a dangliter ol 
Walter Tybbot, who menth>ns in his will, l<i6l, 
son-in-law Edmund (^lark, not Edwaixl, as Mr. 
Savage has it in Oen. DicL I, 893. Ills inven- 
tory, 28th 12mo. 1GG5, shows an estate of £84.5, 
and debts £38. His son Jolm died Jan. 2, 1G81. 
Joseph was bom Nov. IG, 1G50, and is the on- 
ly child of his father whose birth Is in our re- 
cords. He married Hannah Davis March 27, 
16G2,and died Nov. 29, 1G9G; leaving an estate 
of £21.8. His children were Hannah, bom Jan. 
16, 1G83 ; Joseph, Sept. 10, 1G84 ; Edmund, April 
1, 1G8G; Abigail, Dec. 20, 1087, died soon; 
Mary, March 9, 1089, probably died June 7, 
1709; John, March 0, 1G92; and Edmund again, 
Dec. 8, 1695. Joseph, the eldest of these sons, 
married Rachel Plckworth, of Manchester, 
March 5, 1707. He and his sons, Joseph, born 
April 15, 1717, and John, born Juno 18, 1718, 
were tax-payers in the Town Parish in 1740. 
Two otiicr sous were Benjandn, born Aug. 10, 



1723, and Samuel April 9, 1731. MUch lalKii* 
bestowed upon the attempt to trace the family 
In this branch down to the present century leads 
to no satisfiictory result. I find the marriage 
of Joseph, Jr. and Mercy RIdgel, Jan. 11, 1739, 
and nothing more of him ; also that of John 
and Rebecca Brown, Feby. 21, 1740, with the 
birth of his son John In 1740, and daughter 
Rachel in 1742, when my knowledge of father 
and children ends. But my perplexity begins 
with Benjamin, who 1 suppose was the same 
who married Lucy Stanwood In 1747, and hail 
Benjandn, bom Nov. 10, 1748, and Naond, Nov. 
19, 1752. Then comes another Benjamin, whose 
l>arentage I do not find, who nuirried Naomi 
Stanwood in 1750, and had a son Benjandn born 
Nov. 30, 1753; perhaps the same who married 
Esther Lurvey in 1777, and was probably the 
revolntiouary patriot who died In October. 
1827, aged seventy-five. One of these Bcnja- 
ndns has. In the records of the Fourth Church, 
the baptisms of Lucy, 175G ; Joshua, 1702 ; and 
John, 1765. Joshua I suppose to have been 
the same who died In Rockport, Dec. 22, 1842, 
aged seventy-nine. Sanmcl, youngest son of 
the second Joseph, is supposed to have been 
the Samuel, 3d, (two Samuels of Sandy Bay, 
mentioned in the History, l)eing older than he) 
who married Sarah Lurvey about 1762, and, 
besides the birtlis of two children in the town 
reconls, has the baptisms of four more In those 
of the Fourth Church. Ednmnd, youngest son 
of the first Joseph, married Ellz:d)eth Pierce, 
of Manchester, Nov. 21, 1718, and had seven 
ihiughters, and sons Ednmnd and Benjamin. 
The former probably married Margaret Collet, 
of Manchester, Oct. 21, 1743; and the latte;*, 
Mary Burnham, of Wenham, Feb. 20, 1755; 
and each had a second wife, bnt neither a child 
recorded, except Benjamin, the birth of whose 
son Benjamin In Blay, 1757, Is given. 

Twenty-one mules of tlds name are found in 
the last Directory of the town, of whom seven 
at least bear It by change of name. How many 
of the remainder, if any, are descended from 
the early settler, I know not. 

Pkiku Coffin.— This settler was born In 
Newbury, July 27, 1007. His wife was Apphia 
Dole, bom Dec. 7, 1008, daughter of Ricliai*d 
Dole, who was born In Bristol, England. She 
died In Gloucester, Jan. 19, 1740. Besides jLhe 
two recorded here, they had sevend other chil- 
dren, bom probably In Newbury, one of whom, 
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Tristram. lM)ni Aug. 10, 1G9G, iimrTicil Dorothy 
Tufts, March 22, 1722, aud had four children; 
the oldest of which, Peter, bom Aug. 10, 1728, 
was the prominent citizen of Gloucester, men- 
tioned In the History. The name Is still borne 
here by a few of his descendants. 

John Collins. — He has with other lots re- 
corded under the date of 1041), *• four acres of 
upland bought of William Brown and John 
Luther, together with three acres given by the 
town, running fh>m his house In the harbor 
and high-water mark, northerly unto the north- 
east end of the swamp at the head of the lot«.** 
Ilo died March 2r», irjA; not IGtm, as In the 
History. His daughter Ann married Charles 
James July 17, 1673. The children of his son 
.John were John, bom 12, died 20 Dec, 1059 ; 
Mary, bom June 26, 1G(J1; John, March 21, 
ICSa; K/.ikitl, Feb. 2:i, KMil ; Kljcnezer, Feb. 
6, HUMJ; Daniel, May 14, IGG9; Samuel, born 
a. died 8 April, 107 1; Amos, April 14,1072; 
and Benjamin, Feb. 24, 1075. James, the other 
son of John Collins, dleil on a voynge to Bar- 
badoes In 1085, leaving a widow in Salem, 
his scH'ond wife, with an infant son James ; and, 
by his llrst wife, HanntUi, a son Adonlram, the 
same, probably, who married Marj', danghtcr 
of Joshua Wanl, Nov 20, 1701. 

Of th<^ sons of John Collins, Jr.. who re- 
moved to Salem Just before his deat.'i, about 
1077, Kzekiel, without doubt, and Daniel, 
probably, returned to their native town for 
wives and a home; though the latter, If the 
husband of Mary Norwood, was forty-seven at 
his marringc Kbenezer is supposed to have 
remained with his mother in Salem, where she 
had taken a second husband. He mnde his 
will at Bllboa, Spain, Dec. 29, 1000, in which 
he mentions his honored mother Mrs. Meheta- 
ble Bntman, loving wife Ann and her two chil- 
di-en, and brothers Ezcklel and Daniel, but no 
child of his own then Iwrn. 

BesldcM the four sons of Kxeklel mentioned 
In the History, he had daughters Patience, Ab- 
igail and ElizalMJth. Each of the sons married 
and had .several children. The oldest John, 
bom March 12, 1096, married Bathsheba Don- 
ham, at Plymouth, Nov. 8, 1719, and had three 
sous and Ave daughters. One of the sons, 
John, bom Sept 11, 1720, married Abigail Ty- 
ler, Jan. 6, 1747, and had, according to the re- 
cords, one daughter and four sons, the young- 
est of which was Capt. Isaac Collins, a rev- 
4 



olutionary pensioner, who died In July 1884, 
aged seventy-six. Ezcklel, brother of the last 
named John, bom Nov. 15, 1727, married Mary 
Adams Nov. 8, 1748, and had a daughter Mol- 
ly who married Jercmiali Robinson and died 
young, leaving a daughter Polly, bora .Tan. 12, 
1771 ;— the widow Rlggs who died In Rock- 
I>ort a few years since, aged over ninety. 
Her grundfiither, Ezcklel Collins, was a sol- 
dier In the campaign against Quebec in 1769, 
and wrote to his wife, about three weeks be- 
fore the city was taken, the following Inter- 
esting letter, which, by the favor of Addison 
Oott, ICsq., of Rockpoit, I give here, with a 
few corrections In the spelling. 

" Point Levi, August the 22, 1769. 
*' My dear and loving wife. I hope with the 
blessing of God these lines will find you and 
our dear rhlldr(*n In as good health as they 
leave me. 1 have been very much disordered, 
but I am now as well as is common for me, 
tho* many others are sick. My dear I have 
nothing strange to write but what you will 
hear of by others' letters. The French at 
t^uebec fight us courageously as yet. We ex- 
l>ect every night to sec them fire rafts come 
down among ns ; they are only waiting for an 
opportunity In hopes to bum our fleet and de- 
stroy us all. But as they have been mistaken 
three times 1 hope they will this time. Also 
my dear when I shall see you 1 do not know. 
But I hope to sec you aud our dear children In 
God's good time. I received a letter ft^m you 
and was glad to hear fh>m you. Von write 
you had sent others, but 1 never saw but one, 
I should be very glad to have a few lines IVom 
you that I might know* how you do. I have 
sent several lettei*s to you which I hope you 
received. I saw Sanniel Thomas a few days 
ago and he told me that In genenil the Cape 
Ann people were well. I saw uncle Daniel 
Collins and several others of the (Company nnd 
they were well. My <lear I hope you wont 
want for any things of necessary for you or 
our children. Joshua Rlggs Is well and i*c- 
members his duty to his fhther and mother and 
love to all Ills firlends. Remember me to aU 
that ask after me, one as well as another. 

" I am my dear your tme and falthAil hus- 
band till death. 

*'EzKKiRi. Collins." 

Ebenczer, second son of the first Ezeklel, 
bom June 11, 1698, married Eunice Collins 
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Jan. 7, 1720, and, besides six daughters, had 
sons Samuel, James, Ebeuezer and Dante). 
Two of these are mentioned in the History, 
and of the otlier two I know no more. I sup- 
pose that the father occupied the paternal 
home, and that he was the subject of tlic fol- 
lowing notice in Kev. Samuel Chandler's Jour- 
nal. ** 1768, Sept. 23. About six o'clock In the 
evening I was sent for to Ebenezer Collins, 
seized with an apoplectic. ** **26, I was chilled 
up about sunrise to go to Mr. Collins; found 
him in a dying posture, insensible.*' **27, I 
attended the ftiueral of Eben'r Collins."— 
Daniel, brother of the preceding, bom Feb.7, 
1703, married first, Lucy Warner Nov. 2, 1737, 
whodietl in 1748, ami second, widow Surah Ste- 
vens. He Is the uncle Daniel mentioned In 
the letter of Ezeklel. and the same, perhaps, 
whose death is thus briefly noticed in a list of 
deaths in Mr. Chandler's Journal :•— " 17r>9, Nov. 
Daniel Collins, cxi>editlon." 

By his two wives he had six son.s and three 
daughtei's. His son Daniel, born Aug. 17, 
1748, was ensign in one of the* Gloucester 
companies that fought on Bunker 11111. He 
married Lucy Khvell, July 21, 17i»7, and Tolly 
Tufts of Me<lfortl, Nov 3, 1777. He left sev- 
eral chiUlren, one of whom, William, died 
Feb. 14, 1845, aged Ufty-seven, leaving no son. 
Amos, youngest son of Ezeklel, bom July 
28, 1708, married Susanmi Bodeu of Marble- 
head, Jan. 7. 1734. He had a son David bom 
In Uiat town Sept. 17, 1734, and Hannah, Slni- 
son, and Amos born here; the last in 1740, 
soon after which he may have gone back to 
Marblehcod. ^ 

In the lost century there .seemed to l>e prom- 
ise of a long continuance of this name in town 
by descendants of the early settler; but I 
know not that one of the ten bearing it, in the 
lost Gloucester Dlrectoi*y, can truce back to 
him. 

JouN CuRNKV.— He Is the only one of Uils 
name found among the early settlers of New 
England. The children of his son Ellsha were 
John, bom In 1098; Joseph, 1700, died 170C; 
Abigail, 1703; Uebekah, 1706; Mary, 1708; 
Joseph, 1711; Ellsha, 1714; Elizabeth, 1717, 
died soon; and Daniel, 1718. Tlic John Cur- 
ney who married Mary Cook has no children 
reconled, iinh^ss he Is Hh; (*upt. John (^urney 
who, more than twenty years after his flrat 
marriage, had, by wife Ablgidl, a daughter Ab- 



igail bom in Boston, and sons William and 
John baptised here, llie sou John probably 
married Hannah Palfhjy, of Boston, Sept. 23. 
1770. Joseph Cumey married Ann Matchet, 
June 8, 173ti, and hud five sons, one of whom. 
Joseph, born July 24, 1742, was Intending mar- 
riage with widow Mary Collins, Nov. 2, 17<hJ. 
Two children, Joseph In 17(;a, and Joshua In 
1767, are reconled to hlra. The fomier was, 
t>erhaps, the Joseph who reniovcil to Main** 
forty or fifty years ago ; but, whether so or 
not, that emigrant was the last male of his 
family known to me. 

Ellsha Cumey, Jr. was Intending marriage 
with Elizabeth DunciUi, April 14, 1739; but I 
know of no children, unless Hannah, daughter 
of Ellsha, baptised Dec. 5, 1750, was his child. 
John Davis. — 'Hie earliest mention of this 
settler I have found Is Feb. 8, 1648, when John 
Davis of ** Jaba<iue, within the Imunds und lim- 
its of Iiiswlch," sold lund In thuttownto Dan- 
iel King of Ipswich, fisherman, lie appears Ut 
have been living In Ipswich as late as 1G87 ; but 
Nov. 7, 1082, he calls himself John Davis sen. 
of Gloucester, and then sells to Isaac Kveleth 
** house and land, barn and orchard, running 
up to the common by Poles, so ct»innionly cull- 
ed." In the deed he calls his wife Alice Davis, 
but the signature is the mark of Fninces Davis. 
The chUdren of Ids sou James were John, lK>m 
March 10, lOGO; James, 12, died 23 March, 1002; 
Jilinys, March 10, 1003; Jo.seph, 25 April, died 
4 May, 1005; Elizabeth, Sept. 2, 100*.»; Abigail, 
.Vpl. 13, 1072; Joseph, Jan. 25, 1074; Susanna, 
Nov. 20, 1070, died Dec. 20, 1723; Hannah, 
May 28, 1079; Ebenezer, March 20, 1081 ; and 
Mark, May 20, 1083, dletl A|>rll 15, 1700. 

John, the oldest of tlie.se children, married 
Ann Haraden, Jan. 0, Hk'b, In his will, prov- 
ed March 10, 1729, he mentions wife Ann, sims 
Bei\J. and Joseph, grandchildren John I^w and 
Sarah Low, and grandchild Surah, daughter of 
his son John, deceased. This son had married 
Sarah Abbot, Jun. 27, 1716, by whom Oct. 9. 
1716, his daughter Sarah was bom. Benjamin, 
bom Feb. 25, 1694, married Elizabeth 1a>w, 
Sept. 15, 1718, and has the blitlis of John and 
Benjamin recorded In our books. The son 
Benjamin was of Ipswich in 1754, when his 
father mortgaged hind in Si^iuum to him; unil, 
pitrliu|>s, wus the Benjumln of Newbury|N>rt. 
lately deceased In 1788. Joseph the other son 
of John, lK>m Oct. 9, 1700, Is supposed to be 
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the snine who married Jemima Haslcell, Sept. 
31, 1782, mid hnd Jemima, Joseph, William, 
Abigail ami Anna, lie died about 1763, and 
his widow became the 8ccond wife of Licnt. 
Thomas Allen. I know no descendants of the 
son Joseph; bat of William there are several, 
OS mentioned in the History. 

Licat. James Davis, in a deed, Is called cord- 
waincr. The hoase and land he bougiit of 
WMlllam Somes, in 1700. was situated on the 
way leading from the tide-mill in Town Parish 
to the backroad. He left an estate of £2898.5.2. 
The History contains a notice of his son James, 
lK>rn Dec. 5, 1091, to which I have only to add 
the following, from the records of the Third 
Church, "Aug. 16, 1776. Died James Davis, 
Rsf]. He was elected a deacon of this church 
July 9, 1781. lie was emnloycHl iw a .S<«lectnian 
and a reprcsentallve of tills town for a number 
of years, which olflce he sustained with honor 
tind approbation of his constituents, but most 
os|H»clally to his (»<m1. whom lie servcil with 
ildollty, that 1 trust ye 7 chap. Kccles. 1st v., 
may be applied to his character." (A good 
name Is Iwtter tlian precious ointment; and 
the day of death than the dny of one*H birth. 
Eccles, VII I 1.) I may also add that four of 
the ehildmi of this worthy citizen were sons: 
-— Jnmes, John, Ellas, who died in infancy, and 
Andrew. Ellas, next son of IJeut. James Da- 
vis, bom Jan. 2C, 1C94, left at his decease the 
largest estate that had been acquired by any 
citizen of the t<»wii nt that time :— upwards of 
tiVtOi), 1 sup|M»Ke tliat his home was soiiie- 
%vhere on the east side of Mill Uiver, and that 
he carricHl on his business in tliat section of the 
town. The inventory of his estate mentions 
dwelling house, warehouse iind wharf, and llsh- 
ing ro<nn at Caiiso, a large amount of inerchan- 
dls<', and the following ves.Hels : —

The heirs of this large estate were his sons 

Mark and Job, and daughters Elizabeth and 

Hannah. Mark had a wife Mar}*, and children 

Elizabeth, Mary and Jemima,' and died about 

1746. His widow married Stephen Greeiiieaf 

of Newbury, and was again a widow In 1760. 

Job married Thomnslne (ircenlenf of Newbury, 



in 1740, had sons Ellas and Job, and died be- 
fore 1 761 . Elizabeth married David Harraden, 
and Hannnh married Jonathan Brown, jr. Sol • 
omon, brother of Elias, bom March 30, 1096, 
was not so rich in worldly goods as his broth- 
er, but he had a larger share of those blessings 
which Scripture calls "the heritage of the 
Lord.** The town and church records U>gether 
give us the names of eleven children by his 
first wife, and one by his second ; to which I 
have good reason for thinking that two more 
at least should be added. He calls himself 
** coaster,** in a mortgage deed of 1769, in which 
year he sold to Sam'l Plumnier ten and a half 
acres of laud near Mill River, inherited flrom 
his lather. He also sold to the same person 
more land and his own dwelling house in 1768. 
after whicli I have no knowledge of lilm. His 
son Solomon was a mariner. He married and 
had thix'C children In Gloucester, and removed 
to Boston before 1759. Next to Solomon were 
twill sons James and Samuel. The fomier I 
suppose to Imj the James, living iu Town Par- 
ish, who liad, in 1755, a son Noah named for a 
brother lost at sea, and other children in sulv 
se<|uent years. The latter was probably the 
Samuel who married Sarah Whittridge, and 
besides a son Samuel, whose birth is recorded, 
had a son Ellas, the ftither of the retired India 
capUdn of the same name, who died Aug. 27. 
1868, aged eighty; and of several sons and 
daughters besides. Noah, fourth son of Solo- 
mon, was Intending marriage with Mary Ben- 
nett, March 26, 1762. He must have been the 
one lost at sea, above mentioned. The other 
children of Solomon, of whose birth or bap- 
tism wo have the record, were eight daughters, 
but I think he had l>y his second wife, two 
more. Daniel, who had his home in Town 
Parish, not In Sandy Bay, and Thomas. The 
death of the latter by shipwreck Is mentioned 
in the History. He lea sons Thomas, Solomon, 
and Stephen Low, all shipmasters of Glouces- 
ter. 

Ebcnezer Davis, youngest son of the first 
James, also resided in the Fourth Parish, and 
there carried on his maritime business. His 
will was proved Nov. 27, 1782. In the hiven- 
tory of his estate, amounting to £8047.7.2, 1 
find " 8-4 sloop Good Intent, 8-4 sloop Eliza- 
beth, 8-4 sloop Dolphin, 1-2 cargo gone to Vir- 
ginia, 6 silver spoons, £6, negro man, £96, and 
Straitsmouth Island, £226.** The Intter was

ti, 1788, aud proved July 7, 17»0. In that he i 
uaiues wife Euuiee, son Joseph of Newbury, ' 
daugliter Mary Wheelwright, and several grand- 
children. Suiianna, one of the daughters of 
Ebenezer Davis, and mother of Chief Justice 
I'arsons, the iiiot>t diAtiiigui.H|i<Hl for aliilily, an 
some tliiuk, of all our Massachusetts Judges, 
died In Boston, Dec. 18, 1794, aged seventy- 
five. 

Jacob Davis, son of the first Jiihii, lea au 
estate of £298.17, of which the following were 
the items : —

Ills children were Jacob, bom Feb. 2G, 1G62 ; 
John, Nov. 25, 16G5, died soon ; Elizabeth, June 
27, 16C7; Susanna, June 27, 1670; Moses, July 
G, 1678; Mary, June 8, 1676; Aaron, Nov. 2, 
1678; John, July 17, 1681, died soon; and Sa- 
rah, Dec. 2, 1685. Of Moses I can give no ftir- 
ther Infoniuitioii. Of the other two sons who 
lived to maturity, the History traces descen- 
dants of Jacob through five generations, and 
of Aaron through two. The records give Ja- 
cob five children ; three less than he Is known 
to have had. Those llvlug at his death were 
Moses, William, Aaron, Joseph, Mary and Eliz- 
abeth. Moses, bora Jan. 9, 1690, settled lu 
Ipswich, aud was married, but Ids will, provc*d 
Feb. 20, 1758, makes no mention of children. 
William, bom Apr. 6, 1695, I suppose to have 
been the same who married Abigail Andrews, 
May 17, 1716, and Mary DoUlver, July 1, 1719. 
He had ten children by both wives, and died 
about 1752. Of Joseph, whose birth Is not re- 
corded, I only know that he was living In Ports- 
moath, N. 11. In 1758. 

Jacob Davis the second, was of Ipswich In 
1706, any may have resided there daring the 



yciirs In which his Ihrec youngest clilldnMi Were 
lN>m. His wile of land to Ky.cklol Wo<Mi\\urd, 
in 1707, did not include his nilliiig-iuiU and a 
small house at the head of Little Kiver; for lu 
the next year he had a grant of laud near his 
mill, on which he was ** to erect a bigger house." 
This house was undoubtedly the veiienibic 
dwelling we still see there;— one of the very 
few of the style of architecture then prevail- 
ing, still standing In the town. 

To the close of the seventeenth century all 
the Da vises In town were deHeeiiiUints or the 
first settler John ; but lu the first quarter of 
the next century sevcnil other families of this 
widely-diflUsed name are found residing here. 
There was au Imiuc Davis, an early settler at 
Casco Bay, who had sons John and Samuel liv- 
ing In Gloucester In 1784. The fonuer was 
living in 1749, then eighty-nine years of age. 
The four sons of his son Samuel, who were 
loht at sea, were Ebenezer in 1746, aged twen- 
ty-one; Samuel in 1759, aged thirty-two; Wil- 
lUim In 1759, aged twenty-one ; and Henry in 
1766, aged twenty-four. The son S;iiiiuel was 
probably the same who luarrieil Anna Ihirber, 
Oct. 6, 1718, and liad sons Kl»enezer and S;iin- 
uel, and daughter Anna. Samuel, brother of 
John, as I suppose, was not probably the grant- 
er of land at Sandy Bay In 1725, as mentioned 
in the History ; nor Is It likely that he removed 
tlilther. He has nine children recorded, two 
of whom, Isaac and Janie.s, with their mother 
Ann, then a widow, apt»ear to have Inren living 
ill Town Tarish in 1740. Isiuic, bom Oct. 9, 
1711, luid a wife Mary, and sevend ehildri'n. 
James, born Oct. 28, 1717, probably married 
Mary Finson, by whom he had six clilldren, 
and died about 1 751 . Samuel hud another son, 
Joseph, bom Dec. 11, 1722. 1 will venture to 
suppose that he married Anna Cunningham, 
Feb. 8, 1748, and that all three of the brothers 
had descendants of the second generation. 

Ebenezer Davis, who married Elizal>eth Tarr, 
Feb. 9, 1715, and died Feb. 15, 1725, leaving a 
son Henry and two daughters, was possibly 
brother, more likely sou, of **old Mr. John 
Davis " of Sandy Bay ; for Samuel, probably 
brother or sou of the latter, was api>oluted ad- 
ministrator of the estate of Ebenezer, and Is 
called his brother. His son may have been the 
Henry who nuirrieil Lydia Smith, Aug. 11, 1785, 
and had many children. 
A Sylvanos Davis, with wife Mary, was here, 
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perhaps residing at Kettle Cove, In 1712, when 
their daughter Abigail was born. He had 
another child, Daniel, born In 1718, In which 
year. In April, administration of his estate was 
taken by his widow. A person of this name 
was prominent In the eastern settlements, at 
an earlier date, bat he left no child. 

There was a ]>anlel Davis In town in 1720, 
when he married Mary Stanwood, by whom, 
besides three daughters, he had sons David, 
Jonathan and Walklatc. 

The next one we find is Moses, who married 
Abigail Sargent In 172G,and had eight children, 
of whom were sons Moses, Daniel, Alford and 
Ebcne7-er, 

Sixty-seven males of this name in Glouces- 
ter and ItfX'kport, arc In the hist Dlr<!ct^»ry of 
the two towns. 

Anthony Day.— Several of the name of Day 
are found by Mr. Savage among the early set- 
tles of New England. Nathaniel and Kobcrt 
were both of Ip.swlch before 1040, but I know 
nothing of Anthony till his appearance in Glou- 
cester, al>out 1045, when he sold land to John 
renrcc. It docs not appear when and where 
he married Susan Mtitchct, st^rvant to Wi Ilium 
Vinson, who, 1 suppose, was the wife Susanna 
menthmed In the reronls as the mother of his 
chlhlren. The lirst of his children recorded 
here was John, bom April 28, 1057, In which 
year he bouglil house and lan<l, once in posses- 
sion of (Jliarlcs Glover, having ** the rocks call- 
ed the Poles on one side." Ills other children 
were Kzeklel, born March 8, 1059, died soon; 
Kzekld, again. May 19, 1002; Nathaniel, Sept. 
!», 1005; Elizabeth, Feb. 2, 1007; Samuel, Feb. 
25, 1CG9; and Joseph, April 4, 1072. Resides 
these. It is supposed he had sons Timothy and 
Thomas, born before 1057. Of the six sons of 
the former, 1 know the end of only one :— An- 
thony, who, by his wife rcnelopc had three 
daugliters born hen*, and died Jan. 12, 1712. 
Two sons of Timothy, Timothy and Joseph, 
are given In the church recoixls, but not in the 
town books. John, another son, born Feb. 1, 
1084, I suppose to be the same who, by wife 
Dorothy, has the births of eleven children re- 
corded ; to which goodly number should proba- 
bly be added one more:- John, baptised Oct. 
18, 1713. The latter, I tldnk, was the John who 
In May, 1747, then of Norwich, Conn., potter, 
was administrator of the estate of his brotlier, 
John Day of Gloucester. Zebedee, one of the 
5 



eleven children above mentioned, was, without 
doubt, he who married Margaret Bofee, Feb. 
19, 1748. This Is as far as my notes go with 
this branch of the Aimily ; nor can 1 add much 
concerning the posterity of the next son, Thom- 
as. His son Thomas, who was lost at sea In 
1716, manied Mary Denning* March 7, 1700, and 
besides two daughters, has sons Joslah and 
Stephen recorded In the town books, and two, 
Thomas and Jacob, In the church records. 
Thomas, son of the first Anthony, also had a 
son Joseph, the same, I suppose, who married 
Abigail Crowell, Oct. 17, 1700, by whom he had 
sons Joseph, Samuel and Isaac, and five daugh- 
ters. 

John, first son of AnthOny whose birth Is re- 
c*orde<l in (lloucester, married Alice li<*ach. 
Dec. 12, 1681. She was probably a daughter 
of widow Alice Leach, second wife of Kobert 
El well. John Day was a soldier In the Indian 
war of 1075, and received a grant of land at 
Kettle Cove for his services. He was living 
near Poles In 1715, and may have reached very 
old age; for Jo.scph Wlnslow, the husband, I 
suppose, of his youngest daughter, Sarah, was 
nduiinlsttator of his estate in 1742. I can trace 
no descendants of this son bearing the ftimlly 
nauK*. 

ICzcklel, s(m of the lli"st Antliony, has the 
births of nine chlhlren recorded; but he .also 
had probably Ezekiel, bom about 1092, and Ly- 
dla, about 1704, not recorded. Ezekiel appeai-s 
to have left no descendants. Ills brother Jon- 
athan had sons Jonathan and David, and died 
young. Each of the three other brothers, Pe- 
latlah, Samuel, and Nathaniel, had several chil- 
dren. The youngest, Nathaniel, born Sept. 2S, 
1710, was probably the same who was living In 
Town Parish In 1740, married Susanna Stan- 
wood, Dec, 5, 1789, and had a son Nathaniel, 
bom Apr. 24, 1740, a son Abraham, Dec. 9, 1745, 
and nine daughters. Nathaniel, Jr., married 
Maiy Davis, Nov. 27, 1704, and Is shown by 
town and church rcconls to have had eleven 
children, including two pairs of twins; Mercy 
and Deliverance, bora In 1777, and Isaac and 
Rebecca in 1782. The Days now living in the 
ancient seat of the family may be descendants 
of Anthony In this line. 

Joseph, youngest son of Anthony, recorded 
the births of ten children, of whom four were 
sons: Joseph, James, Jeremiah, and V\Mlllnm. 
The oldest of these' may be the Joseph, born 
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Marcli 3, 1CU8, who iimrricil ratleucc Boyd, 
Dec 7, 1719, and had several children, one of 
which. Jane, was probably the Jane Day who 
married John Carter, Dec. 27, 1744, and the 
widow Jane Carter who died in Jan. 1814, aged 
ninety-four. 

The last Gloucester Directory contains twen- 
ty-six males of this name, about one-half of 
whom were living in that section of the town 
where the first who Ijore it here had his home. 

Nicuoi.AS Dknnino. — Two Dcnnlugs are 
found aiiiuug the early settlers of New Eng- 
land, both witliout chiklreu; and one having a 
son who was absent at the time of his father's 
death. Our Nicholas had a son Nicholas, who, 
in 1724, received a grant of land where his 
house stood. >Yilliam and George were proba- 
bly also his sons. Concerning the son Nicho- 
las, I can only add that he and his wife Eliza- 
i>eth ami daugliters Margaret and Hannah were 
all baptised May 9, 1725; and that he probably 
became a widower, and married for liis second 
wife Ann Fuller, Jan. 14, 1732, by whom a son 
Nichohui was 1>om Oct. 12, 1732. WiUiam 
Denning had, in 1725, a house westward of 
Fresh Water (^ove. lie married Hannah Paine, 
Dec. 5, 1706. The births of two children, 
Suumel in 1707, and Mary In 171ti, are record- 
t*d In the town books ; but the reconls of the 
itrst church have the baptisms of three others : 
—Sarah, in 1710; William, in 1713; and Wil- 
liam, again. In 1727. A William l>cnning and 
wife Susanna had a daughter Elizabeth bom, 
Aug. 9, 1729. George Denning married llan- 
u;di llyles, perliaps sister of Uichard, March 30, 
1708. lie had suns. Job, James, George and 
Joseph, and a chinghtcr Hannah. Each of the 
sons appears to have married In town, and all 
but one of them have children recorded. — 
Gc*orgc married Mary Eveleth Nov. 21, 1738, 
and had sons, Francis, George, Simeon and 
Joseph. It was probably the last named son, 
bom May 6, 1752, who was intending marriage 
with Molly UaskelU Oct. IG, 1773. 

Eight In Glouce-ster and two In Rockport of 
UiU name, now spelt Denncn, are in the last 
Directory, all of whom, it is likely, arc descend- 
ed from Nicholas. 

WiLixuf Kllkky. — The only other person of 
thi» name, appearing among the early setlers of 
New England, is Isaac EUery, who was killed 
in the Indian war of 1675, Dec. 19, at the great 
N ar ragansct light. 1 Ic is said to have belonged 



In Gloucester, but I have seen no other mention 
of him than the account of his death. I And in 
the town records a grant, without date, A*om 
WiUhim Vinson to Willhim EUery, of two acres 
of upland lying betwixt Osman Dutch's and 
his own. On this laud, on wliat Is now S|iriug 
St. on or near tlie spot occupied by the house of 
Mr. Parker Bumham, Wiilmm Ellery had his 
liome. IIU widow was living Uiere in 1708; 
mid in 1747 his son Natluiuiel sold to Jauic*s 
Edgerly, who had marricnl his sister Elinor, 
widow of James Sawyer, *-a p:irccl of laud ad- 
joining to Spring Cove, alias Vinson's, or El- 
cry's Cove, so called. Including the iKini and an 
house to be built over the old cellar of the old 
house which was my father Ellery's." The 
house then built was without tloubt the same 
that Edgerly sold in 1769 to William Fuller for 
£1 13.6.8. It was taken away twenty years or 
more ago.

The names of William Ellery's children are 
given In the History, without the date of birth, 
which I here add. WUllam, bora Sept. 15, 
1664 ; Hannah, Jan. 25, 1666 ; Benjamin, Sept. 6, 
1669; Susanna. Feb. 2, 1673; Mary, Feb. 24, 
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1677; Abigail, March 20, 1G70; John, June 25, 
1G81; Nathaniel, March 3 1, l(i88; Jemima, Apr. 
17, 1086; Elinor, Nov. 22, ir»88; Elinor, Jan. 30, 
1C91; William, March 17, 1C98; Dependance, 
Jan. 24, 1697. The History shown the distinc- 
tion attained by Benjamin, his son William, and 
grandson William, the signer of the Declara- 
tion of Independence. For much information 
of this brancli of the family. In addition to that 
therein given, I am indebted to Rev. C. C. Bea- 
man, who liindly procured It for me In Newport. 
From him I learn that Benjamin Ellery had the 
following chil(h*en :— Anstlss, bom In Bristol, 
U. I., Fel). 10, 1607; Abigail Wanton, Feb. 24, 
1608, died May 12, 1726; William, Oct. 31, 1701 ; 
Benjamin, March 23, 1705, died in May 1722, of 
small pox ; John, born in Newport, Nov. 25, 
died Dec. 12, 1707 ; Samuel, Nov. 25, 1708, died 
Jan. 20, 1714 ; Hannah, Jan. 31, 1710; died Dec. 
16, 1711; John, June 2, 1712; died May 1, 1713; 
Mary, Aug. 5, 1715. The only one of his sons 
who lived to be married was William; whose 
children were,— Abigail, born Dec. 14. 1728; 
died Nov. 14, 1726; Benjamin, Feb. 6, 1725; 
William, the signer of the Declaration, Dec. 11, 
1727; Abigail, May 27, died July 3, 1721>; 
Ann, May 6, 1732, married Rev. Mr. Burt of 
Bristol, had no children, and died in 1806; and 
Christopher, April 22, 1736 ; Benjamin, the old- 
est of these sons, married Lucy Vassal, Nov. 
22, 1740, who died Oct. 10, 1752, leaving a son 
William, who died May 28, 1753. He next mar- 
ried MehlttJible Redwood, Jan. 22, 1760; by 
whom he had a daughter Martha Redwood, bom 
In 1772, and a son Abraham Redwood, bora 
May 24, 1773. The daughter married Christo- 
pher Grant Champlln, April 14, 1703, who died 
In 1830. aged seventy-two. She died Feb. 23, 
1817; In lier seven ty-(lfl.h year, having had no 
children. Alindmm Redwood Ellery wns edu- 
cated at Harvard College, and studied law in 
the ofllce of Theopilus Parsons. When the 
Provisional army was ndsed, in the Presidency 
of John Adams, and placed under the command 
of General Hamilton, he was appointed a cap- 
tain, and formed part of the military family of 
Gen. Hamilton. He was soon appointed Assis- 
tant Adjutant General. On leaving the army 
he married Charlotte Weisenfels of New York, 
and removed to New Orleans to practice as a 
lawyer. He died of yellow fever, at the bay of 
St. Louis, Nov. 1, 1820, age<l forty-seven. His 
father, Benjamin, diwl Dec. 12, 1707, In his sev- 



enty-third year ; and his mother, Mehlttable, 
Dec. 4, 1704, In her sixty-fourth year. 

The next son of William Ellery of Newport 
was William, the signer of the Declaration. 
His first wife died Sept. 7, 1764, and he next 
married, June 28, 1767, Abigail Casey of Bristol, 
R. L who died July 27, 1798, aged fifty years. 
Both wives bore him children, one of whom, 
William, died May 9, 1836, aged seventy-four. 
An Interesting memoir of the venerable signer, 
by his grandson, Prof. E. T. Channing, Is In 
Sparks* "American Biography." From the In- 
scription on his gravestone we learn that " He 
died after an Illness of four days, Feb. 15, 1820, 
a;tat 92. He was In the Aill possession of his 
powers to the close of his long life. Rarely 
unfitted by disease for study, society or offi- 
cial duty, and waiting for death with the hope 
of a christian." 

Christopher Ellery married Mary Veraon and 
died In 1789. The Yemon house Is still stand- 
ing In Newport, aiul Is polnteil out as an Inter- 
esting historical spot ; for It was there that 
Count Rochambeau had his quarters. In the 
revolutionary war, and thither Gen. Washing- 
Um repaired on his visit lo Newport. I liavc 
but little Information cencernlng the family of 
Christopher Ellery, but I suppose that Christo- 
pher who was born Nov. 1, 1768, and died Dec. 
2, 1840, having been a Senator In the U. S. 
Congress, was his son. On a visit to Newport, 
a few years since, I found the name of Ellery 
home there by two or three persons only : ffcw- 
er even than In the home of the emigrant an- 
cestor. 

The children of Nathaniel Ellery, son of the 
fli-st William, were, Anne, bom Dec. 7, 1721, 
died Feb. 20, 1797; Mary, June 21, 1723, mar- 
ried Rev. John Rogers, and died In Feb., 1760; 
Jane, .Tan 17, 1725; Nathaniel, Oct. 20, 1726; 
Jerasha, Aug. 16, 1728, died soon; William, 
July, 1730; and Daniel, August 0, 17.32. In ad- 
dition to these there was certainly an Epes, of 
whom neither the birth or baptism Is reconled. 
He Is called ** trader" In a deed from his father 
April 3, 1761, conveying to him the dwelling 
house and land of the latter, and other real 
estate. This dwelling house stood on what Is 
now the westerly comer of Front and Hancock 
streets. 1 know no more of this Epes Ellery 
except that he had, by his wife Alice, a daugh- 
ter Polly born Sept. 11, 1788, and a son Wil- 
liam, Jan. 29, 1788. He may have been the 
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mcinhcr of this Aiuilly who Is suid to liavo re- 
moved to Baltimore, Md., and possibly ances- 
tor of the subject of the following paragraph 
in the ''Richmond Whig** of March 8, 18G4, 
describing the part borne by '' Henly*s Battal- 
ion of the Local Defence Troops/' at the time 
of Kilpatrick's raid. *' Tiic cosualltles in Hcn- 
ly's Battalion were one killed, Capt. Albert El- 
lery, and six wounded. Capt. Ellery was chief 
clerk of the Second Auditor's Ofllce, and com- 
manded the company formed of the clerks of 
that bureau, lie was an ctHcient olHcer and 
most estimable gentleman. His loss Is deep- 
ly deplored by his late comrades, and Indeed 
by all who knew him." 

1 Itnd no account of the settlement of the es- 
tate of Natiri Kilery. l^robably he gave It all 
to his children before his decease. Ills son 
Nathaniel married Rachel, daughter of Cul. 
John Stevens, Oct. 20, 1747; she died July l, 
17o0; leaving two children, John Stevens and 
Itachel. The former, born Sept. 2«, 1718, mar- 
ried Mary Edgar, July 4, 17(;y. She died In Nov. 

1770, In giving birth to her first child, which 
died In a few days, and he next married, Oct. 
22, 1772; Esther, daughter of Wlnthrop Sar- 
gent, by whom, as the records show, he had a 
son John Stevens and a daughter Sarah. The 
date of his death I have not learned, lie built 
the house still sUinding on the westerly comer 
of Hancock and Middle streets, said to be one 
of the first three-story houses built in the town. 
His sister Rachel became the second wife of 
Daniel Rogers, an eminent merchaut in the 
town. In the last century, and died Nov. 20, 
1833, aged eighty-four. Nath'l Ellery next 
married Mary Pai-sons, Sept 17, 1751, and had 
sons Nathaniel, William, and Epes, and daugh- 
ers Mary, Judith and Ann. The son Nathan- 
iel, born Feb., 1768, giaduated at Harvard 
College In 1772. He married, Dec. 11, 1788, 
Saroli Kinutcum, (perhaps Sarah Cunningham, 
born Feb. 19, 176G). She died Dec. 28, 1841. 
Of William, brother of the preceding, I can 
say no more ; mid of Epes. I will only add that 
his widow, Mrs. Anna (Odell) Ellery, died 
Sept. 80, 18G8, in her ninety-fourth year. The 
date of the death of the second Nathaniel El- 
lery is not known. His will, made Sept. 21, 

1771, was proved May 8, 1779. The Inventory 
of May 28, 1788, nmonnU to £1801.11.1, of 
which the house was £1200. This house was 
the large mansion, then having a gambrel roof, 



standing on the corner of Western Avenue and 
Front Street, and now belonging to the estate 
of the late Samuel Gilbert. 

WiUlam, son of the tirst Nathaniel Ellery. 
born in 1780, married Abigail Foster of Boston. 
August 1, 17G6. He was one of the represen- 
tatives to the General Court held In Watertown 
In 1770. The date of his death is not known : 
nor does It appear that he had other children 
than Mary Ann, Imni Oct. 9, 1700, who was In- 
tending marriage with Nath'l Warner. Jr., April 
29, ie03; and Abigail, born Oct. 22, 1708, who. 
it is supposed, accompanied or followed her 
mother to the alms house, and died there Doc. 
8, 1818. 

William, son of the tirst William, married 
Dorcas, daughter of Ellas Elwell, May 22, 1719. 
She died Feb. 18, 1733, and he next married, 
4)ct. 1, 1789, Abigail, daughter ol Joseph Allen, 
who died Aug. 19, 1798, aged eighty-three. By 
these two wives I count flfteeu children:— 
Mary, born In 172('; William, 1721 ; Benjamin. 
1723; Abigail, 1720; John, 17J9; Ellas, 1731; 
Dorcas, 1733; Joseph Allen, 17-10; Abigail, 
again, 1742; BenJ«>iti^"* <i^<^iii> 1^1^ ; Abigail, 
again, 17-10; Lucy, 1748; Susanna, KaO; Anne, 
1752; and John, again, 1757. This Is the Wil- 
liam Ellery nieulloned in the History as the 
owner and occupant of the house in Town Par- 
ish built by liev. John White; and still In pos- 
session of the Ellery family. His son Benja- 
min, who died In 1»25, occupied It till his death. 
Ue was grandson of the llrst William, and we 
have here a remarkable Instance of the lives (»t' 
father, son and grandson covering a very long 
period of time ; for the grands(m tiled one hun- 
dred and twenty-nine years alter his grandfa- 
ther, who at his decease must have been sixty 
or upwards ; thus exiending the three genera- 
tions th)*ough neairly two centuries. This Ben- 
jamin married Sarah Goochof Tortsmouth, N. 
H. who died Dec. 7, 1843, In her ninetieth year. 

Dependance, the youngest son, posthumous 
child of the first William, had eleven children, 
as mentioned In the History. Their names 
were,— Dependance, born 1728; Sarah, 1725; 
Anstiss, 1728; Mary, 1780; Jonathan, 1732; 
John, 1784; William, 1780; Abigail, 1739; Ben- 
jamin, 1742; Susanna, 1744; and Jemima, 1740. 
He appears to have been a mariner. He and 
Job Eveleth bought in 1725 aixnit an acre of 
land on what is now the easterly corner of 
Front and Short Streets, and probably built 
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on it the house standing there at the time of 
his death. Tlie account of administration of 
his estate was presented by his son John In 
1761. Ills real estate was valued at £140, and 
his personal at £21.6. This son died before 
1778, when administration de bonit non was 
granteil to David Kowe, the husband of his 
sister Sarah. The settlement by Howe men- 
tions Anstlss, wife of Uobcrt Cross, Mary 
Rlgfi:s, widow, Abigail Ellery, singlewoman, 
and the legal representatives of John. Of 
the other six children of Dependance Ellery 
I can give no Airther information. John was 
a fisherman. He married Anne Canneby, June 
2, 1768, and liad John, bom in 1769; Daniel, 
1761; Ann, 1764; and Benjamin, 1766; all of 
whom appear In the first church record of bap- 
tisms ; but I can add no more concerning them. 

If I repeat here from the History, that Mary, 
daughter of Daniel Kll<»i:j', wns ImpI Ixcd Jan. 
11, 1766, these Notes will contain the names of 
all known Gloucester descendants of William 
Kllcry, bearing the fnniily name, down to 1776. 
In Gloucester and Newport together, probably 
not more than a dozen males bear it at the 
present time ; and I know not that It Is else- 
where more common. 

HoBRRT Elwell.— This Is the only one of 
the name given by Mr. Savage In the ** Genea- 
logical Dictionary of the First Settlers of New 
England." He finds this settler in Dorchester 
in 1686 and in Salem in 1688. There he had 
two children baptized Aug. 28, 16.30, whose 
names are not given in the church record; and 
John, Feb 23, 1640; and Isaac, Feb. 27, 1642. 
Mr. 8. says that he also had baptized at Salem, 
Thomas, April 22. 1665; and Klchanl, Apr. 11, 
1668. His children recorded In Gloucester were 
Sarah, Iwni 20, died 23 April, 1661 ; Snrah again, 
born May 12, 1662, died Aug. 20, 1666 ; Thomas, 
Nov. 21, 1664; and Jacob, June 10, 1667, died 
in May following. He first appears as an own- 
er of land 2d mo., 1642, when he bought of Mr. 
Milward "two acres of upland lying in Uie 
harbor, between the lots of John Collins and 
Zebnion Hill, and running from his house north- 
erly over the next swamp." This lot was sit- 
uated, as nearly as I can Judge, a little east 
of what Is now Centre street. In 1661 be had 
a grant of *« Stage Neck," now calle<l Rocky 
Neck, which his grandson Robert sold to Na- 
thaniel Sawyer in 1706. His will, made May 
16, 1688, was proved 16 June following. It Is

a lengthy document : giving to his oldest son, 
Samuel, " the house I now dwell in, together 
with all the land and buildings near adjoining, 
as also all the neck of land whereupon my said 
house standeth :" to son John three acres of 
meadow at Little Good Harbor : to son Isaac 
'* my cloak after my decease " : to son Joseph 
a yearling steere : to son Thomas the half acre 
of land, with Uie orchard his liouse standeth 
upon ; one acre of meadow or marsh at Stark- 
naught Harbor, and also one yearling : to daugh- 
ter DolUver a two year old heifer: to grandson 
Samuel ** all that my house and land his father 
now llveth in and upon, lying and being situ- 
ate on the other side of the river or harbor In 
Gloucester": to grandson Robert "who now 
llveth with me, all my quarter part of my catch. 
In case he abides with his fhther and helps 
him" : and to grandson William, son to Joslali, 
docea^cil, "a calf of tills year's breeding.** 
He entreats his dear and well beloved friends 
Mr. John Emerson and JefRrey Parsons to be 
executors. His inventory of 26 Juno, 1688, 
amounting to £200.10, contains the following 
items : — " house and land, upland and marsh, 
£ 182. All his wearing clothes, £8. 12. In bed- 
ding, brass, iron, and several other things, 
£21.18. Several milk vessels, 17s. For other 
several things, as guns, swords, cart, plow and 
tackling, £6.12. Other things belonging to 
husbandrle, £1.10. Neat cattle, horse flesh, 
sheep aud swine, £69. One beame, one-half 
hundred and case of bottles, £1.6.** Ills wid- 
ow Alice made her will March 24, 1691 ; giving 
her estate to her five daughters, except to Alice 
Bennet a small iron kettle. Sarah, one of these 
daughters, married John Millet, and for a sec- 
ond husband Morris Smltli. Abigail, anotlier, 
married John Day. Besides these five daugh- 
ters by her first husband, she had two sons : 
Samuel and Robert Leach. Robert Elwell*8 
** daughter DolUver " was Mary who married 
Sam. DolUver. She survived him and was, 
I suppose, the widow Mary DolUver who 
married James Gardiner, Dec. 16, 1684. 

The eight children of Samuel Elwell, son of 
Robert, were, Samuel, bom March 14, 1660; 
Jacob, Aug. 10, 1662; Robert, Dec. 18, 1664; 
Esther, Aug. 16, 1667 ; Sarah, March, 1670, died . 
soon; Ebenezer, Feb. 29, 1671; Hannah, Aug. 
2, 1674 ; and Elizabeth, July 80, 1678. The in- 
ventory of his estate amounted to £19. 12s, of 
which "bible and other books** are down at 
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twclvo shillings. I CAD ndO but little to >vhAt 
tlio History tolls of Uls children. Of Samuel, 
nothing more than that ho transferred, July 
26, 1680, the property given to him by his 
grandftither to Sam*l Bishop of Ipswich, for a 
debt of £76. Vinson, one of the ten children 
of Jacob, married Mary Lurvey, Dec. 21, 1782, 
and had Vinson, bom July 4, 1738 ; Rachel, Oct. 
26, 1786; Mary, Feb. 28, 1788: Lydia, baptized, 
April 6, 1740; and LydUi, again, baptized June 
26, 1748. Rachel married William llutchings 
May 8, 1767, whose son William Vinson llutch- 
ings, bom Sept. 28, 1762, shipmaster, and mer- 
chant in Boston, was grandfather of Col. Wil- 
liam Vinson llutchings, an ofiicer in the late 
war, formerly of Gloucester, but now of Bos- 
ton. William, brother of Vinson, was proba- 
bly the one of that name who has recorded by 
his wife Elizabeth, besides two ' daughters, 
a son Jacob, bom Nov. 16, 1729; and Wil- 
liam, bom June 21, 1742. The five sons of 
Robert, son of Samuel, were Robert, Samu- 
el, Benjamin, Joseph and John. The last two 
settled in Biddeford, Me. Of Benjamin I 
know no more. Perhaps Robert married Jem- 
ima Smith, Nov. 11, 1718, and had a son Jona- 
than baptized at the first church Oct. 81, 1726, 
ten years after his fiather's death at Ipswich, 
" under the doctor's hands." Samuel married 
Rebecca Brown, April 17, 1718. Administra- 
tion of his estate was granted to his son Sam- 
uel, May 11, 1742. He had nine children, of 
whom five were sous. Samuel, the oldest, 
bora Oct. 6, 1718, married Judith Rowe Dec. 
14, 1788, and built, on laud belonging to his 
wife, a house still standing on the Rockport 
road, and occupied by descendants of his 
daughter Lois, who married Abraham Wil- 
liams, whose flither was lost on a fishing 
voyage in the great gale of March, 1766, and 
whose mother, Rachel, became the second 
wife of Samuel Elwell, May 6, 1770. He was 
a sea captain, and instracted many of the 
young sailors of the town in navigation. Four 
of his nine children were sons;— Samuel and 
Robert by the first, and William and Bci\}amin 
by the second wife. Robert, bom in 1764, 
married Martha Tomlinson, and died about 
1820; leaying a son Robert, the ancient mari- 
ner of that name who died Aug. 8, 1862, aged 
82. Capt. Samuel Elwell is said to have 
died about 1800, upwards of 80 years of age. 
Of the seven chUdren of Ebenezer, son of 



the first Samuel, two were sous, Joseph, 
boni July 22, WM; and Khcuuzer, March 1, 
1702; neither of whom appears to have mar- 
ried in town. The elder Ebenezer hud, 
March, 1696, a grant of " un acre of ground 
to set a house upon, between his brother 
Thomas Elwell and Abraham Robinson." — 
No such brother of himself or wife appears 
in the records. He died before 1721. Es- 
ther Elwell, widow of Samuel, In a petition 
to the Selectmen, March, 1721, about six mouths 
before her death, then very aged, says ** It had 
pleased God to exercise her with much sick- 
ness In ye year post, and Jos. Gardiner, her 
son-in-law, also having been sick, bhe prays 
relief." Her daughter Esther also came to the 
same sad condition of dependence upon the 
town, and at the age of more than four score 
was maintained in the family of her brother-in- 
law, Joseph Gardiner. She was never married. 
John £l}vell, probably second son of Robert, 
must have been about seventy years old when 
he died in captivity, Feb. 1710. March 11, 1677, 
he had a grant of two acres of land on Eastern 
Point, near Rocky Neck, where the selectmen 
had given him liberty to build a house. He 
was away when the six-acre lots at the Cape 
were granted in 1689, and •* did draw never a 
lot," but he received one elsewhere in lieu of 
it in 1707. His children born in Gloucester were 
Susanna, bora April 24, 1678 ; Mary, Feb. 9, 
1681; Christian, May 16, 1688; and Penelope, 
bom and died, Aug. 1688. He left an estate 
of £24.6.6, and debts enough to absorb tlie 
whole of it. His only son, John, married 
Mary, daughter of Abraham Itobinson; and 
perhaps a second wife, Mary Joslyn, Jany. 7, 
1709. A Mary, wife of John Elwell, died Dec. 
26, 1717, aged about forty-eight years. Eight 
children by the first Mary, and two by the 
last, are recorded. Four of them were sons ; 
John, Andrew, and Abraham, and one with an 
unknown name. John bom March 16> 1690, 
married Lydia Giddings, Dec. 16 1712, and, 
besides three daughters, had sons John and 
Zebulon. Of John I can say no more, unless he 
was the same who married Ruth Atwell, Nov. 
16, 1760; but this may have been a second 
marriage of the father. The inventory of the 
estate of Capt John Elwell, of June 21, 1766, 
amounting to £186.8.6, and naming wife Ruth, 
is in' the Pi*obato Records. Zebulon nmrrled Lu- 
cy Ingersol, Nov. 20, 1744, and died about 1766. 
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Rlic was probnbly the Lucy Elwell "who died 
Sept. 4, 1810, iiged elgh'y-flve. His daughter 
Mary married Capt. Nathaniel Olddliiffs, 
of Kxeter, N. H. by whom she had a daugh- 
ter Lucy who married Luther Dana of Gro- 
ton, and became the rootlier of two men 
much distinguished for sclentlflc attainments ; 
—James F. Dana, Professor in Dartmouth 
College, and Samuel L. Dana, M. D. of Low- 
ell: both now deceased. Dr. Dana was In 
practice In Gloucester a year or more, about 
1818. Elizabeth, another daughter of Zebulon 
Elwell, was the wife of Col. John Tucker, and 
died Nov. 17, 1881, aged eighty-one: and 
Lydia, youngest daughter of the same, married 
James Holland; a man well remembered by a 
few of our oldest people as a lifer for many 
years on occasions of milltary^parade. He is 
said to have been in Burgoyne*s army; but 
could hardly have l)oen in it at the surrender In 
Oct. 1777, as he was married here in April, of 
that year. Andrew, son of the second John 
Elwell, mnrHed LydIa Gearing, Dec. 12, 1723. 
The town and church records together give 
them eight children ; of whom were sons An- 
drew, Abraham, and Isaac. Andrew, bom 
April 1, 1730; mnrrled Hannah Smith, Dec. 
18, 1760. The town rcconls give him two chil- 
dren, and the church records, besides these, 
three more. The oldest, Andrew, born Oct. 
16, 1761, 1 presume to be the same who mar- 
ried Abigail Boyntou, Nov. 2, 1773, and Mary 
Dyer, Feb. 8, 1780. The latter died a widow, 
Oct. 22, 1882. One of the children of this last 
marriage was Samuel, who, when a young 
man, lost his rislit hand by the bursting of a 
gun in firing a Sfliute on board of a privateer. 
He died Sept. 28, 1869, aged seventy-eight; 
leaving a son Andrew, who was colonel of the 
23d Mass. Regiment In the late ' civil war. 
Abraham, next son of the first Andrew, bom 
Nov. 4, 1788, married Lucy Mattocks, April 
2, 1766, find had a son Abrnlianijl)nptl'/,cd Aug. 
18, 1768, of whom, or of the father, I know no 
more. Isaac, the other son of xVndrew, bom 
July 18, 1736, 1 must believe to have been the 
same who married Agnes Nelson, March 18, 
1763; notwithstanding the bridegroom had 
hardly completed his eighteenth year. He had 
a son Isaac, bom May IG, 1763; and a son 
John, bora May 31. 1766, who died in 1798, and 
was the father of the venerable Isaac Elwell 
of Rlvenlale, now near the close of his cight}'- 



eighth year. Another son, Zebulon, bora May 
27, 1767, was the fhUierof a fhroily of sailors, 
to whom fell an unusual share of the casual- 
ties of a sea-faring life ; and most of whom 
died young: Zebulon In the West Indies. 
Isaac was lost on a fishing voyage to the Banks. 
William went to Lisbon, in the time of the long 
embargo, and was never heard ftrom after leav- 
ing port for home. Benjamin died In a prison 
shi|>, in England, and Abraham on his passage 
to Surinam, In a vessel of which he was cap- 
tain. Henry, another sailor of this f&mily, 
abandoned the employment after a few years' 
trial of its hardships, and is now living in 
town, at the age of almost eighty. 

The second wife of Isaac Elwell, next son of 
Robert, was Mary, widow of Hugh Rowe, and 
daughter of Thomas Prince. He was a shoe- 
maker. He bought of William Colman, May 
4, 16C7, a dwelling house and six acres of up- 
land In the harbor *• between the great swamp 
on the west and northwest and the highway on 
the south leading from tlie middle bridge and 
going to the Little Good Harbor." This de- 
scription points to the present High street as 
the location of this house ; the first mentioned 
In that section of the town. The children of 
Isaac Elwell were Isaac, bora Jan. 16, 16C7 ; 
Jane, Nov. 21, 1608; Jonathan, Oct. 21, 1670; 
Ellezer, July, IC, 1678; Abigail, AprU 18, 16- 
76; David, March 10, 1679; Bethlah, April 6, 
1682, Hannali; and Joshua, Feb. 4, 1687. Be- 
sides these, the settlement of his estate shows 
that he had by his second wife a daughter Je- 
mima. Though his death preceded that of his 
wife by several years, the inventory of each 
was presented at Probate Court in March 1728. 
His amounted to £61.10, and hers to £177.6. 
2. In the division of his estate, sons Eliezer 
and Joshua, and daughters Abigail Stover, Jo- 
hanna Tucker, Bethiah Ulin and Jemima El- 
well are mentioned. An Isaac Elwell, Jr., pro- 
bably his son, was drowned 6 Jan., 1690 — Elie- 
zer married Em. Downing, Jan. 21, 1697, and, 
besides two daughters, has sons Jonathan, Da- 
vid, and Paine recorded in the town books, all 
of whom appear to have married ; but I know 
no living descendants of any of them. Joshua 
married Alice Low In 1709 or 1710. She died 
Jan. 8, 1717, and he next married Abigail Rlggs, 
Nov. 28, 1717. By those two wives, eleven chil- 
dren are recorded : of whom I know but three 
who lived to maturity and perpetuated the

Iffartlia Brown, Nov. 17, 1767, and a second 
wife, Mrs. Tammy I>avison, March 18, 1701,

Nine children, all by bin first wife, are record- 
ed« Ilia aona were Isaac, Ellas, and David. 
Tbe latter, a retired ship-master, and the last of 
the fiimlly, died in Florida, April 27, 1870, aged 
eighty-two. 'Iliomas, son of tbe first Jofrhna, 
bom Aug. 18, 1718, married Lacy Fierce, 
Oct. 22, 1740, and bod a son Thomas, bom 
Veb. 22, 1741 ; after which date I leum no more 
of him. Mark, before mentioned, the other 
•on of Joshua, bom Sept. 17, 1780, was appren- 
ticed to a fiirmer in Dudley, Mass., where he 
was bred In that occupation, lie married in 
Dudley, and had three sons,— Mark, Abicl, and 
Benjamin, each of whom married and hod is- 
sue. Mark died Nov. 80, 1857, In his eighty- 
first year, and Benjamin died July 21, 1851, 
aged sixty-six. WillUm S. ElweU, of Spring- 
field, an artist, is a son of Bei^amUi. 

Joiiah Elwoll, son of the first Kobcrt, mar- 
ried Mary, daughter of John Collins, June 15, 
1000. llicir children were, Dorcas, born Juno 
18,1660; Ellas, Oct. 10, 1008; Nehomiah, Dec. 
21, 1671 ; William, July 5, 1674 ; and Josiah, Dec. 
21, 1676; who died, probably unnuirried, Dec. 
8, 1716. A strict enforcement of puritoji laws 
occasioned tlie punishment of the parents^ at 
a Quarterly Court in Suleni, Nov. 27, 1000, for 
the crime of wliicli the early birth of their ilrtft 
child was a proof; but it does not appear to 
have entailed any very lasting stigma upon the 
Yf\td, for, after the death of ElweU, she was 
twice married; first to John Cook, and next to 
thathlffhly respectable citizen, Capt. James 
' Davb. She died March 0, 1725, aged seventy- 
nine. Josiah Klwoll died abroad, and at the 
request of his Aithor, an inventory of his es- 
tate was made April 18, 1680, by John Cook, 
who married his widow. Ills only daughter, 
Dorcas, married John Babsou. Of his sons, 
I find tlie marriage of but one,— Ellas, who 
married Dorcas Low, Nov. 12, 1690. In his 
wUl, made May 1, and proved Aug. 1, 1787, he 
mentions wifo Dorcas, daughters Experience 
and Dorcas Ellery, and sons William, Joshih, 
Blias, Daniel, and Nehomiah. The bbrths of 



thciMi children arc all recorded, and, in addi- 
tion, the birth of Nehcniiah, In April, 1701, who 
was drowned July 81, 1716; and tbe baptbm 
of Hannah, June 16, 1723. His Inventory 
shows real e&Ute, £1325; and personal, £272. 
5.9. One of the Items Is " 1 small bland in 
the harlM>r called five pound Island,** valued at 
£20. lib son William, l)oni May 8, 101»8, mar- 
ried Ruth York« Oct. 27, 1720. No child b re- 
corded to them, nor b any one mentioned In 
his will, made Feb. 26, 1735, and proved June 
23, 1741. Nor do tlie Gloucester records give 
either wife or child to JosUh, bom July 25, 
1708; but his will, made April 20, 1739, when 
he was ''bound to sea,** and provetl April 16, 
1744, mentions wife Lamer, to whom he gave 
one-half of Ids estate ; bequeathing the other 
half to hb brother Ellas. He left a house and 
garden spot, valued at £55 ; and other proper- 
ty to the amount of £15.9.3. The next son, 
Ellas, bom July 30, 1709, also goes in the town 
records without wife or child ; but here again 
the probate books came to our aid, and show 
that he had a wife Abigail, to whom, by hb 
will, made in 1740, and proved in 1752, he gave 
hb property. Daniel, bora Feb. 27, 1712, I 
8Up|>osc to be Uie same who married Mary 
Stanwood, Jan. 23, 1740; and had a son Dan- 
iel, bora June 30, middled Nov. 4, 1741, which 
is oil I can tell of him. Nehcmlah, youngest 
son of Ellas, bora Sep. 4, 1718, had a wife Ma- 
ry and a sou William, who was bora in Qos- 
port, England, Jan. 81, 1747. lie also had 
daughters Mary and Dorcas, tmd a son Ellas, 
who wan born Oct. 31, 1755. Mary Elweil, 
probably hb widow, was adii^btratrix oi hb 
estate in 1702. I can trace the Kt son, William, 
no farther; nor Ellas, unless he was the soldier 
of the revolution, of that name, who died In 
1834 ; but another Ellas, son of Isaac, born Oct. 
0, 1755, may be more Justly entitled to honor 
as the patriot of that war. No information 
of the posterity of Robert ElweU, tluit I pos- 
sess, enables me to bring down this branch to a 
living desceudaut, bearing the name. 

The children of Joseph, son of the first Rob- 
ert, were— llczeklah, born June 2, 1070; Jo- 
seph, Aug. 19, 1072 ; Samuel, June 8, 1075 ; and 
Bei\}amln, Sep. 13, 1078. A Mary Elweil, per- 
haps hb wifo, died March 25, 1080. 

The children of Thomas were— Sarah, bom 
Aug. 24, 1070; Thomas, April 20, 1078; Mary, 
March 18, 1080; WUlUim, AprU 8, 1082; and 
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Ellsli.i, Mnrrh HO, 1084. ft is prohahU* Hint 
Uh!S(! two Koiis of Kobort lOhvell liiid, witli 
tlicfr fiunnicSf removed ft-om town before 1089, 
ns tliclr names do not appear \n the division 
of land made In that year; besides, no son 
of either appears to have married In town, un- 
less Samuel, son of Joseph, was the same who 
married Abigail Elwcll, Nov. 10, 1738, and died 
before Ma}* 25, 1747, when administration of 
his estate was granted to his widow Abigail. 
In the inventory, amounting to £18.17.2. I 
find a barn set down at £8; and among the ar- 
tleles of his sranty household furniture ** an In- 
stnnurnt U^ strike Ore, CJs.** 

In fhe early generations of this family, the 
record of birth may. In a few Instances, have 
beon omitted; for no research of mine tells 
who was the Mher of James, who married 
Mary GIddings, Dec. 21, 1714, had a son James, 
l>oni Feb. 20, 171G, and was lost at sea In Oc- 
tober, of that year, aged twenty-fl^c; or of 
Caleb, who married Sarah Mains, Oct. 9, 1729, 
and had a son Caleb and four daughters; or of 
Jonathan, who, by his wife, Abigail, had a 
daughter Abigail, born July 10, 1727, and a 
son Nathaniel, bom June 16, 1729; or of anoth- 
er Jonathan, who by his wife Lydia, had a son 
Nnlhanlel, Imni In June, 1730, a daughter 
Anne, bom In l>ec. 1782, and a daughter Lucy, 
without date of birth ; or of yet another Jona- 
than, who married Abigail, daughter of Samuel 
Stevens, March 28, 1737, ami, besides daugh- 
ters, had sons Jonathan, Robert, Samuel and 
William, and died March 10, 1808, aged nlncty- 
f<mr; or of William, jr., who, by his wife Eliz- 
abeth, had a son William, bora Sept. 0, 1783, 
a daughter Elizabeth, Dec. 10, 1780, William, 
again, Jan. 9, 1741, Palue, April 8, 1744, and 
Henry Butler, Mar. 27, 1740. I suppose that 
this fhmlly removed to North Yarmouth, Me., 
whence Paine retumed to Gloucester, as men- 
tioned In the History. He was therein stated 
to be probably a descendant of thi^ first Isaar; 
but It seems certain now that he was not. Per- 
haps the son William was the same who mar- 
ried Anna Tarr In 1700, and had a son William 
bom In August of that year. William, broth- 
er of Paine, Is said to have removed to North 
Yarmouth or Frceport soon after his marriage, 
and to have had a son William who was bred a 
mariner and was lost overlioard In Casco Bay, 
on his piissage from the West Indies. 

f )ne of the Jonathans was probably son of 
7 



Ellezer, Imm In 1098. Administration of the 
estate of the second Jonathan, and of that of 
LydIa, his wife, was granted to his son-in-law 
Thomas Cary, March 0, 1748. His inventory 
amounted to £121.9.6; and hers to £215.17. 
He is said to be late of Gloucester and she late 
of Beverly. From her Inventory I copy the fol- 
lowing articles, to show the wardrobe and fin- 
ery of a lady of that time : " 1 cloak, SOs ; 1 do, 
22s 6: 1 velvet head, 16s; 1 do, 128 6; 1 pr. 
Stays, 26s; 1 do. 16s: 1 gown, 268; 1 do. 20s; 
1 petty coat, 78 ; 2 do, 78 6 ; 1 cloke, 78 6 ; 1 
apron. Is; I quilted coat, 12s. ; 1 do. 28; 8 yds. 
Mcol^'h phul, 5m 4; 1 gown, 25s; I gown 208.; 
1 liidlng hood, 30s ; 1 gown, 2s 0; velvet hood, 
88 0; 8 pr. of shoes, 168; 1 apron, 10s; 2 do., 
8s 0; 2 do., 5s; 7 (yips, 18s; 2 handkerchief}, 
88 ; 1 gold ring, 208 ; 1 locket, 208 ; gold neck- 
lace, 40s ; 1 pair of Jewels, Os ; 1 pr. of silver 
buttons, 8s." Mixed with these articles, the 
following, not usually found in a lady's ward- 
robe, also appear ** 1 law book, 68; 1 pair of 
breeches, Ss ; 1 roan's coat, 10s." In the di- 
vision of the real estate, June, 1762, eon Na^ 
thanlel, heirs of Lydia Cary, and daughters 
Anna and Lucy are mentioned. 

Descendants of Robert Elwell are numerous, 
and nmy be found In various parts of the Unit- 
ed States. The names of twenty-four males in 
Gloucester, and six in Rockport, appear in the 
last Directory of the two towns. 

Sylvbstku EvEiJciH. — Or Evelelgh, as by 
himself written It may be seen In our first book 
of records, in acknowledgment of a privilege 
to pass over his land, dated July 10, 1072. He 
was the only early emigrant to New England of 
this name, and appears first, according to Mr. 
Savage, as a baker at Boston in 1642. Ills son 
Joseph was baptized there March 26, 1648, 
about one year and three-quarters old: thus 
authenticating the great length of days of the 
patriarch of Ipswich, who died at the ago of 
105. Ills daughter Hannah was also baptised 
there, Oct. 8, 1648. Mary who married Thom- 
as MlUet, and Susanna, who married James 
Stevens, were probably bom in England. I 
find no record of the settlement of the estate 
of Sylvester Eveleth. The house In which he 
lived many years after his removal from his 
first abode in Gloucester stood not for distant 
from the house still standing In a mined condi- 
tion In West Gloucester, built by his grandson 
about a hundred and seventy years ago.

The children of Ismic Kvelclli were l.saac, 
born Maix:h 22, 1080; Hannah, May U, 1081, 
married Peter Bemiet; Jul>, Mai*eli 15, KhS:); 
and Mary, April 10, 1086, died April 7, 1080.— 
All I can add concerning the son Isaac Is, that 
he is named in the will of Thomas Millett, his 
step-father, made June 9, 1707. Job nmrricd 
Abigail Sargent, July 8, 1708, and, besides four 
dimgbters, had a son Isaac, bom July 15, 1711, 
who was appointed adudnistrutor of his fath- 
er's estate, Oct. 7, 1751. He married Itachel 
Sargent, Nov. 16, 1737, and Jemima Pai-sons, 
Jan. 1, I74I. by the tlrst wilb he had a son 
Isaac, bom Sept. IS, 1738; and by the second 
a son William, bom Sept. 15, 1746; a son Job 
baptized April 2, 1749; and Ave daughters.— 
Here my knowledge of this branch of the fimi- 
ily ends. 

Joseph Eveleth marrieil Mary, daughter of 



ICdwanI Hnigg of Ipswich, April 1, 1007. Slur 
died Jan. 22, 1711, in tlie sixty-fourth year of 
her age. His children born in Gloucester were, 
—John, born Feb. 18, 1070; EiiZ4d)elh, Dec. 17, 
1071 ; married tlrst Francis Perkins of Ipswich, 
and after 1700, George Giddings of Gloucester; 
and Joseph, May 31, 1074. About this time he 
removed to Chebacco, and tlurre had Isaac, 
l>orn Oct. 1070; Kd ward, July 25, 1079; Mo.>es 
Feb. 13, 1081 ; Mary, Nov. 13, Uii>:\, married 
Stephen Perkins; and llannali, Oct. 1, 10«5.— 
These are all I lliu I recorded; but there were 
certainly two more sons, — James and Jacob; 
mentioned in the deed by which the father 
gave, May 27, 1719, to his two sons, *• I.saac of 
(iloucester, yeoman, and Kdward of lp^wicll, 
tnider,*' one half of that tract i>f land w hieli he, 
said Joseph, had of his fatlier-in-law, Mr. Kd- 
waixl IJragg, alM»nt 70 acres, " and l.s ye living 
which I now dwell upon." I have nothing to 
ad<l to what the History relates uf the father, 
except that he is sidd, in an obituary noliee, 
to have left sevend children of a great ag<;» oiu) 
of whom was upwards of seventy years olil. 
I know not which cidUl of seventy antl np- 
waixls i!!» here meant, unless it was I.saac, wlio 
at the date of his fallier's death, Dec. I, 1715, 
w;is in his seventieth year. His tw<» oUle.st 
children had then been dead .sevend yttars, and 
there is no evidence that Joseph, the ni'Xt, was 
tlien living. 

Mr. Savage mentions but one ehiUI (»f Kev. 
John Kveleth ;— Jo.seph, who died (Kt.27, 1711, 
agetl eightt^en. I learn that he al.st> ha<l a son 
Fnincis, who had Ihree sons, — ^.lo.siph, John, 
anti Francis; all b4)rn in Slow : of Ihe.sc, Fnin- 
ttis, wlio died in Slow, lU'vav had any chiUlreii. 
Joseph settled in Princeton, Mass., whei*e he 
had a fandly of children, among whom was 
one son, — Joshua, who lived there, and had 
two sons, Joshua and Kphniim, lM»th of whom 
became ministers, and have long been dead. 
John, the other son of Fnuicis, died In Stow. 
He had two sons ;— Daniel, who died in Slow 
almnt 1844, leaving thi-ec sons; and Jt>hn, of 
Augusta, Me James Kveleth, a j<dner, and 
Sanmel a lisherman, who with their sister Sa- 
ndi lived at (^ii>e Porpoise a slioil time, aliont 
the close of tlie ix*v<dntionar>' war, wen; si\U\ to 
l>e grandchildren of Kev. John Rvelelh. Is;uic 
thlnl son of Josepli Kveleth. Ixaighl of William 
Sivvens, May HKKi, f»»r £12.10. one (piarler 
|Mirt of the Kciwinill at Little lUver; and In 
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April, 1700, he received from Ills father a plft 
of sixty acres of land on the north-west shic of 
that river. Ills wife Sarnh Ktlll ^oes, In my 
m:innscrlpt. with \\\v hiiptlsmal name only. — 
She tlletl Dee. 2(;, 1721, at^ed forty-two; ami 
he next nnirrlcd, Dec. 20, 1722, Abigail Par- 
sons, ])robal)ly widow of Nnthanlel, who had 
died of sin;dl-po\ M:iy 21 pn'r«'dln«r. She dl«<l 
May r», 17»;2, a«ed <;l;;?hty-slx. l«'rom his In- j 
ventory of Anj?. 5. 1755, amounting to £1308.4. 
7, I take the following Items, to show the valne 
of sneh proj)erty at that time;— ** horse and 
taekllnir, 100s; 7 cows and tlvc calves. £ir».2.8; I 
a yoke of oxen. £rf.l*J.4; 28 sheep and 151and)s, 
iHtis; nt'gro man, £ir». 13.4." In the settlement ! 
of his estate tlier-* Is a charge for coflin, grave 
:ind hfll. 20s,*' ami **glovrs,'* 20s; and also 
mention of his heirs;— Isiuie, Mary Dennli»g, 
Hannah Hyh's, Abigail llerrlek,and Unfh(iooil- 
rleh. flee<*:is<Ml. Ills dttnghler Sarah marihHl 
.bdni Tyler, Dec. 10, 1719, and died Feb. 20. 
1721. lie owned a large and tine farm, whh'h 
by division and snbdlvNIonhns lost 11^4 ancient 
character; and the ndned house where he and 
his descendants had a home for about a century 
and a half, will soon cease to enhance the Inter- 
est In the lamlscnpe In which It stan<ls. Isaac, 
son of the pnH'cdlng. marrle<l Kll/.abeth Par- 
sons, probably daughter of his step-mother, 
Dec. 25, 172fi. Besides a (laughter Sandi, and 
a daughter Kllzabeth who married Alexander 
J*:irran. the town records give him the follow- 
ing sons :— Isaac, boni Oct. 1, 1730, died In Vir- 
ginia, Aug. 0, 174n; Nath'l, Aug. f), died Dec. 
1, 17.32; Nath'l again Aug. 28, 17.30; Andrew 
Dec. 29, 1738; Joseph, May 10, 1741 ; and Per- 
kins, Nov. 2, 1743. To these should be a<ldcd 
Abigail and Rusannc; and Isaac, who was bap- 
tised Mar<*h 3, 1751. I know nothing more of 
Perkins than that h<* was a suliscrlber to the 
meeting Immisc In New (Sloncester, Mc., In 
1770. Andrew was intending mnrrlnge with 
Sai-ah llyh's, Aug. 10. I7n5, and died before 
1770; and Isaac was Intending marriage with 
Mrs. Lucy Avery, Nov. 14, 1801; but I know 
not that the name wns peiiH'tuated by any of 
th<' s<ms exc'cpt N.iltiaid<>l. who was one of the 
pioneers of New (iloncestei, where he was 
town t'lerk forty yeai-s, and had there ten sons 
ami three danghtei-s. lie die<l Nov. 23, 1821, 
leaving threr! sons at Iciist, N;ithaniel, .loseph, 
and Isaar,, who live<l to old nm*. 

K<lwanl, the next son of .Io»ieph of niebacco, 



was a trader In Ipswich. He wns Lieut. Col. 
and Capt. of the 2d company In the 5tli Moss, 
regiment in the ex|>editlon to Tx)ulsbo«rg In 
1715. lie married lli-st, lOlizabeth Perkins, »lan. 
4, 1701, who died March 11, 1713, aged thirty- 
two; second, Mrs. Elizabeth Epes, who died 
Aug. 24, 1733; thlnl, Mary Wise, Aug. 10, 1737; 
and a fourth wifr, Uridgct, wiio survived him. 
lie dietl Nov. 5, 1759, aged eighty. . By his llrst 
wife he had two children, and by the sec- 
ond, nine; of whom five died" In Infancy.— 
Three of his sons,— Joseph, Edward, and Dan- 
iel lived to maturity. I suppose the oldest to 
have been the Joseph Eveleth, Jr., whose estate 
was adndnlstered upon in 1739, and among 
whose effects were an eighth part of a schoon- 
er, and sea-<!lotlies, (fuadrant, and navigation 
books. Jle left a wife Mary, and a daughter 
Mary, probably an infant. KtlwanI the next 
t>f the three sons, graduated at Harvard Col- 
lege In 1738, and died In Ipswich, May 6, 178^, 
aged sixty-three. He was a school-master; 
or at least was engaged In that occupation here 
In 1757. In his father's will of 27 Oct. 1762, 
this son Is said to be •* bereaved of his under- 
Htandlng." Daidel Eveleth m\s a hatter of 
Boston, but i know no more about him, ex- 
cept that he was an ensign at the siege of 
l^>ulsbourg. 

James Eveleth, son of the centenarian, Jo- 
seph, was probably bom between 1G86 and 
1690. He was Intending marriage, 20, 12 mo. 
1715, with Elizabeth Giddings; but I have no 
further Information al>out him except that de- 
rived fi-om his will, made May 4, 1778, and 
proved June 28 following. In that he men- 
tions four daughters, and gives to son James 
and his children one quarter part of the lower 
farm In (Hiebacco, where his said son then 
lived This son marrietl, and died In Essex, 
Dec. 15, 1802, aged eighty-seven years and three 
months. His wife dietl Oct. 24, 1791, aged sev- 
enty-four. The only sons by this marriage, 
known to me, ai-e Aaron, bom In 1750, who mar- 
ried Anna Andrews In 1776, and dle<l about 1839 : 
and Joseph, born In 1750, who was a blacksmith 
of Salem, and wns In the nnolutlonary war an 
artificer In the army. He died Feb. 4, 1847, 
aged ninety-one. Capt. Jonathan Eveleth, of 
Essex, son of Aaron, bom Dec. 16, 1776, mar- 
ried Mary Smith, Nov. 14, 1805, and died Sept. 
0, 181S. Thirteen cldldren were bom to him, 
one of whom, Edwanl, Is living In Essex. 
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Dr. KdwAitl 8. Kvclcth who Iiuh hrougliL tlie 
iiAiuo bock to tlic flual home or hl8 cnilgruut 
uuceutor, is u sou of Edward, son or Joiiuthaiii 
who was 80D of Anron, who was son of James, 
who was son of James, who was son of Joseph, 
who was son of Sylvester; beyond whom, on 
this side of the Atlantic, no man can go. 

Jamk0 Qahdnkr.— Several families of this 
name were among the early settlers of New 
England ; but with no one of them can I con- 
nect our settler. One of the pieces of land 
given to him In 16G1 by William Vinson, his 
father-in-law, was a lot of two acres lying at 
the end of his own lot. On this land Gardner 
probably built the house with which, and half 
A shallop and a long gun, he bargained hi IG(>8 
with Hugh Row for his *' third part of a farm, 
with one share and coulter and one cart and a 
pair of wheels with four Iron hoops al>out the 
stocks, and the fhime of a bouse with all the 
boards he had at the head of the cape, and 
thatch to thatch the house ; the said Row to 
be at the charge of making up the back and 
oven, and to daub the house sufficiently upon 
both sides and ends." 

The History gives James Gardner one wife : 
but the town records show that he had a sec- 
ond,— widow Mary Dolllver; though they 
strangely err In giving the date of his last mar- 
riage Dec. 16, 1684, when the husband, accord- 
ing to the same records, had been dead eight 
days. The entries In the records were evident- 
ly made at the same time, and the probate 
books warrant the conclusion that the clerk 
made a mistake In one or both of them.

The History does not name all his children, 
and I therelbre give hero a corrected list of

27, 1G81. In his will, made Jan. 2;{, IG83 and 
proved March 31, 1G85, he calls J(»seph his 
oldest son. This son had In 1GU4, a grant of 
land on Eastern Point, on the eastern side of 
Peter Mud's neck, near which was a house 
•* then erected to make eartlicrn ware In." lie 
married Hannah, daughter of Samuel Khvell, 
Jan. 2, 1GU5. The date of his duath Is not 
known, but he appears to have been living 
about 1750. The recorils have, besitles two 
children still-born and four daughleVs, the 
births of sons Joseph and Sanmel. Joseph, 
born May 0, 1707, married Susanna (^rouell, 
Feb. 15, 1728, ami had sons Joseph, Kohert, 
Samuel, James and Coas, and a (Uiughter l.y- 
dla. Joseph, the oldest of these sous, boni 
June 25, 1729, I suppose to be the same who 
was Intending marriage with Rebecca G Id- 
dings, March 15. 1751, and had a son Joseph 
l)a|)tlzed May 24, 1752; alter which we learn 
no more of father or s(»n. Robert, born Nov. 
8, 1732, was Intending nuirrlage with Mary 
Moor, Nov. 1, 1755. Ills daughter Mary was 
baptized Sept. 2G, 175G, and his name next ap- 
pears on his marriage to Lydla Witham, Oct. 

28, 17G2. Two children by this marriage, 
Robert and Lydla, are recorded; but 1 can add 
nothing more about him, exc<4>t that he died 
Feb. 15, 1815, aged elglily-tw(». i may also 
add that he Is the only descendant of James 
Gardner, the date of whose dc^atli I have been 
able to ascertain. James Gardner, son of 
the second Joseph, born Oct. 3, 1737, was 
probably the same who was Intending mar- 
riage with Rebecca Gardner, Oct. 2G, 1750, by 
whom he had daughters Hebecca and Susanna. 
Coas, youngest son of the same Joseph, mar- 
ried Sand) Perkins Dec. 11, 1763. She was a 
daughter of Mrs Mary Perkins, and grand- 
daughter of the famous Capt. Andrew Robin- 
son. The largo house In which Mrs. Perkins 
kept a tavern, as mentioned In the History', 
was still standing about the beginning of this 
century, when Capt. Coas Gardner was its oc- 
cupant; but It had long before ceased to be a 
public house. Coas Gardner had a son Coas, 
a son Reiijandn Perklas, and several daugh- 
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tcrs ; conconiluK wlioin I linvc! no Oirilior Inror- 
iiintliin. Samiic), hrotlicr or tlic second Joseph, 
born A nff.2C», 1700, married Susanna Smith, Jan. 
13, 1732, nml hud sons Samuel and Joseph, of 
whom or of the father, I can say no more. 

John, son of thcllrst James married Miriam 
Sampson, Jan. 24, 1704. lie was also hvlnp: 
ahout 17r»0. Of his ten children, there were 
sons, — John. William, Israel, Moses, Davhl 
Jonathan, and Solomon. John, born Oct. 11, 
1705. married Rebecca Smith, Nov. 18, 1720, 
and widow Mary Webster, Dec. 20, 1748. Hc- 
sldes two (laughters, he had sons John, Israel, 
and Daniel ; but I know not that the name 
was perpetuated by any one, except John, 
born, Oct. 30, 1730, who married Lydla Car- 
lisle, Dec. «, 1748, and probably Abigail Giles 
in 17GG. lie had seven children, of whom two 
were 8<»ns who <lled youn|», and one was an 
Israel, of whom 1 know no more. Daniel ap- 
liears to have married twice; but no children 
are rccordeil to him. William Oardncr, bom 
May II, 1708, married Sarah Stanwood, Jan. 6, 
173ii, and had sons William, Israel, and Moses, 
and two daughters. The son William was pro- 
bably the same who was intending marriage 
with Susanna Collins, of Doston, Nov. 21, 
17155. Davhl, born Feb. 23, I715,marrle<l Mary 
(iardner, Nov. 21), I78t». He had several <laugh- 
lers, and sons David, James, Moses, and Josh- 
ua. James I suppose to be. the one of that 
name who married Kcbecca Elwell, Maixh 1, 
1 708. Solomon, youngest son of the first John, 
iMim June 20, 1724, married Esther Carlisle, 
May 4, 1748. He fell overboanl from a ves- 
sel, off Cape Ann, ami was drowned. IDs 
whlow Is reported to have died at the age of 
idnely-six; and a private reconl which has 
the dat^ of her death,— Jan. 14, 1820, gives her 
I he .same age. Hut exaggeration of the age of 
old |K»ople is not nucommon She was born 
Oct. 3, 1728; therefon; a little more than nlne- 
ly-one at death. Solomon Oanlner had two 
s<inM,— Joseph Carlisle an<l Solomon, ami six 
daughters. I know not that either of the sons 
was married. 

James Oanlner, youngest son of the first 
James, had a wife Abigail, to whom he was 
married Jan. 23, 1707. lie had four daughters, 
and a son James, and was dea<l In 1 733. The 
Hon James, born April 0, 1711, probably mar- 
ried Lydla Smith, May 31, 1730; but I can truce 
him no farther.

If I add that a Daniel Oanlner, sojounier, 
and Sarah Clarke, were intending marriage, 
Nov. 13, 1750, and that a Thomas Gardner 
and Mary Stacy were married Sept. 19, 1709, 
these Notes will contain the name of every 
male of tlic name of Gardner, known to me, 
who live<l in the town before 1775. It Is borne 
by a few persons now living here; but I can- 
not say that one of them is a descendant ttom 
our early settler James. 

Okthigk Gipdinos — 1*hls settler was, with- 
out doubt, oldest son of Lt. John Glddlngs of 
Chebacco, and gi-andson of George, an early 
settler of Ipswich. He was bom In 1664. The 
date of his death I do not find. His second 
wife was Mrs. Elizabeth Perkins, daughter of 
Joseph Eveleth, and widow of Francis Perkins. 
Ills children were— I.ydia, bom March 6, 1692; 
Mary, May 15, 1095; John, Jan. 2, 1098; Rob- 
ert, Oct. 3, 1700; Zebulon, April 26, 1703; Mercy 
and Deliverance, Feb. 26, 1708; Sarah, July 80, 
1710; George, Jan. 26, 1714; and Joseph, April 
12, 1717. Of the oldest son, John, I can say no 
more. Robert married Rebecca, daughter of 
Capt. Andrew Robinson, Jan. 2, 1724. His chil- 
dren were— Lucretla, bora Sept. 14, 1726 ; Rob- 
inson, Aug. 30, 1727; Rebecca, June 30, 1780; 
Mercy, Oct. 25, 1731 ; William, April 10, 1733; 
and Awlrew, Aug. 18, 1786. Rebecca married 
Alexander Smith, and had a daughter Rebecca 
who married Samuel Webber, President of Har- 
vard College, at whose house. In Cambridge, 
Mrs. Smith died In 1810. Andrew Is the only 
son of Robert whose marriage Is given In our 
records. He married Elizabeth Davis, Feb. 3, 
1760, and besides two daughters— Elizabeth and 
Rebecca, had sons — Andrew Robinson, bora 
Sept. 22, 1768; and George. June 15, 1766. He 
was an able and highly respected ship-master, 
and was lost at sea In tlic early part of Uic rev- 
olutionary war. He lived In a house which was 
standing between flay and sixty years ago, at 
the westerly comer of Center Street and Middle 
Street. His son, Andrew R. Glddlngs, Is enti- 
tled to a more extended notice than that given 
In the History. Leaving Dummer Academy at 
I be age of flftecn, he went Into the store of Mr. 
Daniel Sargent In Boston, where he remained 
a year, and then embarked upon a sea-Hirlng 
life. On a second voyage to the West Indies 
he was tak<»n prisoner at St. Christopher's, and 
after remaining some time in prison was put 
on boanl an English ship and sent to England. 
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In London he was fortunate enough to meet a 
Cape Ann acquaintance, Capt. George Ilalcs, 
who procured him a protection for the South sea 
whale fishery. He made a voyage of eighteen 
months with Capt. Hales, and returned to Lon- 
don with a ship-load of oil, but to a poor mar- 
ket. Peace had taken place, and this young man 
now turned his thoughts homeward. In pur- 
suit of a voyage to America he visited France, 
Spain, and the Netherlands, and finally procur- 
ed a passage fVom Amsterdam to New York the 
month before he was twenty-one. The story 
of his wanderings, adventures, and hardships, 
during the time of his absence, Is similar to 
that of hundreds of his townsmen at that dis- 
astrous period ; many of whom were not like 
him so happy as to return to home and IViends. 
During the three years Immediately following 
his arrival home, he made three voyages to Eu- 
rope and then went to make himself a place of 
permanent abode in the new plantation of Pe- 
Jepscot, now the town of Danville, Me., adjoin- 
ing New Gloucester. But his love of the ocean 
was yet strong enough to induce him to make 
one more voyage ; upon his return fk'om which 
he quitted the sea forever, and, to use his own 
expression, laid down his anchor in the wilder 
ness. Qualified by education and natural gifts 
for various occupations, he became a promi 
nent man In the region where he had settled ; 
and made himself useAil iu public ofilces, land 
8ur\'eyiug, and other employments. He wrote 
nrnch. and was so skilled in chirogruphy that 
he could write the Lord's Piayer on a piece of 
paper that a four pence half-penny would cover. 
The pleasure he found in the use of his pen led 
to an extensive correspondence, and to the re- 
cord in a diary of everything he thought worth 
remembering. In this too he sometimes gave 
expression to hb thoughts and feeUngs in verse. 
I ei\}oyed Uie happiness of a call upon Capt. Gid- 
dings at his home in Danville, when he was in 
his eightieth year. He was then quite deaf and 
nearly blind ; but his mental faculties had not 
apparently lost any of their vigor. He pointed 
with evident pleasure to the noble raw of trees, 
extending along the side of the road for a con- 
siderable distance in fk'ontof his house and his 
acyoining land, which he had set out more than 
fifty years before ; and with a lingering fond- 
ness for the habits of his early life, called my 
attention to the well-trodden foot-path inside 
of the row, saying, '* this Is my quarter-deck.** 



Capt. Giddings died in Danville, June 27, 1847, 
iu his eighty-fourth year. 

George, son of the first Gloucester George, 
married Judith Ingersol, Sept. 5, 1739, and was 
dead in 1752. He had a son George and three 
daughters, of whom I know no more. 

Joseph, the next son, married Elizabeth Da- 
vis, Nov. 11, 1740, and hod a son Joseph, born 
in 1741; and a daughter Elizabeth in 1744; 
after which I have no knowledge of father or 
either child. 

Joshua Giddings, also son of Lt. John of 
Chebacco, came to Gloucester about 1707, and 
haiK by his wife Abigail, a daughter Abigail 
and son Jacob, besides four other children who 
died young. He was lost at sea iu Oct., 17 IG. 
Thomas Giddings, tailor, another son of Ll. 
John, bought a house and land of Benj. Lufklu 
in 1710, and moved over the line into town. 
By his wife Sarah four sons, Job, Joseph, and 
Joshua, were born here. This family probably 
returned to Chebacco, or removed to some oth- 
er place. A Thomas, perhaps his son, died iu 
Chebacco, July 20, 1802, aged ninety-four. He 
walked nine miles to Gloucester within a year 
before his death. 

Besides these three sons of Lt. John Gid- 
dings, four of his daughters probably settled in 
Gloucester :— Elizabeth, wife of Mark Haskell ; 
Jane, wife of Joseph Harraden ; Sarah, wife of 
John Hainniden ; and Mary, wife of Uenjauiln 
York. 

Lawrence Giddings, of whose parentage I 
am ignorant, married Elizabeth Day, Jan. 15, 
1710, and had six children, all of whom, except 
one, a daughter Hannah, died young. 

A John Giddings was intending marriage 
with Elizabeth Goodhue of Ipswich, Oct. 10, 
1767. I know no more of him ; nor do I know 
that any descendant of the early settler, Georg<', 
bearing the name, luu) lived in the town in the 
present century. 

John Hadlky.— The land granted to this set- 
tler iu 1688, was situated on wliat is now Jack- 
son street. In 1712, his widow Susanna gave 
property to her kinswoman, Dorcas Elwell, 
wife of Ellas, for her care and kindness towards 
her since her widowhood, and to encourage her 
to be kind and helpAil to her in her old age. 
She had a grant of land in 1717, after which I 
hear no more of her. The children of John 
Hadley, jr. were— John, born Oct. 17, 1708; 
Susanim, Nov. 22, 1700; Hannah, Feb. 1, 1711, 
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died May 19, 1714; Daniel, Feb. 26, 1712; Ilan- 
nnli, Nov. 8, 1714; Snmuel, Aug. 4, 1717; Jo- 
seph, Ni>v. 24, 1724; nml Ucnjmtiiu, Miirch 20, 
1726. The oldest son, John, mnrried Sarnh 
Witham, Dec. 1, 1787. In his will, made July 
18, 1772, and proved Apr. 26, 1774, he mentions 
wife Sarah, 8on John, and three daughters. In 
it he calls himself John lladlcy, Jr., and thus 
makes it appear that his father was then living 
at a very advanced age. The son John was bap- 
tized Oct. 1, 1788. He married Abigail With- 
am, Feb. 28, 1765, and died June 11, 1809, aged 
seventy. His wife Is also said to have lived 
to old nge. Besides three daughters, one of 
whom, Mary, married Reuben Brooks of San- 
dy Bay, he had a hon John, who was bom May 
22, 1776; but I know no more of him. Benja- 
min, son of (he second John, married Sarah 
Khvell, May 0, 1744, and had a son Benjamin 
bom Sept. 2, 1744, and a son Joseph baptized 
Aug. 10, 1746. This last son was probably the 
same Joseph who married Sarah Oanlner, Mar. 
13, 1766, and she, 1 suppose, was (he Sarah 
lladley who died in the Poor House, in May, 
1836, in her ninety-flfth year. I do not And 
that either of these brothers had a son, nor can 
1 say that either of the few now bearing the 
name here Is desc(iide<l from the John, who 
was nephew of the eaily settler. 

Natiukikl IIadlock.— This settler proba- 
bly came Trom Salem. I have not found the 
date of his death. H Is children were — Nathan- 
iel, bom April 22, 1677 ; Deborah, June 18, 1679 ; 
John, Feb. 27, 1682 ; James, June 18, 1684 ; Sam- 
uel, April 27, 1687 ; Mary, Oct. 80, 1696 ; Bei^a- 
min, Mar. 16, 1700; and William and Joseph, 
** baptized before 1703." William, who was 
drowned, as mentioned In the History, left a 
daughter Lucy, and a son Nathaniel, who was 
born Sept. 28, 1722. He Is the same, 1 suppose, 
who was Intending marriage with Mary Mar- 
slmll, of IpswIHi, Nov. 16, 1760, ami with Sa- 
rah Robinson, Dec. 29, 1759, and who married 
Hannah RA1, Dec. 6, 1764. The town records 
have the birth of his daughter Lucy, March 
3, 1770; and the records of the first church 
have the baptism of Nathaniel, son of Nathan- 
iel Hadlock, Aug. 29, 1766, another Nathi, May 
18, 1769, and still another, Oct. 5, 1760. Per- 
haps it was the last of these who was one of 
the crew of the privateer Gloucester, lost at 
sea In the revolutionary war. 

Of Samuel, son of the first Nathaniel, I find 



no mention, either as husband or father. In 
1710 he had a grant of land near his fhtber's, 
bonlering on l]>swlch line. The last mention 
of his name I find is In 1746. A Samuel mar- 
ried Hannah Tappan, Jan. 26, 1747, and, besides 
three daughters, had a son Samuel, who was 
bom Aug. 16, 1746, the same pot haps who was 
intending marriage with Mary Andrews, of Ips- 
wich, Oct. 16, 1768. 

Of Benjamin, youngest son of the settler, I 
can add nothing to what the History tells. — 
Neither of his sons appears to have married in 
town. And of Nathaniel, John, James, and 
Joseph, the other sons of the settler, I have 
sought Airther infomiation in vain. The town 
records show that a William Hadlock had, by 
his wife Susanna, a fion William, born Feb. 4, 
1780; Nathaniel, June 24, 1788; and James, 
Dec. 27, 1786. A Nathaniel, probably the sec- 
ond of these sons, was Intending marriage with 
Nancy Wallls, June 18, 1806. An old widow 
Hadlock died in West Parish, Aug. 12, 1768; 
and a Mrs. Hadlock died in town, July, 1887, 
aged ninety -two. The name may have contin- 
ued to a later date, but the last Directory does 
not contain It. 

Fdward llAiiADRM. — It docs not appear 
that any other early settler of New England 
bore and perpetuated this name. This one is 
found in Ipswich in 1661, but my inquiries there 
for the wife and children who came with him 
to Gloucester have been fruitless. The His- 
tory mistakes In giving the date of his wifb's 
death, as It does also perhaps in making his 
home at Sqnam Point There is better reason 
for supposing that he lived near the head of 
Lobster Cove. His widow died May 14, 1699, 
aged sixty-nine. His children bom here were 
—Andrew, bom Feb. 18, 1668, died March 4, 
1688; Ann, March 2, 1661 ; John, Aug. 7, 1668; 
Thomas, Sept. 8, 1666, died April 26, 1688; Jo- 
seph, Aug. 18, 1668; Sarah, Jan. 30, 1670, died 
Sept. 8, 1672; and Bei^amin, Sept. 11. 1671. 
Those he brought with him were— l^dward, 
Mary, Elizabeth, and Abigail. The following 
inventory of his estate shows that, like all the 
other early settlers, he was chiefly employed In 
agricultural pursuits :

" which amount to £285. 7" 
Edward, oldest son of this settler, married 
Sarah, daughter of William Haskell, Feb. 5, 
1684. She died Mar. 4, 1691, and he next mar- 
ried Hannah, daughter of Samuel York, Oct. 
81, 1698. She died Sept. 4, 1725, aged about 
llfty. The date of his deatli is not known, but 
he certainly lived to old age. By both wives 
he had tlfleen children, not eighteen, as stilted 
in the History. Three ofthc.se were sons who 
married in town. Edward, born April 7, 1689, 
married Hannah Somes, Jan. 18, 1718, who died 
at tiie age of thirty-four, Feb. 21, 1728, "with- 
in an hour after she was delivered of a living 
child," who was appropriately named Uenoni. 
She had already borne four childi-en, of whom 
two only, named Joseph and William, survived 
the period of infancy. It is somewhat remark- 
able that her mother, Jane, wife of Timothy 
Somes, also died (at the age of forty-one) on 
the day on which she had given birth to a liv- 
ing child; and what is Mtill more remarkable, 
the birth of this child followed that of a living 
one on the day before : — the eleventh the moth- 
er had brought furth. This Edward Haraden 
next married Mary Sargent, Nov. 26, 1724, by 
' whom he has the birtlis of two daughters re- 
corded in tlie town l>ooks. 1 do not thai the 
date of his death. Terhaps it was hla kou Jo- 
seph, bom Aug. 17, 1718, who married Abigail 
Davis, Jan. 10, 1749. Benoni married Keziah 
Saunders, Feb. 25, 1747, and had two daughters 
and a son Edward. Joseph, second sim of Ed- 
ward Haraden, Jr., born June 17, 1690, married 
Surah Wells of Ipswich, in 1721, and hud the 



bh'tlis of two cliiidrcii, Sarah and J(»Heph, re- 
corded in the town recoid.s, and the baptisms 
of two more, lienjamla and Sanih, in the re- 
cords of the first church. Perliaps others were 
baptized at the third church. Benjamin, the 
next sou of the second Edward, born Jan. 10, 
1704, married Lydia Wells, ,lan. 10, 1729, anti, 
besides two daughters, had a son John, of 
whom, or of the father, I know no more. 

John, son of the iirst ICdward, married Sarah, 
daughter of Lt. John Qiddlugs of Cliebacco, 
Feb. 7, 1698, and died Nov. 11, 1724, aged six- 
ty-one. She died Oct. 10, 1722, aged about 
forty-nine. He was sometimes engaged in the 
maritime service of the colony, and In that em- 
ployment and in the pursuit of hU own liusl- 
ness, which probably often led to intercourse 
with the Indians at tiie eastward, may have 
made use of the *Mirmor" which forms one of 
the articles of his Inventory, and Is set down 
at forty shillings. Another item of his inven- 
tory is ** a sloop named ye Squirrel," valued at 
£160. This must have been the vessel taken by 
the noted pirate Phillips, as related in the His- 
tory ; and the Andrew Haraden, the hero of the 
recapture, was second son of the owner. The 
former survived his great exploit but a short 
time: for he died Dec. 12, 1724, having on the 
17tli September preceding married Mary Davis, 
whose son Andrew, born July 7, 1726, died Nov. 
15, 1726. She took for her second husband Dea- 
con William I*arsons. Ca]>t. John llanulen lelX 
an esUite of £1195.12.8, and six sons and three 
daughters to share it. John, his oldest son, 
bom Nov. 11, 1695, married Martha Colt, Dec. 
25, 1718. He was a deacon of the church at 
Annis(inam, and there carried on the llshing bus- 
iness successfully till his death, which probably 
occurred in 1738; for his Inventory In the Pro- 
bate records Is of Dec. 1 , in that year. Among 
his eli'ects were, — *' 5 whale Irons and hinces, 
£1.5; negro called Brlstow, £90; negro called 
Buth, £65 ; a sloop called ye Sea Flower, £880 ; 
tt schooner called the Squirrel, £205; and a 
small sloop called the Fish Trap, £95." Few 
men in town had acquired so large an estati^ as 
he lelt. His widow married Jededlah Davis, 
Oct. 8, 1734. He left two sons,— Nathaniel and 
John; and a daughter Martha, who married 
William Babson. Nathaniel, born March 12, 
1728, 1 suppose to be the same wh<» was intend- 
ing nmrriage with Mary Kimball of Ipswich, 
Oct. 16, 1762, and with Elizabeth Warner of 
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Nctvbiiryport, Feb. 8, 1772. By his wife Mnry, 
lie lind sons Nntlmntcl nnd Jolin, and n dnagh- 
tcr Mary. John, son of Dcncon John, born 
June 19, 1730, is supposed to be the John who 
Avns intending marringe with Sarah Bootman, 
Oct. 29, 1763. Thomas, son of Capt. John Har- 
adcn, Iwm June 27, 1704, married Elizabeth, 
daughter of Col. Edward Eveletli of Ipswich, 
Oct. 20, 1727. lie died about 1788, leaving a 
son Tliomas and a daughter Elizabeth. Ills 
widow married Joseph l/ow, Nov. 18, 173G. I 
cannot aninn that Joseph, son of Capt. Jolin 
llaraden, 1)om Nov. 3, 1710, Is the same who 
had, by his wife Joanna, a son Andrew, boiu 
Jan. 14, 1784; and two Johns, Timothy and 
Daniel, in subsequent years ; but I venture to 
assign this wife and these children to him, as 
the one to whom they probably belong. Joan- 
na Haraden, alias Lane, gave in at Probate 
Court, June 8, 1761, inventory of the estate of 
her husband Joseph Uaradcn, 3d. Andrew, son 
of this Joseph, bom Jan. 14, 1734, was Intend- 
ing marriage with Lydla Griffin, Dec. 8, 1757. 
Six children arc recorded to him, of whom the 
last two were sons :— Timothy and Jonathan. 
Timothy, another son of the same Joseph, bom 
June 10, 1738, married Mary, daughter of Ucv. 
BenJ. Bradstreet, aud had a daughter Jenny 
bom Nov. 18, 1768. He died before 1769, when 
his widow married William Fuller. 

David, youngest son of Capt. John Haraden, 
married Elizabeth Davis, May 24, 1780. Be- 
sides three daughters, he had Ave sons, — David, 
Tliomas who died, Thomas again, Andrew and 
Ignatius. The eldest of these, David, bora 
Dec. 18, 1744, married Hannah Whipple of Ips- 
wich, March 17, 1768. lie died Oct. 7, 1821. 
She died July 5, 1821, aged seventy-five. He 
was the first of his family who settled in the 
Harbor Parish, and so f)ir as I know, the first 
and only worshiper in town who had his seat 
on Sundays in the pulpit with the minister. 
He attended the Universallst church, and, on 
account of deaftiess, got as near as possible to 
his beloved pastor, that he might lose nothing 
that fell nrom his lips in the exercises of the 
sanctuary. Mr. Haraden left five sons :— John, 
Thomas, David, Jonathan, and Andrew, of two 
of whom, John and David, there are no living 
descendants. Thomas settled In Boston and 
had a daughter who became the wlfs of Jonas 
Chickeriiig, tlie eminent plano-forto manufac- 
turer, of that city. Jonathan and Andrew

were twins, were both of one trade— carpen- 
ters, and both died in 1832, In their forty-sev- 
enth year,— the first on the 15th of April, and 
the other on the 15th of August. 

Joseph, son of the first Edward, married 
Jane, daughter of Lt. John Glddlngs of Che- 
bacco, Nov. 26, 1691 ; and Hannah Stevens, Feb. 
1, 1700. He died May 19, 1716; having made, 
two days before his death, a verbal will, which 
was allowed June 18 following. To his wife 
Hannah he gave one-third of his estate and his 
young negro l)oy Caesar; and, having no chil- 
dren, he bequeathed the remainder t^ his bn>th- 
ers and sisters : excepting a legacy of ten shil- 
lings each to Wm. Tucker, Bichard Tucker, 
Nehemlah Somes, Patience York and Susanna 
Stevens, all of whom he had brought up. His 
inventory amounted to £766.8; the chief items 
of which, besides (hrming stock, were—** house- 
lug and land a^olnlng, £290; a deck sloop, 
£130; and o|>cn sloop, £85.'* ^ 

Benjamin Haraden married Deborah Nor- 
wood, Jan. 15, 1696. He died Feb. 8, 1725, leav- 
ing an estate of £668. The records give him 
seven sons and four daughters. Of the farmer 
I find the marriage of only two :— Joseph, bom 
Dec. 26, 1705, I sup|>osc to be the same who 
married Patience York, Dec. 8, 1729, and be- 
sides three daughters, had sons Caleb, Job, 
William, and Ebenezer. Ebenexer, son of Ben- 
jamin, married Susanna Day, Dec. 81, 1741, by 
whom he had a son Benjamin and two daugh- 
ters. Administration of his estate was grant- 
ed to Capt. James Day, of Boston, June 6, 1750. 

Of the exploits of Capt. Jonathan Haraden, 
who died in Salem, Nov. 1808, In his fifby-nlnth 
year, and who was employed In public and pri- 
vate armed ships In the revolutionary war, an 
account may be found in Hunt's " Merchants* 
Magazine " for 1869. 

According to the last Directory, only seven 
male descendants of Edwanl Haraden, bearing 
the name, could be found on Cape Ann ; and I 
know not that they are more numerous In any 
other place. 

GRonoR llAnvBY.— A Tliomas Harvey, fish- 
erman, of Gloucester, owned, in 1665, one-third 
of a shallop In company with Robert Skamp and 
Peter Duncan ; but we hear no more of him. 
George, according to Mr. Savage, was possibly 
son of Peter, a ship-builder of Salem, where, by 
his wife Sarah, ho had the following children, 
— Sarah, bora Oct 11, 1678; Nehemlah, Sept 
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80, ICto; and llose, Jan. 11, lC84,di6d Feb. 25, 
1706 ; all of whom are named in our recoi-ds 
But he had in addition a son George, not re- 
corded, who, according to the nge given at his 
death, must have been bom in 1G87 ; and a son 
Benjamin, whose birth, Oct. 27, 1G97, Is given 
in our books. Surah, wife of George Harvey, 
was a daughter of Mrs. Anna Judklu by a for- 
mer husband, (Nehcmiuh Howard of Sulem,) 
and the latter was one of Ave daughters of Capt. 
William Dixie of Beverly, who it is probable 
flrst set f4»ot on New England soil at Cape Ann 
in 1629. George Harvey the second was intend- 
ing marriage with Sarah Butman, Dec. 17, 1713. 
She died Nov. 29, 1718, aged twenty-flve, and he 
next married Patience York, March 15, 1720. 
He died Nov. 24, 1724, aged thirty-seven. Be- 
sides three daughters— Sarah, Hannah, and Ab- 
igail, he hud a son Nehemiah, born Aug. 19, 
1716, and a son Benjamin, of whom I know no 
more. The inventory of his estate, real, £859, 
and personal, £d8.5s, includes nine acres on the 
north and seventeen acres on the south side of 
the highway leading from the Meeting House 
to Sandy Bay, and a small house and about Ave 
acres land, with orchard on the same, at Try- 
nail Cove. Nehemiah Ilurvcy married Abigail 
Hodgklns, Dec. 7, 1741. He died before 1757, 
and his widow married Robert Guy. She is 
said to have died al)out 1800. The children of 
the llrst murrlag*) were— Abigail, born S»;|)t. 9, 
1742; Sarah, May 6, 1744, who married Spen- 
cer Thomas ; Ilannuh, Mar. 22, 1747, who mar- 
ried Philip Babson; Nehemiah, Nov. 28, 1761 ; 
Benjamin, Sept. 29, 1758; and George, whose 
birth is not recorded. By one of the sons 
only, Benjamin, has the name, so fiir as I can 
leani, been perpetuated in town. He married 
Sarah Lurvey, and died about 1818. He had the 
birth of Sally recorded, March 27, 1778; Ben- 
jamin, May 1, 1780; Nehemiah, June 24, 1782; 
and Patty, Aug. 24, 1784; but to this list five 
more should be added,— George, Isaac, Abigail, 
Joseph, and Mary. 

Ten males in Gloucester and one in Rockport, 
of this name, are given in the last Directory. 
William Haskell.— He and his brother Rog- 
er of Salem appear to have been the only early 
settlers of New England of this name, who left 
descendants. Mark, another brother, is said to 
have settled in Plymouth, but of him I know 
no more than that he is mentioned In the will 
of his brother Roger, 1667. In the History, 



descendants of each of the sons of William, 
except John, are traced down to a living per- 
son. John, only son of John, left no posterity. 
I give here the flret four generations of this 
family ; repeating somewhat f^om the History, 
in order to render it complete. 

William Haskell married Mary, daughter of 
Walter Tibbot, Nov. 6, 1643, and died Aug. 20, 
1G93, aged about seventy-three. She died Aug. 
16, 1698. His children were— William, born 
Aug. 26, 1644 ; Joseph, June 2, 1646 ; Benjamin ; 
Jolm ; Ruth, married Nehemiah Grover of Bev- 
erly in 1674 ; Mary, married William Dodge of 
Beverly in 1673; Mark, April 8, 1658 ; Sarah, 
June 28, 1660, married Edward Haraden of Glou- 
cester, Feb. 5, 1684 ; and Elinor, May 28, 1668, 
who married Jacob Griggs of Beverly, Nov. 12, 
1685. His will made July 3, 1692, was proved 
Sept. 4, 1698. In it he gave to his wife the 
use, lor her life time, of the north-east end of 
his dwelling house ; all his household goods, 
except his fire-arms and edge tools and all 
other tools and utensils that are for husban- 
dry ; ten pounds yearly ; and two cows, and 
sullicicut wood; to his son William one-half 
of his farm in Bradford and various pieces 
of land hi Gloucester, one of which was a lot 
called Harding's lot; to son Joseph three 
acres of salt marsh, next to that he fonner- 
ly sold to Thomas Penny; a little island of 
marsh next towards (h)odman (/russus, about 
three acres; and, ** by way of exchange,** all 
that tract of upland lying south of his farm, 
running from a pine tree on the north-west side 
of his farm towards Thomas Luf kin's, about 
twenty acres; to son Benjamin the upland 
where his house standeth, seven acres more or 
less, together with six acres he had ft*om the 
town, on their last division of land ; also twen- 
ty acres of upland at a place called Stool Rock, 
and twelve acres salt marsh ; to son John all 
that small living he bought of Deacon Stevens, 
in Gloucester, several lots of marsh, and twen- 
ty acres of upland toward Goodman Lufkiu's ; 
to daughter Ruth Grover one-quarter part of 
his farm at Bradford ; to daughter Mary Dodge 
the same ; to daughter Elinor Griggs two acres 
of salt marsh ; to heirs of his daughter Sarah 
Haraden ** £10 current pay of the Merchants " ; 
to Mark and William, the two sons of his 
son Mark, deceased, thio new house where Eliz- 
abeth, Mark's widow lived, and that small or- 
I chard called Mark's orchard ; one-luilf of all

the rest to sons Joseph and ncnjAmln, and the 
other half to Ills two grandsous William and 
Mark, sons of Mark, deceased. No person In 
town had then left so large an estate as he had 
accumulated ; though his neighbor, llenr}' Wal- 
ker, who followed him to the grave In nine days.

William Haskell, jr. married Mary Walker, 
July 8, 1GG7, and died June 5, 1708. She died 
Nov. 12, 1715. He left an estate of £GGG.G.8, 
consisting of land, buildings, and farm stock. 
His children were — Mary, bora April 29, 1CG8, 
married Jacob Davis, Sept. 14, 1G87, and Eze- 
klel Woodward, April 16, 1719; William, Nov. 
G, 1G70; Joseph, April 20, 1G78; Abigail, Mar. 



2, 1C75, married Nathaniel Tarsons, Doc. 27, 
1G97, and Isaac Kvelcth, Dec 20, 1722; Henry, 
April 2, 1678 ; Andrew, 27 July, died 14 August, 
1680; Lydla, Sept. 4, 1681, married probably 
Feb. 8, 1704, Ebenezer Parsons, and became 
the mother of Moses, the minister of Byfleld, 
whose son Theopllus was the learned lawyer 
and chief Justice of Massachusetts ; Sarah, Feb. 

26, 1684, died Feb. 20, 1691 ; Elizabeth, April 5, 
1686, married Thomas Sargent, Sept. 27, 1710, 
and James Godfrey, June 4, 174- ; Hannah, Oct. 
80, 1688, died Feb. 15, 1691; Jacob, Jan. 15, 
1691; and Sarah, Sept. 11, 1692, who married 
her cousin Daniel Haskell, Dec 81, 1716. 

Joseph, next son of the first William, mtLV- 
rlcd MoryJljjjga of Andovcr, Dec. 2, 1674, and 
died f^ov. 12, 1727, aged eighty-one. She died 
April 8, 1788, aged eighty. His children were 
— Mai7, bom April 29, 1676, married a I^rd ; 
Walter, bom 18, died 22 Nov., 1677 ; Elizabeth, 
Oct. 24, 1679, died Oct. 28, 1700; Joseph, Nov. 

27, 1681 ; Hannah, Oct. SO, 1688, married a Da- 
vis, probably Aaron, and died March 25, 1780; 
Dorcas, Mar. 7, 1685, married Ellezer Hubbard, 
of Salisbury, Dec. 16, 1712; Daniel, Dec. 16, 
1688; Ebenezer, Feb. 22, 1690; Dorothy, Nov. 
15, 1694, married Joseph Qoodhuo of I|)8wlch, 
May 9, 1724; and Naomi, Dec. 26, 1696, mar- 
ried Isaac Frye, Oct 18, 1725. 

Bei^amln, the next son of the first William, 
was bora probably In 1648, for he was ninety- 
two at his death, and his will was proved May 
26, 1741. He married Nov. 21, 1677, Mary, 
daughter of Thomas Rlggs, who died Jon. 29, 
1698, aged thirty-nine. He had the following 
children :— Elinor, bora Aug. 26, 1678 ; married 
Daniel Ring, and died June 10, 1718; Hannah, 
bora 7, died 28 Dec, 1679; Patience, June 1, 
1681, married Hugh Roberts, March 17, 1708; 
Benjamin, March 18, 1688; John, April 1, 1685, 
probably died unmarried; Joslah, Sept. 25, 
1687; Thomas, Jan. 1, 1690; William, April 6, 
1695 ; and Sarah, who married a Pride, proba- 
bly Joseph. 

John, the next son, married Mary Baker, May 
20, 1686, and died Feb. 2, 1718, aged sixty-nine. 
She died Nov. 24, 1728, aged flay-elght. His 
children were — John, bora 8, died 21 April, 
1686; Edith, May 22, 1687, died unmarried; 
Mary, Aug. 24, 1688, died unmarrie<l; Sarah 
and Hannah, Dec. 21, 1690, both of whom died 
young ; Ruth, Dec. 28, 1693, married John Clark, 
Nov. 17, 1718 ; and John, Oct. 8, 1695, who prob- 
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ably iniiirioa (Snico CiiiniiiingH, May 10, 172:), 
ttiiil certainly iHed williout ottspriu^;. 

Mark, youngest son of the first William, 
married Elizabeth, daughter, I suppose, of Lt. 
John Giddiugs of Ipswich, Dec. 10, 1085. He 
died Sept. 8, 10i)l, aged thirty-three. His chil- 
dren were— George, born Oct. 18, died Nov. 10, 
1080; Mark, Sept. 10, 1087; and William, Jan. 
1, 101)0. Mr. Savage (♦* Genealogical Diction- 
ary ") much doubU the second marriage of the 
widow of Mark Haskell, as given in tiie Histo- 
ry ; liut there cam be no reasonable doubt, for 
the Probate Kecords show, Jan. 10, 1725, that 
Mark and William Haskell receivetl of their 
'* honoured father-in-law, Mr. John Dcnnison, 
and their honoured mother, Mrs. Elizabeth Dcn- 
nison, alias Haskell, both of Ipswich," certain 
money due them fi*om the estate of their grand- 
father, William Haskell. 

WiUiaui, son of William Haskell, Jr., married 
Abigail, probably daughter of Capt. James Da- 
vis, Sept. 8, 1092, and died Jan. 17, 17dl, aged 
sixty-one. She died Dec. 30, 1730, aged fifty- 
eight. He was one of those who in the first 
quarter of tlie last centuiy engaged in a vigor- 
ous prosecution of the fishing business ; but ho 
appears to have been tlie only one who carried 
it on in the section where he lived. The settle- 
ment of his estate shows that he pursued it with 
success ; for his inventory amounts to £2505. 
In his will ho mentions bis two fishing vessels 
and interest in the great sloop, her rigging and 
cargo, at Salem, of which one Carleton was 
master. His children were — William, bom 
probably in 1093; Mark, Aug. 10, 1095, had a 
■ wife Jemima, and may have l)eeu the Capt. Mark 
Haskell, who died at the age of eighty ; Eliza- 
beth, Nov. 29, 1090, married John Taraons, June 
0, 1710; Abigail, Aug. 10, 1099, mariled .John 
Tyler, Feb. 22, 1722 ; Jemima, Dec. 1, 1704, mar- 
ried Joseph DavU, Sept. 21, 1732, and Lieut. 
Thomas Allen in 1758; Jededlah, July 31, died 
Aug. 17, 1708; Keziah, Feb. 28, 1711, married 
Samuel Herrick, Jan. 8, 1731 ; and James, Sept. 
24, 1712, who married Anna Goodhue in 1789, 
and was dUmissed to the church in Harvard in 
1766. 

Joseph, next son of William Haskell, Jr., mar- 
ried Rachel Eiwell, Mar. 19, 1696, and died Apr. 
11, 1718, aged forty-three. The date of her 
death I do not know. In his will ho directed 
that his son Moses should ** learn the trade and 
mystery of a cooper," which was his own trade. 



His Hilhlien were— Hachel, born Mar. 13, 1097, 
married Jeremiah Uiggs, Dec.31, 1710; Joseph, 
Dec. 10, 1098, married Mary Woodward, May 17, 
1720, and was dismissed to the church in Har- 
vard in 1785; Abraham, March 8, 1701, married 
Amy Stevens, Mar. 11, 1725, and was dismissed 
to the church in Stratham in 1732; Hannah, 
June 28, 1703, married James Godfrey, June 1, 
1723; Moses, Dec. 25,1705; Stephen, July 7, 
1708 ; both of whom probably died before reach- 
ing nianliood; Amlrew, Dec. 0, 1711, married 
Elinor Haskell, Oct. 3, 1737 ; and Jereudah, Oct. 
23, 1714. 

Henry, son of William Haskell, Jr., married 
Itnth (York, perhaps), Jan. 13, 1703, and was 
disndssed to the church in Harvaixl in 1735. 
His children were— Huth, boni 7, died 15 Oct., 
1703; Mary, Nov. 13, 1704, married BenJ. Ray 
of Falmouth, Me., May 12, 1720; Heniy, June 
5, 1700, married Huldah Sndth in 1731, and was 
dismissed to the church in Harvard in 1737; 
Rutli, Aug. 27, 1709; Sarah, Aug. 19, 1718, 
married Nathaniel Bray, Nov. 22, 1733; Samuel, 
Sept. 3, 1715; and LydUi, June 28, 1718. One 
of the daughters nnirried a Mead, probably af- 
ter the removal of the family to llarvai*d. 

Jacob, youngest son of William Haskell, Jr., 
married Abigail Marcy, Dec. 31, 1710, and died 
Aug. 0, 1750, aged sixty-five. She died April 
10, 1778, aged eighty- three. His children were 
—Jacob, born Oct. 27, 1718, nnirried Tabitha 
Day, Nov. 29, 1739; Abner, Dec. 6, 1721; Abi- 
gail, Jan. 27, 1724, married Thomas Lufkin, 3d, 
of Ipswich; Alexander, Mar. 4, 1720, married 
Lucy Haskell, April 27, 1749, and Rachel Stan- 
wood, Oct. 7, 1702, was dismissed to the church 
in Attleborough in 1750; Israel, Oct. 30, 1729, 
married Abigail Davis, Dec. 13, 1753; .\nios, 
twin to Israel, married Mary Riggs, Nov. 20, 
1750, and Abigail Hray, April 9, 1754 ; Estlier, 
baptized Jan. 23, 1732, married Sanmel Stone of 
Manchester; and Zebulon, born Oct. 17, 1734, 
married Elizabeth ilaskell, perhaps widow of 
Josiah, Nov. 14, 1705, and died at the age of 
eighty-four. His son Zebulon married Judith 
Herrick, Mar. 10, 1797, and died July 20, 1803, 
aged ninety-three ; leaving several descendants 
bearing the family name. From Amos, through 
his son Amos and grandson Amos, and Asa, son 
of the latter, is descended Henry C. L. Haskell 
of West Gloucester, who is collecting nmteri- 
als for a genealogy of the fUmlly. 

William, son of William HaskeU the third, 
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had n wife Abigail, who died Feb. 2, 1737. He 
next mnrrlcd Susnium, perhaps widow of Dan- 
iel Parsons, Sept. 12, 1739, and died about 1762. 
By both wives he had eleven children. His 
widow removed from the second Parish to the 
harbor, and for several years kept a boarding 
house In Middle street. Her daughter Anna 
married, Nov. 21», 1762, Rev. Thomas Pierce of 
Scarborough, Me., who was employed In town 
some time as a school-master, before he enter- 
ed the ministry, and was probably a boarder 
In the house of Anna's mother. William, the 
oldest son of this William, lM>m Dec. 10, 1710, 
married Uuth Hennelt, Oct. IG, 1742. I suppose 
he was the William Haskell who *• was killed 
In 1769 In the King's service.** He had seven 
children, all of whom were baptized at the sec- 
ond church, and one of whom, William, bom 
June 8, 1761, was the sixth of an unbroken line 
of William Haskells; but him I can trace no 
farther. 

The children of Joseph, son of the first Wil- 
liam, have been already given. His oldest son, 
Joseph, married Sarah, probably daughter of 
Jacob Davis, Jan. 18, 1706, and died Dec. 18, 
17G8, aged eighty-seven. She died Blar. 25, 1726, 
aged forty. His dilidren were — Elhcabetb, 
bom Oct. 21, died Dec. 23, 1706; Sarah, Dec. 
19, 1707, died Feb. 17, 1708; Mercy, April 21, 
1709, died July 1, 1717 ; Jonathan, Oct. 25, 1710, 
married Mary Sawyer, Jan. 6, 1786, and was 
lost at sea on a fishing voyage in 1788 ; Susan- 
na, Feb. 20, 1712; Dorcas, Aug. 26, 1718; Da- 
vid, April 9, 1715, married Elizabeth Pope, Jan. 
16, 1741, and Sarah Haskell in 1779, and died iu 
August, 1791; Isaac, June 80, 1716, married 
Dorothy Hubbard in 1742, and n second wife, 
widow Eunice Herrick, and died April 27, 1804, 
and she died April 29, 1806, aged eighty-three ; 
Aaron, August 16, died Nov. 80, 1717; Ruth, 
Jan. 25, 1719 ; Joseph, Aug. 19, 1720, married 
Ann Steele, Jan. 8, 1760; and Sarah, Fob. 26, 
1728. 

Daniel, next son of Joseph, married Sarah 
Haskell, Dec 81, 1716, and died Dec. 4, 1768, 
aged eighty. She died July 10, 1778, aged eigh- 
ty. His children were— Daniel, bora Sept. 21, 
died Dec. 16, 1717 ; Daniel, Oct. 2, died Dec. 12, 
1718 ; Mary, Oct. 80, 1719 ; Aaron, Aug. 26, 1721 ; 
Caleb, July 24, 1728, married Elizabeth Haskell, 
Dec. 11. 1760; Daniel, April 27, 1726, was In- 
tending marriage with Hannah Johnson of Ips- 
wlcli, Nov. 13, 1760; Nchemiali, Mar. 28, 1727;

Judith, Feb. 1, 1730; Sarah, Dec. 22, 1781 ; Joel, 
July 9, 1783, married Joanna Bumham, June 19, 
1766; and Moses, May 16, 173G, was Intending 
marriage with Sarah Haskell, Nov. 19, 1768. 

Ebenezer, youngest son of the first Joseph, 
had a wife Elizabeth, and is probably the Eben- 
ezer who Is said to have died at the age of eigh- 
ty. He had the following children : — Ezra, bora 
Jan. 27, 1725, probably died young; Ebenezer, 
May 28, 1726; Elizabeth, Feb. 10, 1728; Enoch, 
July 1, 1780, was intending marriage with Lucy 
Bumham of Ipswich, Dec. 30, 1766, and with 
Dorcas Frye of Andover, Nov. 9, 1769; Phlne- 
as, Sept. 18, 1732, probably married Susanna 
Bumham In 1761; Elijah, Oct. 20, 1734; Ste- 
phen, Dec. 1, 1786, was Intending marriage with 
Sarah Ring, April 4, 1764; and Sarah, baptized 
Mar. 11, 1789. Abraham, son of Stephen, died 
Aug. 16, 1849, aged seventy-eight, leaving de- 
scendants bearing the family name. 

Benjamin, son of tlie ftrst Bei\)amln, married 
Ellzabetli Allen, in 1708, who died Sept. 8, 1724, 
aged Uilrty-flve, and Elizabeth Bennett, Aug. 
24, 1726, who died Dec. 28, 1774. He died Feb. 
9, 1764, aged seventy-nine. Ills children were 
— Deliverance, bom and died Nov. 1, 1709 ; Ex- 
perience, bom Dec. 18, 1711; Pradence, Aug. 
8,1718; Elinor, Aug. 14, 1716; Benjamin, Mar. 
22, 1718, died Aug. 4, 1722; Mary and Thank- 
f\il, Nov. 8, 1719, died same day ; Patience, July 
29, 1722; and Elizabeth, Nov. 8, 1727. 

Joslah, son of the first Benjamin, married 
Mary Collins, Dec. 7, 1715, and died before Nov. 
1762, when his son Joslah was appointed admin- 
istrator of his estate. He bad John, bom Oct. 
12, 1716, married Mary Bray, Nov. 15, 1748; 
Joshua, Aug. 20, 1718, married Elinor Bray, 
March 81, 1741, and Esther Parsons, Nov. 4, 
1767; Eunice, April 30, 1722; Sarah, Oct. 10, 
1726 ; Joslah, Sept. 17, 1780, probably married 
Elizabeth Choate In 1767 ; and Adonlram, Jan. 
14, 1788. The last two sons were lost at sea 
together in 1764. John and Joshua appear to 
have removed flrom the second parish to the 
harbor, about 1758, where John had, besides 
other children, a son John, bom Mar. 19, 1764, 
who married Folly Ooodhue, July 17, 1785, was a 
ship-master, and died at Holmes's Hole, where 
he put in on his passage ftom the West Indies, 
sick, Nov. 18, 1806, aged forty-three. His old- 
est son, John, a captain In the F^ast India trade, 
died at^sea on his passage fW>m India, Mar. 80, 
1827, aged forty-one : leaving an only daughter. 
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Thomas, next son of the first Benjamin, mar- 
ried Hannah Frecz of Newbury in 1717, who died 
Feb. 10» 1718, aged twenty. He next married 
Mary Paraons, Nov. 26, 1719. He had Thomas, 
bornJan. 27, 1718; Hannali,Oct. 26, 1720; Ma- 

17, April 21, 1722 ; Solomon, Feb. 6, 1724 ; Ben- 
jamin, May 8, 1726 ; all bom in Gloucester ; and 
William and others bom in Falmouth, Me., to 
which place the father, called ** a sober sort of 
man," removed witli his family in 1726. More 
distinguished was ho in another way : for ho 
had ten children, seventy-nine grandchildren, 
and fifty-eight great-grandchildren. He died 
in 1785, aged ninety-five. 

William, youngest son of the first Benjamin, 
married Jerusha Benuet, Jan. 1, 1729, and died 
July 21, 1778, aged eighty-three. His children 
were— Benjamin, bom Oct. 28, 1780; Keturah, 
May 2, 1732; Abimelech, May 9, 1783 ; Jerusha, 
Dec. 25, 1787 ; Sarah, Sept. 11, 1789 ; Lucy, May 
81, 1742; and Judith, July 29, 1746. The son 
Bei^amin I suppose to be the same who mar- 
ried Abigail Babson, March 15, 1770: 

Mark Haskell, son of the first Mark, married 
Martha TuthiU, of Ipswich, in 1710. He had 
Elizabeth, born Dec. 28, 1710; Martha, Feb. 

18, 1712; Mark, Aug. 19, 1718; Lucy, May 21, 
1715; Priscilla, Oct. 18. 1718; Jane, June 22, 
died July 2, 1722; Jane, May 81, died June 9, 
1728; Jemima, Sept. 27, died Oct. 15, 1724; 
and Qeorgc, born 3, died 15 Aug., 1726. Mark 
Haskell was of Ipswich in 1729, and probably 
died there in 1775, aged eighty-eight. Deacon 
Mark Haskell of Ipswich, who died there Mar. 
15, 1825, aged eighty-one, was probably his 
grandson. 

William, the other son of the first Mark, mar- 
ried Jemima Hubbard, of Salisbury. He died 
Dec. 10, 1766, aged seventy-seven. She died 
in 1762, at the same age. His children were— 
Jemima, bom Mar. 2, 1718, died Mar. 2, 1785 ; 
Job, April 27, 1716, whose marriage I find not, 
died in New Gloucester, Me., In July, 1806; 
Comfort, May 28, 1717, married Parker Sawyer, 
Nov. 10, 1742, and died Sept. 5, 1809; Nathan- 
iel, Jan. 16, 1719, married Hannah, daughter of 
Rev. John White, Nov. 11, 1740, and died July 
81, 1808; Hubbard, May 3, 1720, married Anne 
MiUet, Nov. 17, 1740, and died April 9, 1811; 
Elizabeth, Nov. 8, died Doc. 8, 1728; WUliam, 
Jan. 17, 1720, married Elizabeth Haskell, Nov. 
6, 1746, and died April 27, 1806; and Qeorgc, 
bom 10, died 19 Feb., 1729. 



Here are given, of the chiUlreu of this settler, 
nine ; of his grandchildren, forty-one ; and of 
his great-grandchildren, one hundred and sev- 
en ; and I have reason to feel quite confident 
that the account includes every one of his de- 
scendants of these three genemtions, who was 
born in Gloucester, and bore the name of Has- 
kell. 

In the ** Directory " the names of thirty 
males in Gloucester and fourteen in Rockport, 
are given. 

Samukl Hodgkins.— A few persons of this 
name appear among the early settlers of New 
England ; chiefly in Connecticut. William of 
Ipswich is not mentioned by Mr. Felt, in his 
list of settlers to 1652 ; but his deposition, giv- 
en in 1691, when he was about sixty-nine years 
old, testifies to the use of the beach adjoining 
Little Neck in Ipswich ** above fifty years more 
or less." He died Dec. 26, 1698, leaving a wife 
Grace, who was daughter of Osnian Dutch of 
this town. By her, according to the Ipswich 
Records, he had Samuel, born Nov. 2, 1658; and 
Mary, Apr. 6, 1661. There was also a son Thom- 
as, who died Nov. 16, 1719, aged fifty-one, prob- 
ably the father of Thomas, who died Dec. 80, 
1788, aged ninety-six. There can bo scarcely 
a doubt that Samuel, son of William of Ipswich, 
was the Gloucester settler of that name. The 
children of Samuel Hodgkins, as given in our 
records, were-Sanuicl, born Oct. 24, 1684 ; Han- 
nah, May 18, 1G8G; John, June 6, 1688; Philip, 
Jan. 25, 1690; William, Mar. 2, 1691 ; a daugh- 
ter. May 5, 1694; Jededlidi, Mar. 8, 1696; Pa- 
tience, Aug. 21, 1697; Abigail, Juno 11, 1699; 
Mercy, July 28, 1700; David, April 14, 1702; 
Martha, Jan. 4, 1704; Anna, Apr. 5,1705; Jon- 
athan, July 1, 1706; and Experience, Jan. 81, 
1708 : fifteen in all. The date of his death I do 
not find ; but there is reason to suppose that he 
was living as late as 1740. 

To Samuel Hodgkins, Jr., there wei-e bora 
seven daughters in succession, and then his first 
son— Samuel, Nov. 26, 1729. I do not find the 
date of his fiither's death, but he probably lived 
to be very old ; for administration of his estate 
was taken by his son Samuel, March 80, 1767. 
His inventory of June 2, amounts to £88.8.2, 
of which house, bam and garden, are down at 
£40.16. I suppose this Samuel to be the same 
who was intending marrhigc with Lydia Stan- 
wood, Nov. 27, 1756. His son Samuel married 
AbigaU Sayward, March 15, 1758, by whom he 
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had Samuel, born May IG, 1758 ; James, Nov. 
80, 1 754 ; nnd Abigail, Jnnc 23, 1757. These are 
all recorded in the towu books ; but the records 
of the Fourth Church, give six more children, 
of whom three were sous, namely,— William, 
who, It Is said, was lost In the ship Tempest, 
In the revolutionary war; Benjamin, who set- 
tied in Ilarpswell, Me. ; and Nathaniel, who set- 
tled at Cape Porpoise, and died in 1815. The 
date of the fother's death I have not been able 
to ascertain. His oldest son, Samuel, married 
Jemima Allen, and died Sept 17, 1818, aged 
slxty-flve. James, the next son, had a wife 
Ilannnh, and died June 4, 1815, aged sixty-one. 
Each of these two brothers had several sous, 
and most of those In town now bearing the 
name are proiiably descended flrom one or the 
other of them. The second Samuel Ilodgklns 
liad a second son, James, born June 2, 1782, and 
died Uie same day; but there was a James 
whose blrtii or baptism I nowhere find, wlio 
wiis intending nmrriiige with Mnry llerHck, 
July 2, 1755, and had sons,— Wllks, James and 
Ebenezer. Perhaps the whole family removed 
to Frenchmen's Bay, where Wllks Is said to 
have settled. 

If I add that Jonathan, probably son of the 
first Jonathan, born Feb. 18, 1787, married Betty 
Messervey, Sept. 1, 1702, and had sons— Jona- 
than and Bei\|amln, the History and these Notes 
together will contain the name of every male 
descendant of Samuel Hodgkins known to me 
to hove Iconic tlic name In town before 1775. 
The number of males bearing It In Gloucester 
and Rockport together, given In the Directory 
for 1869, was forty-six. 

William Hough.— This settler hod several 
children alter iiis removal to Nc^\ J.oiuloii, one 
of which, Will him, was born Oct 13, 1G67, nnd 
married Anu Lothrop of Norwich. The latter 
may have been the William Hough who was a 
tallow-chaiidlcr in Boston, and was probably 
ancestor of the late Benjamin K. Hough, men- 
tioned in the History; for among his papers 
was found an unsigned will of this William. 
It bears date Dec. 20, 1705, and mentions chil- 
dren of Edward Bricknell, his wife^s former 
husband, beloved wife Mary, eldest sou not yet 
twenty-one years old, daughter Abigail, daugh- 
ter Elizabeth Pitts, wife of James Pitts, tlieU: 
daughter Elizabeth Pitts and son William Pitts, 
nnd four children l>y his present wife, William, 
Abigail, Lydia, nnd Ebenezer. 



Gborgr Ingkiisol.— Besides the Salem fam- 
ily of Ingersoll, Mr. Savage mentions but one 
other of the name among the early settlers 
of New England,— that of John, of Hartford. 
Concerning our settler, I can only add to 
what the History relates, the letter the rein 
alluded to, written by him, describing the ' 
horrid work of the Indians at Falmouth In 
1675. "Yesterday morning being ye of 
Sept. was heard three guns and was seen a 
great smok up In ye River above Mr. Mack- 
worth's, whereupon I caused on alarm. This 
day being the lOtli, I came to ye place. I found 
a house bunied down, and six persons killed 
and three of ye same Aimlly could not be found. 
An old man and woman were half In and half 
out of ye house, neere half burnt. Their owne 
son was shot through ye body and also his head 
dashed In pieces. This young nmn*s wife was 
dead, her head skined. She was bigg with 
child; two children having their heads dashed 
In pieces, and laid i)y another with yr belly's to 
ye ground and an oake planke laid upon their 
backs. •*! The children of George Ingersol, 
whose^Birth Is given in our records, are — Jo- 
seph, born Oct 14, 1G46; Elizabeth, Feb. 1, 
1G48, died March 0, 1649; Elizabeth, Mar. 19, 
1G51 ; and Mary, Aug. 12, 1657. Besides these 
tliere was a son Samuel, bom after the remo- 
val of the family to Falmouth, Me., and a son 
John, probably bom before. The latter, I sup- 
pose, was the John who died In Klttery, Me. 
171G, though Mr. Savage thinks he was broth- 
er of our George ; but unless there was anoth- 
er of the same name at that place In 1718, It 
appears that the one in question was son of 
George ; for John Ingersol of Kittery, Maine, 
house carpenter, sold, Nov. 1718, to his broth- 
er Joseph of Gloucester, 100 acres of land at 
Capeslck, In Falmouth, which said John pur- 
chased of George Mui\|oy in 1678. 

I have not ascertained how many sons of Jo- 
seph Ingersol came with their fatlier trom Fal- 
mouth. Tliere was a Bei\|amln certainly, and 
probably a Joseph. Benjamin was intending 
marriage with Mary Hunt of Ipswich, Nov. 16, 
1711 ; and besides two daughters, had four sons 
— Bei^amin, William, Nathaniel and Joseph, 
bom here before his return to Falmoath, aboat 
1726. 

Joseph, probably son of Joseph, married Mary 
Brewer, Dec. 2, 1707, Nine ciiildren are re- 
corded to him, two of whom— Joseph and Joliii, 
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appear to have married and perpetuated the 
name in town. In 1740 these two sons, with 
their Aither, were living in tlie fourth parish, 
where the hitter is supposed to have died about 
1765, in which year his son John administered 
upon his estate. His son Joseph, born July 12, 
1708, married Hannah, probably daughter of 
Samuel Davis, Nov. 18, 17d2, and besides five 
daughters, had sons — Joseph, Isaac and James, 
of whom I can tell no more. John lugersol, 
bom July 14, 1719, was intending marriage 
with Anna Stockbridge, May 9, 1741, aud mar- 
ried widow Lydia Woodbury, July 22, 1776. 
His children, ten in number, were all by the 
first marriage. One of his sons, Samuel, bom 
Dec. 16, 1753, married Lucy, probably widow 
of Daniel Woodbury, and daughter of Joshua 
RiggH, April 11, 178C. He was drowned at or 
near 'Squam, on his retum fh>m a fishing trip, 
leaving sons by whom the name has been 
brought down to the present time. 

Samuel, son of George Ingersol, driven ftom 
Falmouth by the Indian hostilities, went to 
Cliarlestown, where, Mr. Savage informs us, 
his wife Judith braught to baptism their chil- 
dren, Samuel, Josiah, Jonatltau, Rebecca, and 
Dorcas, all on 10 June, 1G94, and David, 1 Sept., 
1C96. He, 12 July, 1C9G, aged near flay, was 
baptized. His children bom in Gloucester 
were — Nehemioh, bom Sept. 16, 1706 ; and Joel, 
June 27, 1709. His daughter Rebecca married 
famous Capt Andrew Robinson, and died Nov. 
11, 1748, aged fiay-seven. Dorcas married 
Samuel Row, Jan. 2, 1709. Samuel Ingersol 
^ was an active shipwright, having his place of 
business at Eastern Point, near that where 
Capt Robinson built the first schooner. The 
date of his death is not known, but he certain- 
ly lived to extreme old age. 

Samuel, eldest son of Samuel, married Sarah 
Sargent in 1708, aud, besides three daughters, 
had sons Samuel, Zebulon, Andrew, Solomon, 
and John. \ Josiah, the next son, married Maiy 
Stevens, Dec. 80, 1712. j His will, made Oct. 1, 
1760, and proved May vO, 1768, mentions sous 
Josiah, Willhun, Nehemiah and John ; and four 
daughters. His son Josiah, bom July 11, 1716, 
married Bethiah Sargent, April 11, 1740, and 
died Jan. 18, 1789. Two of the daughters of 
this Josiah, first Bethiah and next Mary, mar- 
ried David Pearce, an eminent merchant of the 
town. Jonathan, next son of the first Samuel, 
married EUzabeth Periclns, June 14, 1717. He 



is the one mentioned In the History as a tavern- 
keeper at the Harbor. His children were— 
Jonathan, Francis, Perklus, Lucy, Simeon, and 
David. David, next son of Samuel, married 
Mary Sargent, Dec. 10, 1718. He was drowned 
In 1780; leaving sons— David, Sargent, and 
Mcdlfer. The lost son died In the '* wars " In 
1759. David, born Oct. 4, 1724, married Sarah 
Sargent, Dec 29, 1747, and perhaps had a sec- 
ond wife. If not a third, and may have been the 
David of whose estate Dr. Samuel Rogers was 
appointed administrator In 1774. He had a son 
David, born May 26, 1760, who, I suppose, was 
the David who married Sarah Morgan, and was 
lost at sea soon after the birth of his only son 
David. The latter married Nabby Sawyer, 
Sept. 18, 1796, and died May 1, 1844, aged sev- 
enty-one; leaving a sou David, now living In 
his seventy-seventh year, to whom has fallen an 
unusual share of the blessings of life— twelve 
sons born in succession, happily followed by 
twins; a vigorous constitution and perfect 
health. 

Of Nehemiah Ingersol, next son of the first 
Samuel, I can tell nothing but the iUite of his 
birth. Joel, the youngest son, married Maiy 
Avcrlll, Dec. 19, 1784, and had sons— nei\)auiin, 
Joel, Sanmel, and Jonathan ; of not any one of 
whom can I say anything more than that, Sept. 
18, 1768, Benjamin was administrator of his 
brother Joel's estate, which consisted of two- 
fifteenths of house aud land at Eastern l*olnt, 
valued at £8.18.8. 

There was a Solomon Ingersol, whose birth 
or baptbm is not found, who mai'rled Mary 
Sanders, Jan. 10, 1786, and had sons Solomon 
aud James, and a daughter Mary. Possibly he 
was a son of the first Samuel. 

Here are given, with some qualification, the 
males of tlie first Uiree generations of the de- 
scendants of George Ingersol who were connect- 
ed with our history, and bore the family name ; 
and, also with qualification, one branch of the 
family of each of his two sons who lived in 
Gloucester, Is traced down to the present time. 
John Lanb.— This settler, in a deposition 
given in 1788, says he went with his ftither, 
James Lane, Arom Maiden *' to a place since 
called North Yarmouth, in Casco Bay, about 
seventy-five years since, and thei*e lived till 
driven ftrom Uieuce by the Indians In the first 
war." He had probably been in Gloucester a 
few years when he and Nathl Day received, iu 
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1701, a grant of swamp-land " np In the woods 
above their houses, with the consent of John 
Haraden, Samuel Sargent, Edward Haraden, 
and the rest of the neighbors.*' It appears that 
he was living on the northern part of Plum Cove 
Neck In 172G, when he had a grant of land there, 
near his honse. lie brought to Gloucester Ave 
children certainly, but, I think, not a son Da- 
vid, as stated in the History. These five were 
—James; John; Josiah; Dorcas, who married 
William Tucker, Jan. 8, 1713; and Sarah, who 
married Thomas RIggs, Dec. 17, 1718, and died 
Nov. 18, 1716. His children bom here were— 
Ilcpzlbnh, born July 20, 1694, married Caleb 
Woodbury, Nov. 27, 1718, and died Feb. 12. 
1782 ; Mary, Aug. 8, 1096, married Thomas Fin- 
son, Dec. 6, 1716, and Joseph Thurston, Mar. 
9, 1725; Joseph, Oct. 15, 1698; Itenjimiln, July 
25, 1700; Deborah, Feb. 19, 1703, died May 9, 
1729 ; and Job, Feb. 8, 1705. John Lane died 
Jan. 24, 1788, aged eighty-six, as may bo seen 
on his grave-stone In the Lanesville burying 
ground. Ills wife Dorcas died Feb. 9, 1751, In 
the ninety-third year of her age. Ho left an 
estate of nearly £2000. 

James, probably oldest son of John, married 
Ruth, daughter of John Riggs, Oct. 25, 1710. 
She died Aug. 18, 1711, ngcd twenty, and he 
iH»xt married Judith Wooilbur}' in 1715. Dea- 
con James Lane, as wo learn ttom his grave- 
stone, died Apr. 20, 1751 , ngcd sixty-nine. (lis 
widow Judith died Aug. 29, 1770, aged eighty- 
five. He left a lai^e amount of real estate and 
f)Birming stock ; one-quarter part of a schooner 
at sea, £22 ; and a negro man and negro woman. 
In the list of his farming stock a yoke of oxen 
Is valued £12.13.4, and 7 cows £24.18.8. His 
children were— James, bom Aug. 8, 1711, died 
May 14, 1729; WiUiam, Aug. 24, 1716; Ruth, 
Dec. 27, 1718, married a Morgan ; Josiah, Mar. 
29, 1721; Mary, June 26, 1723; John, Aug. 8, 
1726 ; and James, Oct. 9, 1729. The oldest of 
these sons, William, married LydlaGrlflln, Jan. 
1, 1788, and 15c j borah L angsford in 1766. He 
died before'Jline 2e^-tZ60» when Deborah, his 
wife, presented the Inventory o! his estate at 
Probntc Court. The town records give him 
nine children, among whom were four sons — 
William, who died In France about 1759, aged 
eighteen ; John, Nicholas* and William again. 
Joslnh, next son of Deacon James Lane, mar- 
ried Abigail Norwood, Mar. 20, 1743. No chil- 
dren of this marriage are recorded. Ills wld- 
U 



ow Abigail was administrator of his estate 
Nov. 8, 1766. James, youngest son of Deacon 
James Lane, died, probably unmarried, before 
Nov., 1764, when his brother William was made 
administrator of his estate. 

John, son of the first John, married Mary, 
daughter, I suppose, of John Klggs. He wss 
killed by Indians at Penobscot, June 22, 1724, 
aged thirty-six. in the inventory of his estate 
I find " one-half of two vessels, one a coaster 
and one a fishing vessel, ^66.'* His children 
were- Mary, bora Mar. 18, 1714, married John 
Roberts, Nov. 13, 1785 ; Tatlencc, July 12, 1715, 
died same dny ; Snitih, June 18, 1716, mnrrled 
Eliphalet Day, April 29, 1736; Ruth, April 21, 
died May 6, 1718; Dorcas. June 4, 1719 ; John, 
March 21,dlrd Apr. 6,1721 ; David, June, 1722; 
and Comfort, Aug. 18, 1724, died before 1737. 
The son David married Abigail, prol)ably tlie 
daughter of Samuel Lane, Oct. 81, 1743, and was 
intending marriage with Deliverance Qott, May 
12, 1769. The records give him, besides three 
daughters, sons John and David. The latter, 
bom Dec 1, 1760, married Hannah Merchant, 
probably in 1772. He is said to have died In 
1826. His wife Hannah died Nov. 80, 1840, 
aged nearly eighty-seven. No children of this 
marriage arc recordctl ; but tlierc were certainly 
some, tlie youngest of whom was Snmuel I>ane, 
Esq., foraierly a prominent citizen of his native 
town, but for many years of Chelsea, Mass., 
where he died April 29, 1878, in his eightieth 
year. 

Josiah, son of the first John, married Rachel, 
daughter of Samuel York, Jan. 16, 1718. He 
died Nov. 23, 1747, aged fifty-eight. Hdvlng no 
children, he gave in his will to his ^^ beloved 
Mend and kinsman, Ambrose Finson,** his 
nephew, all of his real estate, reserving to his 
wife the use of it during her life, and one-half 
of his personal. Both together were valued 
at £986. In the personal we find a negro man, 
£70, and negro woman, £66. 

Joseph, next son of John, married Deborah 
Haraden, Jan. 1, 1821, and was Intending 
marriage with widow Joanna Haraden, Nov. 
12, 1760. Concerning him I can only add that 
he had the following children,— Deborah, bom 
Dec. 17, 1721, died May 17, 1728; Deborah 
again, April 24, 1724; Joseph, May 3, 1726, 
died March 9, 1786; Joseph again, Aug. 20, 
1726; Caleb, Nov. 16, 1729; Solomon, Oct. 29, 
1731, and Ann, Jan. 7, 1741. The son Caleb 
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entered bis intention of marriage with Lydia 
liiggH, Nov. 16, 1762. 1 And not the date of 
his death. She died March 21, 1812, aged 
eighty-one. The town records have the births 
of two of bis children, to wliich the family 
record adds eight more ; one of which is Ca- 
leb, born May 23, 1769. lie married Abiah, 
daughter of Jesse SaviUe, and died April 6, 
1860, aged nearly ninety-one. She died Feb. 
18, 1848, aged seventy-six. Concerning his 
children the records are entirely silent ; but I 
have seen a list of the twelve that were bom 
to him, and finish what I have to say of this 
branch of the family by adding that one of them, 
John S. Lane, died in Gloucester, May 1, 1870, 
aged eighty-five. 

Benjamin, next son of John, married Eliza- 
beth Griffin, Jan. 6, 1726, and had the follow- 
ing children,— Thomas, born 6, died 10 Sept., 
1726; Benjamin, bom Nov. 28, 1727; Eliza- 
beth, Jan. 8, 1730; Jonathan, Oct. 2, 1731; 
John, Oct. 16, 1738; Lydia, Feb. 24, 1736; and 
Ilezekiah, Mar. 81, 1788. It appears that each 
of the sons married in town. Job, youngest 
son of John, married Mary Ashby, Nov. 26, 
1734. His children were— Sarah, bom Sept. 
10, 1786 ; Job, July 11, 1738 ; and Mai*tha, Eben- 
ozer, Deborah, Andrew, and another. This son 
settled in Sandy Bay, where ho probably died ; 
but the date of his death is not known, nor is 
that of hU brothers Joseph and Benjamin. 

There were several families of this name 
among Uie early settlers of New England, and 
decendants of our John are still numerous on 
Cape Ann. 

TuoMAS Low.— This settler was son of Dea- 
con Thomas I^w of Chobacco, Ipswich. lie 
probably came to Gloucester in 1691, in which 
year, March 1, one Symonds and his wife Eliz- 
abeth, the fiither and mother of Thomas Low's 
wife, without doubt leased to him, *' for and 
during ye space of one hundred years," sever- 
al lots of land in Gloucester. One of these lota 
was twelve and two-thirds acres of pasture 
land * * to ye eastward of ye highway and house," 
which was probably Uie same that HarUkenden 
Symonds bought of John Kettle In 1664. To 
this spot he was attracted, it is likely, by the 
recent settlement near it of his sister liuth, 
the wife of Rev. John Emerson. Another lot 
consisted of eight and a half acres west of the 
dwelling house, on the other side of the high- 
way. The Ipswich Records have the marriage 



of Thomas Low and Mary Brown, May 24, 1686, 
and the birth of Symonds, son of Thomas Low, 
Nov. 21, 1689 ; but the marriage of our Thomas 
with Sarah, daughter of Harlakenden Symonds, 
I do not find. With this wife and son Symonds 
he certainly came to Gloucester, where he had 
Thomas, bom Oct. 3, 1692, of whom I can say 
no more ; Elizabeth, Nov. 20, 1696 ; and John, 
Oct. 18, 1697 ; and died Feb. 8, 1698, leaving per- 
sonal estate to the amount of £80, as follows : 
—"House, £46; 2 cows and 2 heifers, £6; 1 
Horse, 80s ; 4 sheep, 80s ; 3 pigs, 20s ; one ca- 
noe, 20s ; bedding and Itimiturc belonging to 
it, £7 ; wearing clothes, £3 ; trunk and chests, 
20s ; arms, 40s ; cart and plow and Uckling, £3 ; 
brass and pewter and other necessaries, £3; 
other household stufiT, 30s ; table linen, 80s ; ta- 
ble and chairs and other lumber, 40s ; 2 bibles 
and other good books, 20s. " U is debts amount- 
ed to £12 6.8, nearly half being his doctor's bill. 
Symonds, oldest son of Thomas Low, mar- 
ried Sarah, daughter of Lieut. John Davis, Dec. 
8, 1719. She died Aug. 6, 1724, aged twenty- 
seven ; and he next married Deborah Low, June 
17, 1726. The date of his death is not found, 
but his inventory of Sept. 14, 1737, consisting 
of real esUte, £1191, and personal. £249.10.6, 
is in the Probate Records. By both wives he 
had ten children, of seven of whom— Sarali, 
John, Abigail, Elizabeth, Dorcas, Martha, and 
Daniel, the widow Deborah was made guardi- 
an Oct. 18, 1737. Of the son John I know no 
more. Daniel died, probably unmarried, be- 
fore Nov. 12, 1760, when his sister Dorcas ad- 
ministered upon his estate. 

John, youngest son of Thomas Low, married 
Mary, daughter of Capt. Joseph Allen, Jan. 20, 
1726. She was dead when her father's estate 
was settled, in 1760, and he was intending mar- 
riage with Lydia Allen, probably widow of Zer- 
ubabel, July 27, 1761 . The date of his death is 
not known, but the Probate Records show that 
he was dead in 1761. His estate, all personal, 
amounted to £107.16.4, and was proved insol- 
vent. In his inventory are several items of 
farming stock ; but the land he cultivated he 
may have held under the still unexpired lease 
made by his grandfather Symonds in 1691 to 
his father. The town records give him eight 
children :— Mary, John, two Josephs, William, 
Anna, Susanna Allen, and Joshua; but tlie 
church records add two more,— Nathaniel and 
Bei^amin ; and the Probate books still anotbery 
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DavUl, born before 1730. Of the oldest son, 
John, I have Httic to add to what the History 
tells. The record of his excellent character Is 
preserved In the sermon preached at his funer- 
al by Rev. Dr. Forbes, and he has a high eulo- 
gluin in the Columbian Centlnel of Nov. 19, 
1796. Few men In town had at the time of his 
death left so large an estate as his ; which con- 
sisted of real valued at #10,465, and personal 
to tlie amount of $4288. The long enumera- 
tion of his various parcels of real estate in his 
Inventory leads me to think that no other citi- 
zen has ever owned so large a portion of our 
soil. And all UiIh proi)erty, says his reverend 
pastor, he acquired ^* by acting uniformly on 
the principles of fair integrity, honest indus- 
try, and prudent economy." Of the ten chil- 
dren of Col. Low seven were sons, ol two only 
of whom arc there living descendants bearing 
the name. Besides the three sons named in 
the History he had an Isaac, who died a young 
man in Charleston, S. C, and a John, a Daniel, 
and a Qeorge, all of whom also died young. 

William, son of the first John, bom April 8, 
1781, married Dorcas Ellery, July 28, 1751, and 
Judith Day, April 30, 1707. Besides several 
daughters, tlio records give him the following 
sons .'—William, ^Ellas, Daniel, Abraham, and 
Beivlamln. The son William I suppose to be 
the same who was intending marriage with 
Anna Thurston, Sept. 21, 1776. He settled in 
Sandy Bay Parish, where the name is still home 
by descendants. Ellas Low was intending mar- 
riage with Rachel Day, Dec. 29, 1776. Ho was 
a shipmaster. He had sons, but I learn no more 
of him or them ; or of any one of his three other 
brothers. Joseph, next son of the first John, 
may be the Joseph who was Intending marriage 
with Elizabeth Mbiuson, Apr. 12, 1755, and had 
nson Joseph bom May 29, 1756; though this 
may have been the second marriage of anotlier 
.foscpli, vvlio ;ip|M*!iis in town cut liis marriage 
lo willow KIIxaI)cth Hiiradcn, Nov. 18, 1780. 
The children of tlic latter were— Joseph, John, 
Mary, Thomas, and Edward, tlie last of whom 
was probably the same who was intending mar- 
riage with Knchcl Baiter, Nov. 9, 1771. Na- 
thaniel J^w, next son of the first John, was 
intending marriage with Elizabetli, probably 
daugliter of Jonathan Fellows, Oct. 7, 1758, 
and with Mary lUggs, Sept. 9, 1775. The chil- 
dren recorded to him are— Cornelius, Nathan- 
id, (JusUiviis, Jonallian Fellows, (^aieb and 



Cornelius again, concerning any one of whom 
I can say no more. 

Besides Thomas of Ipswich, there were sev- 
eral others of this name among the early set- 
tlers of New England. All the families bear- 
ing it in Gloucester before 1775 are mentioned 
here, or in Uie History, or in both, and are 
wltliout doubt descended fh>m the Ipswich 
settler. 

Thomas Lufkin.— Mr. Savage says " Lufkln 
Is a name at Dedham, Old England.** Farmer 
mentions Hugh of Salem, 1654; and with this 
exception, Thomas of Gloucester Is the only 
one of the name found among the early settlers 
of New England. He had probably been In 
town a few years when he received, 16, 12 mo., 
1679, " six acres of upland above Deacon Has- 
keirs saw mill, not to sell or give it unless he 
improve it by building on it.** In this remote 
section, near the Ipswich, now Essex, line, the 
family seems to have continued ever since. 
His children recorded here were — Joseph, bora 
Nov. 16, 1674 ; Ebenezer, May 18, 1676 ; Abra- 
ham, 14, and Isaac, 16, and both died 20 Feb., 
1678; AbigaU, April 9, 1682; Henry, May 28, 
1684 ; and James and Elizabeth, April 9, 1686. 
To these 1 will venture to add Thomas Lufkln, 
Jr., who In 1690 received a grant of six acres of 
land on the east side of Walker's Creek. He 
married Mary Miles, Jan. 22, 1690, who, I sup- 
pose, was the mother of John bora Oct. 24, and 
died Nov. 24, 1690, she herself having died three 
days before . The second Thomas next married 
Sarah Downing, Dec. 22, 1692. He had a son 
Thomas bora here, but perhaps he soon crossed 
the line and became an inhabitant of Ipswich; 
for it seems probable that he was the Thomas 
Lufkln, sen. of that town, whose will was made 
June 18, and proved July 20, 1747. In it men- 
tion is made of wife Sarali, sons Thomas, Jere- 
miah and John, daughters Sarali Commlns and 
Jemima Beket, grandchildren Jacob, Isaac and 
Jemima, children of his son Jacob, deceased, 
and grandson Moses, son of his son Moses, de- 
ceased. His son Thomas, executor, is called 
by the widow, in relinquishment, her son in 
law. He is probably the Tliomas Lufkln of 
Ipswich who married Bachel Illggs of this 
town, Dec. 8, 1720, and may have been father 
of Thomas Lufkin, 8d, of Ipswich who was in- 
tending marriage with Abigail Haskell, Mar. 9, 
1745, and who, without doubt, was the Thomas 
Lufkln who was living In the hiU«r part of the 
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last century Just over the line scpartiting tlic 
two towns. Tills Thomas purchased land on 
the Gloucester side, near the mouth of Walker's 
Creek, on which his son Thomas settled as a 
former. The latter was a revolutionary pa- 
triot, and died in February, 1843, aged eighty- 
nine ; leaving a son Thomas, who died in Glou- 
cester, June 18, 18G9, aged ninety :— the last of 
an apparently continuous line of the name of 
Thomas through six generations. Mr. Isaac 
Luf kin, an aged former of West Gloucester, is 
a brother of the lust mentioned Tliomas ; and 
there are others of this branch of the family 
living In town. Perhaps Moses, son of Moses 
Lufkin of Ipswich, who settled in Gloucester, 
and died June 7, 1846, aged ninety, and whose 
descendants are numerous, was also of this 
branch ; for his father may have been the grand- 
son Moses, mentioned in the will of Thomas 
Lufkin, to which allusion has been made. The 
son Jacob, named in this will, married Mary 
Davis of this town, Nov. 80, 1720, and died 
before 2 June, 1787. The Gloucester records 
give him six children, three of whom are those 
mentioned in the will. One of these, Jacob, 
bom Feb. 26, 1728, is the same, I suppose, who 
married Hannah Day, Nov. 18, 1750, and had a 
daughter Hannah bom April 17, 1751. 

Joseph, son of the first Thomas, married 
Hannah Ring, Jan. 29, 1708, and died Nov. 12, 
1780, aged about flfty-six ; leaving an estate of 
£681. He had three daughters, a son John, and 
a son Joseph. All I know of John is that his 
will, made Jan. 8, 1787, was proved Nov. 8, 1746, 
and gave to his brother Joseph all his estate, 
provided ho did not live to marry. Joseph was 
intending marriage with Hannah Andrews of 
Ipswich, Oct. 28, 1788. Besides four daugh 
ters, he had sons— Joseph, John, James, and 
David, the hist of whom, bom March 17, 1762, 
probably married Mary Sayward, June 21 , 1780, 
and was living about fifty years ago, on what 
is now called Sea Street. 

Ebenezer, son of the first Thomas, was mar- 
ried to his wife Sarah, April 12, 1700, and per- 
haps to a second wife, Sarah Ingalls, in 1744. 
His children were four daughters, two of whom 
died unmarried. Anna, born May 18, 1701, mar 
ried William Stevens of Chebacco Parish, June 
8, 1785; and Mary, bora May 18, 1708, married 
Samuel Cogswell of Ipswich, Feb. 18, 1724. 
Ebenezer Lufkin died in Sept. or Oct., 1746; 
for his will was made Sept 28, and proved Oct. 



6, that year. In it he gave to his wife Sanih 
all she brought with her and X40, she acquit- 
ting his estate; to son William Stevens, in 
right of Anna his wife, all his real estate, one- 
half of household goods, exclusive of what his 
wife brought, and all the rest of his personal 
estate ; to son Sani'l Cogswell one-half of house- 
hold goods and £240 to be paid by his executor. 

Henry, son of the first Thomas, had a wife 
Mercy, by whom his son Jonathan was born 
April 18, 1712, and sons— Ebenezer and Henry, 
and five daughters in subsequent years. He 
died Mar. 18, 1725, aged about foily ; leaving a 
small estate which was insolvent. I trace none 
of this branch farther. 

A Benjamin Lufkin, perhaps son of the first 
Thomas, mariled Abigail Parker, Jan. 7, 1718. 
Three daughtei*s and two sons — Benjamin and 
Zebulon, are recorded to him. Benjamin, born 
Oct. 8, 1718, Is the same, I suppose, who mar- 
ried Ruth Haskell, Oct. 29, 1740, and besides u 
son Henry had a son Benjamin, bom Mar. 80, 
1742, who probably married Sarah Babson Em- 
mons, July 1, 1765, settled in the Harbor Par- 
ish and there had Benjamin baptized May 25, 
1766, and other children born in subsequent 
years. Zebulon, son of the fii*st Benjamin, lM>ni 
Sept. 9, 1722, married Sarah Haskell, July 22, 
1745, and had, besides three tlaughters, the fol- 
lowing sons: — Zebulon, Jonathan, Aaron, Eb- 
enezer, and Joseph, of not one of whom can I 
say more. 

In the *< Gloucester and Rockport Directory*' 
for 1869 this name is borne by twenty-nine 
males, all of whom are probably of this family. 

TiiOMAS Miu.Ki\— The Millets were i*anked 
among the most respectable inhabitants of 
Marazion, (a town about three miles f^om Pen- 
zance, in the County of Cornwall, England,} 
when In its early and fiourishing state, partic- 
ularly In the time of Elizabeth, in whose reign 
William Millet was tlie high sheriff of the coun- 
ty. Leonard Millet, who lived at Marazion in 
the time of Charles II, was the father of Rob- 
ert Mlllett, one of the brave but unfortunate 
naval officers who was lost with Sir Cioudesley 
Shevel on the rocks at Scilly, Oct. 82, 1707. A 
James Millet was vicar of the parish of St. Just 
fifty-four years. All this and much more of 
the Millet fiimlly in Enghind is contained in 
a letter fh>m J. N. R. Millet, Esq., of Penzance 
to Dr. Asa Millet of Bridgewater, Mass., whose 
interest in the history of his flimily will prompt 
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him to improve the opportunity of a visit to 
Europe, on which he is now absent, to do all 
that zeal and intelligence can accomplish to find 
the English home of Thomas, his emigrant au- 
cester. Concerning him I can add but little to 
what the History tells. The deposition of 
Samuel Warner, March 26, 1678, shows that he 
bought land in Brookfleld, and that he had a 
grant of land from tlie town. The Inventory 
of his estate *' which he left In his wife's pos- 
session," amounting to £128.1, was presented 
at Probate Court, Sept. 26, 1676. It contains 
the following Items : — ** His house land marsh 
and upland lyelng to the house, ^50 ; 12 acres of 
upland upon the Island, £12; 8 acres of marsh 
at the Island, ^82 ; 4 acres of marsh at the cove, 
£12 ; 1 cow, 10 sheep ; wearing clothing, ^Z.Ob ; 
and linen, ^l.lOs; and in bedding, £8.10; in 
books, 1 7s." Mary, wife of Thomas Millet, was 
daughter of John Qrccnoway. I suppose she 
Is the Mary Millet, who, according to the re- 
cords, died June 5, 1682 ; for In the agreement 
of her children about the division of their fa- 
ther's estate. Sept 37, following, 8arah» widow 
of John, has £12 **for the tending of their 
niotlier, Mory Millet, late deceased." Besides 
Klchard, of whom very little Is known, Thomas 
Millet Is the only one of the nnme found among 
the early settlers of New England. His chil- 
dren were —Thomas, bom In England, 1633 ; 
the following, bom In Dorchester— John, bora 
July 8, 1685 ; Jonathan, July 27, 1688, died soon ; 
Mary, Aug. 21, 1689, married Thomas lUggs; 
Mehltable, Mar. 14, 1642, married Isaac Elwell ; 
perhaps also Nathaniel, born in 1647 ; and Be- 
thla, who married Moses Ayres. 

Thomas, the oldest son, married Mary, daugh- 
ter of Sylvester Eveleth, May 21, 1655. She 
probably died Jan. 7, (not July, as In the His- 
tory) 1687 ; and he next married Abigail Eve- 
leth, widow of Isaac, and daughter of John Colt 
It is not known that he had children by the first 
marrlngc; but the records give him three as 
the IVultof the last: — Thomas, l)om Dec. 20, 
1689; John, Apr. 19, 1692; and Nathaniel, Sept 
27, 1694, who died April 2, 1695. I know not 
when he moved to Kettle Cove. Dec. 1, 1699, 
for £60, he sold to James Davis, Jr., a house 
and twelve acres of land lying on the highway 
leading firom the meeting house to the harbor ; 
and in the same year there was an agreement 
between him and the town for settling the 
bounds of his flirm at Kettle Cove, *^ commonly

called Blynman's fiirm.** He died June 18, 1707. 
His will of June 9, 1707, proved Aug. 2, 1708, 
gives to his wife ** all yt my houses & upland, 
about Ave acres, be It more or less, situate and 
lying in Gloucester, near ye mills yt was for- 
merly Mr. John Emerson's ; as also ye orchard 
and garden belonging to ye aforesaid house." 
It also makes other provision for her ; but his 
large Ihrm, of about two hundred acres of land, 
lying partly In Manchester and partly in Glou- 
cester, and his stock of cattle, horses, she^p 
and swine went to his sons Thomas and John. 
The son lliomas settled In N. H. , first at Oys- 
ter River, fh>m which place he removed to 
Dover Neck, where he resided during the re- 
mainder of his life, engaged diiefly In the busi- 
ness of ship-building. He is said to have been 
a man of ''property and character," and to 
have filled several Important public offices, and 
to have died In 1768. Ills wife was Rose Bun- 
ker of Durham, by whom he had thirteen chil- 
dren. Seven of these died young,— six of them 
of throat distemper. Of the rest, one only was 
a son, who went to England and died of small- 
pox, leaving no children ; and five were daugh- 
ters who married, and of whom three at least 
had many children. Ellzabetli, one of his daugh- 
ters, died in Nov., 1818, aged eighty-eight; and 
Lydln, anoUier, Mar. 4, 1821, aged eighty-seven. 
John, the other son of the second Thomas, liv- 
ed on the Aimi at Kettle Cove ; having boiigbt 
his brother's half for £600. He got entangled 
In the lUmous Land Bank scheme, and iVom. 
misfortune, improvidence, or some other cause, 
died poor. The date of his deatli Is not known ; 
but the Probate Records show account of ad- 
ministration of his estate, June 1, 1747. He 
married Eunice, daugliter of Richard Babson, 
Dec. 24, 1728, and had the following children: 
—David, bora March 8, 1724; Abigail, July 1, 
1726 ; AblgaU again, Mar. 26, 1728 ; John, Feb., 
1780; Mary, July 2, 1788; Solomon, May 18, 
1785; Thomns, Oct 2, 1787; Eunice, Nov. 10, 
1789, died soon; and Eunice again. Sept 22, 
1748. David, the oldest son, I suppose to l>e 
the same who was Intending marriage with 
Anna Byles, Jan. 26, 1745, and had a daughter 
Anna, bora Dec. 2, same year. He was at New 
Gloucester, Me., as early as 1762, but finally 
settled In Mlnot. John, the next son. Is, said 
to have been a sea-captain, and to have been 
accidentally killed on board of his yiessel in the 
West Indies. He married Mary Woodhouse, 
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June 28, 1758. Six daughters were born to 
him 111 succession and then a son John, who 
was baptized Sept. 16, 1766. To these must be 
added Solomon and Nathaniel, bom probably 
In Maine, whither the fomily removed. Five of 
the daughters and all of the sons married in 
Maine, and descendants are numerous in and 
about Norway, in that state. The son John 
married Martha Sawyer and had eleven chil- 
dren, all of whom were living in 1866 :— the 
oldest seventy-four and the youngest fldy-three 
years old. Of Solomon, next son of John and 
Eunice Millet, I can say no more. Thomas, 
the youngest son, married Eunice Parsons, 
May 29, 1764. He served In the French war 
and was a soldier In Capt Warner's company 
at Hunker Ulll; but lea the army after the 
battle of Trenton, when his term expired, and 
embarked in privateering. In this employment 
he was taken prisoner and carried to the West 
Indies, where he was kept In confinement till 
the close of the war. He also removed to Maine 
and was the fourth settler In the town of Leeds, 
where he lived till his death, at an advanced 
age. In 1820. He had several children, one of 
whom, Zebulon Parsons Millet, was fl&ther of 
Dr. Asa Millet, now living In Bridgewater, 
Mass. 

John, second son of the first Thomas, mar- 
ried Sarah Leach, July 8, 1668, and died Nov. 
8, 1678, leaving a " clear estate " of £78.1s \ in- 
cluding house, bam, and land, £24 ; and neat 
cattle and swine, £28. His children were John, 
bom Oct. 28, 1666, died soon ; Hannah, March 
9, 1667; John, April 22, 1669; Thomas, Nov. 
88, 1671; Saroli, July 1, 1674, died Aug. 21, 
1676 ; Andrew, 9, died 18, May, 1676 ; and Eliz- 
abeth, Oct. 24, 1677, who married Samuel Fos- 
ter. The son John probably died unmarried, 
for no wife or child appears; and, Feb. 20, 
1728, his sister Elizabeth conveys to her broth- 
er Thomas, for £10, her right in the estate of 
her deceased brother John. Thomas married 
Martha Ingersol, Jan. 10, 1696, and had the 
following children,— John, bom Nov. 6, 1696 ; 
Hannah, Jan. 26, 1697; Morris, Oct. 16, 1699; 
Joseph, Jan. 12, 1702, died Oct. 16, 1710; Sarah, 
March 4, 1704; Martha, April 28, 1706; Martha 
again, May 27, 1707; Mary, Feb. 7, 1709; Bath- 
sheba. Mar. 12, 1711 ; EUzabeth, Jan. 28, 1718; 
and Thomas, May, 1716. In 1728 Thomas Mil- 
let sold to Joseph Allen, for £481, his house and 
land on the westerly side of the Meeting-house 



Green and removed to Falmouth, Me. The 
property he sold probably came to him from his 
father and had been owned by his grandfather. 
His oldest son certainly, and probably the 
youngest also, went to Falmouth ; but the other 
son, MorrlSf remained here and had eight chil- 
dren ; one of whom was Joseph, born In 1729, 
who, I suppose married Elizabeth Stauwood, 
Feb. 14, 1760, and died Nov. 13, 1806. Ills son 
James, born Oct. 6, 1768, may have been the rev- 
olutionary patriot of that name, who died In 
Oct., 1841. It appears that the other sons of 
Morris Millet, Morris and Samuel, married and 
perpetuated the name In town. Morris, sen. 
was living in 1740, near the meeting house In 
the Fourth Parish, but I know not when he died. 

Nathaniel, youngest son of tlie first Thom- 
as, married Ann Lister, May 8, 1670. He died 
Nov. 9, 1719, aged seventy-two. She died 
March 9, 1718, aged sixty-six. Nov. 9, 1674, 
he sold a house and land on Town Neck which 
his father gave him, and removed to the other 
side of Annlsquam River, where he received a 
grant of land at Stony Cove. In 1699 he sold 
a house, bam, and orchard at Stony Cove and 
removed to Kettle Cove, where he appears to 
have lived during the remainder of his life. 
His children wei*c, — Mary, born June 29, 1671 ; 
Duniel, July 81, 1678, died next day; Thomas, 
March 9, 1676; Nathaniel. March 2, 1677, died 
Jan. 26, 1682; Abigail, Oct. 12, 1679, married 
John Ulng, and died Nov. 20, 1728; Andrew, 
July 6, 1681; Nathan, Jan. 11. 1688; Nathan- 
iel, July 11, 1686; Mary, March 26, 1687, died 
Jan. 12, 1692; Elizal>eth, Sept. 28, 1690; and 
llunnuh, Nov. 2, 1694. Thomas, the son who 
was drowned at Casco Bay In 1722, married 
Elizabeth BaU-helder, June 18, 1696. She died 
March 27, 1718, and he next married Abigail, 
daughter of John Grover of Beverly. His 
children were,— Abigail, bom Nov. 2, 1696; 
John, July 28, 1698, died Feb. 6, 1711 ; Nathan- 
iel, July 4, 1700; Ebenezer and Deliverance, 
Jan. 19, 1708; Andrew, May 80, 1706; and 
Elizabeth, baptized Sept. 26, 1708. Neither of 
the sons appears to have married In town. 
Perhaps the widow and all her step-children 
removed to Beverly, where there was a Na- 
thaniel Millet, a housewright in 1786 ; the same 
probably who sold in 1742, then of Hopklnton, 
a common right In the former town. 

Andrew, son of Nathaniel Millet, married Be- 
thiah Day. He died Mar. 25, 1718, aged thirty- 
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Rcvcii,nnd Rbcncxtmnrrled Ebcnczcr Merchant 
or Ynrimmlli, Dim;. 24, 17]!). Uy Mlllrt hIio IumI 
the following children :— John, bom Jan. 26, 
1708, died Sept. 20, 1780, probably unmarried; 
Bethlah, July 18, 1709; Abraham, Dec. 10, 1710; 
Andrew, Sept. 7, 1712; Joseph, Mar. U, 1714; 
and Jeremiah, Feb. 1(J, 1716 The town records 
show that Abraham, Joseph and Jeremiah mar- 
ried In town, and that each had several children. 
Perhaps their mother, after the death of her 
husband, removed with her children ftrom Kettle 
Cove Into Town Parish, the home of her father ; 
for each of these three sons was living In that 
section of the town In 1740, where by their pro- 
geny the name was perpetuated about a hundred 
yeare. The marriage of the other brother, An- 
drew, Is not found ; but Isaac, son of Andrew, 
baptized Aug. 17, 1786, may have been his son. 
Nathan, the next son of the first Nathaniel, 
married Sarah, daughter of KIchard Ba1)son, 
Feb. 8, 1709, and was drowned near Manches- 
ter Neck, Jan. 6, 1724. Ills children were,— 
Sarah, bom Aug., 1709; Mary, Feb. 28, 1711; 
Jonathan, Feb. 9, 1718; Daniel, May 80, 1716; 
Ann, March 26, 1718; Hannah, April 19, 1722; 
and Nathan, May 12, 1724. Of not one of the 
sons can I say more, except that Abel Davis, 
his brother-in-law, was administrator of the es- 
tate of Nathan, Nov. 4, 1746. 

Nathaniel, son of the first Nathaniel, married 
Dorcas Davis, May 21, 1708, and was Intending 
marriage with Hcpzlbah James of Manchester, 
March 6, 1766. He died in 1764, aged eighty. 
His children were,— Isaac, bora Jan. 29, 1709, 
died Feb. 26, 1789; John, bora April 6, 1711; 
Jacob, March 20, 1717; Dorcas, Aug. 29, 1720; 
Abigail, Feb. 22, 1724 ; and Sarah, Apr. 10, 1729. 
His will mentions grandchild Hannah Millet, 
alias Varrell, and daughters Dorcas Ilodgklns 
and Abigail Doynton, but no sons. The long 
line of Millets, continuing the name at Kettle 
Cove, of which his fiither probably dreamed 
when he received the grant of land there that 
was not to be alienated fh>m the fumlly as long 
as any of them survived, does not seem there- 
fore to have extended In this branch beyond the 
second generation ; and, If It did in any other, 
I think It came not down to a period within the 
memory of a living pereon. In the Inventory 
of N4iian]e1 Millet, I find his real estate valued 
at £141.8.4— '< the old homestead " standing at 
£27 ; and peraonal £88.17.4 ; of which were five 
cows, £18. 



Here arc given the first three generations of 
the (leHcendnnlM of Thonius MlUel who bore h\9 
name ; and one branch of the family is traced 
down to living pereons. But these are not of 
Gloucester ; fbr the ancient stock seems to have 
died out here within a few yeara, and the few 
on Cape Ann now bearing the name are not 
thought to belong to this fhmlly. 

FiiANCis Norwood.-— At the time of the set- 
tlement of New England there was a family of 
Norwoods In the parish of Lechampton, about 
eight miles fVom Gloucester, In the mother 
country. According to the pedigree of this 
family, Francis Norwood, one of Its members, 
died In 1682, aged eighty-two. The date of 
birth of our settler of that name Is not known, 
nor can I add much to what the History tells 
about him, except to say that there Is probably 
no trath In the account of one of his descen- 
dants that ho once kept a tavern In Lynn. Ills 
marriage Is In our records, and the date of that, 
8o far as I know, Is his firat appearance In New 
England ; and If he fled to America at the time 
of the restoration of Charles II, Gloucester may 
have been his firet abiding place here. His 
fIrat grant of land at Goose Cove beare date 
March 18, 1664. Subsequently he had other 
grants, and by purchase became the owner of 
several six-acre lots near Pigeon Cove. His 
children were — Thomas, bora Dec. 10, 1664; 
Francis, Dec. 9, 1666; Elizabeth, Feb. 17, 1669; 
Mary, Mar. 7, 1672, married Samuel Sargent; 
Stephen, Nov. 24, 1674 ; Deborah, Sept 4, 1677. 
married BenJ. Haraden ; Hannah, Nov. 8, died 
Dec. 26, 1679; Joshua, Feb. 27, 1688; Caleb, 
Aug. 12, 1686; and Ablgoll, Jan 80, 1690. His 
will was made Jan. 28, 1706, and proved March 
21, 1709. It gave to his loving wife Elizabeth 
£2. 10s yearly as long as she remained his wid- 
ow, eight bushels of Indian com, two bushels 
of malt, one hundred and forty pounds of pork, 
two barrels of good elder and apples for her 
own spending, both winter and summer, one 
cow to give her milk for her own use, five cords 
of firewood, and part of his dwelling house and 
bedding. "The elder to be made good and 
winter apples to be good and brought Into ye 
cellar In time convenient before tlie frost do 
hurt either ye apples or elder." He also gives 
his wlfB ** two chests, one of which Is made 
Wlndscot fkshlon, which came fVom Linn, and 
ye other chest that my wife had when I mar- 
ried with her.** To his son Thomas, besides 
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what he had already given him in money and 
otlicr pay, 2s In money and his wearing clotlies. 
The ixsosoQ he gave him no more, ho says, was 
that Thomas went from him at twelve to his 
grandfUther Coldam at Lynn, and was settled 
by his grandfather and himself in houseing and 
lauds in that town. To son Francis, certain 
lots of land. To son Joshua sixty acres at Pi- 
geon Cove and other land, providing he should 
pay his sister Deborah £20, and his sister Abi- 
gail £16. To Mary Sargent, £20; to Deborah 
Haraden £20; and to Abigail Norwood £20. 
To his youngest son, Caleb, certain lots of land, 
one of which was that on which his brother 
Stephen had built a house. To granddaughter 
Elizabeth, daughter of his son Stephen, deceas- 
ed, ^5, To his sons Francis and Caleb his 
dwelling house and other property, neat cattle, 
horse kind, sheep, and swine ; and these two 
sons were appointed executors of his will. 

Thomas, who settled in Lynn, married Mary 
Brown, Aug. 24, 1685, and had six children : 
Francis, Ebenezer, Mary, Thomas, Mary, and 
Jonathan. From the ** History of Lynn " it 
appears that the name was perpetuated there 
tlirough at least another generation. 

Francis Norwood, Jr. married Mary, daugh- 
ter of Deacon James Stevens, Jan. 24, 1693. 
He probably lived a retired life at Goose Cove, 
taking no active part in public affUirs. His 
children were — Francis, born Apr. 1, 1696, died 
June 25, 17U; Mary, Nov. 8, 1697; Francis, 
Dec. 16, 1700, died Nov., 1724; Lucy, Oct. 20, 
1708; Stephen, Feb. 21, 1706, died March IS, 
1711 ; William, Apr. 4, 1708; Jonathan, Jan. 14, 
1712; a son bom April 8, 1714, died same day; 
and Abigail, Dec. IS, 1715. The son William 
married Judith Woodbury, probably daughter 
of William, May 80, 1782, and had, according to 
the records, four children :— Judith, William, 
Mary, and James. Of the two sons I find tho 
marriage of James only. He was bora May 5, 
1745 and died March 11, 1814. He married his 
cousin Judith, Sept. 20, 1791, but it is said that 
Susanna, her sister, had been a previous wife. 
The records give Jonathan Norwood and Eliz- 
abeth, his wife, the foUgwing children :— Fran- 
cis, Esther, Jonathan, Elizabeth, Susanna, 
Abraham, Ebenezer, Mary, Gustavus, Samuel, 
Juditli, Judith, and Zaccheus. I suppose it was 
Francis, the first of these sons, bora Feb. 9, 
1786, who was intending marriage with Anna 
Lee of Manchester, Apr. 20, 1762, and who mar- 



ried Mrs. Mary Tarr, Sept. 15, 1793. The only 
child recorded to him is a daughter Lucy, by 
the first marriage. The son Jonathan, born 
March 28, 1740, was intending marriage with 
Elizabeth Davis, March 16, 1776. He is said 
to have luul sons Jonathan and Zaccheus who 
were' both drowned unmarried, and a son Abra- 
ham, who settled In Maine. The son Gusta- 
vus, born March 6, 1752, settled at Goose Cove 
and died March 6, 1841, leaving issue. Of the 
other sons of the first Jonathan I can give no 
further account. 

Stephen, son of the first Francis, has no child 
recorded, but It appeal's by his father's will 
that he left a daughter Elizabeth. 

The children of Joshua Norwood were — Eliz- 
abeth, born Jan. 2, 1706 ; Joshua, Oct. 18, 1707 ; 
Elizabeth, 8, died 15 Oct., 1709; Sarah, Nov. 
10, 1710 ; Stephen, baptized July 19, 1718 ; Han- 
nah, born Mar. 10, 1715; Mary, April 16, ^m-, 
Susanna, Feb. 26, 1719, died Dec. 3, 1726 ; Fran- 
cis, April 7, 1721 ; Abigail, Mar. 28, 1728; Miri- 
am, Feb. 14, 1725 ; Susanna, Feb. 24, 1727 ; Ra- 
chel, Dec. 27, 1728 ; Patience, Aug. 5, 1731 ; and 
Caleb, the date of whose birth Is not given. 
The second Susanna Is called Elizabeth In the 
record of baptisms ; but this must be a mistake, 
as also the record of the birth of the second 
Elizabeth; for the first Elizabeth lived to be- 
come tho wife of Ebenezer Tool, and died In 
old age. Of the four sons of Joshua I know 
but two who married, — Joshua and Caleb. No 
record of the marriage of the former lias been 
seen by me, but I learn trom a very aged per- 
son, who remembers his wife, that her name 
was Sarali Gutrldge or Goodrich, and that she 
was thought to belong In Rowley. This Josh- 
ua lived to old age, and ended his days In a 
small house or hut near Pigeon Hill. He was 
a fisherman In early life, but In his latter years 
was employed in getting out mooring stones 
and mill stones. And this seems to have been 
the humble begUmlng of the business of quar- 
rying stone, now so extensively carried on at 
the head of the Cape. No chlldi*en are record- 
ed to Joshua Norwood, Jr., In the town records, 
but those of the first church have the baptism 
of Solomon, his son, Feb. 8, 1747. The latter. 
It Is likely, was the Solomon who was intend- 
ing marriage with Rebecca Gamage, get. 11, 
1766, by whom his son Daniel was bora Mov. 4, 
1780; and his son James, May 15, 1782. Our 
records say that Daniel, son of Solomon, died 
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Oct. IC, 1863, iigcd 83 years, 1 mo., 12 dnya ; and 
that James, son of Solomon and Lncy, died 
Jnne 30, 1852, afjrtl seventy-one. l*rob«bly 
Joshua Norwooil, Jr., who was intending mar- 
riage with Ruth Andrews, Aug. 16, 17G5, and 
Isaac, who was intending marriage with Eliza- 
beth Andrews, Aug. 4, 1768, were also sons of 
the second Joshua, 1>nt I can add notlibig ftir- 
ther ai>out them. Caleb, youngest child of the 
first Joshua, was intending marriage with Eliz- 
abeth Grover, Dec. 18, 1759, and with Jerusha 
Story, of Ipswich, Apr. 4, 1770. She died Aug. 
15, 1810, aged seventy-seven. He died Aug. 
11, 1814, aged seventy-eight. His children by 
his first wife were — Caleb, Stephen, Elizabeth, 
John, and Rachel ; and by the second, Francis 
and William. The oldest son, Caleb, bom July 
5, 1762, married Jenisha Story, daughter of his 
step-mother, July 16, 1781, and Esther Gott, 
Dec. 16, 1816. lie served as selectman and rep- 
resentative, and died Nov. 7, 1824, aged sixty- 
three. Stephen and John both married yonng 
and went to Bootlibay, Me., but finally return- 
ed to Gloucester, where John died. Stephen Is 
said to have died in Hamilton. Francis, bom 
April 28, 1771, married Lucy Pool, Nov. 7, 1798. 
He was a major In the militia and deacon of 
the Sandy Hay church. He died Oct. 6, 1823, 
aged fifty-two. His wife died Dec. 11, 1844, 
aged sixty-eight. Rev. Francis Norwood, men- 
tioned in the History, Is their son. William, 
the youngest son of Caleb, was the venerable 
citizen of Rockport, who died Oct. 7, 1867, 
wanting but eighteen days of completing his 
ninety-third year. Before leaving this branch 
of tiie fhmlly, I may add concerning Mary, 
daughter of the first Joshua Norwood, that, 
A-om information obtained at Bristol, Me., at 
my request, by Addison Gott, Esq., of Rockport, 
it seems that she died In Mar., 1814; therefore 
ninety-seven years old, and not one hundred 
and five, as tradition In the History reports. 

The children of Caleb, youngest son of tlie 
first Francis, were— Elizabeth, born July 81, 
1709, married Jonathan Fellows; Caleb, Feb. 
26, 1712; Abigail, Mar. 8, 1714, married Fran- 
cis Marshall; Sarah, March 25, 1716, married 
Samuel Gooding; Samuel, April 6, 1719, bap- 
tized Gnstavus, and so named in his father's 
will; Alice, May 21, 1721, married a Gaines; 
and Deborah, Jan. 81, 1727, married Robert 
Campbell ; and this Is all I can add concerning 
(•aleb or his children.

The Directory for 1869 contains the names of 
twenty males of this fhmlly in Gloucester and 
nineteen In Rocki>ort; all of whom probably 
can easily trace their descent fkroni Francis. 

Jbffurt Parsons.— Mr. Savage finds some 
eight or ten persons of this name among the 
early emigrants to New England, and relates 
concerning JcflVey that he is said to have been 
born about 1681, at Alphlngton, near Exeter, 
Devonshire County, England. This is quite 
likely to be correct; for the name is still com- 
mon in that region, and we know that fh>m 
Ashprington, near Dartmouth, In the same 
county, a niece of JeflVey addressed to her 
cousin James In New England, the following 
letter:— 

** Dear Cousin : 

1 sometime since received a letter Arom 
my son, in which he sent me the welcome news 
that he had seen his relations in New England, 
and that my uncle JelTrey had five sons and two 
daughters living near together in- good tVishlon 
and In good health, and that yon had sent me a 
book for a token, which I take very kindly and 
give you many thanks for, though I have not 
yet received It, my son being not yet retamed 
to Englandi but I had a letter firom him the 
last week that he lio|>e8 to be home in a short 
time, being now in Port Mahon, In the island 
of Minorca. My father, your uncle James Par- 
sons, died about six years since, and my moth- 
er about twelve. They left behind them seven 
children, whereof John, Robert, and Isabel are 
since dead ; but James, JeflVey, and Sarah, who, 
together with myself are (God be praised) alive 
and in good health. Join with me in their kind 
love and service to you, and to the whole fam- 
ily of our uncle. I am married to one Francis 
Morgan, so that if you please at any time to 
send me a letter, yon must direct for Elizabeth 
Morgan, at Ashprington, near Dartmouth, in 
Devon, England. 

I have had no opportunity of making you 
any requital for your present, and therefore 
must desire you to accept of my prayers and 
good wishes for yourself and family and all my 
relations, to whom I desire once more to bo 
kindly remembered, and so rest their and your 
most aflbctlonate kinswoman and hearty ser- 
vant, Elizabkth Morgan."

Prof. Parsons, in his memoir of his Ihthcr, 
says that his ancestor JeflVey was a •* success- 
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All merchant "; but tills \h a mistake: there 
wiis no man in Gloiiccdter, In his days, who 
could bo truly so designated. Ills will and the 
Inventory of his estate sudlclently attest his oc- 
cupation. By that Instrument, made Dec. 7, 
1688, and proved Feb. 24, 1G89, he gave to his 
wife Sandi and son James, all of his estate 
^^ hereafter In these presents not otherwise dis- 
posed of to improve for themselves and bring- 
ing up of ye young children and keeping of the 
family together;" to ills son James the three 
acres whei'eui>on his house sluu<l, tliroe acres 
of planting land at the south end of his Held 
(formerly called by the name of fisherman's 
fleld), certain other lots of laud and a yoke of 
oxen, two cows, and ten sheep; to his son Jef- 
frey, besides marsh land and other things he 
had already given him, certain lots of land and 
^^ the mare he hath already in his own keeping, 
provided he return the first colt of said inare to 
my son Jeremiah when it Is fit to wean", and 
five ewe sheep ; to his wife Abigail three ewe 
sheep ; to Jefl\'cy's son Jonathan one yearling 
heifer; to his son John several pieces of land, 
one yoke of cattle four years old and one horse 
of three years old ; to sons Jeremiah, Nathan- 
iel and Ebenezer, and daughters Sarah, Eliza- 
beth and Abigail £10 each ; to children of James 
Gardner small bequests ; and to Sarah, wife of 
Robert Elwell, a cow. Next follow certain 
provisions in case his wife *^ do marry again ". 
The will is a lengthy document, but the fore- 
going are the chief items contained In It.

JeflVey Parsons married Sarah Vinson, Nov. 
11, 1G57, and died Aug. 19, 1C89. She died Jan. 
12, 1708. Ills children were — Jain<;s, born Dec. 
18, l<;r»8; JtnVey,Jiiii. ai, l(a;0; Sarali, Apr. 19, 
lG(m, married John Lee; John, May 14, IGCG; 
Ellzabclh, Mar. 22, lfiC9, married John Durgec 
and died Sept. 23, 1711 ; Jeremiah, May 28, IG72, 
said to have settled In Virginia; Nalhanlel, Mar. 
IG, 1G75; Abigail, Mar. 25, 1G78, niarri.d Abra- 
ham Foster, July 2, 1G99; Ebeuezer, 5 <lied C 
Jan., 1G80; and Kbeiiezer, again, Dec. 28, 1G81. 
James married Hannah Vounglove of Ips- 
wich, Dec. 18, IG88, and died Oct. 1, 1783. She 
died March 11, 1733, aged seventy-eight. He 
was a very prominent citizen, and particularly 
useful in the oflice of town clerk by the full- 
ness, neatness, and accuracy of his records. 
Ills children wore—James, horn Feb. 1(5, 1G90; 
Joseph, about 1G92, died at rambrldge, a stu- 
dent of llai-vard College, Oct. 30, 1722; and Elle- 
zer. Mar. 9, 1G94. James Parsons, blacksmith, 
and Ellezer Parsons, cordwalner, divided the 
estate of their father. Elder James Parsons, 
Nov. 1, 1734. The land of which It consisted 
was situated, chieliy. If not wholly, on the west- 
erly side of the Cut, and the two brothers prob- 
ably lived in that part of the town. James 
married Mary Parknmn, of lioston, Apr. 2, 1716, 
and died Nov. 16, 17G1. He Is called '« Shore- 
man " June 7, 1758, when he mortgaged land 
to Win. Uowdoln of Doston, to secure a debt 
of ** 828 ounces, troy weight, of coined silver." 
ills chUdren were— Mary, horn Dec. 28, 1718, 
drowned May 18, 1721 ; Hannah, born and died 
May 8, 1722; Ann, born April 14, 1723, died 
Sept. 11, 17G0; James, Aug. 20, 1725, a soldier 
in the expedition to Loulsbourg In 1745, died 
Aug. 20, same year; Benjamin, Oct. 28, 1727; 
Hannah, Sept. 7,1730; and Eliphalet, May 8» 
1732, who died In the military service of the 
province, at Albany, Aug. 9, 175G, probably un- 
married. Benjamin married Sarah Grover, 
Nov. 9, 1752. The date of his death I do not 
find. Besides two daughters, aud two sons 
who died In Infancy, the records give hlin u

Eliczcr, youngest son of Elder James Par- 
sons married Mnry, perhaps daughter of E'/.c- 
kiel Day, Feb. 18, 1720. lie died liefore Nov. 
7, 1748, when his son Josepli administered on 
liis estate. The records give him tlic follow- 
ing children— Joseph, bom Dec. 1, 1720, be- 
came a mariner, married Jcndma Dennett, Feb. 
II, 17l(», and died abtnit 1751, leaving, beshles 
three daughters, a S(m Joseph; Ilnnnah, Feb. 
18, 1723; Mary, Nov. 25, 1725; Lncy, Mny 28, 
1720, died Oct. 7, 17.50; Eliezer, Sept. M,17ni, 
died Oct. 10, 1750, probuiily unmarried ; E/e- 
kieUOct ni, 1733; and Abrnhamand rhilemon, 
Apr. 3, 1737. Ezeklel wns intending marriage 
witii Sarah Cre-ssy. of Kowley, iSept. 17, 1757;

The 
children by tids marriage, as given In the re- 
cords, besides two dnugliters, were — Ellezcr, 
Henry, Davis, George, Philemon, and Henry, 
again; by one or more of whom, or by other 
descendants of Polder James Pnrsons, previous- 
ly Ht' 'it ivMh il.

petnatcd in town to the present time. 

JeltVcy Parsons, the second, sc tiled in that 
part of the town since called the Farms, on 
(he ntad h-adhi^' to hitlleOood Harbor Hcarli, 
where lie had grants of land still occupied l>y 
descendants. He married Abigail Yonuglove, 
of Ipswich, May 5, IHfiG. She died in 1734. 
The date of ids deatli is not known; but If it 
wns recent when nis w^ill was proved (April 0, 
n.^iO,) he must lijiv(; lived to l)e about ninety 
years old. His children were— Jonathan, born 
Feb. 8, I(;S7; SamncI, Feb. 2, inOO; Kbenezer, 
Oct. 17, 1091, died May 20, IG02; William, Jan. 
8, 1003, died April 21, san»e year; Joslali, Feb. 
2:K HiOt, died 3 of next month ; Sarah, Feb, 20, 
PIO.l, married JcfVord Cogswell, of Ipswlcli, 
Dec. 27, 1722; Jeremiah, March 20, h;07 ; and 
Abigail. May 31, 1000, who dird Feb. 5. 1700. 



The four who survived the period of Infancy are 
named in tlieir father's will, dated March 14, 
1784, in which he conllrms the provision he had 
already made for them by gifts. Jonathan 
married Lydla, probably daughter of John Stan- 
wood, Feb. G, 1711, and had the following chil- 
dren :— Lydla, born Dec. 4, 1711; Jonathan, 
July 24, 1713 ; John, May 8, 171G ; Abigail, July 
30, 1718; Zebulon, Nov. 18, died Dec 16, 1720; 
James and Joseph, Feb. 15, 1722; llcpzlbah, 
Nov. 21, 1720 ; and David, Oct., 1728. The old- 
est of these sous, Jonathan, married Susanna, 
probably daughter of William Mlllberry, and 
the young widow of Daniel Hadley, Dec. 14, 
1738. Besides live daughters, the records give 
him fonr sons— Jonathan, Daniel, William, and 
Jonathan, again. Tlie latter, baptized July 11, 
1750, nuiy have been the snnic who married 
Molly Parsons, Dec. 20, 1780, and the Jonathan 
who died Mar. 20, 1817. John, next son of the 
first Jonathan, married Anna Clark, Nov. 15, 
1730. lloth lived to very advanced ngc. She 
nniy have been the " widow Parsons " who died 
Sept. 28, 1816, aged ninety-four. The town 
recoifls give him three ch I Id rcn,~ Jonathan, 
Ebencr/.er and Jeffrey, to whom the fli*st church 
records add Anna and Job. There was also 
probably a John. Jonathan married Sarah 
Wlnnery, July 28,1708. He died during the rev- 
olutionary war of a wound rcccivcd on board 
of a privateer. One of his sons, John, mar- 
ried Dorcas Kowe, Mar. 7, 1787, and was the fti- 
ther of the venerable citizen of the same name, 
a retired ship-master, still living. Jeffrey, son 
of John and Anna, was a soldier in the battle 
of Bunker Hill, and was drowned near Salt Is- 
land In 1792. He and his son JeflVey went ft'om 
their home, at the Farms, about eleven o'clock 
at night, to take their fishing boat round to 
Sandy Bay, and In a few hours the son return- 
ed to the house with the sad Intelligence of his 
father's death. The l>oat had stiiick upon Salt 
Island Ledge, and soon filled and sank. Mr. 
P. and his son secured a plank on which they 
attempted to reach the shore. Having nearly 
gained it, the son left the plank to swim for the 
land and soon succeeded in getting upon the 
rocks at Salt Island, but the father got Into the 
breakers and was drowned. A son of Jeflfi-ey 
Parsons, named Job, was drowned about a year 
before this on Squam Bar. 

James, son of the first Jonathan, married 
Ablgali, probably ilaughter of Joseph Tarr, 
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Nov. 8, 1744, and Sarah Lane, Jan. 27. 1769. 
lie settled at Sandy Bay and died there, ac- 
cordtng to the records of the flflh church, in 
January, 1789. 'i'he town records give hiin, 
by both wives, eleven children, to wliom, it Is 
said, two more should be added,— Jerusha and 
Martha. I know but two of his sons who nmr- 
ried and settled in Gloucester, — James and Jon- 
athan riatts. The former, born Oct. 25, 174(J, 
was twice married ; llr.sl to Deborali T^tine, and 
next to J*atiencc Knight, lie died Aug. 20, 
1796. In the settlement of his estate mention 
is made of his four minor children— James, 
Esther, Nancy, and George. These were by 
his second wife ; but there were also children 
by the first, not rcconlcd, one of whom. Wil- 
liam, a ship-master of Gloucester, died Nov. 8, 
1828, aged forty- three, leaving an only son, 
William, formerly a merchant of Gloucester, 
but now of Boston. Jonathan Platts Parsons, 
born April 4, 1708, married Martha Bootmau, 
Dec. 22, 1790, and died April 12, 1852, leaving 
children, one of whom is Gorham, formerly 
and for several years post-master of the town. 
Andrewj brother of Jonatlian P., settled in 
Belfast, Me., and William, his half-brother, was 
killed at Bunker Hill. Joseph, son of the first 
Jonatlian, married liethany Gott, Jan. 8, 1748. 
lie is said to have been lost, v<lh uU the crew 
of a schooner commanded by Capt. Job Knight, 
on a fishing trip to the Grand Banks, about 
1790. The rccoixls give him a son Joseph and 
Mix daughters. David, the next and y<mngest 
son of Jonathan, married Mai7 Winneiy, Aug. 
17, 1758. SevenU children arc recoixled to him, 
among whom yfiiH John, who died in llockport, 
April 6, 1864, aged almost ninety, the father of 
John, whose labors in horticulture entitle him 
to be considered a public benefactor ; Ebene- 
zer, who was washed overboard with thi*ee of 
his shipmates fkrom a vessel on the fishing banks 
and drowned ; Joseph, who lived at the Farms 
and died at an advanced age ; and Benjamin, 
of East Gloucester, who died May 8, 18G7, aged 
eighty-five. Samuel, second son of the second 
Jemrey, was intending marriage with Ruth Lee, 
of Manchester, Nov. 28, 1718. He died In Dec. 
1761, leaving widow liuth, who survived him 
four years at least. His children were — Ruth, 
bom July 26, 1716; 8amuel,May 26, 1717; Re- 
becca, Dec. 27, 1718; Abigail, July 26, 1721, 
married John Todd of Rowley ; David, July 10, 
1728; Andrew, 7 died 20 August, 1725; Nehe- 



miah, Nov. 27, 1726 ; Lydia, June 18, 1728, mar- 
ried William llobson of Uowloy ; Andrew, May 
G, 1730; SaralhFcb. 8, 1782; Amos, Oct., 1788; 
and Elizabeth, baptized Nov. 26, 1788, married 
James Kclsey, Jan. 1, 1701. Samuel, the eld- 
est of these sons, married LydIa Sawyer. May 
6, 1741, and besides five daughters, had sons- 
Samuel, Edward, David, and Parki^. lie re- 
moved to New Gloucester, Me., several years 
before the IncorporaMoii of I hat town. His 
brother Neiiemlah married Elizabeth Bray, 
Feb. 11, 1752, and had two sons, — Nehemiah, 
and Andrew. He died before Oct. 30, 1705, the 
date of inventory of his small estate, which 
proved insolvent. Andrew, the next bi*otlier, 
married Mary Sawyer, April 10, i752. His 
daughter, Molly was born here in the same 
year, after which he removed to Rowley, where 
he had a wife Rebecca, and daughter Rebecca, 
and died before 1703. Jeremiah, youngest son 
of the second Jeflrcy, married Susanna Cogs- 
well, of Ipswich. Dec. 14, 1721. The recoixls 
give him four children,— Jeremiah, l>orn Mar. 
10,1724; Jefl^ey, July 8, 1720; Susanna, July 

11, 1728; and Zaccheus, Aug 21, 1731, whoso 
death is found recorded In Mr. Cliandler's Jour- 
nal, May, 1755. The date of the father's death 
is not ascert4iined ; but administration of hia 
estate was granted to his son Jeremiali, Nov. 
7, 1757. This son married Mary Milberry, Dec. 

12, 1751, and died ai)out 1700, leaving, besides 
Ihrc^e daugliters, two sons— JtTcmlah and Zac- 
chttus, the former of whom, born July 1, 1753, 
1 suppose to Im! the same who died Oct. 9, 1815. 
These three Jeremiahs lived at the Farms^and 
probably occupied the land originally acquired 
there by their ancestor, the second Jefl*rey. 

Vohn, third son of the first Jefl*rey, married 
Isabella Haynes, perhaps of Rowley, Jan. 19^ 
1093. She died Nov. 25. 1700, and he next mar- 
ried Sarah Norton, probably of Ipswich, July 
29, 1701. She died July 25, 1726, aged fifty-six. 
He died Dec. 1, 1714. His home was at Fish- 
ermen's Field, where he probably engaged In 
both agricultural and madtime pursuits, for 
he and his brothers had erected a fishing stage 
there in 1695, and the inventory of his estate, 
amounting to £593.13, includes, '* besides farm- 
ing stock, one- third of a fishing vessel, £19, 
one-half a shallop, £15, and one-half of an oi>en 
sloop, £20." He had the following cliildren— 
John, born Oct. 29, 1093; Mary, Apr. 28, 1095; 
Josiah, Aug. 22, 1697; Ilanuali and RacheK 
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Aug. 2G, 1C99; the former of whom died Sept. 
1. snmc year, niid the latter March 20, 1725; 
Thomas, May 10, 1702; Daniel, Apr. 28, 1704; 
Solomon, Feb. IG, 1706; Sarah. Jan. 5, 1709; 
and Hannah, Mar. 23, 1711. John, the oldest 
son, nmriled Elizabeth Hjiskell. June G, 171G. 
I do not And the date of his death, or the set- 
tlement of his estate; but It Is certain that he 
lived to old age. Ills children were— John, 
bom July 13, 1717; Mark, July 6, 1719; Kllz- 
nlKJth, Apr. 30, 1721; Nathaniel, Feb. 18, 1723; 
Abigail, Nov. 21,1724; Zebulon, Sept.80,172G; 
William, July 14, 1728; Isabella, Feb. 4, 1730; 
Joshua, Aug. 30, 1732; Jemima, born and died 
Sept. 23, 1734; Jemima again. June 10, 173G; 
and Eunice, May IG, 1789. It appears that each 
of the six sons here named nmrri(*<1 in town, 
and that four of them had children, but I trace 
to their en<l only Mark, Nathaniel, and Zebulon. 
Mark was asea-capl-aln, and the probaU^ reeonls 
show that the inventory of his estate was pre- 
sented May 13, 17r»G. Tlie will of NaMinnlel, 
made May 9, 1753, was proved Aug. G, follow- 
ing. In it he gives property to Hannah, his 
wife, and to the first of the ciiildren of any or 
cither of his brothers that should be named Na- 
Ihanlel his gold shirt-sleeve buttons. Zebulon 
was also a sea-captain, of whose estate Jacob 
Tarsoiis was appointed administrator June 29, 
17G7. Joslah, next sou of the first John, mar- 
ried Eunice, probably daughter of Nath'l Sar- 
gent, Dec. 24, 1719, by whom he had the follow- 
ing children— Josiah, bom Sept. 10, 1720; Eu- 
nice, Aug. 2, 1722; Nathaniel, Aug. 27,1724; 
Rachel, June 29, 1726; Job, June 19, 1728; Sa- 
rah, May 16,1780; Abraham, July 5, 1732; Deb- 
orah, May 81, 1784 ; Lydia, Julys, 178G; and 
Mary, Oct. 15, 1788. He removed to *' New- 
market lu Exeter, N. H.,'» before Feb. 21, 1748, 
when, in a deed of land In Gloucester to Nath'l 
Sargent, he calls himself *< coaster,** of that 
place. Thomas, next son OT^oMi, married 
Rachel, probably daughtci of Jabcz Baker, of 
Sandy Bay, Jan. 21, 1729, and died March 13, 
1782, aged twenty-nine, leaving two children — 
Rachel and Thomas. He also, it may be snp- 
l>oscd, was a sea-f^irlng man, as the settlement 
of his estate shows that he owned flvc-elghths 
of a coasting sloop, which was valued at £112. 
Daniel, brother of the preceding, married Su- 
sanna Warner, May 9, 1782, and dletl of small 
pox, at Antigua, May 2, 1788, leaving an estate 
of £760, as shown by his inventory. His cliil-

dren were — Susanna and Lucretla, both of 
whom <liiHl before their father, and Susanna, 
again, born June 1, 1787. His widow became 
the second wife of Capt. William Haskell, af- 
ter whose decease she opened a boaixling house 
on Middle street, which she kept several years, 
and to which a son by her second marriage 
gave some celebrity as ** Phil llaskeirs tavem." 
Solomon, youngest son of tlie first John, was 
Intending maninge with Abigail Knowlton, Jan. 
14, 1780, who died Feb. 15, 1741, aged thirty- 
four; and with Sarah Dodge, of Wenham, July 
2G, 1741, who died Jau. 29, 1779, aged sixty- 
four. He died March 24, 1779, aged seventy- 
three. His children were — Abigail, l)orn Feb. 
21, 1731 ; Miriam, Nov. 16, 1732, died Aprtl 24, 
1742; Sanih, Aug. 5,17;H ; Lury, Sept. JM). 17.1G, 
drowned July 9, 1750; and Solomon, July 10, 
1739. This, his only son, marrleil Vrudrnce 
Dodge, of Sutton, Sept. 29, 1773, who died 
Aug. 25, 1831, aged eighty-four. He died Oct. 
5,1807. Tyler, of Man<'hest<!r; Jacob, who re- 
moved to Illinois; and Oliver, of Salem, were 
his sons ; beside whom there were another sou, 
Isaac, and four daughters. Descendants of 
Jcflrey Parsons, In this line, bearing the name, 
are not thought to be numerous In Gloucester. 
Nathaniel, fifth son of JellVey Parsons, mar- 
ried Abigail, daughter of the second William 
Haskell, Dec. 27, 1697. He died of small pox 
May 21, 1722. She became the secoud wife of 
Isaac Eveleth, Dec. 20, following, and died May 
5, 1762, aged elglity-slx. Nathaniel Parsons is 
supposed to have had his home near tliat of his 
fatlier, at Fishermen's Field, and there to have 
carried on the agricultural and maritime pur- 
suits In which, from the Inventory of his es- 
tate. It appears that he engaged. According 
to that document ho died possessed of an estate 
of £1072.14.8. Among his cflfects were— three 
^'scooners **, valued at £813 ; part of two sloops, 
if27 ; shop goods and stores for fishing, £80.6.9 ; 
and a hive of bees, lOs. His children were — 
Nathaniel, bom Dec. 14, 1698, died of small pox 
Aug 22, 1721 ; William, Oct. 15, 1700; Andrew, 
11, died 26 July, 1708; Abigail, Sept 6, 1704, 
diedJan.8, 1724 ;Judlth,Nov. 11,1706; Stephen, 
Feb. 14, 1709; Elizabeth, Dec. 2, 1711, married 
Isaac Eveleth, Jr., son of her stcp-Aither ; An- 
drew, Feb. 8, 1714, died In tlie West Indies ; and 
Jemima, May 1 , 1716. The son William married 
Mary, widow of Andrew Ilaraden, Mar. 15, 1727, 
and Mrs. Abigail Beck, of Newbury, In 1758. 
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He died July 10, 1765, Imvhig been for many 
years one of the most prominent citizeuH of tlie 
town. The inventory of his real estate gives 
the large amount of £4188.11, including two 
farms, Millett's l.^land, Biskcy Island, and his 
dwtllinj> house. The latter, valued at £525, is 
still standing, thougli much changed in outward 
appeaniuce, at the south-east comer of Middle 
and Washington streets. His children were — 
William, born March 15, 1728; Mary, Feb. 29, 
1780; Martha, Mar. 17, 1782; Judith, June 27, 
1784; William, again, Nov. 1, 178G; Andrew, 
May 3, 1738; Nathaniel, July 8, 1789; Wiliard, 
Feb. 28, 1742; Abigail, Feb. 6, 1744; and Oba- 
diah, April 5, 1747. The son William is men- 
tioned in his father's will, but I can learn noth- 
ing more about him, except that he is thought 
by descendants of his brother Nathaniel to have 
settled in Boston. Andrew is not mentioned 
in his father's will, and therefore probably died 
young. Nathaniel married Esther, daughter 
of Jonathan Norwood, of .\nnisquam, and is 
supposed to have died about 1780, leaving two 
sons— Nalhaniel, born Jan. IG, 1700; and Wil- 
liam Norwood, Oct. 5, 1707, who was lost at 
sea while young. Nathaniel married Susanna 
Norwood, Dec. 1, 1806, and died Nov. 27, 1823. 
His home was on the estate first occupied by 
his own and his wife's ancestor, Francis Nor- 
wood ; and this estate is still in possession of 
his family. Wiliard, the next son of Deacon 
William Parsons, is supposed to be the same 
who married Martha Wharf, July 10, 1706, and 
Mrs. Mary Ayres, May 80, 1792. The records 
give the birth of his daughter Patty, Feb. 18, 
1773 ; and this completes my knowledge con- 
cerning him. Of Uev. Olmdlah Parsons, young- 
est son of Deacon William, I have nothing to 
add to what the History relates. Stephen Par- 
sons, son of the flrst Nathaniel, married Abi- 
gail, daughter of Capt. Andrew Uobinson, Mar. 
9, 1782, by whom he had three children— Enoch, 
bom Aug. 16, 1784 ; Daniel, June 80, 1788 ; and 
Abigail, Sept. 1, 1739. He was lost in a harri- 
canc In the West Indies. His widow married 
again twice : flrst, David Ring, and next, Jo- 
seph Sargent, and died in Dec., 1781, aged slx- 
ty-slx. His son Enoch married Judith Collins, 
Oct. 7, 1762, and widow Dorcas Sawyer, July 
6, 1779, and died April 14, 1817, aged eighty- 
two. By the flrst marriage there was a son 
Enoch, of whom I know no more, and a son 
Charles, who is said to have married and set- 



tled in Boston, and to have been a slilp-master 
many years, lie had two children, both of 
whom died young. Another child of this mar- 
riage was Judith Parsons, who for many years 
kept a school in a small house near where the 
Forbes school house now stands, and Is well 
remembered by many of our elderly people as 
their flrst guide in the way of learning. She 
died July 29, 1840, aged eighty-three. By his 
second marriage, Enoch Parsons had a son 
Stephen, who died young, and a daughter Bet- 
sey, who nuirrlcd Kpcs Saville. Daniel, broth- 
er of Enoch, married Dorcas Allen, May 18, 
1702. He was a ship-master, and died in 1785, 
aged forty -seven. She died Mar. 31 , 1829, aged 
eighty-eight. Besides three children who died 
young, SLii{\ a daughter Mary, wlio married 
Joshua Riggs, he had three sons— Michael A., 
Ileniy, and Christopher, all of whom took to 
the sea for a living. Michael A., bom Dec. 24, 
1709, married Rachel Allen, Sept. 21, 1790, and 
died at sea, master ol the ship William and 
Henry, on his passage from Batavia, May 18, 
1804. His widow nuirried Jesse Wilson, and 
died Dec. 11, 18(i7, aged ninety-seven. Of the 
four chiUlren of ("apt. I'arsons, u daughter Ra- 
chel alone survives, irs son Daniel was lost 
at sea in 1820 ; his son Michael A., a shijHmas- 
ter, died in Surinam, Nov., 1844, leaving an 
only son, of the same name, now in the U. S. 
service in Arizona ; and his daughter Sarah A., 
the authoress mentioned in the Histtiry, mar- 
ried Moses Nowell and died Oct. 9, I8(>8, aged 
sixty-four^ Henry Parsons, born Oct. 2 i , 177 1 , 
married Betsey Wharf. After following the 
sea many years as a ship-master, he became 
Port Warden of New York, and died suddenly 
in that city in November, 1843, leavhig no de« 
sceudant. His brother Christopher married 
Catherine Green Hubbard, and died at sea, 
March 28, 1804, without issue. 

From what is hero given concerning the pos- 
terity of the flrst Nathaniel, it appears that in 
the progeny of Nathaniel of Annisquam, his 
great-grandson, are to be found the only de- 
scendants of JefiVey, in this line, now living in 
town and bearing the Aimily name. 

Ebenez er, youngest son of JeArey Parsons, 
marriedlTydia, daughter of the second William 
IlaskeU, Feb. 8, 1704. She died Oct. 2, 1734, 
aged flfty-thrce. His intention of marriage 
with Mrs. Alice Norwood was entered on the 
records April 11, 1741, but does not appear to 
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have been followed by n conjugal miiIoh, for 
she, I suppose, was the wklow of the same 
name who became tlic tliird wife of I?ev. John 
White ; and we have the record of Mr. Parsons' 
Intention of marriage, Dec. 4, 1742, with Mrs. 
Jemima Todd, of Uowicy, wiio became his wife 
and died Apr. 25, 1752, aged sixty-flve. He next 
married Mrs. Elizal)eth Andrews, of Ipswich, 
Oct. 81, 1754, who survived him. lie died Dec. 
19, 17G3, aged eighty- two. Ue was a tannftt by 
trade, and left an estate of £G8G. His ciiildren 
wcre—Lydla, born Apr. 28, 1705, manled first, 
Zcrubbabcl Allen, and second. Deacon John 
I^w; Kbcnezer, April 20, 1707, lost overboard 
about twenty leagues to tlie westward of Cape 
Sable, Oct. 3, 1752 ; Jacob, May 25, 1709 ; Nehe- 
mlah, May 27, 1711, died Aug. 18, 172C; Isaac, 
June 14, 1714; Moses, June 20, 1710; and Ku- 
nicc, Aug. 7, 1718, died Apr. 20, 1719. The son 
Jacob married Sarah Kcdding, May 10, 1732, 
who died In Aug., 1735. lie next married Han- 
nah Parsons, probably In Sept., 1738; and was 
Intending nuirriage, Oct. 81, 1752, with widow 
Sarah Kust, of Ii>6wich, who became his wife 
and survived him. The date of his death is not 
icnown. Ills will, made Feb. 20, 1784, and prov- 
ed June 7, following, gives the approximate 
time. His childrru wore— Jacob, bom Nov. 21, 
1782; Jacob, again, April 27,1731; Hannah, 
Juno 21, 1739; Daniel, Feb. 23, 1741; Sarah, 
Jan. 28, 1743; Jacob, again April 1, 1745; Su- 
sanna, May 1, 1747; and Sandi, again, June 30, 
1749. Hannah and Sarah are the only children 
mentioned in his will. Isaac, e)ou of Rbenezcr, 
married Hannah Bumham, of Ipswich, July 4, 
1739, and died July 5, 1767. She died Dec. 80, 
1793, aged seven ty-seven. He had the follow- 
ing children— Isaac, bom April 14, 1740, died 
Oct. 9, 1825, prominent among the first settlers 
of New Gloucester, Me., as mentioned in the 
History ; Ebenezer, 1741 ; Nathan, Jan. 21, 1744 ; 
Nchcmlah, June 29, 174r, ; Hannah, Apr. 29, 17^9 ; 
Caleb, July 28, 1751, lost at sea, Aug. 80, 1772; 
Lydia, Jan. 8, 1754; Thomas, Nov. 22, 176G; 
and Aaron, Jan. 25, 1759. Ebenezer married 
Rebecca Joslyii, and, besides two daughters, 
had three sons— Isaac, Ebenezer, and Nathan, 
lie was a mariner and was probably lost by 
shlpwrcclc ; as, in the settlement of his estate, 
his widow, who was appointed administratrix 
Sept. 4, 1778, charges for expense of Neheml- 
ali Parsons' journey to Marsh field to bury him. 
Nathan married Snrali, daughter of his uncle 



Jacob Parsons, Oct. 24, 17G9, and died of small- 
pox at llalnsford Island, May 9, 1771. His wid- 
ow became tiie second wife of Samuel Whlttc- 
more, Esq. Nehemiah married Susanna Ellery, 
Sept. 27, 17G9, and died Aug. 9, 1798. He left 
an estate of about eighteen thousand dollars, 
consist lug chiefly of stocks and notes. Besides 
a daughter Susanna, he had a son Neliemiah, 
who settled in Boston, and a son William, who 
was lost at sea. Thomas married Judith Kins- 
man, Dec. 10, 1780. He was a merchant in 
Gloucester and in Boston, and died in the lat- 
ter city, June 15, 1887. He also had a daughter, 
and two sons — Thomas and Charles. Aaron, 
the next and youngest sou of Deacon Isaac Par- 
sons, married Polly Dolllver, Apr. 26, 1784, and 
died June 21, 1809. She died Oct. 22, 181G. He 
was a merchant and accumulated what was then 
considered a large estate. He too had a daugh- 
ter, and two sons— Aaron, who died unmarried 
Mar. 81, 1888, aged forty-eight; and Winthrop, 
who died Oct. 2, 1873, aged seventy-elglit, leav- 
ing a son by whom alone, it is supposed, the 
name is perpetuated in town in this line of de- 
scent ftom the first JeflVey. Moses, youngest 
son of Ebenezer Parsons, married Susanna 
Davis, Jan. 11, 1743. She, It is presumed, was 
the daughter of Ebenezer Davis, a merchant 
and prondueut citizen of tlie town, and was 
born June 3, 1719. Professor Parsons, in his 
memoir of his father, says slie was a daughter of 
Abraham Davis and his wife Anne, daughter of 
Andrew Robinson ; but this must all be wrong, 
surely, for our only Abraham Davis, of that 
time, was a brother of Susanna, and Capt. Rob- 
inson's daughter Anne married Nathl Kinsman. 
Less in error is the biographer, I am happy to 
believe, in the high qualities he ascribes to his 
grandmother. A remarkable and ** heroic" pe- 
culiarity of her character was a distrust of med- 
icine ; from which, after caref\]l observation, 
site hnd come to believe that quite as much was 
to be feared as hofied, and she acted according- 
ly ; for in a violent and long-continued fever 
not one particle of medicine would she take 
ttom the beginning to the end. She recovered 
from this sickness, and after living some years 
in good health, with one of her children in Bos- 
ton, died there Dec. 18, 1794. After graduating 
at college Mr. Parsons probably lived In Glou- 
cester till his settlement in the ministry at By- 
field, where he died Dec. 14, 1783. While living 
here he preached occasionally and some time 
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kept a priviiU; school in Uie Harbor raiLsh. 
Vi'oiu a small iiioiiuu'aiuluin book, bliowiug that 
be was so employed here in 1741, 1 give the fol- 
lowing extraets : 

^^ Daniel Warner recites Dr. Watts* Divine 
Songs; Dr. Watts' Hymns, 1st Book, 41 Hymns; 
Catechism with proofs." 

'* An account of Books given away. Dr. 
Watts' Divine Songs, Gouge's Gnldc to Youth, 
and Col man's Sermon on Mr. Holden, given to 
Thomas Saunders, Daniel Warner, Martha Par- 
sons, Susanna Stevens." 

The children of Rev. Moses l*arsons were — 
Moses, born In Gloucester, May 18, 1744, died 
In 1801 ; Eben, born inByfleld, «luly, 174G,wasa 
distingui.Nhed merchant, and died Nov. 27, 1811) ; 
Theophiius, Jan., 1748, died young; Theophi- 
lus, Feb. 13, 1750, the Chief Justice of Massa- 
chusetts, died Oct. 80, 1813 ; Theodore, Aug. 1, 
1751, probably perished at sea, about 1770 ; Su- 
sanna, April, 1758; William, Aug. 0, 1755, an 
eminent merchant of Boston, died Mar. li), 1837 ; 
and a daughter whose name or date of birth I 
have not learned. 

Repeating somewhat firom the History, to 
make this account complete, I have here given 
alU as I have reason to believe, of the lii-st tlirec 
generations of the descendants of JeilVey Tar- 
sous who )>ore his name. Later generations 
have widely dlllhsed the name, but It Is still 
borne by more persons on Capo Ann than that 
of any other of the first settlers. In the ^^ Di- 
rectory" of 18(U) the namesof eighty-four males 
may be counted. 

John Pool.— The estate he bouglit of Johii 
Emei'sou, Jr., In 1700, was situated at the soulli- 
crly end of the lots laid out at tlie Cape in lC8d. 
Emerson was not then of age, but a six-acre lot 
(numbered eighty-two) was granted to him in 
1G03, and he had grants of adjoining land In IGU4 
und 1007. He also bought a lot of six acres ad- 
joining his own of Thomas Low, who, though 
not an inhabitant till after 1688, was allowed 
to participate in the bcnetlt of the grant tlien 
made. All this land was included in Pool's pur- 
chose^ and he made great additions to it in sub- 
Bequent years. I have seen no evidence that 
this settler came trom England. More likely 
is it that be was of New England parentage ; 
perhaps son of Jonathan, of Reading, whose 
/kther John is found by Mr. Savage at Cam- 
bridge in 1G82, afterwurds at Lynn, and lost 
of Reading. Most certainly it may be taken 



for granted that he was an Industrious and en- 
terprising man, from the fact that he relieved 
his property of the mortgage which he gave 
when he bouglit it, and, besides £540 personal 
estate divided among his widow and nine chil- 
dren, left In real the following large amount : 
Dwelling house. Barn, Cider mill, a small 
grist mill, and about tlfty-slx acres of 
mowing land, tillage land, and orchard 
adjoining, with other buildings thereon, £001 
Seventy-live acres of land lying on tlie 
northerly side of the homestead between 
that and Pigeon Hill, 250 

About thirty-live acres of land adjoining 

to tlie westerly side of the homestead, 175 
About thirty-nine acres of land on the 
southerly side of the way leading from 
Sandy Bay to Town, 234 

About one hundred and forty-one acres of 

land where Jonathan Tool lived, 504 

Wood lots and thatch lot 85

Among his personal were included— one-half 
of a coasting siooi), £75 ; and a small schooner, 
£45. 

It appears that he brought to his new and 
lonely home l>y lliesea live chihiren— Jonathan ; 
Miriam, who married John Ciioate, of Ipswich, 
Mar. 8, 1718; Rol>ert; Kbenczcr; and Joshua; 
and that four were born to 1dm here— Caleb, 
Nov. 21, 1701; John, June 18, 1703; Return, 
April 22, 1722; and Abigail, Mar. 0, 1725, who 
married John Dane, Jan. 27, 1743, and 0**h[ 
Aug. 21, 1801. Mr. Pool died May 10, 1727, and 
his widow Alilgall. wiio was daughter of Nath'l 
Ballard, of Lynn, married Samuel Tearce, Nov. 
21, 1728. 

Jonathan, oldest son of John Pool, married 
Hannah Burnham, of Iiiswicli, Jan. 4, 1722. He 
was an elder of the Sandy Bay Church, and died 
(probably about eighty-two years old) in 1770, 
In which year, April 1 , his will was proved. His 
children were— Sarah, born Oct. 28, 1722, mar- 
ried Ellezer Lurvey, Nov. 11, 1742; Hannah, 
Mar. 2, 1725, died June 13, 1738; Mary, Feb. 7, 
1727,dled June21, 1738; Miriam, Nov. 24,1729, 
died Apr. 13,1738; Abigail, Jan. 21, 1733, mar- 
ried Ephraim Sheldon, Apr. 18, 1754 ; Jonathan, 
July 14, 1730, died July 21, 1738 ; and Jonathan, 
again, Jan. 2, 1743. These four children who 
died in 1738 were victims of a throat distemper, 
wMch prevailed at Sandy Bay that year wltli

distressing fatality; carrying monrnlng also 
Into the homes of two other members of the 
Tool family, ft-om each of which It took with 
heart- reniling nipkllty four of their pleasant 
children ; as the sufferers arc tenderly called 
In a notice of the sicliness.

married Raraii Howard, Fei). 7, 1771, and tlio 
name, It Is said, Is still borne by his descen- 
dants In Rockport. 

Robert Tool married Anna, perhaps daugh- 
ter of John Sargent, Jan. 1, 1724. A tradition- 
ary account of the wanderings of this son Is 
given in the History. 1 know nothing cerUiln 
ai)out him, except lliat he sold, Aug. 81, 1753, 
then crtlling himself •* coaster," Innd near Har- 
bor Swamp ; and that he liad the following chil- 
dren—David, born Nov. 10, 1724 ; Roliert, Jan, 
1«, 1727; Nchemlah, Oct. .no, 1720, die<| Nov. 
211, l7a(J; Jonathan, Mar. 18, I7.3;i,dlcd Dec 16, 
17,So; Anna, Nov. 10, 1735, died Dec. 3, 1730; 
Joseph, Apr. 1, 1738; Heujamin, Imptized July 
27, 1740; and James, Apr. 8, 1743, the only one 
of the sons for whom I can And a wife; pre- 
suming 1dm to be the same who married %Sarah 
Marshall, March 20, 1772. IJenJiimin, wllliout 
doubt, *' died abroad at sea" In 1703, as stated 
in the Journal of Rev. Samuel Chandler. 

Kbcuczer Pool married Kllzabcth, daughter 
of Joshua Norwood, Jan. 30, 1724, and died of 
small-pox In May, 1779, aged about eighty. She 
died In Sept., 1775, aged about seventy. He 
was one of a company who, in 1743, had liber- 
ty to build a wharf at the Whirlpool, so called ; 
and also so much of Bear Skin Neck as would 
be sufllcient to set a warehouse on. In 1750 
he was one of the Selectmen :— the first ft-om 
Sandy Ray after that section was incorporated 
as a separate parish. Ills children were— Eb- 
enezcr, born Apr. 13,1725; Elizabeth, Apr. 13, 
1727, married aTrask; Francis, June P), 1721); 
Stephen, Aug. 14, 1781; Lucy, Feb. 20, 1734; 
Lucy, again, and Moses, June 30, 1730, the last 
of whom died Apr. 8, 1738 ; John, baptized Dec. 
8, 1738 ; Miriam, born Oct. 10, 1742 ; and Mary, 
Mar. 19, 17i8, who niaiTicd Jolin Kozur of Ncw- 
buryport. Lucy msirned David Tarr. The old- 
est son, KI>oiic/.cr, manied Martha Tarr, Oct. 
30, 1740, and died Nov. 20, 1751. Ills daughter 
Martim was baptized Sept, 0, 1747, and died Oct. 
9, 1748. Another Martha was liaptizcd Nov. 13, 
1748, and a daughter Miriam, Aug. 11, 1751; 
who wit lion t doubt were the grand-daughters 
Martiia Ilarrlman and Miriam Jcwctt, mention-

ed in the will of the elder Ebenezcr. The wid- 
ow married John Hobson, Jr.,and removed with 
him to Rowley, where probably her two daugh- 
ters married. Francis Pool was intending mar- 
riage with I^is Story of Ipswich, Aug. 22, 1752, 
who died his wife In 1770, and with Margaret 
Somes, Dec. 22, 1770. He died April 21, 1804, 
aged seventy-live ; leaving a large estate. The 
town records have the birth of his son Ebene- 
zer, Feb. 12, 1768, without doubt the Capt. Eb- 
enezcr who died Sept. 17, 1801), nged fifty -six; 
and the records of the fifth church give the 
baptisms of Lois, Moses, David, Esther, Na- 
than, Sandi, Aaron, Solomon, and Solomon, 
again, all by his first wife; and of P>ther by 
the second. Rut there must have been also by 
the first, Francis, who was killed In the battle 
of Riinker 1 1 111, and anothcT Francis by the sec- 
ond, who died Feb. I, 1843, aged fiHy-ulne. I 
know not that cither Moses or Davlil was mar- 
ried, but five of the brothers ccrtalidy were, and 
eiK'h had children. Nathan died before 1801 ; 
Aaron, died Jan. 8, 1845, aged seventy-seven; 
and Solomon died Dec. 6, 1841, nged seventy. 
Stephen, next son of the first Ebenezer, mar- 
ried Judith Grover, July 29, 1754, and died Dec. 
20, 1813, nged eighty-two. She died July 2, 
1822, aged eighty-four. The town reconls give 
the births of Ids first two children— Judith and 
Patience, to whom the fifth church records add 
Stephen, Edmund, Betty, Moses, William, Ret^ 
ty, William, Joseph, and Sally. To this large 
number I must add one more— Ebenezer, dea- 
con and otherwise prominent at Sandy Bay, 
bom, says his grave-stone, Sept. 8, 1704, and 
died May 30, 1842, aged seventy-eight. He left 
a son Ebenezcr, the venerable local antiquary 
of his native village, still living far advanced 
beyond four score years of age. Stephen, old- 
est son of Stephen Pool, dle<l Aug. 11, 1819, 
aged sixty-two. Abigail, his wife, died June 
11, 1840, aged eighty-three. I know not how 
many of the other sons married; Edmund and 
Moses probably did. The latter is supposed to 
be the same who came to a sad end In the woods, 
May 1 1 , 18 10. John, the next and youngest son 
of the first Ebenezer, married Abigail Davis, 
Sept. 21, 1707, but survived the union only a 
short time. By his will of May 2, 1708, he left 
the whole of a small estate to his wife, who has- 
tened to share It with another husband by mar- 
rying John T^w, sojourner, Oct. 18, same year. 
Joshua, next son of the first John, married 
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Dollvcniiicc, proliahly daughter of George Olil- 
diugs, Dec. 28, 1726. The story of Ills acciden- 
tal death is told In the History. Ills widow 
married Samuel J^ne. His chl1di*eu were— 
Deliverance, born Mar. 13, 1727, married Joseph 
Gott ; Elizabeth and Sarah, May 2, 1720 ; Josh- 
ua, Oct. 10, 1730; Mary, (baptized Mercy) May 
31, 1732; Isaac, June 22, 1734; Mark, Mar. 31, 
1736, died June 2«, 1738 ; Esther, Mar. 10, 1738 ; 
and Mark, again, Oct. 0, 173!). Of the son Josh- 
ua 1 ciin only say that Mr. K. Tool informs me 
tliat it was not he, as the History states, who 
was lost in the ship Tempest, but Joshua son 
of Mark. Mark married Deborah 'I'arr, April 
15, 17G0. His children, as given in the records 
of the flflh church, were — Deborah, Joshua, 
Esther, Olive, Lucy, Mark, Lois, and a second 
Joshua. The son Mark was the Capt. Mark 
Pool who died July 14, 1808, aged thirty-six. 
If we could suppose that the brave soldier Mark 
had a wife at seventeen, the baptisms in our 
flrst church records of Joseph, April 24, 1757, 
and of Oliver, Aug. 29, 1769, sous of Mark Pool, 
might reasonably be assigned to him. 

Caleb, fifth son of John Pool, married Mar- 
tha iiorcman of Jpswlch, March 28, 1727. She 
died Dec. 23, 1700, and he next nnirried Sarah 
Howe of Ipswich, Aug. 4, 17G1, who died Feb. 
20, 1770. It is said that he had a third wife, 
sister of the second, who died about the time 
of his own death, of small pox, of which dis- 
ease he dl(Hl May 17, 1770. He was a deacon 
of the ilfth church. The probate records give 
tlie inventory of his property, *' in silver mon- 
ey at Os 8d per oz.," £755, consisting chielly of 
real estate. His children were — John, born 
June 27, 1728, died March 21, 1738; Caleb, 
Aug. 30, 1730, died May 24, 1734 ; Josiah, Aug. 

4, 1732, died March 12, 1738; Martha, July 7, 
1734, died March 5,1738; Ann, Feb. 7, 1737, 
died March 28, 1738; Lucy, March, 1739, died 
July 23, 1808; Ann, baptized Aug. 80, 1741; 
Caleb, August, 1748; Martha, Aug. 17, 174C; 
John, March 4, 1750; and Abraham, bom Oct. 

5, 1765. The son Caleb married Lucy, daugh- 
ter of Deacon Nathl Haskell, and grand daugh- 
ter of Rev. John White, and died in 1815. She, 
I suppose, was the widow Lucy Pool who died 
Sept. 28, 1887, aged eighty-seven, lie was of- 
ten a selectman and was otherwise, without 
doubt, a usefkil citizen. In the latter years of 
his life, the ^^ signs, wonders and visions," by 
which God spoke to him for many years, and 



of which he talked much and wrote some, 
caused him to be regarded, in the general opin- 
ion of his townsmen, as a man of unsound 
mind; but *^ a certain tendency to Insanity,*' 
according to high authority, *' has always at- 
tended the opening of the religious sense la 
men." The children of this Caleb were— Ca- 
leb, who had a wife Kebecca and several chil- 
dren ; Nathaniel, father, I presume, of Nathan- 
iel, a farmer of Rockport, who graduated at 
Brown University in 1853; Hannah, who mar- 
ried Deacon Isaac Patch ; Lucy, who married 
MaJ. Fmncis Norwood ; Martha, who married, 
fli*st, Capt. William Parsons, and, next, Sanmel 
Caswell; and Lois, who married Jabez Tarr. 
John, next son of Deacon Caleb Pool, married 
widow Anna Davis and had the following chil- 
dren, though not perhaps in the order here 
named : — Nancy, John, Sanmel, Martha IJore- 
man, Clarissa, Luclnda, Polly, and Henry, who 
was tlrowned near Thatcher's Island. Abra- 
ham, next and youngest son of Deacon Caleb 
Pool, married Mary Lufkin, Dec. 1, 1785. He 
died Feb. 1, 1841, aged seveuty-tlve. She died 
Oct. 5, 1855, aged eighty-nine. His children 
were — Josiah, Abraham Howe, Sally Ho\fe, 
William, Maria, Sophia, Joshua, ThankHd, 
and I^ls, all deceased. The only sons who 
married were Abraham II. and William. The 
former married Rachel, daughter of Job Tarr» 
and died May 4, 180O, aged seventy. William 
married Sophia, dauglit<!r of Jabez Tarr, and 
died Nov. 3, 1871, aged seventy-live. His wife 
died Feb. 14, 1867, aged seventy. While yet a 
young man he was cohmel of the Gloucester 
regiment of militia, and in later years made 
himself us<!ftd In teaching, in land surveying, 
and as clerk of his native town from its incor- 
poration to near the end of his life. Besides 
two daughters. Col. Pool left two sons : — Cal- 
vin W., who succeeded his father as town clerk 
of RockiM)rt, to whom I am Indebted for valu- 
able aid In preparing this account of his fam- 
ily; and Wellington, of Wcnham, of which 
town he is the clerk. 

John, next son of the flrst John, married 
Jemima Elweil, perhaps daughter of Isaac, 
Oct. 29, 1729. A gmvc stone In the parish 
burying ground at Rockport tells of Uie death 
of Jemima Pool, Feb. 12, 1760, aged IKly-siz. 
I supiK)se she was the wife of John Pool ; but 
the town records have the marrUige of a John 
Pool, who I think must have been the one here 
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mentioned, to widow Vntiencc Grover, June a, 
1752. If so, a inistnkc In date ninj*t be sup- 
posed to nccount for the discrepnnry. lie died 
July 14, 17(»7; having made liln will on June 
22, preceding, In which he nuMitlous son Isaac, 
and daughterH Sarah, wire of John Howe, and 
Mercy. Ills Inventory shows real estate to 
the amount of £1493, and personnl £133. Ills 
children were — Jemima, born June 3, 1730, died 
May 6, 1737; John, Sept. 3, 1731, died June 7, 
1738; Sarah, Jan. 14, 1734, died May 31, 1738; 
Job, Feb. 8, 1730, died June 12, 1738; Jemima, 
Feb. 21, 1738, died May 0, 1738; Isimc, April 3, 
1731); Sarah, baptized Aug. 5, 1741; Mercy, 
Dec. 1(>, 1743; and Hannah, Jan'y, 174(>. Isaac 
married Olive, daughter of Kev. Ebenexer 
Clcaveland, Dec. r», 17r.r». Ills chihlreu, ac- 
cording to the records of the llfth church, were 
— John, Jendnia, Isaac, Isaac agnin, William 
ritts, Olive Clcaveland, Ebeuezer Clcaveland, 
and i^abby Stevens; all of whom. It Is sup- 
posed, were born In Sandy Kay, before the 
removal of the family to New Castle, Me., to- 
wards the end ol the last century. 

Concerning Ueturn I*ool, youngest son of the 
first John, I only know that, 17 March, 1745, 
then of Boston, cooper, he sold to his brother 
Kbcnc/.cr land at Sandy Hay that he InhcrlUMi 
from his father, the deed of which shows that 
he had a wife Martha. 

I am able to add here that Ilannnh, widow 
of Elder Jonathan Pool, died June 4, 1777, and 
that Jonathan second had the following chil- 
dren :—-Sally ; Hannah; Jonathan, who died 
unmarried July 2, 1847, aged seventy; Polly; 
Solomon, who died Aug. 4, 1865, aged seventy- 
four; and Joslah. No research tells when the 
father of these children died. 

The account here given of the ftimlly of this 
settler Is supposed to include all of his descen- 
dants of the first three generations, who lived 
In Gloucester and bore his name. Though 
many of later g<?ncnitl(MiM have endgrated, de- 
scendants of the name of Tool arc still numer- 
ous on Cai>c Ann. In the ** Directory " for 
ISr.O, tbirty-nvc In Uockport and eight in Glou- 
cester arc given. 

Thomas riiiNcic. — John, sou of this settler, 
was probably a soldier iu the Indism war of 
1075, and died, or left town, before 1679, when 
his brother Isaac r received a sold Id's lot at 
Kettle Cove which John was entitled to di-aw. 
U appears that Isaac dicil nnmarric<l IwTore 



17(Hi. Mary, the only tlaughter of Thomas 
l*rlnce, became first the second wife of Hugh 
Uowe, and next the second wife of Isaac El- 
wcll, and dh'd March 3, 1723, ag«;d slxty-flvc. 
The division of the estate of Thonuis Prince, 
jr., shows that he left the following children : 
— John, Edward, Isaac, Elizabeth, Sarah and 
Abigail. The latter married Sanmel Sable of 
Haverhill. John married Abigail, daughter of 
the first William Eilery, and, I think, took as 
a second wife, Aug. 7, 1740, Mary, widow of 
Elder James Sayward. Capt. John Prince had 
elglit children, of whom two were sons— John, 
who died In childhood, and Isaac. Ills daugh- 
ter Mary was the wife of Elder Philemon War- 
ner. Of Edward 1 know no more; and I learn 
nothing of Isaiu'., till, at the age of ffn-ty-sev- 
en, he becauie the third husband of Honor, 
daughter of Klchard Tarr. Two children by 
this marriage— Sarah and John, are recorded. 
The latter was probably the John Prince, Jr., 
who was inU'ndlng marriage with Mary Has- 
kell, Nov. 21), 1755, and had a daughter Mary 
baptized Aug. 27, 1758. He appears to have 
been one of the earliest settlers at New Glou- 
cester, Me. 

John I'iirx3iFRR.— The only other early sct- 
th»r of New Enghuul, of this name, was Hene- 
dlct Pulclfer of Ipswich, of whom our John 
may possibly have been the son. The History 
tells all I know about him, but I add here some 
further information regarding his descendants. 
His children were — John, born Nov. 17, 1G85, 
died Aug. 27, 1707; Joanna, Oct. 7, 1688; Ma- 
ry, April 8, 1691 ; Thomas, Feb. 10, 1693; Eb- 
euezer, July 20,1695; Mary, April 27, 1697; 
David, Jan. 9, 1701 ; and Jonathan, July 80, 
1704. Thomas died Sept. 27, 1778. Besides 
thrive daughters, the records give him sous — 
Thomas, Nathaniel and Samuel. Nathaniel, 
bom May 29, 1786, was a soldier In the French 
wars and lived to old age, but I know not the 
date of his death. His wife was Abigail Proc- 
ter, with whom he was Intending marriage 
Nov. 27, 1765. The records give him five 
daughters lu succession, and then four sons : — 
Nathaniel, Sanuiel, Epes Procter, and Isaac. 
Nathaniel died Dec. 25, 1865, aged eighty-six. 

A tradition was current some years ago, thaF\ 
a man of this family was one of a number of 
fishennen, who were taken ft*om two schoon- 
ers by Indians, at Sheepscot River, Me., In the 
early part of the last century. The IndlauM 
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fastened the men to stakes and then barbarous- 
ly tomahawked them all except Pulclfer, who 
was suffered to live, aud» aOer three moutlui' 
confluement among the savages, mode hjs es- 
cape and returned home to Glouccbter. Ills 
"inlnd was so much affected by the awAil sight 
of the murder of his companions, and his oth- 
er sufferings, that the mention of the word In- 
dian would throw him Into a paroxysm of fright. 
It is said that In one of these paroxysms he 
wandered about In the woods a week, having 
fled thither upon being told timtsome savages 
^were near In a boat. 

The children of Ebenezer were— John, Eb- 
cnezer, Stephen, Edmund, Joseph, Benjamin, 
and Ave daughters. David had, besides three 
daughters, an only son David, born Sept. 29, 
1731, who married Hannah Pulclfer of Brent- 
wood. N. II., and settled In Poland, Maine, 
where he Is sidd to have died at the age of 
ninety-two. The name Is still perpetuated In 
Gloucester by a few descendants of John, the 
first settler. 

Thomas Rigos.— Only one other person of 
this name, having a family. Is found by Mr. 
Savage among the early settlers oi' New Eng- 
land :— Edward, of Roxbury, 1G83. Thomas 
first appears in Gloucester at the date of his 
marriage to Mary, daughter of Thomas Millet, 
June 7, 1G58. Dec. 28, same year, he had a 
grant of six acres of npland lying at Little Riv- 
er, not Goose Cove, as In the History ; and, 
Oct. 7, lOGl, he bought of Coe and the Wakleys 
houses, gardens and home lots situated on the 
** south side of a salt water cove called (ioose 
Cove." There he lived a long and use Ail life, 
and there, and around that spot, hU descend- 
ants have continued to the present time. By 
grant and purchase he acquired several other 
lots of land ; and was at one time the largest 
Oj¥ncr in the common territory. Ills wife died 
Jan. 23, 1G96, aged flfty-flve; and he married, 
next, Elizabeth Frese, Oct. 80, IG06, who died 
June IG, 1722, aged about eighty. He died Feb. 
20, 1722, aged about ninety, as the town clerk 
records, though he was called thirty-two In 
1667. His children were— Mary, bom Mar. 6, 
1669, married BenJ. Haskell; Thomas, Jan. 28, 
1661, died soon; Sarah, Feb. 16, 1GG2, married 
John Tucker; Ann, April 27, 1G64, married 
Nathl Wharf; Tliomas, Dec. 7, 16GG; John, 
Feb. 27, 1609; Elizabeth, April 27, 1G72, mar- 
ried Ezekiel Collins; Abigail, Dec. 29, 1078; 



and Andrew, Jan. 8, 1G82. The sons of Thom- 
as Rlggs were farmers, and were not conspic- 
uous in public affairs. 

Thomas Rlggs, jr., married Ann Wheeler of 
Salisbury, Nov. 22, IG37, who died Sept. 28, 
1723, aged flfty-six. He next man led Eliza- 
beth Wood of Beverly, In 1724 ; who died May 
19, 1727, aged about flfly-nine. He probably 
bad a third wife, Rutli Dodge of Wenham, with 
whom he was Intending marriage Aug. 20, 1727. 
He died in Aug. 175G, aged eighty-nine years 
and eight months. His will, proved Oct. 18, 
following, provided that his wife Ruth should 
have the room in his dwelling house which she 
pleased to live In, and that his sons Aaron and 
Joshua should fUrnlsh for her every year, while 
she remained his widow, ten bushels of good 
Indian corn, two bushels of good malt, one 
hundred pounds of pork, one hundred pounds 
of beef, and Are- wood at the door ; also to keep 
for her use a good cow and six sheep. Four 
sons and six daughters are named In the will : 
Thomas, Moses, Aaron, Joshua, Mary Honey- 
buss, Abigail Elwell, Ann Richardson, Hannah 
Ad:nns« Saraii Mai-sh, and Lydia Davis. The 
latter was the wife of Solomon Davis, but she 
had previously been nmrried to Thomas Can- 
neby. The oldest son, Thomas, born Jan. 10, 
1090, married Sarah Lane, Dec. 17, 1713. She 
died Nov. 18, 1715, and he married, next, Sa- 
rah Hunt of Ipswich. Tlie records give him 
two diiughters, — Sarah and Hannah, a son 
Thomas who died in infancy, and a son James. 
1 know nothing more of this Thomas, except 
that he was dead In 1740. Moses, the next 
son, born Mar. 81, 1C98, nuirrled Mercy Cowcn, 
Mar. 19, 1727. According to the records he had 
the following children — Mercy, Tliomas, Moses 
and James; but he also had certainly a sou 
Aaron, and died before Aug. 17, 173(>, when the 
Inventory of his estate, amounting to less than 
£100, was presented at Probate Court. I sup- 
pose that Thomas, the oldest of these four 
brothers, was the same to whom the General 
Court allowed, March 10, 1758, " £2.0.8 In full 
for the half pay he was entitled to on his re- 
enllstlug In the service In the last Crown Point 
Expedition." Moses, the next brother, mar- 
ried Mary Etlery, Feb. 20, 1750, and Imd three 
sons— Moses, Benjamin, and James, of whom, 
or of the parents, I know little more. Benja- 
min, born Mar. 20, 1759, went In his boyhood 
to Westport, Me., became an active and sue- 
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ccssfnl business man, nnd died, at about eighty, 
quite wenlthy. Jnmes, next sou of the first 
Moses, died l)efore 1701, leaving no wife or 
child. Aaron, the youngest son, wns, without 
doubt, the Aaron Riggs, jr. who appears on the 
record as the father, by his wife Hacheh of a 
son Gowen, born Sept. 5, 1756, and Samuel, 
June 4, 1758; and the same Aaron who died 
Aug. 26, 1811. So also probably was the Ra- 
chel, who died Mar. 7, 1813, aged scventy-flve, 
Ills widow. Aaron, third son of the second 
Thomas, born Jan. 18, 1700, married Thoma- 
slne Wentworth of Dover, with whom his In- 
tention of mnniage was published July 18, 1724. 
She dlcfl Aug. 21, 1748, six days after the birth 
of her twelfth child. He next married, proba- 
bly 111 Oct., 1744, his cousin Anne Rlggs, daugh- 
ter of his uncle Andrew. She died Aug. 1, 
177.1, aged sixty-two, and he was Intending, at 
the age of seventy-four, to take for his third 
wife Abigail Rurnham. The Probate records 
call him housewrlght, and say that admlnlstra- 
tUm of his estate was granted to Aaron Itlggs, 
Oct. 6, 1780. If his death was then recent he 
must have lived to be nearly ninety. The re- 
cords give him three sons and thirteen daugh- 
ters, born In the following cinler :— Anna, Sa- 
rah, Lydia, Thomaslne, Mary, Ruth, Hannah, 
(died soon,) Martha, Wentworth, Hannah, 
again, Elizabeth, Aaron, (died soon.) Sarah, 
Dorothy, Aaron, again, and Judith. The son 
Wentworth married Elizabeth GlddlngN, Mar. 
26, 1761, and had the births of two daughters 
— Elizabeth and Thomaslne, recorded. Aaron 
was Intending nmrrlage with Martha Adams, 
May 20, 1775. She became his wife and the 
mother of his eight children, one of whom, 
Miss Aim Rlggs, Is still living. In her eighty- 
fifth year. Recomlng a widower at seventy- 
four, tills Aaron, like his fjithcr, iiicliiicd to 
marry again ; and therefore took to wife, about 
Sept., \HTA, Mrs. Polly Chikrs, widow nf John 
Oakcs, who was lost cm ('ashes' Lr<l;;«? In ihe 
great gale of IHOS. She died in Hockport, July 
i:i, lS(t5, over ninety- four years old. Mr. Kiggs 
died Sept. I.'i, 1R28. ngcd seventy-eight. Ue 
had a soji Wentwortli ; a son John, who died 
Dec. 1, I.*^'i2, aired seventy-one; uson .\ndrcw, 
who was a sailor in the U. S. Navy, and died 
somewhere on the lakes, about 1814, leaving 
sons who have been prominent business men 
in the town ; a son Joshua; and a son Thomas, 
wlio died Ainil 2, 1849, aged fifty-six.

Joshua, youngest son of the second Thomas, 
bom Feb. 26, 1707, married Experience Stan- 
wood, Oct. 23, 1735. lie was a farmer and Is 
supposed to have died about 1790. Tlic record 
gives him eleven children :— Susanna, Experi- 
ence, Joshua. Abraham, Mary, Ann, James, 
William, Mark, Martha, and Lucy. The son 
Joshua married Mary Griffin, and had a son 
Joshua, who was a sea-captain, and a son Sam- 
uel, who died April 23, 1846, aged seventy-six. 
Abraham married Elizabeth Rlggs and has the 
births of three children recorded, one of whom 
was Susanna; the same, I suppose, who mar- 
ried Epes Woodbury, and dietl at Folly Cove, 
Nov. 24, 1862, aged ninety-one. James was a 
ship-master, and married Mary, daughter of 
Rev. John Rogers, Feb. 9, 1773. Their only 
son James, a mate of a vessel, died In New Or- 
leans, about 1823, leaving a widow still living, 
In W^est Gloucester, at the advanced age of 
ninety-four. 

John, son of the first Thomas, married Ruth 
Wheeler, Jan. 1, 1690. He died Jan. 12 or 18, 
1748. The date of her death Is not known, nor 
Is his second marriage recorded, but the settle- 
ment of his estate shows that he left a widow 
Dorothy. She made her will, Feb. 10, 1758, 
then living In Topsfleld; but In It nuikcs no 
mention of the children of John Hlggs. Ills 
children were— Ruth, bom Nov. 4, 1690, mar- 
ried James I>ane, and died Aug. 18, 1711 ; John, 
Mar. 22, 1692; Jeremiah, Oct. 6, 1694; Mary, 
June 30, 1696, married John Lane ; Comfort, 
May 3, 16t)8, married Thomas Cotton of I'orts- 
mouth, N. I!.; Jonathan, died Jan. 19, 1700; 
Jonathan, born Dec. 20, 1700 ; Abigail, Sept. 10, 
1702, nmrrled Nath*l I^w of Ipswich, and died 
Aug. 6, 1774; ]{achel, Aug. 30, 1704. nmnied 
Thomas Lufkln of Ipswich; Elizabeth, June 
26, 1707, married Daniel Hill of Newbury; and 
Ruth, again, Feb. 16, 1713, married Adam Well- 
man. The ohh\st. son, John, married Abigail 
Colt, wIh) tiled Mar. 31, I7JI3; and he next mar- 
ried Abigail Tucker, Mar. 3, 1734. He died In 
July or August, 1736. Acconling to the reconl 
his children were— Abigail ; John ; John, again ; 
Ruth; Martha; Comfort; and JerenAdi. Of 
the latter, 1 know no more. John, bom Aug. 
81, 1723, married Susanna Collins, June 17, 1746. 
He had deceased In 1748; leaving an only son 
Nathaniel. Jeremiah, next sou of the first 
John, married Rachel Haskell, Dec. 81, 1716, 
and had Rachel, WheehT, Joseph, and Hutli 
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Imrn here, before his removal to Kiiliiioiith, Me. 
JoiDillinii, youngest sou of the Ihst John, \h 
found on the recoiils i\s the father of Jonathan, 
Mary, Jenihna, anil Ituth, by his wife Mary; 
anil next appears on his nuirrlagc to Sarah 
Phlps, Dec. 18, 1742. The children of this un- 
ion were — John, Sandi, Susan, another John, 
Comfort, Ablnieleeh, and llachel; of none of 
whom, or of the parents, can I say more. 

Andrew, youngest son of the llrst Thomas, 
married Maiy Uichardson, Jan. 24, 1701. It is 
certain that he 11 veil to very old age, but there 
is no record of his death, or that of his wife, 
llis children wore— Mary, born April 24, 1705; 
Elizabeth, Feb. C, 1707 ; William, Jan. 23, 1709 ; 
Anna, Jan 11, 1711; Joseph, Sept. 20, 1713; 
Margai*et,Feb.4, 171G; I'atlence, Sept. 4, 1718; 
George, Feb. 22, 1721 ; and Anna, again, July 
13, 1724. The oldest son, William, married 
Mary lIdton,Nov. 12, 1734, and had the follow- 
ing children:— William, Esther, Sai*ah, and 
Jeremiah. The inventory of hl#< estate, con- 
taining one item only — a third of a wood lot, 
valued at £5.5s, was placed on record Jan. 21, 
1747. Joseph, brother of the preceding, mar- 
ried rrlsclllu Allen, Oct. 25, 1738, who died In 
1750. It appears that he was next married to 
Sarah Demerit in 1701, and again, to Mary 
Greculeaf in 17G1. The records give him four 
children— Prlscllla, Anna, Mary, and Joseph; 
and I can say no more of the father or his oif- 
sprlng, unless the son Joseph was the same who 
married Sandi Smith, Nov. 23, 1772. George, 
youngest son of Andrew, married Rachel El- 
well. Feb. 1, 1744. No record tells the dcjith of 
either; but he Is said to have died about 1798. 
Ills chlldi-en were— Timothy, who died young; 
Ellztd>eth; Rachel; George; Elizabeth, again ; 
Timothy, again ; Mary; Samuel; Martha; and 
Asa. The last named sou died Mar. 10, 1821, 
aged sixty-one. 

The David Riggs mcutloucd in the History 
as a soldier in the French wars of the last cen- 
tury, was an illegitimate son of the second 
John. He was a servant of Isaac Allen, and 
enlisted in the Crown Toint Ex|>edition of 1755, 
from wlilch he never returnetl; having died 
near Lake George, aged about twenty. 

In this account of the family of this settler 
is given, with some repetition from the His- 
tory to nuike It completis all of his descendants 
of the llrst three generations, known to mc as 
natives of Gloucester and bearing his mime. 



In the Directory for 1 8(19 eleven of this name 
are given, seven of whom had their homes on 
or near the spot where their emlgiiint ancestor 
settled and lived so many years. 

John Romcins.— Of the numerous families of 
this name among the early settlei's of New Eng- 
land, menlloncd by Mr. Savage,! Ilnd no one U> 
which our John can be so ivasonably assigned 
as that of Robert of Ipswich. The children 
of John, as given In the town records, were — 
Nathaniel, born Mar. 20, 1079; John, Dec. 12, 
lOHO; Samuel, Mar. 25, 1085; Thouuis, Aug. 2, 
1087; Ebenezer, Jan. 22, 1090; Mary, Oct. 28, 
109G; and Job, Mar. 19, 1701. To these the 
records of the llrst church add Susanna, Wil- 
liam, and Elizjibeth, a.s •M)aptized before 1703." 

Nathaniel, oUle^t son of John, Is supposed to 
have nnirrled Mary Biles of Beverly, with whom, 
according to Ihe recoixis of that town, he was 
Intending marriage Apr. 0, 1707. Tlie birth of 
his son Jonathan is recorded hei*e, March 28, 
1708; but prol>id)ly he soon removed to Bever- 
ly, of which place he was certtdnly an Inhabi- 
tant some years later. 

The children of the second John were— Ben- • 
Jandn, born Dec. 2, 1703 ; Tatlence, Mar. 9, 1707, 
died Dec. 24, 1713; Suumel, Feb. 25, 1710, died 
Aug. 2, 1727; John, April 20, 1714; rallencc, 
again, Dec. 2, 1715; and Ephralm, Nov. 5, 1721. 
Benjamin, the oldest son, married Ruth Maitin, 
Dec. 17, 1728, and had William, who died soon, 
Mary, Judith, Sanutei, Joshua, Benjandn, Ruth, 
and William, again ; of not one of whom can I 
say more, unless William, l>orn July 15, 1744, 
be the stune who was Intending nmrrhige with 
Mary Davis, Nov. 20, 1703. John, son of the 
second John, married Mary I^ine, Nov. 13, 1735. 
The records give him the following chiidi-en : — 
David, bom 8, died 9 Aug., 1730 ; Comfoit, Aug. 
8, 1737, died same day ; Sandi ; Ellplialet ; I^vl ; 
Hannah; John; and Sarah, agidn. The sou 
Levi married Susanna, widow of Caleb Lincoln, 
and daugiiter, probably of Capt. Charles Byles, 
Oct. 25, 1774. She died Nov. 18, 1830, aged 
ninety-three. Ephralm, youngest son of the 
second John, married Dolly Francis, who was 
from Medford, June 7, 1737. His children were 
—Patience, who died soon ; Ephralm ; Nathan ; 
and Dolly. 

The date of nuirrlagc of Samuel, son of the 
first John, Feb. 27, 1707, Is given In the rticonl.**- 
but the wife's name Is not found, nor arc any 
children recorded to him. 
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Of Tlioni.MS, !li<; next Hon, iiotlilii/i; Is Icnrncd, 
except tli(j ilntc of Ills birth. 

Khciiozer, liiul n. wife Snrali, by whom three 
chllclrcn,— Saiiiuel, Ebciiezer, and Sarah, were 
born to hlni here before his removal to Fal- 
mouth, Me. In that place he had two more— 
William and Vinson. The son Samuel died In 
childhood. Kbenczer, Jr., born Dec. 13,1717, 
married Mary KInnlcwm of Gloucester, June 7, 
1737, and had a son William born, In Falmouth, 
Mar. 15, 1738. 

William, son of the first John, was probably 
the William Roberts, who, by his wife Sarah, 
had a son Job born in Falmouth, Mar. 14, 1721. 
If so, he nmst have gone In advance of the 
other Gloucester people who removed to that 
place; and he probably dh'd before they Rot 
Ihere, or returned and died hen* soon : for the 
Trobale Hecoi-ds show that Sarah H<ilM»rts pre- 
sented nccomit of adndnistndion of her hus- 
band William, May 17, 1725. In It mentlcm Is 
matle of a bed sohl atCasco Hay. and of brlnj;- 
luR up a young child. 

rersons of this name have never been nu- 
merous In town; but It Is still borne here by 
descendants of the first settler, two of wliom 
reside In the section of the town where he first 
ma<le his home. 

AnuAiiAM UoHiNsoN.— I cau give no addi- 
tional Information In regard to this settler ; and 
concerning his son, Abraham, who.sc life tradi- 
tion lengthened to one hundred and two years, 
I can only add that I have found the year of his 
birth. In a dcpoKltiou, given Feb. 20, 1722, he 
calls himself seventy-seven years old : showing 
that he was born lu 1G44, or corly In 1G45. The 
latest date to wldcli I can trace him is March, 
1730, when Deborah, widow of Joseph York, 
had setoff to heroue-third partx)f a house and 
land :it Knstrrn Toinl, to l)e for lu i m cr 

the dcccai^c of Abraham Uoi)luson, sen. The 
History omits the ftill date of bii'th of Ids rhil- 
dreii, and I therefore give It here : Mary, Aug. 
20, l*;(Sn ; Sarah, Sept. 17, 1(;71 ; Elizabeth, Sept. 
12, 1G73; Abigail, Jan. 4, 1G75; Abraham, Oct. 
15, 1G77; Andrew, Oct. 2, 1G79; Stephen, Dec. 
0, 1G81; Ann, April 12, 1G.S4; Dore.ns, July 27, 
1G8G; Dehorah,Oct.. 12, nws; Uannnh, Jan. 27, 
IGDl, died Aug. 13, 1717; and Janc,Oct. 13, 1C1>3. 
The son .ibraham had by his two wives eleven 
cldldren, of whom six were sons :— Abraham, 
Sanniet, Andrew, John, Jonathan, and David, 
of whom the first three married in town. Tho 



ohlest of these, Abraham, born Feb. 1, 1701, 
married Lydia Day, Nov. 28, 1728. She died 
July 1, 177!). The date of his death is not 
known. He also had a great nundjer of chil- 
dren :— six sous and six daughters. The sons 
were— Abraham, .Jonathan, Matthew, Ezeklel, 
DanieK and Peter; of whom 1 find but three 
who married in town : Jonathan, born Aug. 30, 
1733, 1 suppose to be the same who was intend- 
ing marriage with Sarah Annls, Nov. 24, 1758. 
No child is recorded to him, but, besides tho 
son Jonathan who died In 1843, It is said that 
lie had sons Abndiam and Isaac, and daughters 
Mary, Esther, and Anne. Ezeklel Uoblnson, 
l)orn Nov. IG, 1737, married Abigail Pierce, Juno 
2G, 17G(), wiio died in July, 17G2. His next wife 
was Abigail Tarliox, with whom he was Intend- 
ing marrl:ige Dec. 8, I7GI. He wits taken by a 
ilrltlsh ship of war in 1777, while ix^tnrning 
from a trailing voyage to Virginia, and carried 
to Halifax, N. S., wlicre he died the same year. 
Ills son Ezeklel, born Nov. 15, 1770, went in his 
boyhood to live with his uncle Tarbox, in Maine. 
He married Eunice Badgerof Windham, at New 
Gloucester, Sept. 4, 1794. After 1803, he llvec^ 
In Gardiner, where he died Dec. 7, 18GG» ageti 
clghty-slx. Ills wife died there Nov, 9, 1848^ 
aged seventy. His son Thomas B. was, lu 1859» 
a Baptist ndnister In Kenduskcag, Me., and an« 
otlicr son, Ezeklel, was a Methodist luiulster 
and had been several years a Presiding Elder; 
and Francis Ashbury, son af the latter, was 
then a professor in Ucadfleld Semluary, WIN 
Ham, son of the first Ezeklel, died in the West 
Indies of yellow fever. Daniel, another son» 
was living In 1859, In Gardiner, where he edit* 
ed the ** Maine Farmer's Almanac.*' Daniel 
Bobinson, boru In 1744, married Mary Quetvlllc, 
July 12^ 17G7^ and this Is all 1 can say of him. 

Samuel, sou of the third Abraham, born Sept. 
15, 1706, married Elizabeth Llttlefleld, Feb. 8, 
1728. He probably died about 1784. Besides 
four daughters, he luid sons Sanmel, James^ 
John, BcDjamln, and Andrew ; of whom the first 
three appear to have married In town. Samuel 
lived In Town Parish, and died In August, 1816^ 
oged eighty-four. 

Andrew, third son of the third Abndiam, boru 
Nov. 16, 1710, married Martha Gardner, Jan. 1, 
1736. To hira were bom in succession flvo 
sons, — two Andrews, Jonathan, Henry, and 
John ; and then a daughter Martha. I fln<l tho 
marrlago of Jonatban only, supposing |)Im to 
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be tho siunc who married Anna Batting, Jan. 
10, 17G5. lie wuti born April 21, 1742, and was, 
I think, the Jonathan who died Jan. 80, 1821. 
Jonathan and liis wife Anna had a son Jona- 
than, who died July 8, 1842, aged seventy-eight ; 
an old Grand Banlc skipper. Two other sons, 
Andrew and John, are said to have died in 
Havana, of yellow fever, about 1800. 

Of famous Capt. Andrew Robinson, second 
son of the second Abraduim, the IlLstory fiivcs 
a large account, to which 1 have nothing to add. 

The children of Stephen, youngest son of the 
second Abraham, were — two sons Imrn dead, a 
daughter that died in infancy, a daughter Mary, 
and three sons: — Stephen, Smith, and Jere- 
miah. Stephen, born July 11. 1709, married 
Mary Clark, Feb. 29, 1730, and had a daughter 
San\h, born Aug. 9, 1731 ; and a sou Stephen, 
baptized Sept. 12, 1731). lie may have removed 
to Marblehead, as administnition of the estate 
of a Stephen, late of that place, was granted 
to his widow Maiy, Jan. 23, 1740. The son 
Stephen was probably the same who was in- 
tending marriage with Eunice Clark, Feb. 22, 
1755, and wilh Rachel Lurvey, June 29, 175G. 
I tlud neither the 1)irlh or baptism of any child 
of his, but I suppose that Stephen, who died 
Oct. 20, 1829, aged sixty-nine, was his son. 
Jerendah R(>l)inson, son of the flrst Stephen, 
born July 10, 1719, married Elizabeth Lufkln, 
Nov. 5, 1741. The chief employment of his 
life was that of grave-tllgger at the old bury 
ing-ground. In that he was engaged from 1 74 1 
till about the close of the century, when, after 
an old age of poverty, he was himself laid at 
rest where he had deposited so many of his 
fellow-mortals. The records give him three 
cliildren— Elizabeth, Jeremiah and Hannah, to 
whom I can add one more— Sarah Smith, who 
married Sanmel Davis. Perhaps she was the 
Mrs. Sandi Davis who died in June, 18:i8, aged 
eighty-four. Tlic son Jeremiah, born Apr. 24, 
1747, married Molly Collins, April 17, 1770. 
Thoy both died within a week, about 1776, to- 
gether with an infant daughter who was bu- 
ried in her mother's arms. This last Jeremiah 
left a sou Jeremiah, born In 1773, who became 
a seaman. When a young roan ho returned 
borne sick firom a voyage to the West Indies, 
and died at the house of his aunt Sarah. Pol- 
ly, his sister, born Jan. 12, 1771, married, fli-st, 
John Oakes of Sandy Bay, who was lost at sea 
In 1808, and, next, Aaron Riggs; and died in 



Rock|M>rt, a few years ago, at a great age. A 
visit to this venerable woman, which I nmde In 
i8Gl, when her mental faculties were wonder- 
fully preserved, failed to elicit anything to add 
weight to the traditionary account of the de- 
scent of her family from Rev. John Robinson, 
or to conflrni the story of tlie remarkable lon- 
gevity of her grandfather's grandfather, .Abra- 
ham Robinson. 

Descendants of this settler, l>earing the name, 
have never been numerous in (jloncester, and 
the number at the present time does not prob- 
ably exceed a dozen. 

John Rowk.— It would be gratifying to know 
what it was that so much disturbed the peace 
of this settler. The evidence of his disquiot, 
alluded to in the History, Is furnished by the 
Quarterly Court Recoixls, which inform us that 
he was presented, June 20, 1C5G, ** for saying 
if his wife were ott' his ndnd he would set his 
house on tire and run away by ye liglit and ye 
devil should take ye farme ; and speaking the 
same a second time, added, that he would live no 
longer among such a company of hell-hounds.'* 
The presentment was acknowledged in a writ- 
ing presented at Ctmrt, and he was lined twen- 
ty shillings and sentenced to make a confessitm 
at the next town meeting in Gloucester. I And 
no earlier New Knghind home fur him than Glou- 
cester. The inventoi-y of his estate amounted 
to f205.lC.IO. His widow Bridget, married 
Wdliani Colman, Nov. 11, l(Ui2, antl dUil May 
2, imK 

The first wife of the second John, Mary Dick- 
inson, was probably tlie Mary Rowe, daughter 
of Joh.i Dickinson of Salisbury, mentioned in 
the will of the latter. Dec. 27, 1083. She died 
April 25, 1G84, and he next married Sept., 1G84, 
Sarah Redlngton, who was, without doubt, the 
Sarah Ri>we, called daughter of Abraham RihI- 
Ington of Hoxford, In his will of Oct. 14, lGti3. 
She died Feb. 15, 1701. His children were— 
John, born April C, 1GG5, died Nov. 18, 1C90, 
probably unmarried; James, Dec. 25, IGGG, a 
graintee of a six acre lot at the Cai>c In 1(^88. 
but I learn no more of him; Thomas, Nov. 2G, 
1G(;8; Mary, Fcl>. 11, 1G70; Elizabeth, May 2], 
1678 ; Stephen, Nov. 20, 1G75 ; Samuel, Mar. 20, 
1078; Ebenezer, Aug. 19, 1080, died Sept. 24, 
1092 ; Andrew, Dec. 31,1083, died Aug. 15, 1700; 
Rcnjamin, Aug. 1, died Oct. 24, 1085; Sarah, 
Mar. 28, 1087, died Aug. 21, 1700; John, Dec. 20, 
1091, died Aug. 29, 1700; and Rebckah, July 21, 
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lfi94. The Ron Thomofl innrrled Samh Brown. 
Jan. 8, 1696, and died April 6, 1700, leaving no 
known issue. Steplien married Martha Low, 
July 6, 1699, who died Dec. 4, 1718, aged about 
thirty-nine; and he next married Elizabeth 
Cumey, Nov. 6, 1721, and died April 28, 1781. 
His widow is said to have attained great age. 
The children of the two marriages were— Su- 
sanna, Saruh, Stephen, Martha, Sarah again, 
John, Stephen ogaln, Elizabeth, John again, 
Thomas, Joseph, Benjamin, David and Jona- 
than. Eleven of these children were living 
when their i^thcr died. Susanna married Wil- 
liam Mlllbury, Aug. 19, 1717; Martha married 
Benjamin Boynton, Nov. 29, 1728; Sarah mar- 
ried John Winnery, Dec. 7, 1786. Stephen, 
born Dec. 25, 1709, married Mercy Day, per- 
haps daughter of John, Dec 18, 1731. The town 
n*conl8 have the birth of his daughter Mercy, 
whodicil soon ; and the baptism of Mary, daugh- 
ter of Stephen Rowc, June 10, 1750 is found in 
the records of the lli-st church. John, the next 
son, bom June 28, 17 14, married Mary, probably 
daughter of Jabez Baker, of Sandy Bay, Nov. 11, 
178G. She died about 1752, and he next mar- 
ried Abigail Langaford, June 16, 1752, who died 
of small pox, Dec. 15, 1779. He died Oct. 2, 
1781. The History tells of the military distinc- 
tion of this flimily. Tlie town records give 
him, by both wives, ten children ; but by the 
last there were five or six more, it is said ; and 
certainly Isaac, bom Dec. 81, 1761, a revolu- 
tionary pensioner, who died Jan. 2, 1852. Five 
of the children recorded were sons :— John, the 
Bunker Hill captain ; two of the name of Jabez, 
of which the lost, bora July 26, 1740, married 
in Sandy Bay, and died about 1816, leaving de- 
scendants there ; and two Ebcnezers, the last of 
whom, bom Aug. 13, 1750, removed to George- 
town, Me., and Is thought to have died there 
al)ont 1887. 

Samuel, son of the first John, married Dor- 
cas Ingcrsol, Jan. 2, 1709, and, besides three 
danghters— Dorcas, Judith, and a second Dor- 
cas, had sons—Samuel, James, Jonathan, and 
Andrew; the hist of whom died in childhood. 
Jnmcs only, so fiir as I know, left dcsccmlnnts 
in town. He was bom Oct. 81, 1715, and mar- 
ried Abigail Rowe, Feb. 28, 1736. The oldest 
of his seven children, James, bom Mar. 2, 1788, 
married Elizabeth Sanders, Dec. 10, 1761, and 
died Mar. 26, 1819. I know not how many chil- 
dren he had, but certainly James, l>om Apr. 26, 
17 



1762, who married Betsey Marsh, Sept. 9, 1784, 
and was lost, with all his shipmates, on a voy- 
age to the Grand Bank in 1786, a few months 
before the birth of his only son, James, the old 
sea-captain who died Mar. 17, 1870, aged eighty- 
three. Hugh, the other son of the first John, 
died Dec. 11, 1696. His widow became the sec- 
ond wife of Isaac El well, and died Mar. 8, 1728, 
aged sixty-five. His children were— Rachel, 
bom Nov. 10, 1668, married Samuel Day ; Ruth, 
June 26, 1671, married Nath*l Day; Mary, Feb. 
5, 1678, married Ezekiel Day; Margaret, Sept. 
26, died Dec. 2, 1675; Abigail, Dec. 19, 1677, 
married James Hardy; Abraham, Apr. 26, 1C80, 
married Bethiab Elwell, Jan. 17, 1706, and died 
July 8, 1706, a few months after the death of his 
only child, an inlhnt; Isaac, Oct. 13, 1682, died 
July 23, 1723, leaving no known wife or child; 
Jacob, June 17, 1685; Joseph, May 19, 1687; 
Benjamin, Nov. 9, 1690; and Martha, June 18, 
1G96. To these should be added, as shown in 
the settlement of the mother's estate, a daugh- 
ter Mary, who married Richard Langsford. The 
son Jacob married Mary Cumey, Jan. 7, 1718, 
and died of small -pox in 1780. His children 
were— Jacob, who died in infoncy ; Mary ; and 
Jacob, again. Joseph, brother of the preced- 
ing, married Abigail Smith, Sept. 8, 1712. Be- 
sides a daughter Abigail, he had sons— Joseph, 
Job, and Abraham ; the last of whom died in 
childhood. Joseph, bom Dec. 9, 1712, 1 sup- 
pose to be the same who married Sarah Day, 
Nov. 26, 1787, and removed to Newbury, with 
six children, in 1754. One of these children, 
Zebulon, born here in 1744, was, without doubt, 
the Capt. Zebulon Rowe, who, according to 
the Newbury records, was paid by that town 
for service in the revolutionary war. Of 
Benjamin, youngest son of Hugh, I leara no 
more. 

Of the descendants of this settler, all known 
to me c ' the first throe generations, who bore 
his name, are included in this account. Mr. 
Savage finds a few others of this name among 
the early settlers of New England, but I doubt 
if the descendants of any one of them, if of all 
together, are more numerous than those of John 
of Gloucester. Fifty-three nmles bearing it, in 
Gloucester and Rockport, may be counted in 
the Directory for 1869. 

William Sarobnt.- I can odd nothing to 
what the History tells of this settler. The ftiU 
date of birth of each of his childi'cu, there omit- 
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ted, is here givcn,~JobD, March 18, 1G53 ; An- 
drew, Dec. 8/1656; William, Aug. IG, 1G58; 
Samuel, Mar. 22, 16G0; Nathauiel, Oct. 80. died 
Nov. 7, 1668; Abigail, May 8, 1666; Nathauiel, 
ogalD, May 28, 1671; Joseph, Mar. 27, 1676; 
and Mary, Nov. 24, 1678. Abigail was twice 
married :— first, to William Stevens, aud, next, 
to Nathaniel Colt, and died Jan. 8, 1710. 

John Sargent had, Jan. 4, 1674, a grant of 
land on the westerly side of Squam River ** over 
against" his father's house. He afterwards 
hud other grants In that vicinity, and seems to 
have made his home in that section of the town. 
He lost his life in the public service, as narrat- 
ed in the History, in 1710; and, twenty-five 
years afterwards, his heirs received a grant of 
two hundred acres of Province land in consid- 
eration thereof. His five sons were,— John, 
Thomos, Andrew, David and Joseph ; of whom 
three appear to have married In town. John, 
bom Jan. 29, 1688, married Bethiah Davis, Dec. 
28, 1714. By her he hod three chlldren-~John ; 
David, who died soon ; and Bethiah, who mar- 
ried Josiah Ingersoll. He had a second wife, 
Mary, widow of William King, to whom he was 
married Oct. 26, 1788 ; and by her had three 
more children — Thomas ; Abigail, who married 
William Presson ; and David, who died soon. 
The father died about 1764, aged about seventy. 
His son John, bom Aug. 18, 1720, married Abi- 
gail Parsons, Dec. 4, 1744, and died in less than 
three years, leaving a small estate which was 
divided between his widow ond his father. 
Thomas, the other son, born Oct. 19, 1789, Is said 
to have gone In early life on some military ex- 
pedition with Dr. Rea of Danvers. Upon his 
return home he married Lucy, daughter of Wil- 
lUm Haskell, of West Parish, ond settled in 
that part of the town ns a doctor, where. It is 
said, he was much employed In cases of com- 
mon sickness. Ho confined himself chiefly to 
the root and herb practice, though he resorted 
much to the use of millipedes, better known by 
the homely name of sow-bugs ; which, strange 
w It may seem, were contained in the materia 
medica of the regular practitioners till a compar- 
atively recent period. Dr. Sargent died Aug. 
29, 1828, in his eighty-ninth year. His wife 
Lucy bore him nine children and died. He next 
married Jemima, daughter of Deacon Nathaniel 
Haskell, who added eight mora, and died in her 
ninety-third year. Several of the childi*en died 
young. Abimelech, the oldest son, died in Port- 



land, to which place he had gone as the pilot of 
a vessel. Dudley married Hannah, daughter 
of Rev. Daniel Fuller and settled In Newbury- 
port. Roger died young In New Orleans. Ben- 
jamin went to Sedgwick, Me. and there died. 
Oliver settled in Orland, Me., and a son George 
Washington also settled in Maine. Another 
Roger was drowned oft' Eastern Point, by the 
upsetting of a boat. Five of the daughters of 
Dr. Sargent were married; of whom two, Mrs. 
Knowlton and Mrs. Rust, are still living, at the 
venerable age of eighty-five and elghty-tlireo, 
respectively ; and It is pretty safe to say that 
they are the only two living sisters who are 
great, great, grand-children of one of the first 
settlers of Gloucester. Thomas, next son of 
the fii*8t John, born May 9, 1G85, married Elisui- 
beth Haskell, Sept. 27, 1710. He died Apr. 29, 
1785, and his widow married James Godfrey. 
He had a son Thomas, who, says the record, 
^^ was klllid with a cart wheel,*' May 27, 1729 ; 
and sons John and Andrew, of wiiom I know 
no more. Joseph, youngest son of the first 
John, bom Apr. 28, 1702, married Martha Day, 
Jan. 26, 1727. Slie died May 14, 1788, and he, it 
is supposed, about the same time. Two sons 
— David and Joseph are recorded to him, but 
all 1 know of them Is tliat Joseph died In chlhl- 
hood. 

Andrew, second son of the first William, does 
not appear in Gloucester after 1679. He was 
probably the Andrew of Ipswich, of whose es- 
tate his widow Mary was appointed adminis- 
tratrix. Mar. 81, 1691, and had, as one of the 
sureties on her bond, Mr. William Sargent, sen. 
of Gloucester. One of the items in the inven- 
tory is — ** Due to ye estate in bills £56*'; and 
in the *^ Inventory of goods of Andrew Sar- 
gent, late of Ipswich, deceased, and found In 
the possession of Mary Ingails, formerly ye 
widow and relict of s*d Andrew at her decease, 
taken 7 May, 1697,** mention is made of '*• £56 
entered In the inventory of Andrew Sargent not 
here included being given to one of the children 
by Stephen Glover.** Perhaps this child was 
the Nathaniel Sargent who graduated at Har- 
vard College, 1707 ; to whom, according to Mr. 
Savage, ^^ Stephen Glover gave all bis proper- 
ty, requiring that he should be bred up to loara- 
ing." 

Concerning William, third son of the first 

William, I can only add to what the History 

I tells of him, that the number of his children, 
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tlicrcin Rtatcfl as eleven, should he fncrciuicd 
by the ndilition of two. Eight of tlicm were 
daughters. Of the five sons we know that two 
died in Infancy, and that the other three were 
named William, Charles, and Jonathan, of 
whom, or of the parents, or other children, I 
know nothing after the birth of Jonathan, In 
1714. 

Samuel, fourth son of the first William, left 
four sons who married In town ; and their de- 
scendants comprise probably three-fourths of 
nil of the name now living here ; and most of 
them arc on the north side of the Cape, where 
this sou was one of the first settlers. His son 
Samuel, born April 8, 1600, 1 suppose to be the 
same whose will, made Jan. 25, 1761, was prov- 
ed Apr. 5, 1768. In It he mentions wife Mary, 
son Samuel, grandson Samuel who then lived 
with him, and two daughters, Mary and Martha. 
The next son, William, bom about 1692, has 
the births of four sons— Stephen, William, Jon- 
athan, and Samuel, and a daughter Susanna, 
recorded. Of the nine children of Francis, the 
next son, bom Sept. 6, 1694, six were sons— 
William, Francis, Joshua, Michael, York, and 
Peter. Francis died unmarried, about 1758, 
and of the others I find, before 1775, only the 
marriage of Joshua; though a Tctcr was In- 
tending mnniage with Rebecca Tierce, March 
26, 1 774. Solomon, the youngest son of Sam 
nel, born Feb. 12, 1708, had, according to the 
records, Solomon, Wintlirop, David, and Sarah. 
Besides these four sons of Saml Sargent, sen., 
he had two— Stephen, who died Oct. 12, 1724, 
Aged twenty-flve, and Joshua, who died Oct. 
23, same year, aged twenty-one. 

The second wifs of Nathaniel, fifth son of the 
first William, was probably widow of Jonathan 
Stevens. One of his sons died In Infancy, and 
three of them married In town : Nathaniel, bom 
Sept. 22, 1702, married Judith Parsons, Nov. 9, 
1725. He kept a tavern on the spot where the 
Baptist church now stands, and died about 1769. 
The town records give him two sons— Nathan- 
iel and David, and three daughters, by his wife 
Judith, and a daughter Abigail, by his wife 
Abigail ; but the latter Is a mistake of the town 
clerk, ns I have proved. Abigail was also a 
daughter of Judith. She married Daniel War- 
ner, and died Nov. 8, 1817, aged eighty -six. 
To these six children of Nathaniel Sargent, the 
records of the first church add four more : — 
Klizabcth, Ann, Andrew, and Molly. Daniel, 



son of the first Nathaniel, born July 29, 1714, 
married Lydla Stanwood, Jan. 17, 1744. The 
town and church records together give him 
two daughters and four sons. William, one of 
the latter, bom Dec. 7, 1760, was the victim of 
the revolutionary war, mentioned In the His- 
tory. There Is no record of his marriage, but 
we know that his wife was Mary, daughter of 
William Card, and that she had for a second 
husband David Plummer, a merchant of the 
town, and for a third Capt. John Beach. Her 
only child by Sargent was a son William, whe 
died Nov. 1, 1866; aged, says the record, 97 
years, 1 mo., and 21 days; an exaggeration of 
five years at least, as I Infer firom Information 
derived f^om himself. This venerable citizen 
left no descendant. Nathaniel, another of the 
sons of Daniel Sargent, baptized June 80, 1754, 
married Abigail, daughter of Isaac Allen, and 
grand-daughter of Rev. John White. He was 
a ship-master, and was absent many years In 
France, but finally returned, and died In Glou- 
cester, Oct. 18, 1819. Peter, son of the first 
Nathaniel, bom June 2, 1721, married Rebekah 
Ingersol, Jan. 16, 1743. His sons were — Peter, 
Jonathan, David, Nathaniel, and Robert. Jon- 
athan was the father of Nathaniel, who died 
Aug. 20, 1872, aged eighty-five. Anna, only 
sister of Jonathan, married James Odell, and 
died In January, 1881, aged eighty-two. 

Joseph, sixth and youngest son of the first 
William, probably left an only child— Joseph, 
bom May 16, 1718, who, I suppose, was the 
Joseph Sargent, Jr., who had a wife Dorothy, 
by whom several daughters and a 8<m Joseph 
were bom to him between 1789 and 1767. 

Twenty-one males of this name were found 
In town. In 1869, nearly If not all of whom were 
descendants of the first settler William. 

Jamks Sawtbr.— This settler. It Is quite cer- 
tain, was not a son of William of Newbury. 
According to Mr. Savage there were several 
Sawyers among the early settlers of New Eng- 
land, among whom he mentions a James of 
Ipswich in 1669, probably our settler of that 
name ; but who his finther was no research of 
mine, or of John M. Bradbury, Esq., of Ips- 
wich, who has kindly examined the records of 
that town for roe, can tell. Mr. B. Informs me 
that a Samuel Sawyer of Ipswich bought a 
house and land there In 1654. Possibly James 
was of his fkmlly, though the rare appearance 
of Samuel as a baptismal name In the early 
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gcncrutiuuB of the dcHcoiuliints of .laincs inuy 
not favor this conjecture. No record of the 
marriage of the latter has yet been found, but 
fk*om a quit-claim deed of children of Thomas 
Bruy, of May 12, 1712, we know that she was 
his daughter. The record of her birth is not 
preseiTcd, but it is probable that she was bom 
iu 1651. She died April 24, 1727. The will of 
James Sawyer, made May 25, 1708, six days 
before his death, was proved June 28, follow- 
ing. In It he gives most of his estate to his 
sou Abniham, providing that he should pay to 
his brothers and sisters the bequests made to 
them, and that he should (bniish his mother 
" one quarter part of ye ft-uit of ye orchard ; 
two cows yearly, to be maintained winter and 
summer ; 9 lbs. of sheep's wool ; G lbs. of Flax 
tow ; 12 bushels Indiau corn yearly, and malt 
to make her beer, as much as may be conven- 
ient; 1 Iro** pot and 1 skillet for her use; 100 
lbs. good pork, well salted ; 40 lbs. good beef; 
and wood cut and brought to the house, fit to 
be laid on her tire.*' He gives his daughter 
Sarah £12, and says ** if my daughter Sarah be 
in election to be married my executor must and 
shall provide out of ye estate I shall herealtcr 
leave unto him, a complete suit to all parts of 
her body flt and convenient for one of her rank 
to be married in." lie lelt an estate of about 
£400. His will mentions all of his children. 
They were — Thomas ; John ; Mary, who mar- 
ried William Ring, and died Dec. 18, 1717, aged 
forty-five ; Nathaniel, bom Dec. 29, 1G77 ; Abra- 
ham, Nov. 5, 1C80, died unmarried, probably 
about 1752; Sarah, June 19, lG8a, married John 
Mariner, and died Aug. 26, 1724 ; Isaac, Feb. 
14, 1684 ; Jacob, Feb. 24, 1687 ; and James, Nov. 
18, 1691. 

Thomas Sawyer married first Hannah, prob- 
ably daughter of John Millet, Feb. 17, 1690, 
who died Sept. 15, following. He next mar- 
ried Hannah Foster, Nov. 18, 1691. I suppose 
she was daughter of Thomas Very and widow 
of Bartholomew Foster, bom in 1668, and there- 
fore about twice as old us her husband. He 
appears to have come into possession of the 
house and land of Foster, situated near the 
Harbor Beach, and to have been much employ- 
ed about the watch-house not far distant. He 
died Jan. 12, 1711, leaving an only son James, 
bom Sept. 28, 1692, who married Elinor, daugh- 
ter of William Ellery, Nov. 80, 1714, and died 
Nov. 1, 1780. His children were— Thomas, 



born Juno 7, 1716; Mary, June 28, 1720, who 
probably died unmarried before 1741; and 
James, baptized Aug. 26, 1722. The marriage 
of Thomas is not on the town records, but 
those of the first church have the baptism of a 
Thomas, son of Thomas, Oct. 11, 1740. James, 
I think, was the James Sawyer, 8d, who mar- 
ried Hannah Williams, Feb. 18, 1748, and had 
three children— Hannah, Thomas, and Molly, 
baptized at the first church. Here ends my 
knowledge of the descendants of Thomas, old- 
est son of James Sawyer. 

John, the next son, married Rebecca Stan- 
ford, Feb. 20, 1701, and had the following chil- 
dren :— Sarah, John, Mary, Job, Joseph, Jona- 
than, Rebecca, and Daniel, all born here before 
1719. Mr. Willis, in his History of Portland, 
says — ^^ In the autunm of 1725 Jeremiah Riggs 
and John Sawyer came here from Cape Ann 
with their families. They became useful in- 
habitants, and are the ancestors of a numerous 
race who continue to reside among us.'* Rev. 
T. Smith adds, in his Journal, *^ they were both 
good sort of men, errors excepted." 

Nathaniel, the third son, married Hannah 
Parker, Nov. 4, 1706. Besides seven daugh- 
ters, he had tliree sous : — Nathaniel, John, and 
Parker. Of the first 1 know no more. John, 
born April 8, 1717, married Martha Hubbard of 
Salisbury, in 1745, and had, according to the 
Gloucester records, eight children, of whom 
three were sons — John, Nathaniel, and Parker. 
He was a deacon of the second church. In 1763 
he removed with his family to New Gloucester, 
Me., where he was one of the fli'st i>ermanent 
settlers. Parker married Comfort Haskell, 
Nov. 10, 1742. He died about 1750, and she 
Sept. 6, 1809, at the great age of ninety-two. 
His children were — William, Jonathan Haskell, 
Comfort, Tammy> and Parker. 

Isaac, fifth son of the first James, married 
Martlia Bond, March 19, 1706. He had sons 
Isaac, Edward, Thomas, and Abraham, and four 
daughters. He Joined or followed his brother 
John in the emigration to Falmouth, Me., and 
died there Feb. 18, 1772, aged eighty-eight. 

Jacob, the next son of James, married Sarah 
Wallls, Feb. 2, 1716, and, besides two daugh- 
ters, had sons — Jacob, Josiah, and Samuel born 
here before he removed to Falmouth, Me., about 
1725. 

James, the seventh and youngest son of the 
first James, married Hannah, daughter of Rich- 
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nrd Babson, Dec. 23, 1714, niul settled near tlie 
lioine of Ills wife nt Frcsli Wftter Cove. Ilis 
rlifldreii were flames, born Oct. 20, 1715; linn- 
nab. Mar. 9, 1717, married MIcbael Webber, jr. ; 
Itacbel, Dec. 17, 17 18, married John Parsons, fld; 
Eunice, Mar. 28, 1722, died in Au/?. 1727 ; David, 
Sept. 13, 1720; Eunice, Oct. II, 1727, nmrrle<l 
Jolin Andrews; Mary, baptized Mar. 12, 17.32; 
Al)rabant. t)aptlzed Mor. G, 1737; ami .lemlma 
who was twice married : — first to Samuel More- 
bead, and next to Thomas Pulcifer, Jr. The 
date or the father's death is not known, but It 
Is certain that he lived to a great age, for his 
will, made as late as Aug. 1, 1774. was prove<l 
Feb. 5, 177(>. In It he gives legacies to four 
daughters, grandchildren and great-grandchil- 
dren, and the residue to his son Abraham. 
Ilis oldest son, James, married Debonih Web- 
ber, Mar. 13, 1739, and died In 1740, leaving 
a son James and two daughtei*s— Sarah, who 
married Stover Saywaixl, and Hannah, who 
marrh*d Elwuezer Marble. The inventory of 
his estate .slunvs Ihat he had eonsldendde mon- 
ey in gold and silver pieces, one-eighth of a 
schooner In company with John Stevens, and 
land with his fttthcr. Ills widow married James 
hishop. The son James born March 14, 1740, 
married Anne Davis, Oct. 20, 1702, by whom the 
records give him two son.s— James and David, 
and n daughter Anne, of any one of whom I can 
say no mo|c. The Probate llecords show that 
he died about 1770. David, second son of the 
secon<l James, married Marllia Boynton, Aug. 
10, 1740. lie was without <loubt the David 
Sawyer whose funeral Is mentioned In Mr. 
Chandler's Journal, under date of Nov. 29, 1764. 
Besides twin daughters, he had sons David and 
James. If the former became a husband at 
nineteen he was probably the David who mar- 
ried Sarah Ingersol, Dec. 20, 1770. James was 
baptized July 1, 1753, and was, I suppose, the 
same who married Deborah Newman In 1770. 
I know not the dale of his death, but his wid- 
ow dietl ill Boston, Sept. 2, 1887, aged eighty. 
Ills oldest son, James, iiiamcd Lydia Morgan, 
and died Feb. 21, 1868, In his elghty-flrst year, 
leaving descendants In Gloucester. Abraham, 
youngest son of the second James, married 
Marj-, probably daughter of Henry Saywnrd, 
April 18, 1758. She was bom Sept. 1, 1785. 
Her mother was Abigail, daughter, I suppose, 
of Nathaniel Sargent, and the Mrs. Wheeler at 
whose house she was married In presence of I 
18 



*' a good deal of company," according to Mr. 
Chandler's Journal, was probably her mother's 
sister Anne, the wife of John Wheeler. This 
Abraham was prosperous in his business (that 
of a sailmaker,) and continued to reside In the 
house which he built on the easterly corner of 
Central Wharf and Front Street till 1784, when 
he sold It to his son Abraham and removed to 
the old homestead at Fresh Water Cove which 
he had itdieritcd from his ftither. There he liv- 
ed till 1791, when, with his wife and son John, 
a boy of fifteen, he removed to New Gloucester, 
Me., where he died Apr. 4, 1816, aged seventy- 
eight, and was followed to the grave by his wife 
the 23d of the next month, at the age of eighty. 
Besides daughtei-s and the son John before 
mentioned, and the son Abraham noticed In the 
History, he had sons James and Moses, the 
latter of whom removed with a wife and three 
children to Ncav Gloucester in 1797. Jamea 
married Betsey HouKh, Feb. 23, 1780, and died 
In Gloncest4>r, leaving children who settled In 
Halifax, N. S. Abndiam, married Itachel, 
daughter of Paid Dolllver, Sept. 20, 1784. He 
learned the trade of his fhther and succeeded 
to his business, In which he accumulated a 
handsome estate, and. died at the great age of 
ninety-five, Moy 8, 1850, In the house built by 
his father nearly a hundred years before. His 
wife died Sept. 20, 1848, aged eighty-five. He 
left a daughter Harriet who was the wife of 
Gen. John Webber, and died Nov. 4, 1872, In 
her eightieth year, and a daughter Bachcl, the 
widow of Cyrus Stevens, still living at the ven- 
erable age of eighty-eight. Charles, the only 
son of Mr. Sawyer, married Sally Corliss of 
North Yarmouth, May 28, 1812. After a few 
years spent In maritime business at Fresh 
Water Cove, he died Aug. 11, 1821, In the thir- 
ty-third year of his age. His death was occa- 
sioned by a malignant fever, contracted in Bos- 
ton, on board of a vessel which he had freight- 
ed at home with fish for that markec. Two of 
the owners of the vessel also took the disease, 
one of whom, William Clark, died. The other, 
Mr. George Davis of Annlsquam, Is still living. 
Mr. Sawyer's son Samuel E., for many years a 
succcssfbl merchant In Boston, and long to be 
remembered and honored fbr various benefac- 
tions to his native town. Is the present owner 
and occupant of the family estate which has 
been the home of four generations of his an- 
cestors, and which wealth and taste, added to 
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naturnl nd vantages, liavo made one of the most 
attractive spots on our Cape. 

The Sawyers are not numerous in Glouces- 
ter; about ten or a dozen men bear the name, 
and these, so far as 1 know, are descended 
firom James, youngest son of the first settler. 

Jamks Satward.— Without doubt this set- 
tler came to Gloucester from York, Me., where 
the only family of this name among the early 
settlers of New England Is found. A James 
Sayward administered upon the estate of his 
sister 8ai-uh Saywaixl, late of Haverhill, June 
26, 1694, and In the settlement of his account 
mentions sisters Mai7 Bray and Hannah Pre- 
ble and children of his brothers John and Jon- 
athan Sayward, deceased. The birth of Elder 
Say ward's daughter Deborah, in 1694, is record- 
ed here, but the date of his first grant of land 
Is March 16, 1696, (not 1690, as In the History.) 
This grant was *' half an acre of grouud be- 
tween the run that runs into Cripple Cove and 
Cripple Cove Hill, situate on the south side of 
the hill and north side of the ran ; butting home 
to high water mark." On this spot he was 
bound to build a house within twelve months, 
or forfeit his grant on failure to do so without 
sufficient reason. By subsequent grants and 
purchase he became a large owner of pastur- 
age and other land In that section of the towni 
and his descendants still own the land first grant- 
ed to him and there perpetuate the name. The 
inscriptions on the grave-stones of this set- 
tler and his wife Deborah, In our old burying- 
ground* are as follows : 

" Here Lyes Buried y« Body of Elder James 
Sayward Who Died February the 18th 1736-7 
in the 68tb year of his age." 

** Here Lyes Burled y Body of Mrs Deborah 
Sayward, wife of Mr James Sayward aged 67 
years. Dec<» July y 13th 1734. 

*' She was to us i* tho Pay of her sweol Life 
A Tender Mother and a golden Wife, 
But now Slie^s gone unto a Place of Rest: 
God's wiU in Life or Death Is always best, 
Us left in Time for hor to mourn and cry, 
God grant that wo may oil got good ttioroby." 

Elder Sayward's second wife was Mary, wid- 
ow of Ebenezer Davis, a merchant of the town. 
Her maiden name was Wharf. I suppose she 
was the widow Mary Sayward who married John 
Prince, August 7, 1746. 

In his will this settler provides that his wife 
Bliould have all that he received of her former 



husbuntrs estate :— 1 cow, 1 bed and Airnlturo, 
12 chairs, an oval table and chest of drawers, 
and a negro woman and child. He also gives 
her one-third of his estate and £30 per year 
during her widowhood. Most of his real es- 
tate was divided between his sons Samuel and 
Joseph. To his son Henry he gives his Inter- 
est In Norlh Yarmouth, In Casco Bay, and a 
portion of his land In Gloucester. To daugh- 
ters Elizabeth and Deborah each a silver tan- 
kai*d and £45. To daughter Hannah a silver 
porringer and £16. To daughter Mary, £»0. 
To daughter Abigail, (probably the wife of his 
son Henry,) a small silver cup and silver spoon, 
and to his grand daughter, Martha Somes, £40. 

The inventory of his estate contains the fol- 
lowiug ILenis : Dwelling house witli three acres 
of land, £620 ; wharf and warehouse, £100 ; or- 
chard, mowing ground with cider miils, 2 barns 
with pig house and garden spot, £720; 6 acres 
salt marsh, £180; 79 acres pasture land, £1580; 
2 lots of land at the cape, £110; a quarter of a 
lot, £10; 4 acres at Eastern Point, £27; Cash, 
£226.14.6; notes of hand, £70; bond, £100; 
plate, £ll8; wearing apparel, £33; beds, bed- 
ding, cows, oxen, young cattle, slieep and swiue. 
£660.3.6 ; negro man, £100 ; amounting In all to 
£4654.18. 

His daughter Elizabeth was probably born 
before her father settled In Gloucester. Our 
records give the birth of her daughter Martha, 
May 24, 1711, who must have been Ihe grand 
daughter Martha Somes mentioned in the will. 
I suppose the mother to have been the Eliza- 
beth Sayward who married Ellas Wise, of York, 
Dec. 27, 1722. The other children of Elder Say- 
ward were— Deborah, born Juno 14, 1694, nmr- 
ried James Stevens, July 16, 1717, and died be- 
fore 1737; James, born 15, died 26 Nov., 1697; 
James, Aug. 18, 1699, died Nov. 30, 1724, in 
York, Me.; Samuel, Apr. 21, 1701 ; Henry, Feb. 
19, 1704; Mary,.Jan 14, 1706, the same, it is 
likely, who was intending marriage with Mr. 
Moses Brads treet, of Newbury, Jan. 16, 1781 ; 
Joseph, March 1, 1708; and Hannah, July 81, 
1712, who married John Senders, Jan. 22, 1785. 

Samuel, the oUlest sou who survived his fa- 
ther, married Lucy, probably daughter of the 
second Francis Norwood, April 7, 1729. I can 
say nothing more of him than that the records 
give him a son Samuel, born Oct. 28, 172K); and 
a daughUr Judith, Nov. 21, 1738; and that ad- 
ministration on his estate was granted Mar. 29, 
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17G2. In the Inventory, amonnting to about 
^316, no mention Is made of vessel or farming 
stock, but three slaves arc set down, one, a ne- 
gro man KItt, £G.13.4; a girl, £2C; and anoth- 
er girl, £24. His son Samuel was intending 
marriage with Mary Sanders, Feb. 28, 1761, but 
he married widow Susanna Lord, daughter of 
Elder Daniel Giddlngs of Chebacco, April 20, 
same year. I suppose he was the Capt. Samuel 
SayAvard who died in Feb., 1812. The records 
give him five children, but to these five more 
should be added. lie had sons Samuel and 
Epos who become sea-captains and died at sea, 
unmarried ; a son Jonatlian, also a ship-master, 
died a bachelor. Another son, Daniel, bom 
Oct. 3, 1700, was captain of a paclvct ship be- 
tween New Orleans and Liverpool. His home 
was on the spot first granted to his ancestor, 
and now occupied by his children and grand 
children ; and it is one of the few instances in 
which a grant to an early settler of Gloucester 
has remained In the same family to the present 
time. Capt. Daniel Sayward married Sarah, 
daughter of Capt. William Coas, and died about 
the first of April, 1834, aged sixty-seven. Capt. 
Henry Sayward, brother of the preceding, was 
also a ship-master. He was long In the employ 
of David Tearce, and left In his hands the earn- 
ings of a life time, all of which he lost on the 
failure of that merchant. He died in Feb., 1814, 
leaving a widow and children. Another of this 
family of sea-captains was John Sayward, fa- 
ther of John and Samuel, ship-masters and mer- 
chants of recent times, both of whom are now 
deceased. 

Henry, next son of Elder Saywanl, married 
Abigail, probably daughter of Nath*l Sargent, 
Jan. 20, 1730, and, besides two daughters, had 
a son Stover who was born Apr. 19, 1741, after 
whose birth I know no more of the father. The 
son married Sarah Sawyer, Dec. 13, 1708. All 
I can say of him is, that he was a sea-captain, 
and that our records give him a daughter Abi- 
gail, and that James Stover Sayward, who died 
Dec. 28, 1846, aged eighty-one, was probably 
his son. The only son of the latter, of whom 
I Iiavc any knowledge, was Rev. James II. Say- 
ward, who was some time settled at Mansfield, 
Mass., and died In Fitz William, N. II., where 
he was engaged in pastoral labors, Jan. 18, 1844, 
at the age of thlrty-slx. 

Joseph, youngest son of Elder James, mar- 
ried Sarah Giddlngs, Jan. 20, 1780. The town 



records give him five children, to which num- 
ber those of the first church add six more, and 
the fathor*8 will, of April 3, 1779, nanu-s a son 
George, not elsewhere mentioned. The other 
children named in the will are— son Joseph, 
daughters Sarah Parsons, Deborah Tarbox, Ly- 
dla Woodbury, Nancy Tarr, and LucyTarr; and 
son James, deceased. His oldest son, Joseph, 
born Sept. 10, 1732, briefly noticed in the His- 
tory, was intending marriage with Abigoll 
Smith, Sept. 13, 1756. He died in April, 1814, 
and she died June 9, following. Besides three 
daughters he liad sons Joseph, James, Benja- 
min and William. The latter was the old pilot of 
Gloucester who died Apr. 18, 1848, aged eighty- 
two. He married Abigail Ingersol, Nov. 23, 
1788, and, besides other children, had a son 
William, who became a sliip-master and died 
abroad, leaving a son William who Is a promi- 
nent citizen of Boston. James, second son of 
the flrst Joseph, born in Nov., 1734, was intend- 
ing marriage with Abigail Westway, Sept. 30, 
1766. He died of small pox In a foreign port, 
about 1700, leaving two daughters, one of Avhom 
married Capt. David Luf kin. George, brother 
of the preceding, married Susanna PalfVay, Feb. 
14, 1774, who in the ten followttig years gave 
birth to sons George, John, Richanl, and Wil- 
liam, and two daughters, and perhaps to more 
children afterwards In Camden, Me., to which 
place the family removed. 

This account of the ftamlly of Elder James 
Sayward includes all of the first three genera- 
tions of his descendants who bore and perpet- 
uated the name. The few who now bear it In 
Gloucester are all descendants from, the son 
Samuel. 

Monnis Somks. — Here Is another of our set- 
tlers who was the only one of the name among 
the early emigrants to New England. He had. 
without date, ^* six acres of upland bought with 
six acres of upland given, lying to his house 
upon tlie northeast side of the mill river, bound- 
ed with the water on the one side and running 
fk*om the water Into the woods northerly, hav- 
ing the highway through the middle of it." On 
this spot he probably had his home for life, and 
it was without doubt the same property sold by 
his grandson William in 1707 to Lieut. James 
Davis : then described as ^* on ye northerly and 
eastwardly side of ye highway leading fh)ro ye 
mills.*' This settler, like most of his towns- 
men, was chiefly employed in agricultural pur- 
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suits, an may Ix; iuftirrcd froiii the Inventory of 
Ills estate, wliich eontiiiiiH the following Items : 
—'* Houses and lands, £l 50; 4 oxen, £14; 2 
cows, £5 ; 3 heifers, ^G ; 1 heifer, 30s ; swine, 
£5 ; 10 sheep, £4 ; a feather bed and bedding 
with a pair of curtains, £5 ; a flock bed and 
bedding, 50s; 2 Iron pots with pot-hooks, Ifis; 
3 pewter plattei-s, Tis; 1 trammel, lire shovel, 
and tongs, 12s; 2 chests and 3 chairs, 18s; 2 
Iron chains and 1 Iron crow, 28s; 1 musket, 
20s;" amounting to XlJ)8.Gs. Morris Somes 
died Jan. 13, ir.8i), aged seventy-flvc. By his 
flrst wife Margerle, who died Jan. 22, 1040, he 
had Mary, born March 1,1042, married John 
Hammond, Oct. 17, 1000; Sarah, June 15, 10-13, 
married Henry Witham, June 15, 1005; and 
Timothy, not recorded, but certainly son of 
Morris. By his second wife, Elizabeth, daugh- 
ter of John Kendall of Cambridge, to whom he 
was married June 20, 1047, he had John, born 
April 22, 1048; Lydla, Oct. 3, 1041); Nathaniel, 
July 27, 1061, died unmarried, July 12, 1090; 
Patience, Mar. 10, 1052; Joseph, Dec. 8, 1054, 
killed in the great flght with the Indians at Nar- 
raganset Fort, Dec. 1076 ; Abigail, May G, 1055, 
confined In Boston Jail on a charge of witch- 
craa from May 23, 1092 to Jan. 3, 1093; and 
Hannah, Sept. 3, 1058. 

Timothy married Jane, probably daughter of 
Philip Stanwood, April 2, 1073. She died Oct. 
30, 1090, and he next married Hannah Despar, 
Mar. 11, 1097. He died Feb. 1, 1700. His chil- 
dren were— Timothy, born July 27. 1073 ; Jane, 
Dec. 1, 1074; Alice, Mai-ch 11, 1077, living un- 
married In 1720; Joseph, Aug. 27, 1079, died 
unmarried before 1720 ; William, Jan. 24, 1081 ; 
Ruth, Apr. 12, 1084, married Samuel Lee, Feb. 
13,1718; Ichubod, Apr. 3, 1087; Hannah, Nov. 
25, 1089, married Edward Harraden, Jan. 18, 
1713; Morris, 1092, lost at sea, 1710; Nathan- 
iel, Apr. 2, 1095; Mercy, Oct. 29, 1C9G, and Pa- 
tience, next day, and both died soon ; Patience. 
Nov. 25, 1097; Samuel, Sept. 15, died Dec. 9, 
1099; Ebenezer, Nov. 25,1700; Mary, Apr. 22, 
1702; and Ablcl, June 29, 17O0. Of these sev- 
enteen children, twelve arc named in their 
father's will of 29 Jan., 1700, which also men- 
tions a daughter in-law, Sarah Despar. He left 
an estate of £95.9s. His son Timothy married 
Elizabeth Robinson, Dec. 81, 1096. I have 
found no recortl of his dcaith, or of the settle- 
ment of his esti\te ; but I ))resume that the Eliz- 
abeth Somes who married John Brown, In 17 18, 



was his whh>w. He left six children, all sons, 
the oldest of which, Stephen, born Nov. 4, 1090, 
married Rachel, probably daughter of John 
Brown, Sept. 29, 1719. In 1715 she had become 
a widow and married John Collins, but her pre- 
vious husband had probably died in 1737, as In 
I he settlement of her account as adudnistra- 
trlx of his isUite, In 1748, she charges for bring- 
ing up young children eleven years. The in- 
ventory amounted to ^150. 17s, and inclmled 
carpentei*s' tools. The records give him the 
following children:— Stephen, Joseph, Eliza- 
beth, William, Rachel, William again, Neheml- 
al), and Samuel. Of the oldest son. Stephen, I 
know no nmre. Joseph, born April 18, 1722, 1 
suppose to be the same who married Susanna 
Davis In 1757. She was a daughter of Solomon 
Davis, and her mother was Mary Small of Klt- 
tery. Me., daughter of Samuel who was sou of 
Francis Small. Joseph Somes had four chil- 
dren by his wife Susanna, one of whom was a 
daugliter Sarah, of whom, or of her father and 
mother, I can adil nothing further. The records 
contain nothing more tlian their nmrriage. The 
next son of Stephen that lived to mature years 
was William, born July 7, 1730. I know not 
what William it was, if not he, who married 
Elizabeth Davis. Mar. 22, 1753, but he certain- 
ly married Margaret,daughter of Job Glddlngs 
of Ipswich, with whom he was intending mar- 
riage Feb. 23, 1757. She was administratrix of 
lier husband's estate June 0, 1777, and became 
the second wife of Francis Pool of Sandy Bay. 
The children of William Somes were— Wil- 
liam, Stephen, Joseph, Peggy, who married 
Jabez Tarr of Sandy Bay, and John ; the lat- 
ter, born March 3, 1707, was representative in 
1808 and 1809. He was twice married and died 
Sept. 3, 1820, leaving sons Johu, now of Charles- 
town, and BenJ. F., of Gloucester. The late 
Capt. Alfred Somes was also his son. Nehe- 
mlah, next son of Stephen, born Feb. 18, 1732. 
was Intending marriage with Susanna Bray, 
Nov. 8, 1755. According to the town and church 
records he had, besides three daughters, sons 
Nehemlah and Johu, of neither of whom can I 
trace descendants. Samuel, youngest son of 
Stephen, born Oct. 31, 1730, married Hannah 
Davis, Nov. 9, 1701. He is said to have been 
lost on a Ashing voyage to the Grand Banks, as 
were al.so two of ids sons, Samuel and Stephen, 
at dlUereut times. Besides a daughter Han- 
nah, his only other child was a son John, bom 
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Oct., 17G7, who mnnicd Nabhj' SnuiHlcrH, Nov., 
1701. nml i\\v{\ Sept. 3, 1820, lonvliif? nmiiy sons, 
«r whom, (iconic \V., Is ll»c tnil}^ om» now Hv- 
iiijr; nml one (Inujrhtcr, the vcMicrablc widow 
of the late Dnvkl Allen, wliose onlj' child was 
Lieut. Col. David Alien.. who was killed In 
balllc In our late civil war The last Glouces- 
ter Directory has six males bearln^i: the name 
of Somes, and these are all descended from 
William and Sanmcl, sons of Stephen, son of 
the second Timothy, who was grandson of 
Morris, the first settler. 

Timothy, second son of the second Timothy, 
l)om Mar. 4, IGW, married Abigail, daughter of 
Jonathan Springer, Jan. 24. 1721. The birth of 
his s(m Timothy, Oct. 29. 1721, and of Jonathan, 
Nov. 8, 1723, Is on record. Of Uie father, or of 
Jonathan, 1 know no more. Timothy I suppose 
to be the same who married Abigail Andrews, 
Dec. 18, 1743, and, besides two daughters, had 
sons Timothy, Francis, and Jonathan, the last 
of whom was probably the Jonathan who died 
In New Gloucester In 1824, oged seventy -one. 

Joseph, next son of the second Timothy, born 
Oct 27, 1701, married Sarah Harvey, Dec. 23, 
1731, after which date 1 learn no more of him. 

Nehrmiah, the next son, bom Aug. 22, 1704, 
married Abigail (\)lllns, .luly 27. 1730, and had a 
daughter Abigail born Moy 28, 1781, who died 
soon, And the mother died July 17, same year. 
lie next married Lucy Hogers of Truro oiid had 
a daughter Lacy and a sou Nehemiah. The lat- 
ter was baptised Oct. lt>, 1737, and is tiiought 
to have become a merchant In Boston. 

The next two, and youngest children, of the 
second Tlmotliy were twins — Abraham and 
Isaac, honi Aug. 21, 1707. Abraham married 
IVlnrtha Btnerson, Dec. 8, 1730. I can add noth- 
ing to wliat the History tells of his children, 
except to give the names of all of them. They 
were — Abraham, Benjamin, Martha, Isaac, 
Elizabeth, Mercy, Isaac again, tlohn, Joseph, 
Daniel, and James. Isaac, twin-brother of 
Abraham, married Eunice Godft*ey, Dec. 17, 
1780. He had a second wife, widow Lydla 
Reading, with whom he was Intending mar- 
riage Nov. to, 1744. No children by the first 
marriage are recorded, and only two by the sec- 
ond,— Eunice and Isaac; but there was certain- 
ly another, Samuel, bom about 1755, sea-cap- 
tain and merchant, father of Capt. Samuel who 
had two sons : — »Samuel, who went to sea in his 
youth with his ftither, and in a gale of wind fell

I from aloft Into the sea and was lost; and Ben- 
! jamln who became mate of a nlilp and lost h\» 
life on shipboard at the hands of a sailor, ("apt. 
Isaac Somes, brother of the last named Capt. 
Samuel, died Apr. 14, 1873. In his ninety-third 
year,— the last male of this branch of the fam- 
ily bearing the family name. A venerable sis- 
ter of these two brothers, the widow of the late 
Capt. H. C Mackay, Is still living, at a great 
age. 

Of William, son of the first Timothy, bom 
Jan. 24, lOSl, we have no reconl of wife or child, 
lie prol)ably dk<l in Amesbnry. where he left a 
widow Hannah who married a Smith. Nor can 
I add to what the History relates about Ichabod, 
bora April 8, ir,87, next son of Timothy. Ills 
son William, born Aug. IC, 1713, does not again 
appear. And there Is no evidence that Morris, 
the next son, was a husband or father when he 
was lost at sea in 17 IG; but the records have 
the nmrriage of a Morris and Lucy Day, Mar. 
24, 1740, and show that they had, besides three 
daughters, a son David. 

Nathaidei,nextsonof the first Timothy, r)orn 
Apr. 2, 1G95, married Susanna Whlttredge, Jan. 
11, 1722, and had a son Nathaniel and a daugh- 
ter Susanna, of whom I know no more. Prob- 
ably It was the father who was Inteufllng mar- 
riage with Martha Row, April 3, 1742, and died 
in 17G0. In 1768, widow Martha Somes, as one 
of tlie poor of the town, was In the care of Mr. 
James Howe. 

Ebenezer, son of Tlmotliy Somes by his sec- 
ond wife, bora Nov. 25, 1700, iiud a lot in the 
division of land in 1721, as heir of Ids father^s 
common right, and he is the only Somes that 
drew In that division. He is probably the Eben- 
e7.er of whose estate Kuth Somes was ap|>olnted 
administratrix, Oct. 20, 1742. I find not Ids 
marilagc or the birth of any child. 

The records of the first church have the bap- 
tism of ratlcnce, April 18^ and Mary, May 23, 
1 7 14, daughters of Jane Somes. Patience mar- 
ried Thomas Oakes in 1730, and died Oct. 24, 
1745. The mother died In 1789 at Oakes' house. 

John Somes, son of Morris, married Hannah, 
eldest daugiitcr of Sanmel Sluittuck of Salcra, 
who was, Mr. Savage says, ** tlie happy messen- 
ger of Charles II, who brought the order to stop 
the execrable policy of persecuting the Quak- 
ers,** of whose sufferings Somes had been a par- 
taker, as mentioned in the History. He made 
his will Nov. 30, 1087, being tlieu bound to sea. 
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Iti It lie gives £5 each to loving sislui*8 Aliiguil 
and Mary llamnionds, and mentions sons John, 
Samuel, Joseph, and Benjamin, of whom only 
Benjamin was living when the will was admit- 
ted to probate, Nov. -'8, 1700. In the inventory 
of his estate we tind 181 tmnces sliver plale, a 
negro named Andrew and one named Ilercnies, 
and a large amount of houschoUl linen. 

1 D this account of the family of Morris Somes, 
1 have given the name of Hvery male of the first 
four generations of his descendants who hore 
his name, of whom I have knowledge ; and I 
have traced two branches of his posterity from 
his grandson Timothy down to the present time. 
Piiiup Stanwood.— Here we have aiiother 
name not elsewhere found among the early em- 
igrants to New Kngland. The History tells all 
I know of him, but I here give the full date of 
birth of each of his children, born In Glouces- 
ter, and not therein contained : John, born 
March 24, 1G53; Jane, May 14, 1G55, married 
Timothy Somes, Apr. 2, 1078; Samuel, Mar. 5, 
1058 ; Jonathan, Mar. 29, 1G61 ; Naomi, Apr. 29) 
1CG4, married William Sargent, jr., Oct. 2G, 
1G81; Hulh, Mar. 10, lGG7i and Hannah, Sept. 
IG, 1G70. His son Philip was probably born be- 
fore he came to Gloucester; and perhaps he 
also brought a daughter Mary, for a Mary Stan- 
wood gave birth to a daughter Maiy, Feb. 19, 
lG7tf, who, or her mother, died March 3, 1G74. 
Philip the second nuirrled Mary Black well, 
Nov. 22, 1G77, who died Jan. 8, 1G79, and he next 
married Esther, daughter of Thonms Bray, Oct. 
80, 1G83. He died Sept. 24, 1728. His children 
were— Esther, born Sept. 2, 1G84 ; l*hllip, Dec. 
IG, 1G85, died 1G8C; Mary, June 3, 1G87 ; Philip 
again, March 10, 1G90; David, Feb. 14, 1G94; 
John, Mar. 15, 1G98, died Mar. 5, 1718 ; Hannah, 
Feb. 7, 1703; and Abigail, Nov. 14, 1706. The 
sou Philip married Sarah Haniden, Dec. 18, 
1718, and, besides three daughters, he bad a son 
John, who died young, a son Zebulon, of whom 
I know no more, and a son Job, the soldier men- 
tioned In the History. The latter, born Fob. 
14, 1727, married Hannah, daughter of Ulchard 
Bylcs, Sept. 14, 1749, by whom be had a son 
Zebulou, born Apr. 17, 1751 She probably died 
within a year or two after that date, as he had a 
daughter Hannah Byles born by his wife Mar- 
tha, Nov. 25, 1755. The date of his tleatli I tlo 
not And. His son Zebulon, a merchant aiul far- 
mer, bought the Woodward lUrm, at Little Ulv- 
er, and there died In August, 1888, aged eighty- 



seven. By his wife (Mary Bust) he had many 
children, one of whom, Job, is still living, at 
the old home of his father, at the age of eighty- 
eight, and another, Mrs. Mary James, in the 
same section of the city, at the still greater ago 
of ninety-four. David, the other son i»f tin? 
second Philip, married Susanna, daughter of 
Lieut. James Davis, Nov. 24, 1720. No rcconl 
tells the death of either, but we know that they 
lived long enough to have ten children, four of 
whom died In Infancy. Of the others, four were 
daughters and two were sons, — David and Sol- 
omon. Of David I can say no more. Solomon 
married Betsey Bennett, Nov. 20,1755, and was 
Intending marriage with Susanna Wheeler, 
Dec. IG, 17G9. The town records and those of 
the fourth church together give hhn nine chil- 
dren, of whom four were sons,— Solomon, who 
became a sea-captain, and died Nov. G, 1811, 
aged thirty-nine; Ulchard Goss, the veiienible 
ship-master and respected citizen who died 
April 28, 18C0, aged eighty-six; David, wha 
went down at sea In the ship Wlnthrop & Mory^ 
with all on boaril, on the iKissagc from India/ 
about 1801 ; and Nathaniel, of whom 1 know no 
more. A sou of i^apt. Hichard (i., In Boston,- 
and a grandson In Marys ville, Cal., are, so far 
as I can learn^ all the males bearing the name 
In this line of descent from the second Philip. 
There may be others, for I suppose It was this 
Philip who nuirrled Lydia, pwbably widow of 
John Mogridge, Jan. 20, 173G, ami, besides a 
daughter Esther, had sons Benjamin and Abra- 
ham, both of whom appear to have married in 
town. I tlud no record of the father's death, 
nor any evidence that lie was living In town af- 
ter 1740. Administration of the estate of Phil- 
ip of Ncwbuiy was granted to Isabel his wife, 
Nov. 12, 1759. 

John, next son (»f the ffrst lldllp, married 
Lydia Butler, Dec. 9, IG80, and died Jan. 25, 
I70G. According to the records he had three 
sons and six daughters. The sons were Johffr 
Jonathan, and James. John, born Sept. 20^ 
1G81, married Deborah Robinson. Aihnhils- 
tration of his estate was granted to Deacon John 
Low, April 8, 1754. The Inventory amounted 
to £41. 10.9., of which house and land was £35.- 
13.4. The records give htm three sons and six 
tlaughters. John, the ohicst, born Sept. 28« 
1709, ( suppose to be the same who nuirrled 
Hannah Clark, Feb. 25, 1784, and of whom I 
can say no more. Stephen, the next son, born 
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Oct. 4, 1721, mnrrlcd Mury Stjin\vo<»(l nbout 
17 III. Tlu' town ri'conls luivo (ho births <»r sev- 
en children born U» hlin, and Uie records of the 
fourth church have the baptisms of two more. 
Two of them were twin sons, — Stephen and 
<'harle8» Both of these sons were in the revo- 
lutionary army, In Capt. HeuJ. Kinibairs com- 
pany, in August, 1775, when thoir father was 
paid by the town 24s. for two blankets deliver- 
ed to Ihcm There were also two otiicr sons, 
— Joseph and Jonathan. A Stephen Stanwood, 
the father or son probably, died Oct. 20, 1801). 
Charles, next son of the second John, born Aug. 
27, 1727, married Mary Woodbury, Nov. 20, 
1750, and had three sons— Charles, Humphrey, 
and Abel, and a daughter Molly, born before 
1751), after which date 1 know nothing of any of 
them. Jcmathan, second son of the tirst .fohn, 
bom Sept. 12, 1G8:), married Dorcas Uoblnson, 
Aug. 21, 1707. Besides Ave daughters, ho had 
six sons— .Jonathan, Joseph, William, Andrew, 
John, and Joel ; each of whom appears to have 
married in Uloncester and, excepting Joel, to 
have had many children, lie married Abigail 
Woodbury and died a young man, leaving her 
with two children— .loel and Abigail. She next 
married Deacon William Stevens of New(«lon- 
cesler and died there March 11, 1808, aged 
eiglity-two. James, the other son of the first 
John, born Mar. 17, IGOO, married Marv, daugh- 
ter of Lieut. James Davis, Dec. 25, 1712. He 
had five daughters and two sons— James and 
William. The father and his brother Jonathan 
appear to have been admitted residents of Fal- 
mouth, Me., in 1728, but it seems that all of 
the sons of the latter married here. 

Samuel, son of the first Philip, was nmrried 
to Hannah IVrcy or Pressy, Nov. l(t, 1080, by 
Rev. Thomas Wells, at Amesbury. Ills chil- 
dren were— Hannah, born September 20, 1087; 
Samuel, ApHl .W, 1080; William, Dec. 2, 10!M); 
one whose name Is lost, March it), 101)3; and 
Kbcnezer, July 20, 1095. The father was of 
Amesbury In 1007, and was perhaps the Samu- 
el Stanwooil whose inventory of it04 was pre- 
sented at Probate Court, by widow Hannah, 
June 0, 1720. It was probably the son Kbetie- 
xer who by his wife Jane had two sons— Samu- 
el and David, born in Brunswick, and two oth- 
ers, William and Thomas, and two daughters 
born here before 1730, after which I know not 
that the name wils |K*r|>etuaU*d In t4)wn In this 
line. 



Jonathan, youngest son of the first Philip, 
married Mary Nichols, Dec. 17, 1088. He prob- 
ably lived to very old age, foi; the inveiiU)ry of 
his esUite (real £187.10, and personal £18.7,) 
was presented at Probate Court, May 81, 1746. 
Besides four children who died in infancy or 
childhood, h<; had a son Tli(»uias who died un- 
married Feb 0, 1715, aged twenty-three; and 
sons Jonathan, Ebenezcr, David, and Neheml- 
ah ; and a daughter Mary. A Jonathan married 
widow Rachel Card, Sept. 18. 1730, and had a 
son Jonathan, born Dec. 21, 1748, and James, 
Aug. 0, 1745. ICbeuezer married Hannah War- 
ner of Ipswich, had two sons— Ebenezer and 
William, and died Sept. 0, 1727, aged twenty- 
eight. The Inventory of his estate amount' 
ed to £235.13.0, of which £2.5s Is down for 
*' fishing craft and boots." David married Dor* 
cas Randall, May 8, 1733, by whom he had thir- 
teen children. Three of them were named Da- 
vid, the last of whom died In Infancy In Sept., 
1750. His other sons were Isaac and Sapiuci 
and one of an unknown name. Nehemlah Stan- 
wood, born Nov. 13, 1704, married Bethlah 
Klwell, Jan. 14, 1731, and had nine children of 
whom five were sons : — tJoshua, Nehemlah, Kb- 
cne/.er, Isaac, and Jonathan. The son Nehe- 
mlah, born June 20, 1733, was Intending mar<» 
riage with Ruth Morgan, Jan. 81, l750. The 
reconls give him three sons : -Nehemlah, Da* 
vld, and Henry, to whom should probably be 
added one more at least — John Morgan Stan* 
wood, who died Oct. 30, 1852, aged seventy- 
eight, and was the father of the Nehemlah who 
died May 7, 1872, aged seventy-two. Ilettry 
Stanwood, born Aug. 28, 1707, married Mary 
Allen Merritt, Oct* 10, 1700^ and had a son 
Henry who died Sept. 20, 1840, Jiged sixty. 

Nearly all the male descendants of Philip 
Stanwood, bearing the family name^ now living 
here, of whom only thirteen can hv. couut^^d In 
the Directory for 1800, are probably ilescended 
from Jonathan, his youngest son { and most 
of them are found In the section of the town 
where their ancestor fixed his home more tlinn 
two hundred years ago. 

WiujAM Stkvkns.— By the Salem record?* 
it appears that this eminent shipwright had 
a grant of land ** in ye narrow of ye neck," 
in 1037, for the building of ships. This land 
was probably at Marblehead, where he was rat- 
ed thosame year, and also In 1010. Wci know 
of but two ships that he built in Gloucester, one 
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ill 1G43 one nud In IGOi ; but it can liurUly be 
doubted that hu built otlicr vessels bore iu thu 
intervening ycai*d. It was but a lew yeai*s after 
the latter date that we lose sight of him alto- 
gether; at last, unhappily, as a suflerer for ex- 
ercising a freedom of speecli not suited to tlie 
age in which he lived. The cruel treatment to 
which he and his family were subjected on 
that account is set forth in the following doc- 
uments on record in our State archives: 

*' At a county court held at Salem the 25th 
4 mo 1(>G7. 

»* William Stevens being complained of to 
tlds court for speaking of disloyal words 
against his majesty our soueraigne Lord 
& King, Charles the second : the said Stevens 
appeering before this court, whoe hearing the 
evidence & examining the said Stevens, who 
did in substance owne what was testified 
against him : doe adjudge tlie said Stevens, 
that be is disfranchised of being a freeman of 
this Jurisdiction, and not capable to beare any 
office, and soe to continue during the courts 
pleasure, and to pay twenty pounds fine, and 
also all other charges that doe arise upon tryall 
of the case, and to be imprisoned for one 
month.

'*The humble petition of Phillip Stevens, 
wife of William Stevens of Gloucester. 

*' Whereas it bath pleased the honored court 
at Salem last, to impose a certain line upon 
my husband, for some rash and inconsiderate 
speeches spoken by him, in reference to his 
majestle, wh flne could bee not other than very 
greevious to me and the rest of the family, es- 
pecially considering our ould age, oppoitunlty 
In that respect being past wherein wc might 
recover and help ourselves again, either by in- 
dustry or otherwise: bat although this was 
such an affllxion, as in respect of our age and 
condition otherwise circumstanced, I was rea- 
dy to think it intollerable ; Uiere hath bin in 
the execution of the sentence, much severity 
and great affllxion added to the before afflict- 
ed, and as I conceave, and not only myself but 
all our neighbors of the towne, who know and 
have heard of the business do apprehend, very 
unconscionable and nn-christian carriage in ye 
prising of ye cattle, which they had for the 
flne, being twenty pounds, to exceed thirty, as 



ail that know the catlle doe say, and yt this 
honored court mi^hl have opportunity to ease 
the oppressed, I speake not at all In reference 
to the court at Salem, but to those who were 
the executioners of the sent'juce. I shall 
hecre make bold to ac(|uant you with their 
carriage, in the prizing of the sayd cattle 
(viz) two very large and good milch cowes 
at six pounds tenn shillings, two very large 
oxen at almost four yeai-s ould at eight 
pounds tenn shillings; a great bull about four 
years ould at live and flfty shillings, a heif- 
er fair with calfe and well grown, at forty 
live shillings, a two years ould heifer at one 
pound tenn shillings:— these things I make 
bonld to present to the honored court, hum- 
bly requesting that you would be pleased to 
take it into your consideration, if 1 may 
lind so nmch favor, that the line Itself, or 
some of the line may be eased, or at least, 
that I may have relic fe in respect of the extra- 
ordinary prize that they have put upon the 
cattle : — my husband having been absent about 
three weeks, in wliich time tliey came for the 
fine, and not as yet is liee returned. In this 
solitary condition, deprived of soe great a 
part of our livelyhood, necessity one the one 
hand and confidence in your clemencle towards 
the afflicted one the other, the former urges, 
the latter embouldens me to take this opportu- 
nity of tlie pr sent session of the court, to pros- 
ecute this my petition, hoping that yon will 
please to take It into your serious consider- 
ation, soe desiring the I^ord to guide you In 
all your weighty afl'airs, humbly take my 
leave."

James, son of William Stevens, was proba- 
bly born In England. Isaac and Mary were 
both baptised in Salem, 2, 1 1 mo., 1030. The 
name of Isaac appears nowhere on our rec- 
ords, nor anywhere else that I can find, ex- 
cept In the county recoixls in 1GG1. Mary must 
have advanced beyond the period of infancy 
at the date of her baptism, for she married 
John Colt May 21, 1G52. She appears to have 
had a second husband — John Fitch, and died 
Nov. 7, 1G92. Ruth, the other daughter of 
William Stevens, was baptized In Salem, 7, 1 
mo., IG41. She married Stephen Glover, Oct. 
7. IGrnl, and died Aug. IG, 1GG4, eleven days 
after an infant daughter. 

James Stevens was a very prominent citi- 
zen, OS the History shows, lie married Susan- 
na Eveleth, Dec. 81, iG5G, and died March 25, 
1G97. Ills children, all of whom are not there- 
in mentioned, were born as follows :— Wil- 
liam, Mar. 10, 1058; James, 23, died 80 Jan., 
IGGO; James, Feb. 4, IGGl, probably died Sept. 
27,1088; Isaac, Aug. 15, died Dec. 20, 1GG4; 
Samuel, Dec 5, 1005; Isaac, 11, died 27 Nov., 
1GG8; Ebenezer, Sept. 20, 1G70; Mary, June 18, 
1G72, married Francis Norwood ; Hannah, Apr. 
0, 1676; David, Nov. 6, 1G77; and Jonathan, 
Mgr. 7, 1G79. There Is reason to suppose that 
the home of James Stevens was on the border 
of Mill River, nearly opposite Poles UlU. 

William, oldest son of James Stevens, mar- 
ried Abigail Sargent, June 16, 1G82. He came 
Into possession of the land of his grandfather 
at the Cut, and there without doubt had his 
home. He died Sept. 24, 1701: and at the 
time of his decease was the leading merchant 
of the tf>wn III iiiiiritiiue business, siiiall a.s his 
investments In It were. According to the In- 
ventory his estate consisted of «* one-half of 
a deck sloop, £26; one- third of an open sloop, 
£16 ; two-thirds of another open sloop, £16 ; 
a negro woman, £18; mulatto boy, £10; one- 
third of a ware honse, £5; house and home- 
stead, £78 ; privilege called ye Cut, £30 ; two 
cows, £5 ; oxen, yearlings, swlno and sheep ; 
English goods, £5; and Barbadoes goods, 
£40;" amounting in all to £302.11. The rec- 
ords give lilin eight chlhlren, but the only oncF 
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Umt survived llicli* rallici* wcru — Samuel, Inira 
Sept. 21, 1G!)1; AIjI^TaII, June 2t», 1094; auU 
Susanua,Nov. 18, IrtUS, who uianied Jeremiah 
Butuian. The wUlow married Natltauiel Colt, 
Feb. 17, 1702, and died Jan. 8, 1710. The real 
estate of the fatlier was divided among tiie 
three eldldreu al>ove named, Marcli (!, 1713. 
It included ^^ llie dwelling house & homestead 
and a very sorry old saw ndll and orchard 
and common right:'* all of which were val- 
ued at £74. 

Saumel, son of the preceding, married An- 
na, probably daughter of Capt. Joseph Allen, 
Jan. 23, 1713. Thtjy both liveil to very old 
age, for his will, made July 2, 1707, was not 
proved till Oct. 2r», 1771, and It Is certjiln that 
he and his wife were both living In April of the 
preceding year. In a deed of that year he call- 
ed himself '•* yeoman," and as he owned con- 
siderable land It Is probable (hat ho spent his 
life chlelly In agricultural pursuits. In public 
ofilce he only appears as one of the selectmen, 
in which capacity he served six years. Ills 
children were, — Anna, born J:ui. 22, 1714, mar- 
ried Joslah Bradbury, March 0, 1738; Abigail, 
Nov. 23, 1715, nmrrlcd Jonathan Klwell, March 
28, 1737; William, Feb. 22, 1718; Mary, March 
31, 1720, died unmarried, probaidy about 1803; 
Hannah, July 27, 1722, married Nathaniel Par- 
sons in 1740, and Nynipluis Stacy, Sept. 28, 
170U; Samuel, July 19, 172.'>.. of whom wo learn 
no more; and Susanna, Oct. 17, 1727, who nev- 
er nuirried, and is said to have gone In old age 
to live wllh relatives In Maine, where she died. 

William, only son of the preccillng who Is 
known to have perpetuated the name, proba- 
bly married, about 1741, Anna, daughter of Kb- 
enezer Davis. They had a son William born 
May 8, 1742, soon alter which date the father 
dletl. 

William, son of the last William, married 
Doixjjis Patch, July 10, 1703. She, I suppose, 
WHS the widow of Nathan Patcli, and daughter 
of David Stauwood. She was born May 27, 
1730, and was intending marriage with Nathan 
Patch Sept. 7, 1754. This William was a ma- 
sou by trade, but 1 know nothing mora about 
biin except that he died before 1781, leaving a 
widow with five boys. The oldest of these, 
William, Is said to have married and to have 
had a son William, who !>ecame a mariner, and 
i»f whom nothing more is told. David SUm- 
wood, the next, after a somewhat discreditable 



c^iircijr, brought up at last at the (iloucesler 
work-house, and there died, July 22, 1830, aged 
sixty-four. The next son, Sanuiel, seUled iu 
Ncwburyport, where he carried on business 
and became a highly respected citizen, lie 
married Anna Pierce, of that place, and died 
on a idanUdion in St. Dtuningo In 1820, aged 
about sixty, lie left a son Samuel, who died 
in Ncwburyport, Sept. 7, 1857, aged sixty- 
four, leaving children ; and a son Isaac, a ven- 
erable gentlenmn now living In (Miarlestowii 
District, Boston. So far as I c;in learn, mem- 
bers of this fandly are the only descendants of 
our ancient antl famous shipwright by whom 
the name is now bt»rne. The fourth .sou of the 
last William, was l.saac, wlui also .st^llhul hi 
Ncwburyport, as a baker, lie married Mary 
Catherine Dutua, a French girl from Guadu- 
loupc, and appears to have died before 1800, 
leaving no oll'sprlng. The next and youngest 
son was John, of whom 1 ciui only say that he 
had a daughter Catherine to whom her uuclc 
Isaac left by his will one huuilred dollars. 

Samuel, son of Deacon James Stevens, mar- 
ried Mary, daughter of William Ellery, Jan. 12, 
1093. lie died Nov. 10, 175(J, ageil ninety -one, 
and she, after a little more than a year of wi- 
dowhood, married Elder Ednmnd (jiiover, both 
bride and bridegroom being over eighty years 
old. The town records do not give the ilate of 
the marriage, but Mr. Chauiller's journal says, 
'^ March 10, 1758, Elder (irover and Madam 
Stevens married by Mr. White." It is worthy 
of mention that this venerable pastor also was 
then past lour score. Fandly aci|ulesceuce hi 
these strange nuptials may be inferred from 
another entry by Mr. Chandler, a few days la- 
ter, when ho alludes to a visit '^ at Elder Gro- 
ver's In the Harbour," and adds, *' their chil- 
dren together." But conjugal happiness Is hchl 
by a very frail tenure at eighty, and in this case 
It came to an end in a few months by the ileath 
of the aged bride. Samuel Stevens, by his wife 
Mary, had ton chlUlren, of whom seven lived 
to mature years. Three of these were daugh- 
ters: Mary, born Feb. 2, 1091, married Joslah 
Ingersol, Dec. 30, 1712; Abigail, May 7, 1702, 
nuirried Joseph llUller of Boston, Apr. 15, 
1719; and Susiunm, Mar 25, 1717, married Da- 
vid Pearcc, Jan. 20, 1730, and became the 
mother of two dlstlngulshcil merchants of the 
town,— David and William Peai-ce. 

Samuel, the oldest son of Mr. Stevens, born 
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Mny 7, ir.or., innnlccl Abli^nll dunghUM- of .lo- 
srpli York, :iii otirly moiThnnt of Hip town. 
O.t. l':t, I7IS. Ill* iHMlslird nt Hv:\ In I71'*J. 
Tlie reconls "^ivc* hi in two sons,— York mul 
Joscpli, but 1 know no more of either. Ills 
widow married Jacob Randall, Jan. 13, 1725, 
and was i>robabl3' <Iead In 1711. 

James, the next son of SamueK born April 
4, l(;i)l». 1 must believe to be the same who mar- 
ried Deborah, daujjrhter of Elder James Say- 
>Yanl, July 15, 1717, thou'^h the bridcfrroom 
was then only a little over eighteen; so young 
that the History assigns her to another James, 
who It is found never attained marriageable 
age. James and Deborah had three daughters 
born in Gloucester : — Mary, May 2, 1718; 
Deborah, Oct. 23, 1710; and Abigail, Oct. 2, 
1721. .VI)out this time ho probably renu)ved 
from town, and we hear no mor<» of him till 
July. I7;J7, when he was of Durham, N. II. 
lie was then appointed guardian to ** Mary 
Stevens, alias Sanders, Deborah. Abigail, Su- 
sanna, Elizabeth, Samuel and James, all chil- 
dren which he had by his wife Deborah, deceas- 
ed, «laughter of Elder .lames SaywanI, late of 
(iloneester, deceased." Sept. 13, 1737, he mar- 
ried Elizabeth Day, and aimut that time cstab- 
IIsIhmI himself as an Innholder In (Jloueester, in 
the house which had been owned and occupied 
many years I >y Rev. John ^Yhite, and Is still 
standing; and which he scdd In 1710, for £3(K), 
to ^Villiam Ellery. In April 1750, he is called 
" Innhohler" of Rostcm, and In Novendier of 
the same year, ** trader," of (jloucH!ster. Jan. 
20, 1754, he married Mrs. Mary Dow, of Ports- 
mouth, N. II., and, according to a deed of the 
.surviving executor of his will, Nov. 19, 17r>8, 
seems to have spent his l:wt days In that town. 
John, next son of Samuel, bom July U, 1707, 
married Rachel, daughter of Joseph Allen, Esq., 
Nov. 12, 1720. Besides a son John who died 
in infancy, aiul anollter of the same name of 
whom nothing more is known, he liad a daugh- 
ter Rachel, bom Sept. 21, 1781, who married 
Nathaniel Ellery, Oct. 20, 1747, and died July 
1, 1750, before completing her nlnctccDth year, 
leaving two children .-—John Stevens Ellery, 
who iMJcamc a prominent merchant of the 
town ; and Rachel, who became the second wife 
of Daniel Rogers, Esq., another distinguished 
merchant. The date of John Stevens* second 
marriage Is not on our books, but Mr. rhau<l- 
ler n'conis, under dale of June 20, 1751, ♦*! 



drank tea at Capt. John Stevens*— his new wife 
came on Tuesday.** She was the widow of Col. 
.lohn (^orham, of Rarnslable; and, besides one 
son, brought to Iier new husband three beantl- 
fVil daughters, one of whom married Eben Par- 
sons, another became the wife of Daniel Rog- 
ers, and the other lived unrnarrled and died at 
an advanced age. Col. John Stevens died Apr. 
13, 1779, aged seventy-two. Ills wife died Dec. 
25, 1 7ar», aged seventy-three. He left an estate 
of £3103, encumbered with del)t^ to the amount 
of £2014. He owned and occupied the house 
on the corner of Washington and Front Streets, 
now in possession of (iorham P. l^ow, Esq. 

^Vllliam, youngest son of Samuel Stevens, 
sen., born Jan. 9, 1713, marric<l Elizabeth, 
daughter of Joseph. Allen, Esq., Nov. 22, 1733, 
and died May 10, 17G7, aged fl ay-four. She 
died Aug. 18, 1778, aged sixty-four. Resides 
his prominence in public alfairs, lie was an ac- 
tive business man, but died deeply Insolvent. 
The Inventetry of his esUito shows that he own- 
ed three fishing schooners; a farm with dwel- 
ling house at Eastern Point, valued at £800 ; 
some farming stock ; and a dwelling house, val- 
ued at £480. The latter was the house still 
standing on the easterly corner of Middle and 
Short streets. Besides three daughters, Eliz- 
abeth, Anne, and Mary, no one of whom, so 
nir as I know, lived to marry, he had a son 
^VIIilanl who died unmarried, Sept. 27, 17G3, 
aged twenty-six. John, anotlier son, born June 
I, 1741, nnirried Judith Sargent, Oct. 3, 17fi9, 
and died In St. Eustatla, leaving no child. She 
became the second wife of Rev. John Murray. 
A portrait of this lady, painted by Copley, Is 
In possession of her relative, Ignatius Sargent, 
Estj., of Brookllne. Another son of William 
Stevens, Sanmel, the youngest, born March 12, 
1748, married his cousin Elizabeth, daughter 
of Col. WiUUim Allen, Oct. 12, 1773; not in the 
year fif his l)irth, as ermneously Kl4ited In the 
History. He died Dec. 0, 1795. Ills widow, 
with a son and daughters, removed to Port- 
land, Me., where the son, named William Sam- 
uel, died unmarried, Aug. 27, 1804, aged twen- 
ty-seven. Mrs. Stevens died in Portland, Apr. 
4, 1850; having attained the great age of nine- 
ty-seven years, five months, and eight days. 

Ebenezer, son of Deacon James Stevens, is 
not known to have married, nor can I trace 
him beyonti lf»97, when he wjis al)sent at sea. 
In the History he Is erroneously supposed to 
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liiivo iiuirtied uiiU UUhI in town, but lie wan 
tlicreln mislakeu for unolhcr pci-soii of the 
same name. 

David, son of Deacon Junics Stevens, mar- 
ried Hannah, probably daughter of John ^ar- 
gent, Feb. 11, 1703, and had two daughters,— 
Hannah and KacheU 

Jonathan, youngest son of the same, married 
Mary, daughter, 1 suppose, of William Sar- 
gent, 2d, March 18, 1707, and had a son Jona- 
than, born Dec. 7, 1707, who was living in 
1737, and was the same, perhaps, who was in. 
tending marriage with Sarah Balston, June 3, 
1745. 

There Is no record of the death of these last 
two sons of Deacon James Stevens, but ihe 
probate books show that administration on 
their respective estates was granted. May 15, 
1710, to their only surviving brother, Samuel. 
This article, the fruit of much research, in 
addition to some repetitions from the History 
to make it complete, contains all 1 know about 
the descendants of the skilful shipwright who 
built in London, before he made his home on 
the shores of Cape Ann, the great ship '* Uoy- 
al Merchant," of GOO tons. 

UiciiAUD Taku.— Besides this settler, Mr. 
Savage llnds a few others of the uame who 
were early in New England, but of one only 
of these are descendants mentioned. The will 
of Richard of Gloucester, nuide Jan. 7, 1729, 
was proved Juue 13, 1782. In it he makes pro- 
vision for his wife Elizabeth during her widow- 
hood; to son William gives £5, and all his 
wearing clothes and apparel; to sons John, 
Richard, Joseph, Benjamin, Caleb and Samuel, 
£5 each; to Henry Davis, Elizabeth Davis and 
Hannah Davis, children of his daughter Eliza- 
beth DavLs, deceased, 5s. each ; to his daugh- 
ters Honour Wonson and Sarah Tarr, 5s. each. 
In the lnveutoi7 of his estate we 11 nd real es- 
tate, consisting of house and barn, and Includ- 
ing Ave acres of land uortheast of the house, 
next the sea, valued at £300 : and ])ersonal,— ■ 
8 cows, £21 ; 1 pair steers, £10 : 3 yearlings, £8 ; 
1 ailf, £l ; 20 sheep and G lambs, £20; 1 uiare 
and colt, GOs. ; 1 swine, £3; 3 beds and I'Urnl- 
ture, £16.58,; warming pun and frying pan, 
£l.5s. ; saw and augers, and other articles, 
making the amount in all £U9.2.G. The full 
date of birth of his children recorded In (jIou- 
cester, not given in the History, is here ad- 
ded :— Elizabeth, Jan. 10, 1G91, nmrrled Eben- 



e/cr Davis. I'^eb, U, 1715, and tiled Dee. 21», 
1724; u daughter (Honour), May 10, 1GI)3, nmr- 
rled, 1, John Wise, Nov. 2, 1712, 2, John Won- 
son, Feb. 18, 1720, and 3, Isaac Prince, Dec. 10, 
1730, and had children by each husband — nine 
In all ; Richard, Aug. 2G, 1G95 ; Joseph, Jan. 
IG, IGOd; Benjamin, April 1), 1700; Caleb. July 
4, 1703; Samuel, June 25, 170G; Abigail, Juno 
11, 1709; and Sarah, Sept. 11, 1716, married 
Thomas Dresser, Jan. G, 1733. The sons Wil- 
liam and John were probably born before 
their father settled In Sandy Bay; and Abigail, 
here given, but not mentioned In her father's 
will, died early, without doubt. 

William, probably oldest son of lilchard 
Tarr, nmrrled Elizabeth Felt, Dec. 21, 1708. 
The time of death of either is not found, but 
he was living at Sandy Bay In 1754. Besides 
a daughter Mary, who married Joshua Ken- 
dall ; Eunice ; Abigail, who married James Par- 
sons; and Lyditt; he had three sons:—Wll- 
llam, born April 22, 1713; Richard, Feb. 3, 
1715; and Jonathan, March 31, 1718. William 
married Maitha Card, probably daughter of 
William, Dec. 17, 1739, who died soon without 
Issue, and he next married, Jan. G, 1744, Anna 
Harris, by whom heha<l daughters Martha and 
Anna. The latter was born Nov. 14, 1749, a 
few months after the death of her father, who 
was drowned ; as 1 am Informed by Mr. Pool, 
the venerable local antiquary of Rockport. 
The widow married Jonathan Andrews. The 
next son, Richard, I suppose to be the same 
who married Mary Flynn, Jan. 1, 1740, and 
had four daughters baptized at the llrst church, 
and of whom 1 can say no more. The daugh- 
ters* names were— Mary, Elizabeth, Agnes, and 
Eunice. 1 do not lind the marriage or any oth- 
er Incident of the Hie of Jonatliau. 

Of John, next son of Richard, sen., I learu 
nothing more tlian his intention of marriage 
with Eiizaibeth Heans of Marblehead, April 8, 
1714, and the birth, June 9, 1719, and baptism 
at the flL*st church, Aug. IG, same year, of his 
daughter Elizabeth ; but he was probably liv- 
ing in town in 1725. 

itlchard, next son of Richard Tarr, has iu 
the History, I fear, a wife to whom he was 
never married. Perhaps Lo was the Rlchaixl 
who nmrrled Sarah Beal, at Beverly, Dec. 29, 
1719, and aller the birlli of a son Itlclmnl hei*e, 
Sept. 10, 1722, may have removed to Marble- 
head, as tt Sarah Tarr was administratrix of 
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the cstAtc of Richard of that town, May 22, 
1746. If this conjecture bo accepted, the Rich- 
ard who wan killed by the ludlans at Fox Is- 
lands, in 1724, must be the same who married 
(trace Ilodgkins, Feb. 20, 1722, and had llaz- 
elponl, born Dec. 20, 1722; and William, May 

15, 1724. This Richard may have been a ne- 
phew or other relative of the settler at Sandy 
Bay. Of his children I can say nothing, un- 
less It was his son William who married Sarah 
Williams, July 9, 1754. 

Joseph, fourth son of Richard Tarr, married 
8arah, perhaps daughter of Nathaniel Sargent, 
July 28, 17l?>. His children recorded here were 
—Abigail born Dec. 8, 1719; Joseph, Sept. 11, 
1721; Rcnjamln, Dec. 2, 172,3; and Nathaniel, 
Mar. 9, 1720, who married Elizabeth, daughter 
of William Fears, Jane 7, 1762. Mr. Pool says 
that Joseph Tarr and his family removed to 
Farkcr*8 Island, Georgetown, Me., and that ho 
has met his descendants there. 

Benjamin, next son of the first Richard, mar- 
ried Rebecca, the young widow of William 
Card, and daughter of James Wallls, Feb. 4, 
1724. She had had three children by her first 
husband when he was lost at sea in 1722. 
This son settled In Sandy Bay, and Is said to 
have died about 1783. She died Jan. 4, 1782, 
aged eighty-three. The town records give him 
three children :— Rebecca, born Nov, 18, 1724, 
married Thomas Row, Dec, 80, 1742; Benja- 
min, Dec 25,1726; and James, Mch. 18, 1729: 
to whom the records of the first church add 
Lucy, baptized Aug. 2tf, 1781 ; and Ann, Feb. 

16, 1788, who married Daniel Thurston : to all 
of whom Mr. Pool adds three more,— John, 
born about 1783 ; Deborah, who married Mark 
Pool ; and Henry. Benjamin, the oldest son, 
nmrrlcd Mary, daughter of Daniel Barber, 
Dec. 22, 1748. I find no record of the death 
of either, but he Is said to have died in 1814, 
aged elghty-clght. In the records he has two 
children only :—Beujamiij, born Ang. 25. 1749; 
and Mnry, Feb. 17, 1762 : but there were cer- 
tainly many others,— Daniel B., born May 12, 
1754; Job, Dec. 17, 1765; and Jabcz, Aug. 19, 
1758; known to nic : and Moses, Epes, David, 
Robert and Francis, mentioned to me by Mr. 
Pool. The son Benjamin married Lucy Say- 
wnrd. Aug. 9, 1772, and was the fntlicr of Capt, 
Charles Tarr, who died in Hock port, Nov. 3, 
1871, aged ninety-three years and eight mos. 
The three sons whose date of birth is above

given, also married and lived to old age,— Job 
to about 81, says Mr. Pool. Daniel B. and Ja- 
bez were both revolutionary soldiers, and the 
latter fought on Bunker Hill. He died Nov. 
26, 1844, aged eighty-five, the last survivor of 
the Gloucester soldiers engaged In that battle: 
Daniel B. died April 16, 1840, aged eighty-six. 
James Tarr, son of the first Benjamin, married 
Lucy Pool, probably In 1768. BeMldes his two 
sons, William and James, who were lost at sea 
in tlie ship Tempest, Mr. Pool tells me that he 
had a Solomon ond Benjamin, and daugliters ; 
but the date of the death of father or mother 
he tells not, though he thlulu the former died 
about 1807, and the latter about 1818. John^ 
next son of the first Benjamin, born, Mr. Pool 
thinks, about 1783, marrletl Elizabeth Ooss of 
'Squam In 1766, who was bom Oct. 14. 178G. 
He enlisted in the army and died in camp, In 
Rhode Island, In 177G, leaving a son John who 
was with his father In the army, and died a 
pensioner of the revolutionary war. May 29, 
1888, aged eighty-one years and eight months. 
His wife was Agnes Thurston, who died Dec. 
27, 1844, aged eighty-one: Mr. Pool aays they ■ 
hod fourteen children, and that this lost John 
had brothers,— Joseph, who died al)out 1838, 
a bachelor; Andrew; and Abner L., who was 
drowned, unmarried : and two sisters who mar- 
ried. Mrs. Elizabeth (Goss) Tarr died In Apr., 
1881, aged ninety-four and a half years. Hen- 
ry, the other son of the first Benjamin, mar- 
ried Mercy Say ward In 17G2. His son Henry, 
born in 17G3, was lost In the ship Tempest, 
and a son Zebulon. born In 1768, was drowned 
near Cape Cod, young and unmarried; and Mr. 
Pool says that he also had other sons,— Nath- 
aniel, Daniel, John Say ward, Caleb, and Hen- 
ry again. 

Caleb, sixth son of the first Richard, had 
a wife Martha, for whom no surname Is yet 
found. They had twin sons, bom Nov. 8, 1726, 
died In two days, and the eleven following 
children :— Martho, Caleb, Mary, Joshua, Dav- 
id, Hannah, Samuel, Jonathan, Susanna, Sarah, 
and Jonathan again. The fathers will was 
proved June iB, 1762. The son Caleb married 
Hannah Davki, Oct. 27, 1748. The town ond 
church records together give him nine chil- 
dren, of whom I can say nothing fbrther. 
Joshua married Eunice Collins, May 21, 1764. 
The records give no children, but .Mr. Pool 
informs me that he had sons Ebenezer and 
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»)oiialliuii, ami three or iiioru tIauglilurH. Dav- 
id married Lucy Pool lu 1758, and was drown- 
ed, says Mr. Pool, near Thacher's Island, com- 
ing in from tishing, in 1750 or 1760, leaving a 
son David, who was a revolutionary soldier, 
and married and left descendants in Rockport. 
Samuel, youngest son of Richard Tarr, mar- 
ried Eliziibeth Williams, Oct. 12, 172G. He 
was drowned in Sheepscot River, Me., June 
27, 1789. Perhaps she was the widow Eliza- 
beth Tarr who married Samuel Clark, Jr., in 
1747. The diihlicu of Suniuel Tarr were :— 
Samuel, born March, 1729; Jacob, baptized 
Jan 30, 1781; Jeremiah, bom Feb. 5, 1788; 
Abraham, 1784; Elizabeth, baptized Jan. 2, 
1787; and Elizabeth again, born Dec. 12, 1788, 
maiTied Isaac Jacobs, Feb. 15, 1757. The son 
Samuel married Ruth Gamage, Sept. 9, 17G0, 
and had Samuel, born 1761; Oliver, 1764; and 
Abraham, 1769 : about which time, or soon af- 
ter, the father must have died, as his widow 
married John Turner, Jan. 21, 1772. Jacob 
married Lois Elwcll, Dec. 15, 1768, and had two 
daughters and a son Jacob. The latter was 
baptized at the first church Jan. 15, 1758. Abra- 
ham married Mehi tabic Clough. No children 
ai-e recorded, but Mr. Pool says' he had Eliz- 
abeth, Abraham, Mary Saunders, and Joseph 
Clowlln, and died before 1767, when his widow 
married Moses Cooper. Some of the descen- 
dants of Samuel settled at Eastei-n Point, 
whence, according to Mr. Pool, one of them, 
Abraham, removed to Bristol, Me. 

Descendants of Richard Tarr are numerous. 
In the Directory for 1869 I count thirty-nine 
males In Gloucester and twenty-nine In Itock- 
port, among whom are James P., representative 
fh)ni Rockport in 1841, the first from the town, 
and James G., representative n*om Gloucester 
in 1878 and 1874. 

JouN TucKieu.— Of no one of the numerous 
families of this name among the early settlers 
of New England, mentioned by Mr. Savage, Is 
it so probable that our John was a branch as 
of that one settled about Plscataqua River. 
There was a Hugh of Kittery, and a Hugh who 
bad a son John baptized at our first church 
Mch. 10, 1706. There was a Lewis of Newcas- 
tle, and a Lewis, perhaps his son, whose five 
children— Elizabeth, Lewis, Joshua, Isaac and 
John— born in the first ten years of the last 
j^entury ^^ at Kiftery side In Pascataqua Riv- 
er," by Joauhia.>>;ife, are in our records '* in 



order as tliey were born." Tlierc was a John, 
too, of Portsmouth, who died May 2, 170<S. 
The name of John of Gloucester first occurs 
on his marriage to Sarah Riggs, May 9, 1681, 
and It is not found afterwards, except In the 
record of the birth of each of his children, till 
June 1707, when there was " granted to Sarah 
Tucker the wife of John Tucker and for her 
heirs lawfully borne of her owne body about 
ten acres of ground above the head of Goose 
Cove.*' He did not share in any of the gen- 
eral divisions of land, and it is not known 
when or whei*e he or his wife died. Ills chil- 
dren were— Mary, born Oct. 5,1682; Sarah, 
March 14,1685; John, Dec. 27, 1686 ; William, 
May 11, 1690; Thomas, July 18, 1692. drown- 
ed in Carolina in 1717; Richard, March 27, 
1695 ; Abigail, July 15, 1697 ; Joseph, Feb. 26, 
1701 ; and Grace. July 27, 1706. 

The son John married Mary Lane, Dec. 14, 
1714; and perhaps widow Sarah Adams about 
forty years later. Of his twelve children, four 
—Mary, Jolin, Snumel and Jonathan— died iu 
Infancy: the others were— Thomas, William, 
David, Job, a second Samuel, Eunice, a sec- 
ond Mary, and Maitha. Thomas, born April 
26, 1718, married Rachel Leach, Sept. 8, 1789, 
and had four daughters,— Mary, Susy, Rachel 
and Martha, the last two of wlioui were boru 
in Falmouth. William, lM>rn June 26, 1720, 
married Ann RIggs, Nov. 3, 1748, had two chil- 
dren-John and Thomasine— and died Sept. 2, 
1746. David is not known to have married. 
Job, born Apr. 22, 1728, married Ruth Dodge, 
of Wenhani, Dec. 21, 1749, and had three 
daughters,— Mary, Ruth and Lucy, and a son 
Nehemlah ; of all of whom, parents as well as 
children, I can sayjio more. Samuel, youngest 
son of the second John, born April 26, 1729 or 
1780, does not appear to have married, unless 
he be the same as Lemuel, who was Intending 
marriage with Mercy Riggs, May 11, 1751, and 
with Ruth Millet, Mch. 25, 1769. The births 
of his five children — Mary, Lemuel, John, 
James and George— all by his wife Mercy, 
complete my knowledge concerning him. 

William, second son of the first John, mar- 
ried Dorcas, daughter of John I^ne, Jan. 8, 
1718. They had a daughter Dorcas who died 
In inftuicy, ajft^t^and second Abigail, and sons 
Will^pi an(j(,.^9Jin. William, bom May 22, 
1721, married Patience Riggs, Oct. 18, 1742. 
Besides three daughters,— Dorcas, Ehzabeth 
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tttifl Patience, he had three sons,— William, 
Daniel and Richard. William, born March 4, 
1745, married Hcl)cccn Merchant, Dec. *J4, 170*5, 
by whom probably was born the William bap- 
tized at the fourth church Nov. 2, 17()6. Be- 
comlnff a widower, he next marrle<l, Au^. 16, 
177.1, Rlij^ahcth Rltf^n, who bore him twoMonfl 
— Abndiam and Gitleou, and died Dec. 2(), 1778. 
He married next, Dec. 28, 1780, Abigail Riggs, 
who died Dec. 28, 1823. He died Feb. 15, 1804. 
The children of the last marriage were, — 
Richard, Tlionias, Isaac, Jacob, Rel>eccn, 
Joshua, John and Simeon H. John was the 
well-known sexton and nmlertaker, who died 
July 27, 1872, aged seventy-seven. Daniel 
Tucker, born Jan. 6, 1747, was intending mar- 
riage with Margaret Lurvey, Nov, 25, 1769. 
She died in Aug., 1820, aged eighty-neven. 
The town records liave tlie birth of his son 
Jonathan, April 11, 1775, and tlie records of 
the fourth church have the baptisms of Dan- 
iel, Aug. 11, 1771, of Daniel, again, Aug. 81, 
1777, and of Patience, Feb. 27, 1780. It was 
tlie last Daniel, I suppose, who died Jan. 1. 
1855, aged seven ty-seven. 

John, second son of tlie first William, bom 
Jan. 80, 1725, married Mary Davis, Nov., 1746. 
Besides three daughters, Mary, Lucy and Su- 
sanna, and one without a name, he had two 
sons, John and Nathaniel. John was the rev- 
olutionary and militia officer, mentioned in the 
History. He married Elizabeth El well, Oct. 
22, 1772, and dieii in Jan., 1881, aged eighty- 
two. She died Nov. 17, 1831, aged eighty-one. 
He had a sou John, of whom I know no more, 
and two daughters : — Betsey, who married 
Ellas W. Hayes, and Lucy, who married Col. 
William Beach. 

Nathaniel, a revolutioimry soldier also, and 
a Grand Bank skipper, married Judith Rob- 
bins, Jan. 4, 1787, and had many children. He 
died Jnne 2, 1848, aged 87 years and 15 day.««, 
says the record, but the right computation 
makes him then 85 years and 25 days. She 
died May 8, 1842, aged seventy-nine. 

Richard, son of the first John, married Abi- 
gail Harvey, Jan. 16, 1718, and was dead in 
1788. His children were— Abigail, Benjamin, 
Sarah , George, Joseph and Richard. Benjamin 
had a son Benjamin, bom, not apparently In 
wedlock, April 3, 1741. George, bom April 
24, 1725, married Hannah Parsons, Nov. 23, 
1748, and died Oct. 8, 1756, without ofllipring, 



so fhr as the town records show. Josephv 
bom April 8, 1728, was Intending marriage 
wiUi Elizabeth Hilton, Jan. 26, 1762. He was, 
I suppose, the Joseph who died Jan. 16, 18 IH. 
The records give him two sons— Joseph and 
William Hilton, both of whom appear to have 
married in town; and two daughters— Eliza- 
beth and Mary, who <lled In infancy. Concern- 
ing Richard, youngest son of Richard, I can 
add nothing. 

Joseph, youngest son of the first John, can 
have no further notice here, for witliout some 
show of identity it can not reas^mably be as- 
sumed tliat he was Uie Joshua who married 
Sarah Denning, March 6, 1734, and had a son 
Samuel bom May 31, following. 

Here are given all of the first three genera- 
tions of the descendants of John Tucker who 
l)ore his name, and of whom I have knowledge, 
and a few of later posterity are added, tracing 
one branch down to the present time. It is 
shown by the last Directory that there are on 
our Cape twenty-seven males bearing the 
name, of whom ten live In the section where 
the original settler had his home. 

William Vinson.— Ills will made Mar. 19, 
1684, and proved Nov. 25, 1600, mentions 
'* dear and loving wife Rachel,** but the Pro- 
bate records say that '* Sarah, the widow and 
relict of William Vinson of Gloucester, ap- 
peared In court at Salem, 25 Nov., 1690," and 
presented an Inventory of the estate of her 
husband, taken Sept. 25, preceding. In this 
document we find— ^' dwelling house, &c., 
£125; cows and other neat cattle, £89; ahorse 
and a mare, £13;" and other items, to make 
up In all £188.3.8. The debts are given at £8. 

The children of this settler were — Sarah, • 
probably born In Salem, nmrrled JeflVey Par- 
sons, Nov. 11, 1657, and died Jan. 12, 1708; 
Hannah, also bora there probably, married 
William Eliery, Oct. 8, 1663, and died Dec 24, 
1675; Elizabeth, bom May 16, 1644, married 
James Gardner, June 19, 1661, and died Mar. 
4, 1684; Richard, died July 24, 1652; John, 
May 15, 1648, died before 1683, probably un- 
married; William, Sept. 9, 1651, died Dec. 9, 
1675 ; Richard, again, Sept 1, 1658, died Dec . 
26, 1675; Thomas, April 1, 1662, died Dec 31, 
1675 ; and Abigail, May 8, 1668, married Jacob 
Elwell, July 5, 1686. William Vinson's second 
wife was widow Rachel Cook, who had a son 
John, and probably had had a previous hus- 
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)mua I^iigtoD, by whom she had ii daughter 
Rachel, who married Hugh Rowe, and a daugh- 
ter Mary, who married Thomas Day ; as Vin- 
son called Rowe his son-in-law ami Maiy Day 
his daughter-in-law. 

Hknrt Walkbu.— The name of this settler Is 
brought Into these Notes for the purpose of 
giving the Inyentory of his ©state, which, at 
the time of his decease, Aug. 20, 1693, was the 
largest that had been accumulated hi the town. 
It shows that his employment, like that of the 
other settlers, had been upon the land, and 
not upon the sea. His will, made Aug. 29, 
1690; and proved Oct. 20, 1698, gives to Na- 
thaniel CJolt, ** who now llveth with me, all my 
houses and lauds;** to his grandson Joseph 
Haskell £20 when twenty years old ; *'tothe 
every one" of his son William Haskeirs chll- 
dren £6j to his grand-daughter Sarah Robin- 
son £20; to Andrew Robinson ♦' timt now llv- 
eth with me" £20, when twenty years old ; and 
to all the rest of his •♦•son Abraham Robin- 
son's" children £2. 10 each when of age. The 
inventory Is as follows .—

The legatees of money wen? all grandchil- 
dren of his wife, cblkiren of Abraham Robin- 
son, her SOD by her first hoe^MiDd, and of Mary 
Brown, her daughter by her second, who took 
the name of her stepfiitber and married Wil- 
liam Ilaskelh By what tie or cUim Nathaniel 
Colt came In for nearly the whole esUte, I 
cannot say. 



John Walus.— The Inventory of this set- 
tler, in the Probate records, bearing date Jan. 
29 1691, contains the following items: one 
yoke of oxen, £7; 2 cows, £8; 2 steere and 1 
heifer, £4; one-third of a small shallop, £8; 
household Airniture and money, £38.18; total, 
£60.13s. *'Also about 240 acres of land In 
Casco Bay, on Purpooduck side, where Juo. 
Wallis had a house which he lived In" His 
son Joslah, by wife Mary, had a son John boro 
here Aug. 23. 1695, and a daughter Susanna, 
Aug. 25, 1699. There were two other chil- 
dren by this wife, born probably at Casco 
Bay:— Mary, who married Paul Dolliver, Feb. 
11, 1718, and Sarah, who married Jacob Saw- 
yer, Feb. 12, 1716. Tills wife was killed by the 
Indians at Casco Bay, In 1708. and be was 
next married, Dec. 19, 1706, to one wliose 
name appears not ou the records. By her he 
had two chlklren: Joslah, bom 1708, and 
Samuel, April 24, 1711; and he died Feb. 7, 
1741, aged about seventy-nine. His will, of 
Dec. 81, 1789, menUons wife Sarah and all the 
children before nan^d except Susanna and Jo- 
slah. 

Jolin was the son who was carried ou his 
father's back In the escape from the Indian 
slaughter in which his mother sufTered. He 
married Patience, daughter of Samuel Hodg- 
kins, Jan. 8, 1719, and had the following chil- 
dren :--John, bom Dec. 81, 1719; Patience, 
l>cc. 26,1721; I>avid, Nov. 19, 1723; Susan- 
na, baptized July 9, 1727; Joslah. bap. Sept., 
1729; Mar>'. bom Aug. 20. 1731; Joslah, Oct. 
15, 1733; Joseph, April 1, 1736; and Benjamin, 
Oct. 4, 1738. The fatlier went back to Casco 
Bay and was living there In 1768; but he seems 
to have left behind his sons John and David, 
for the town records give the marriage of 
John, Jr., and Dorcas Millet, Feb. 12, 1740. and 
the birth of their daughter Dorcas, May 22, 
1746; and the marriage of l>avld and Eliza- 
beth Shortwell, April 8, 1745. 'The children of 
this marriage were— Davkl. Daniel, Betty, and 
John, recorded In the town books, and Betty, 
again, Mary, Joseph, and two named Caty Den- 
Dey, Id the record of baptisms at the first 
church. The fother Is said to have lived to 
old age. His son David, Jr., bom Oct. 13, 
1745, married Abigail Gkxxlrlch, Jan. 1, 1771. 
lie lived on Front St. many years, was some- 
time a coaster, but finally renx>ved to Kettle 
Cove, where he died. I do not learn that he 
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Iin«l rhildren. Dniiicl. born Jiino in, 1747, 
married Mary Rnhson. .Tunc LTi. I7i!«. The 
town :nul rlnirrli rcronls toijcMicr jrlvc liitn 
two Danlfis, two l.n\ ids. nnd Snnnic', i»nt 1 
know notldnu: more of pmrnt^or cidldrcn. ex- 
cept Hint !):in1cl, l)orn Sept..

.Tnnies. son of the preccdina:, married linn-* 
nail (^anl, Dee. 8, 1720. nnd had two daujrhr 
ters. — llrtuuah nnd Sarnh. As the History 
U\\<. lie shared the unhappy fate of his brother 
.Tosepli, nt Fox Harbor, In 1724. .Tonnthnn, 
the next son, is, without doul)t. the .same who 
married Kunice, proimi)ly daughter of William 
Tarr, Dec. 18. 1740. and was Intending nuir- 
riaue with Mary Wlllhima, Dec. 10. 1749. 
Hannah, Jonathan and James nre the children 
mentioned by tlie first nnirrinjrc, nnd Reuja- 
ndn nnd .fohn by the second. The son Jnmes 
was. f suppose, the James who marricJ Judith 
Shinier. .Tan. 24, 17011. 

Of the descendants of .Tohn Wnllls, nil who 
i>ore the name In town ijefore 1775 nre hero 
Kiven; and five generations are traced In one 
line down to the present dny. The name Is 
now usually spelt Wallace. 

MiCii.\Kf« WKnuKfi.— This settler, who died 
.Ian. 12. 1721), aged nearly ninety, was. In the 
opinion of John S. Webber, Ksq., \vho Is In- 
vestigating the faudly history, the father of 
Sanmel, Michael nnd James, the first personii 
of the name In town who were known to bo 
husbands and fathers. Sanmel nnd Jamei 
were only brief sojourners liere. The Michael 
with a wife Deborah In 1701, nnd the Michae 
who appears vltli a wife Sarniia few years lat* 
er, nre thought by Mr. W. to be idLMitical. The 
children of the last named Mlchnei were :— Mi- 
chael, born Jan. 2(;, 1710; DelMirah, Nov. 2, 
1717; James. Sept. 14, I71!»; John. July ir»» 
1722; Joseph. July 28, 1724; Benjamin. May 
21. 1720; Mnrj-. 1728, died Feb. 1. 1.720; Na- 
than, Aug. 28. I7.W; Ignatius, July 0,1733; and 
Mary, Feb. 24, 178.1. Probably there was »u 
earlier Natlnui. for the records cont^dn the 
death of Nathan, son of MIehael nnd Sandi 
W'ebber. 23 Jan , 1730. In the 20Mi y«nr of his 
age. The dite of tlie father's death is i ot 
known, iuit adinlnlhtratli>n of his estate wns 
granted to his wife Sandi 11 Fel)., 1700. 

Michael, son of the precedlnir, n-nn led Hnii- 
nnh, daughter of Jnmes Sawyer. July ir». 173!l. 
He wns lost nt nen, between fibmcester nnd 
Hoston, In August, 17<;0. She died In New 
Gloucester, Me., Feb 7. !803, iged eighty-six. 
Besides four dauffhters, — Hannah. Rebekah, 
nnd two Sarahs, he had a son John, bom April 
7. 1742, and a son Michael, baptized nt tho 
first chuiTh Sept. 4. 1757. It Is snid he had 
another Michael, born Jan.. 1760, and that he 
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wofl II ttohllcr 111 Ctipt. JoMctih Ho!>y'K coiiiimiiy, 
ill the coutlueiitiil uruiy In 1775, aiul fouijclit on 
Bunker lllll. We know that a Michuel uml 
Joseph Webber were on tlie roll of that com- 
pany, lie married Sarah Cuinpbell of Port- 
hind, Me., in 1782, and .settled in New Glouceh- 
ter, where he died March li), 1827. She died 
March 7, ltt2U, aged sixty-8ix. They had nine 
children, of whom one wa.H Oen. John Web- 
ber, named hi the History. John,elder broth- 
er of Michael, married Lydla Morgan, Dec. 10, 
17(iU. lie also settled in New Gloucester, was 
an officer in the militia, and died without Issue 
May 0, 180i>, aged sixty-seven. 

James, second son of the lirst Michael, mar- 
ried Patience, probably daughter of John Wal- 
lis, March 22, I73D, and had Patience, James, 
Nathan und Deborah, of not one of whom, or 
of the parents, do 1 know anything more. 
Perhaps they all accompanied Wallis on his re- 
mo%'al to Falmouth. 

Benjamin, tiflli .son of Michael, married Han- 
nah, daughter of Jfdin Babson, Nov. 2i). 1750. 
Besides their two sons, mentioned In the His- 
tory, they had adaiigher Hannah, who married 
William Morgan, and a daughter Mary, who 
married Daniel Staples and settled in Maine. 

Ignatius, youn;:est son of Michael, married 
Elizabeth, daughter of Hobert Stewart, March 
13, 1 757. He was a .shipmaster, and died at sea 
In command of a vessel. She died April 21, 
1821, in her eighty-ninth year. His lir.st child 
and only son was the Ignatius who died Feb. 
1, 182i>, aged seventy- two; named in the His- 
tory. Then followed these seven daughters,— 
Elizabeth, Anna, Sarah, Debonih, Esther. Judith 
and Isabella ; each of whom was married. 

John, Joseph and Nathan, other sons of the 
first Michael, did not perpetuate the name in 
Gloucester, or anywhere else that I uin learn; 
and at the present time It Is borne liei*e by 
very few of his descendants. The History 
and this Note together contain the names of 
all of the family known to me to have lived in 
town before 1775. 

Natiia.niki. Wii.%uk.— This settler bought ol 
Henry Joslyn, Nov. 1, inOd, u house and land 
between land of Timothy Somes and laud of 
Thomas Klgg8« sen., but he first appears In 
town on his marriage, 80 Jan., 1084, to Ann, 
daaghter of Thomas HIggs, who died Dec. 17, 
1701, aged thirty-seven; having given birth to 
thirteen children In the 8cvenu*eu years of her 



married life. These children were,— -Nallian- 
iel, born March i>, ](;85; Itebecca, April 21, 
108(5; Mary, April 7, 1087; Charily, 22. died 24 
Feb., 1088; Thomas, Jan. 80, 108i); Mercy and 
Experience, June 15, lODO, died same day; 
Hannah, July 2'.), lOUl ; Arthur, March 5, KiiM ; 
John, Jan. 15, lOOG; Patience, Oct. 17, died 
Dec. 9, 10i>7; Abraham, Oct. 11, lOtlD, died 
March 19,1700; andLydia, Nov. 27. 1701, who 
died Jan. 20, 1702. The date of the father's 
death is not known, but it Is certain that he 
was living in 1734, and probably much later, 
if, as 1 suppose, he was the Nathaniel Wharf 
of whose estate his sons Isaac and Arthur 
were appointed adminisirators 11 Aug. 1755. 
The History makes the ohiest son. Nathaniel, 
marry Hannah Stevens, Feb. 7, 1715, but Ihero 
may be some doubt wliether this were marriage 
of that son or secoiul marriage of tlie father. 
Hannah Stevens was, perhaps, wUlow of Da- 
vid, and the children of this marriage were,— 
Thomas, b(»rn Marcli 21, 1717, and Isaac, Juno 
7, 1720. If it was marriage of the son, ho 
must have died soon alter the birth of this last 
child, as Arthur, his brother, is called ehiest 
.son of his father in 1723. 'Ihis 'Ihonias mar- 
ried Dorcas Lane, Nov. 10, 1738. He was a 
Grand Bank skipper, and was lost, with ail of 
his crew, on a voyage to tlie Banks in 1753. Be- 
sides two daughleis,— Dorcas and Sarah, he 
had six sons,— Job. John, Nathaniel, Thomas, 
David, and Eliphaiet Day. I know not Unit 
more than two of them married : Thomas, born 
:\ug. 3, 1747, probably married Sarah Lufkin in 
1708, l>y wliom he had three children ; and soon 
after, it is supposed, removed to New Glouces- 
ter, Me., where, in the old burying ground, a 
grave stone records his death, Jan. 22, 1835, ag- 
ed eighty-seven, and another that of Sarah his 
wile, July 21, 1835, aged eighty-eight. His 
three children were Thomas, Sarah and Susan- 
iia, who were baptizid at the fourth church. 
Tliomas, without doui)t, was the same whp 
died In New Giouce^ter, Feb. 15. 18(»4, ag«'d 
ninety-three. David, Inirn Feb. 2, 1752, Is the 
same, I presume, who had a wife Jenny, and, 
besides five daughteis, thr«»e sons,— Eliphaiet, 
Nathaniel and William. Nathaniel died May 
28, 1847, aged forty-eight. Isaac, bmther of 
the first Thomas, married Catherine Counolly 
of Newbury, Sept. 9, 1744, and had six chlU 
dren, including sons John C, I.saac and Hum- 
phrey. Isaac, born April 13, 1749, married 
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Mary Wallls. M.iy 27, 1770, mul had sixdniiiili- 
tri's* ami II sdii .lolin. lie was ii HCA-cnpUiln. 
1)111 wlu'ii and whcrclie met his end I know not. 
His widow dkil In Boston hi April, 1841, aged 
cljrhty-el«flit. 

Arlluir, son of flic first Nathaniel, appears to 
have lived a bathelor till March 24, 1737. when 
he niarrleil Martha l^'e. Uesldes three dau'^li- 
ten», the roconls ^Ive hlin sons, — Abraham. 
J«>lin and Sanuiel. the flrst of whom, born .Inly 
17.17;J8. nuirrled Mary Allen, Feb. 0, KCi. and 
died hy snlclde, n8 tohl In the History, (p. 4"»U) 
probably withont f*<8ne. Samnel, boni April 
i:t. 174ri. married llainiah Davis, Jnne. 1772. 
nnd had Hannah. Susanna and Samuel, beyond 
whom my research has not extended. 

John, son of the flrst Nathaniel, was Intend- 
in*; marriage with Hannah Cleigh, Mni-ch r>, 
1710. The records give him ten children, In- 
cluding two pairs or twins. The names or his 
8c»iis were, James, John (of which name there 
>vere two). Nathaniel and Arthur. Jnmes, i)oni 
Jan. 23, 1720. married Eunice Day. Jan. 6, 1744, 
nnd had eight children, of whom two were 
Aons. — James and John. Arthur, born Jnne 
18. 1732. 1 suppose to be the same who mar- 
ried Lydhi Cunningham Oct. 31. 17r»l, and. l)c- 
Kldes three daughters, had six s<ins. —Jonathan, 
Arthur, Joseph, KInnicum. Abraham and Oli- 
ver. Al>raham. Iwrn Dec. 18, I7r»0, was proi)- 
ably the old flshcrman who died Feb. 25, 18r>l. 
A William, of whom 1 do not And the fath- 
er, married Marthti Williams, Nov. 12, 1772, 
and had a son William^ nnd cwo daughters: 
Martha and f^cy. An Atthnr was Intending 
marriage with Hnchel Jackson of Sheep*ic<»t, 
March 1, 1755; and an Arthur with Juditli 
Bootman, June 24. I76ri. 

Nathaniel Wharf was the only person of the 
name among the early settlers of New Eng- 
land. All of his male de.scendants bearing 
the name, wlm, as far as my research can tils- 
cover, were Iwrn In Gloucester befora 1775, 
arc Included in this account of the raniUy. I 
know not to whiit extjcnt tlie nainc has bvvu 
periK'tuatcd by cndgrants, but It is borne In the 
h\st (il(»ucester I) I rectory l»y only five pcrsc»ns. 
IlKMtv WrniAM. — Too easily, many yea re 
ago, with little skill fu red<IIng ancient cliirog- 
rapliy, was the name Tliomas Wathen In our 
county records calleil by me WItham; and it 
was snggcstt'd In the History tliat he mitrlit 
have been farhfTof Henry. The inv(^ntory of

'I hoiiias WItham married Abigail, the young- 
est daughter of James Babsoii, July 8, 1(:9I, 
ana died Aug. 1, 178G. aged seventy. She died 
Feb. 25, 1745. aged seventy t lirec : the date c»f 
death of each iKslng leanieil only from tl h 
gravestones in the old burying ground. Their 
children were :— John, born May 1, 10r2. died 
Nov. 14,1709; James, Dec. 21, 1G93; Henry, 
Dec. (I, l(;95; Joseph, Dec. HI, l(i97; Danltl, 
Aug. 30, 1700; Ebemxer, May 8. 1702; Abl;:ail, 
April 4, 1704; Sar.ih. June 8. 170(;; Zebulon, 
Jan. 8, 1708; Patience, Feb. 15. 1710. married, 
first, Edmund Grover, and, second. John Tool ; 
and Thankful, Jan. 2, 1713, who married Elie- 
zer Grover. The father must have been a man 
of unc<iiiimon qualities, for, apparently begin- 
ning with nothing, he brought up all but one of 
tills great family to mature years, cducsitrd one 
son at Harvard College, nnd icft^^m estate val- 
ued at almost £4000. His will, madio July 20, 
173(1, gives to his wife Abigail house at tho 
head of the harlM>r to dwell In during lier wl- 
I dowliood, all household stuff necessary to keep 
liouse, two cows, ten sheep, ten cords of fire- 
wood brought to her door, four barrels elder, 
ten bushels corn, one hundred fiounds each of 
pork and beef brought to her house, and ap- 
ples ; to son James upper end of great marsh 
or meadow; to son Joseph one-third of farm 
at the cape, having given his son Henry one- 
tltird In time past, now gives the other third 
to Jo.seph and Henry; to mn\ Daniel lowcl 
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part or p'cnt marsh; to .sons Kboiiczcr aud 
ZcbiiltMi, lioiiicstcail, lioiisi.', tan-liiuisi'. Inwu. 
lickls, orc'lianis, and tan-yarils lu'lon^ln;^ to 
hoinciiteail.'on hoih sides oC llie way ; to .lames, 
Joseph and Zehuhni, wharf and ware lionsc at 
head or the harbor; to daimhter Abi;;a)l £150

James, the ohlcst son of Tliomas who lived 
to mature years, nnirried llepzibah. daughter 
probably of John Stan wood, Feb. 7, 1723. Be- 
tides live danghters,— Susanna, Saraii and Ke- 
bekah, twins, Kachel and Jerusha, he had sons, 
—James. John. 'Hunnas and ZebnIon, the lir>t 
tliree c»f wiiom appear to have married In town. 
A cellar on a h>n(!ly spot near what was once 
known as Stacy's I'ines, on llie b.ick road to 
liockport, marks the home of James Witlutm 
and his son Tlioma.s, who. it ts said, were em- 
ployed by sonteof the Low family to waiih 
their Hocks and herds in the neighl)orin^ pas- 
tures. In its later ilays the ohi house was fre- 
(picntly visited by young people, and was the 
scene of u i;ood deal of ndrth and jollity. 

Henry, the next son of Thonnis. nnirried, 
Jan. 18, 1733, Hachel. widow of Tiiounis Par- 
sons and daughter of Klder Jabez Baker of 
Sandy Bay. He .settled at Sandy Bay, pr<»babiy 
9i\ the land l)equeiitlied to him by his father, 
became an elder of the Itfth church, and died 
llarcli 18. 1777, aged eighty-two. She died in 
)an., 171)5, aged over ninety. Their children 
were, — Anna, Moses, Mary, Patience, Joshua, 
Bethhih, Henry. Abigail, Caleb and Kbenezer. 
I know not that more than one of the sous 
married. Henry, bom Feb. 18, 1744, married 
widow Anna Davis, Dec. 17, 17G7, and is said 
to have died at about eighty years of ngc. Ills 
son HeniT. t^ays Mr. Pool, died In 1810, of a 
malignant fever caught on board of a vessel in 
BostoD, recently arrived fkrom a sickly port, 



a«red forty-nine; leaving a son William Henry, 
who setileil in Illinois, and removed tlienee to 
llfHiston. Texas, where he died in I85.'i. 

Joseph, the next son of Thomas, married 
Jane Haraden, probably dan;xhter of John, 
Dec, 2. I72S, and had Jane. Abigail, Ji».»ieph, 
.Auilrew, Jane, a<;ain. Sarali ami Kdmnnd (iro- 
ver; of no (uie of whom, parents or childrv n, 
can I say more, except tliat I suppose An- 
drew, born Oct. 28. 1731, to be the .^ame wlio 
married Sarali William, Mtiy II. 1758. anti iiad 
a son Joseph and four daughters recordeil in 
the town books. Josepli Wliham. sen., died 
before Sept. 24, 1744, when his widow Jane 
adndnistered on his estate. 

Daniel, the next son, married Lydi i, daugh- 
ter of Tliomas Sanders, Jan. 7, 1735. As a 
prominent citizen the History gives a sulli- 
cieiit account of him. His cldldren were,- a 
tirsi and second Lydia, a first, seconci and tliird 
Daniel, Thomas, Joiin, .Mary, a lirst and sec- 
ond Judidi, Martha, and one witliont a name. 
I know but two of the daughters tiiat married, 
— Lydia, wlio married James Porter and died 
Nov. 4, 1773, and Mary, who became the wife 
of Jacob Hodgkins. The tliird Daniel was the 
youngest child, and was born .\in;. S, 1753- 
He was a tailor, and lived in a hoii^e on Pleas- 
ant street which was for ina y years the resi- 
dence of his fallier. He was twice married: 
first, to Susanna Kow, April 11, 1780, by whom 
he had sons Danhd and Joseph; and. secoml, 
to Mrs. Mary Humpiireys, wi(h>w of Wiiliam, 
I suppose, by whom he had two children.— 
William ami Judilh. He, 1 suppose, was the 
Daniel Witham who died May 4, 1815. Ills 
whhiw married Jonatlian Sargent, Aug. U. 1820, 
both bride and bridegroom being well advanc- 
ed in years. 

Kbenezer, next son of Thomas, married ICilz- 
abcth Patee, Jan. 14.1735. The town records 
give him but one cliiid. but the records of tiic 
first church swell the list to nine, who.se names 
were,— Benjamin, Dorcas, Lucy, .Ann, Asa. Jer- 
emiah, Ksther, Elizaibelh and Ebenezer. Ben- 
jamin was baptized March 28, 1 730, and died 
Dec. 10, 1814. His marriage is not given lu 
the town records, but we know that his wife 
was an Ayres, probably Itutli, daughter of 
Thomas. Nor arc any of his children on the 
town books; but the church records have the 
baptisms of five, one of whon*, Charles, bap- 
tized Aug. 9, 17G7, married Dorcas Witham, 
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Oct. 27, 1701, ami tiled In the full of 1705, of a 
fever, wlilcli iilso can led otl* about that time j 
hla brothers .Ichhc and Nathaniel. His only 
son, Charles, is tlic venerable owner and occu- 
pant of the estate at the Farms which 8ucces- 
slve f?c»eralions of his family have held more 
than a linnilnMl and el;»lily yrars. 

Zebnion. younj;<\st son of Thomas, married 
Klizai)eth, dauj^hter of Thomas Sunders, l)e<*. 
17, 17:)G. She died Nov. 27, 17(;7, ajjed fifty, 
and he next married Dorcas Lano, Jan. 28, 
1770. who died Oct. 8, I82r», a.ij:ed eliriily- three. 
He died .Ian. 22, 1791, a«jed eighty-six. A 8ea- 
ciptain in tlie early part of his life, Ids latter 
years were spent as a farmer on the estate be- 
fpieathed to him by his father. Hy his first 
wife he had twelve children : nine sons, — San- 
ders, Zebnion, William, Mark, Joseph, K<1- 
ward, Kdwai'd. again, John; then one without 
a name, then a nameless daughter, an Ellztdieth, 
anti, lastly, a son Thonuis. To these his sec-| 
ond wife added seven more, — Oorcas, William, I 
Daniel, Moses, .Anna, John L. and Aaron; the | 
last in 17Hh when his father was In Ids seven- 
ty-fourth year. Several c»f the sons married in 
town, some of whom are said to have remov- 
ed to Maine. Sanders, born Jan. 17, 17;!7, 
married i'atienee, probably daughter of Thom- 
as Harris of Sandy Hay, Dec. i:i, 1750, and, be- 
sides other chihiren, had a son Thomas, who 
settled in Minot, Me., and a son Zebnion, who 
died in Hockport, March 4, 1840, aged seventy- 
four. John J*, was twice married, and died 
without Issue Oct. 0, 1805, aged eighty-seven ; 
presenting the rare Instance of the lives of 
father, son and grandson covering a period of 
one hundred and ninety-ninc years. 

Henry, second son of the llrst Henry, died, 
probably unmarried, before April 24, 16t)5, 
when an Inventory of his personal eHtatx;,— ** 1 
Sargc Coat, Sos; I yoke oxen, £7: fi sheep, 
308 ; debts due, 408; and money, £10;'* was 
presented at Probate Court. He also had real 
estate to the amount of £28.17. 

Samuel, brother of the preceding, married 
Uebekah, proljably daughter of James Gardner, 
Dec. r>, 1705. The date of his death Is not 
known, but It Is certain that he was dead In 
1710. His chihiren were :— Samuel, boni July 
11, 1707; Hebekah, Oct. II, 1710; and John, 
Sept. 10, 1713. 1 know not that the latter 
marrh'd. Samuel married Debondi, probably 
<laughtcr of .lohn Stanwood, July 2), ! 732. 'i*]iq 
23 



town records give hini three children, — Samu- 
el, William and Hebekah, to whom the church 
reconls add John, Uenjandn, Deborah and Jo- 
seph. The father was a Grand Bank skipper, 
and he and his son William were h)st at sea. In 
1750, by the foundering of a vessel In which 
they wen* rrnnlng from the Ihniks. He was 
spoken near Cape Ann, just Imfore he was sup- 
posed to be lost, and was thought to have gone 
dt)wn in conscfpience of carrying a press of 
sail In a heavy blow, In attempting to get into 
port before a gale should come on. The sou 
Samuel married Elizabeth, daughter of Timo- 
thy Hlggius, March 23, 1758, and had several 
children; one of whom, Deborah, born, as she 
said, Oct. 4, 1700, and certainly baptized at the 
first church Oct. 12, same year, has a distinc- 
tion In <»ur hlst<»ry that no olher native of the 
town has attained. In 1804 she became the 
second wife of Capt. Jos. Sanders, and after 
having tw<» children separat/cd fnmi him and 
supported herself many years by teaching a 
scliool for sniall children. When old age came 
on she found a home In the family of relatives, 
and. after lingering till past a hundred, with 
mental and physical faculties not much Impair- 
ed, died April 12, 18f»8, at the extraordlnai^ age 
of one hundred and one years, six montlis, and 
elghl days. 

This account of the WItliam family mentions 
every one, known to me, of tlie first three gen- 
erations of the descendants of Hcni^, the first 
settler, who bore his name. Of six sons of the 
llrst Thomas, lierc arc given the names of six- 
ty-slx children, — thIrty-sIx sons and tlilrty 
(laughters. By these sons It might have been 
i-oasonably expected tluit the name would be 
largely |K*rpctuated In town; but the havoc of 
war and emigration probably combined. In the 
last century, to lake off many of the young 
men, and 1 count In the last Directory only 
twenty males of the name In Gloucester and 
Hockport together. 

HuMriiRRV Wooi>«URY.— It Is difllcult to im- 
agine the inducement by which this settler was 
led to exchange the fertile soil of Beverly for 
the rocky island In Annlsquam river where he 
seems to have spent the latter half of a long 
life. Blskle, now called Hust*s, Island Is men- 
tioned in the early records, and grants of land 
on It were made soon after the settlement of 
the town; but nobody Is km>wn to have lived 
there before Humphrey Woodbury had his 
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hoiuu upou it. All uld cellar still to be Kueii l 
there was probably once covered by his bouse. 
March 15, 1C86, Uie towti votcil '^ that the coin- 
luon upon Bbkle Island Is reserved to put the 
rums upon and to weuii calfs if need be." 
Woodbury must have been already there; lor 
the birth of his daughter Elizabeth, July 30, 
1G82, is in our recoiils. His other children re- 
corded here are, — Natlianlel, bom July 23. 
1G84; Susanna, Sept. 18, 1G95; and lluinphrey, 
June 24, 1G98. The three children of his s(»ii 
Nathan, who was one of the number lioni In 
Beverly, were, — Samuel, Hannah and Hethluh ; 
of no one of whom, or of the father, do i 
know more. His son Humphrey married Abi- 
gail Bray, Jan. 18, 172G, and had, besides daugh- 
ters Abigail and Mary, two sons,— Humph ley 
and Abel. The daughter Abigail married Joel 
Stanwood and had two children, Joel and Abi- 
gail, and soon after became a wichtw. She 
then went to New Gloucester, to live with her 
Aither, who had i*emoved thither and taken a 
lot near the block house. There she married 
Deacon William Stevens, and died March 11, 
1808, aged eighty-two. Abel remained in Glou- 
cester, and was intending marilage with Jeru- 
slm Day, Nov. 15, 1755. Besides a duugliter 
Jerusha, who married Israel Kust and lived to 
a great age, he had a daughter Suruh, who mar- 
ried Joseph Wullls and lived to be very old, 
ttud four sons, Abel, two Issacliars, and Win- 
throp. The latter was intending marriage 
with Lydia Clark, Aug. 5, 17U5, and beyond 
him I have traced no descendant of this .set- 
tler bearing the name ot Woodbury. 

Samukl Youk.— Besides the Yorks of Do- 
ver, Mr. Savage finds but one, James of Ston- 
ington, among the early settlers of New Eng- 
land. There can scarcely be a doubt, I pre- 
sume, that John, son of Kichard of Hover, re- 
moved with his wife Iluth to North Yarmouth 
about 1680; and she, probably, was the Buth 
York whose deposition of Feb. 7, 1G87, about 
the treatment of herself and her son by the 
Indians, is In the Massachusetts archives. 

Whether Samuel were brother or other rel- 
ative of this John, I can not say ; but it Is cer- 
tain that a Samuel York was concerned In pur- 
chasing of the Indians a large tract of land on 
the east side of Androscoggin river as early as 
July 22, 1670; and he was probably tiie father 
of Samuel, born in 1678, and Benjamin, bom 
in 1680, who were children living in Falmouth 



on the second destruction of tliat town, na ap- 
pears by a deposition given by them in 175U. 
Discouraged, It is likely, by the dread of con- 
tinued Indian hostility, Samuel York, like sev- 
eral other sutlerers fk'oin the same cause, sought 
refuge in Gloucester. He settled at Annis- 
quam, probably before 1693, when his daugh- 
ter Hannah married Edward Haradeii. The 
tiiree daughters mentioned in his will, not 
named in the History, were, — Hannah; Sar- 
ah, wife of Abraliain Kobinsoii ; and Kacliel, 
wife of Josiah Lane. Another daughter, Kllx- 
abetli, married Samuel Grillln in 1703. and 
probably died before her fatiier. He died 
March 18, 1718, aged seventy-tiirec, and the 
Mrs. York who died Nov. 28, 1724, was, witli- 
out doul)t, Hannah, his wife. 

Samuel, his son, married Mary Dutcli, of 
Ipswich, Feb. 21, 170(i, who died April IG, 
not), and he next married Mary I'otter, with 
whom lie was intending marriage Oct. 27, 1711. 
The Ipswich records show that he hud many 
children, several of whom died young, and that 
he died in tlmt town June 7, 17G7, wlien, ac- 
cording to the deposition before mentioned, he 
must have been eighty-nine years old. 

lienjandn, the next son, married Mary Ghl- 
dlngs, Dec. 7, 1704. Besides two children who 
died ill infancy, lie had, — Benjamin, born Dec. 
30, 1710; John, June 8, 1713; Samuel, Oct. 13, 
1715; and Mary, March li, 1718. He Joined 
the emigration to Falmouth, Me., the home of 
his childhood, in 1727, where, without doubt, 
he was living at the date of his dci)osition in 
1759. My inquiry for the time of his death 
has been fruitless. 

Uichard, brother of the preceding, married 
Patience Hatch, Jan. 17, 1711, and died May 2, 
1718, aged twenty-nine. His widow married 
George Harvey, March 16, 1720. He left four 
children,— Patience, who married Joseph Har- 
aden; Thomas; Mary, who married Samuel 
Grillln ; and Uichaiil, who died soon after his 
father. Uichard York came into possession, 
by the will of his father, of the estate at Lob- 
ster Cove which the latter bought of Timothy 
Somes in 1700, and there carried on the fish- 
ing business. His inventory mentions schoon- 
er Endeavor, and sloops Tryal and Dolphin, 
and shows a total amount of £907.5.6. His 
son Thomas, bom Aug. 10, 1713, married Dor- 
othy Low of Ipswich, Nov. 7, 1734. Both died 
before 1764, leaving three children,— Elisabeth, 
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•loscpli nnd llioinjiR. Tlio Intlcr may have i 
l>i>on l)roii;:lit U|> In Ipswlrh by liis f;ii:irfli:iii J 
'riinotliy Hnijrjj. .losepli, horn Fob. 20, 1712, 
I'cnmhiccl nt or nenr Iii8 nntlvc home, ami mar- 1 
rlccl Mnrtbn Griilbi, Sept. 25, J7<M. I know] 
notliin*^ more of either, except that Mic rvc- 
ords^lvc tlieni three chiklren. .losc|>h, Doro- 
thy nnd Thonni8, the liust of whom, born Dec. 
12, 1780, Hiiirrled Nniicy Thompson, widow, 
and settled In Rock port, where he died March 
17, I8r»8. lie had tlirce daughters, all of whom 
married; but he himbcif, so far as 1 know, 
was the last descendant of Samuel York who 
bore the name on Cape Ana. j 

Joseph York, probably connected with the ' 
above fandly, may have conic to Gloucester at | 
the same time, lie bought of Thomas Wlth- 
am, .Inly 1701, ** eighteen acres near Lobster 
Cove, which was his father's, Henry Wlthnm; 
bounded cast with land of John Davis, west by 
ICdwaril llaradcn, south with ye river called 
l^)bst<»r (?ovc, ami on yc northerly end with 
ye sea In Ipswich Bay." At this place, near 
the location of Samuel York, he carried on th^ 
llshing business and engaged perhaps In other 
trade. The settleujcnt of his esttitc shows 
that he had been prosperims, for a balance of 
£1420 was left to be divhicd among his heirs. 
Among the Items iu his Inventor}' are,— house, 
bam, orchard, 2 ware houses, wharf, and 20 
acres of land, valued at £750; 80 acres of land 
at rium Cove, £100; schooner and Aimlture, 
£215; small dshlng sloop, £ 100 ; silver, £28.7.3 ; 
gold, ^IS.O.fi; and 1470 lbs. tobacco. Joseph 
York married, 1, Abigail, daughter of Abraham 
lioblnson, Jan. 10, 1700, who died July 13, 
1720; and 2. Deborah Haradcn, May 23, I72(». 
He died Oct. 13, 1728. Ills children were,— 
Abigail, born Jan. 29, 1701, married, 1, Sam- 
uel Stevens, Oct. 23, 1718, and 2, Jacob Ran- 
dall, Jan. 13, 1725; Ruth, Feb. 28, 1703, mar- 
ried William El well, Oct 27, 1720; Mary, May 
14, 170r», married Francis Sargent, Aug. 9, 
1722; Sarah, July 6, 1707, married William 
Young, Nov. 24, 1725; Hannah, who married 
William Knight of Manchester, March 18, 
1729; Joseph. Oct. 27,1711; and Rachel, Aug. 
21, 1718, who probably married Benjamin 
Card, Dec, 28, 1782. I do not And that Jo- 
cph, the only son of Joseph York, married in 
Gloucester. Possibly he settled In Falmouth, 
Me., where a Joseph York lived In the first 
half of the last century, oiid Is said to have 



dltnl there at the age of tlilrty-r<mr. He had 
four sons, one of whom was Deacon Samuel 
York, who settled in North Yarmoutli, and 
died in that town, April II, 1880, aged eighty- 
three, lie was twice married, and had by his 
Urst wife seven children, and by the second 
thirteen. Mr. John York, for the last forty 
years or more a citizen of Rock port, and now 
living there at the venerable age of eighty- 
three, is the liist survivor of the twenty chil- 
<lren. Samuel York, Esq., reprcsentatlvo of 
Kockport in 185G, is his son. Besides the de- 
scendants of Mr. John York, I know none now 
bearing the name on Cape Ann. 



ADDITIONAL NOTES. 

Allkn.—Rosc, daughter of the first Joseph 
Allen, was probably the same who married 
riioma.M Iah\ of Manchester, Jan. 13, 1720. 

Joseph, son of the second Joseph, married 
Martha Hubbard, of BosUin, Jan. 11, 1782, and 
died April 2, 1 739. Lucy, daughter of the same, 
became the wife of Thomas Marshall of Bos- 
ton; whose Intention of marriage with her was 
published May 10, 1757. He was a distinguish- 
ed olllcer in the revolutionary war. 

The portrait by Copley, stated in the article 
on this family to be of Elizabeth, daughter of 
William Allen, sen., does not represent that 
Imly, but her mother. 

Mary Allen, wife of David, and daughter of 
Rev. John White, died Aug. 29, 1765. 

Isaac Allen, who settled in New Gloucester, 
Me.^ Is said to have died In Minot, Me., !n 1855, 
at the age of ninety-niue. 

BuTMAM.— Jeremiah, son of the first Jeremi- 
ah, was lost at sea, on a voyage to the Banks, 
in 1753. His son Jeremiah died In 1819, says 
Mr. Tool, who adds that his wife was Martha 
Harris, by whom be had many children, the 
youngest of whom was John, who died March 
IG, 180G, aged eighty -one. 

Ellruy.— The widow of William, the first 
settler, must have attjilned great age, for she 
was living at the date of the will of her son 
John, Dec. 11, 1741, then eighty-six years old. 

The name of the second wife of William El- 
Icry, the signer of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, was Abigail Carey, not Casey, as print- 
ed In the Note on this ftimily. 

John, eldest son of the first William by his 
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^it.'colli) wife, bcciiim: n stia-cnpUilu and iiiur- 
cluiiit of Huston, where lie iiiarried, Aug. :U>or 
ai, 1710, June, only ilawjjliter of C ipt. .lolai 
Bonner. She died Oct. 30, 1730. The dale of 
his death I have not found, but his will, made 
Dec. 11. 1741, was proved July 8i. \U'I. in 
that he gave freedom to his negro manservant, 
named Cornwall, and to another (after sever 1 
yeai-s) named (Jloueester; to his niece Mary, 
daughter of his brother William, who ha<l liv- 
ed with him ten years, i"J<M»; and I In* rest of 
his estate to his son John. He had four chil- 
dren,— John, Mary, Nathaniel and Jane, the 
first of whom only appears to have reached 
mature age. John, born Feb. 11), 1712, gradu- 
ated at Harvard College in 1732, and became a 
merchant in Hartford, Conn, where he married, 
July 28, 1737, Mary, only child of Mr. John Aus- 
tin, a merchant of that town. A newspaper <»f 
the day alludes to the bride as '' an agreeable 
young gentle wonnm and heiress to a large es- 
tate," and adds *' above 300 persons were at 
thib- solemnity, for whom a plentiful and splen- 
did cntcruUnment was provided. 'Tis said so 
grand a wedding was scarce ever known in 
these parts." Mr. John Ellery ilied in 174(J, 
leaving two sons, John and Williant. John, 
born in 1739, graduated at Yale College, 1758, 
married Eunice Hooker, March 2(], 17(»0, and 
died April 14, 17G4. William was twice mar- 
ried, but left no son known to me. He had 
three daughters, one of whom, Jane, married 
Henry Seymour, and was the mother oC Thom- 
as H. Seymour, late governor of Connecticut* 
William Ellery was a distinguisiied citizen of 
Hartford, and was the llrst postnnuster of that 
place under the United States government. 
He died In 1812. 

Anne, eldest chlhl of the first Nathaniel i 
born Dec. 7, 1721, married William Ingersol, a 
sca-captalu, Nov. 23, 174U, became a widow, 1 
think, about 1770, and died Feb. 20, 1707. 

The Alice, wife of Epcs, probably youngest 
child of the first Nathaniel, was Alice Foster, 
with whom he was intending marriage Feb. 23i 
1780. Besides his two children, mentioned 
elsewhere, It appears from his fandly bible, In 
possession of a descendant now or lately living 
in Missouri, that he had a son ICpcs, born In 
Gloucester, July 2, 1780. He Is said t^i have 
been a goldsmith in Boston. He married Ann 
Bullard, of Watertown, Nov. 2S>, 1810, and re- 
moved to Uichmond, Va., where 1 kn(»w not 



how long he lived, but he finally .settled In B:d- 
tiniore, Md., and died there, July 18, IHVJ. 
His wife died at the age of seventy. His old- 
est son, .Albert, born In Klchinond, Va., was 
killed in tlie rebel service in the late civil war^ 
as before told. William, liis next son, gradu- 
ated at the University of Maryland, practiced 
medicine in Baltimore, and finally settled in 
La Grange. Mo., where he died in 18(10, .ged 
alxmt forty-four. Augustus, another son, set- 
llfd in West Virginia. .Ann, Win d.-inglilc^r, 
married i)r. Boannin of Virginia, and settled 
in La Grange, Mis.souri. 

Ellas Ellery, son of the second William, prob- 
ably liecame a .^ea-ca|)tain, and Is snp|M).sed to 
have !>een the same who saileil in a sloop from 
Boston, Sept., 17d8, bouml to Africa, and suf- 
fered shipwreck on the passage, as related in 
a letter from him to his owners In Boston, 
dated Janudca, April 15, 1751). The following 
is an extract from the letter: 

' Soon after lelt the coast met with hard 
gales of w ind, which sprung my nnist ; on the 
first of December, in a very heavy storm, 
shit>ped a sea whicli broke (» or more of the 
timbers in tlie Starl)oard Waste and made her 
leak so last, that was obliged to keep the Pumps 
continually at work ; on the 2Gth lost the Bud- 
der Irons, so that we could r.ot steer at all, 
and was left a wreck to the ntercy of the Seas, 
I he forebooms and some of the carllngs fell in- 
to the Hold, and the nudnboom unship'd. We 
had not a Cake of Bread on board for above 3 
Months and but a Tiat of Water a Man for two 
Months, and one witliout any. In this Ex- 
tremity and Distress we continued till the 22d 
of March, ahnost famished when provldcn- 
tlallj a Snow from Whitehaven bound to Ja- 
maica took us ofi' the wreck. We took out u 
few things and lelX the shiop half full of Wa- 
ter. Shall take pa.ssage next Week in Capt. 
Wells for Boston." 

Perhaps it was this Ellas who was the sid)- 
ject of the following item in the Boston Post 
Boy of Sept. 24, 175J):— *^We have an account 
from Barbadoes that CapL Ellery of this town, 
fiom the coast of Guinea, died there two days 
after he arrived." 

Mr. Chandler also records In I75t) the <leath 
of Daniel Ellery, *' at the West Indies, of 
fever." He, without doubt, was the Daniel, 
son of the first Nathaniel. 

No record tells the death of Dependance, 
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yonngtBi son of the flrst William Kllery ; but, 
In A list of dcnths In 1755, In Mr Clinmllcr's 
Jonmnl, I And the nnnic of Dcpcndnnce Ellcry, 
which I presume refers to this person, or to 
Ms son of the same name. . To the four chil- 
dren of his son John, mentioned clfewhere 
In these Notes, should be odded— William, 
baptized Nov. 27, 17C8; Betty, Oct. 28. 1770; 
and Nathaniel, (poMhunrous) March 7, 1773; 
Benjamin, l)om In 1742, son of 1)c|K>i.dAnce, 
was the same, 1 suppose, who, according to 
Mr. Chandler's Journal, died ** ebroad" In 17C9. 

Joho Stevens EUtry, oldest son of the sec- 
ond Nathaniel, died Au<^. 23, 1797, aged forty- 
nine, and was buried with masonic lionors on 
the following day. lie was one of the 
principal merchants of the town niNl left con- 
siderable property. William, his brother, is 
said to have died of a fever in Martlu!co, dur- 
ing the revolutionary war, aged about twenty- 
one. 

Mr. Harrison Kllery, of Bo)toii« son of the 
laUf William Ellery, of Chelsea, hon matcrliiKs 
for an interesting gcnvaloglcil and blogr.iphl- 
cal account of his family, from wl.lch hj has 
kindly Aimlshed several ltemi» for this article. 

KtWRi.L.— John KUell, sen of theflrMt Rob- 
ert, marrleil Jane Durln, Oct. 1, Utdl^ probiilily 
In Salem. Their son John was born Oct. II, 
IGCd, and daughter Jane, 28, II mo. Kltl. 

IIaskkll.— Benjamin, son of the first Wil- 
liam, married for second wife Knnna Bond, of 
Beverly, June 10 1608 Patience, his daugh- 
ter, married John, not Hugh Uoberts, ossUired 
In the Hcte on this family. 

Link. — Joseph, hou of the first John, dl<M I 
April 24, 1743, In the 45th year of Lis age; and 
we must thereff>rd suppose that It wnt* hln hou 
Joseph, who, at the age of twenty-four, mar- 
ried widow Joarina Harniden with half a dozen 
children. 

James T^no, a sln;;lc mm, sou of Deacon 
James l^ne, ivlthout doubt, master of a flsli- 
ifog Schooner, wfls lost on a voyoge to the Grand 
Bank, In 1758. 

Norwood.— Francis NorwootI, Jr., married 
for second wife, Mrs. leather Foster, of 
Charlestown, Sept. 12, 1726. 

Mr. Pool says the name of the wife of 
Joshua Norwood, Jr., was Aldrich, and adds 
that his son Solomon married for second wife, 
lx>ls (Rowc) liiifxin, and had by both wives t cv- 
enteen children, and died In 1824, eighty-four 
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years old ; that Joshua, Isaac, and Stephen, 
other sons of Joshua, Jr., removed, each with 
a family, to Blue Hill, Me. ; that Mose.«i, anoth- 
er, settled In Kostport, Me.; aid tlut Nathan, 
another, remained at Gloucester and settled 
at *S(|uam. 

Pool.— John Pool, It seems certain, was not 
a son of Jonathan, of Beading. Mr. E Pool 
Informs roe that a tradition in the family says 
that he Was bom In Taunton, England, and 
fled fkx>m that place, at the time of Jeffrey's 
** bhMxly asslxes,** to the northern part of the 
country, wlience he emigrated to New Eng- 
land. 

Jemima, wife of the second John Pool, died 
Jan. 21, 1750, In the 50th year of her age. 

Phinck.— John Prince, who settled In New 
Gloucester, Mo., died there al>out 1813, it is 
said. His wife was Mary, daughter of Jona- 
than Haskell, of Gloucester. She died In 
MInot, Me., at the honse of her son Jonathan, 
Sept. 28, 1886, aged ninety-nine years and ten 
months. They had a daughter Mary, born 
here, Aug. 20, 1758, and a son John, bom in 
New Gloucester, Jan. 20, 1761. 

JoiiM S:anii.— The first of the three John 
Smiths, mentioned in tlie History (p. 150,) 
had, by wife Hebekali,nson Daniel, born Sept. 
10, 1692. Arg. 1. 1694, he bought land at 
Eastern Point, ami then probably Axed his 
abode there, on the south side of Smith's Cove, 
where lie and sevenil generations of his de- 
scendants lived. His other children were — 
Mary, bom Aug. 17, 169<*, died March 15, 
I6tl7 ; Joseph, July 3, 1699, died Aug. 28, 1701 ; 
and Jonathan, liorn Sept. 23, 1702. Of the fat!i- 
er I can say no more. The son Daniel marHed 
Lydla. p<*rhaps daughter of John Sargent, 
Jan. 4, 1717, and. h:id four daughters, and tout 
sons— Daniel, John, Andrew and Benjamin; 
of whom Daniel, John and Hannah only sur- 
vUed to sh:ire In the division of their father's 
real estate. Ills Inventory, afnountlng to 
£1468, l(;s, lOd., is dated June 4, 1748, and has 
among Ita Items, silver and gold, £10, 148, 8d. ; 
cash, £187, 15s.; bonds for money, £58. 2s.; 
and a sloop, £462, 10s. The charges against 
the estate were £618, 16s., of which £336 are 
down for fbneral expenses. His son Daniel, 
called cordwalner, born Feb. 11, 1722, was 
twice married : flrst, to Bethlah Baker, and, 
next, to Sarah Eveleth. The town and church 
records together show that he had sons — 
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])nulcl, David, Job, and William, and tliree Sarah, Jonathan, Mar}', and Ainoa; and an 



daughtcra ; but 1 can tell no more of ptircnls or 
children. 

John, ttccond son of the first Daniel, born 
Oct. 22, 172tf, married Abigail, probably daugh- 
ter of Samuel Fleming, Nov. 27, 174G, and died 
Jan. 0, 1780. She died Nov. 21, 1807, aged 
eighty-two. lie occupied the eutate of hU 
grandfather at Eastern Point, and there car- 
ried on the flshing business, as appears from 
his having two sclioont rs In the Grand li;-iik 
dshery In 1774. lie Is said to have been large- 
ly engaged in this and other trades aaer the 
war, but his dealings' had become of small 
amount towards the close of his life.

2t), 1810, leaving besides Jacob A., other chil- 
dren, one of whom, John, was of the unfor- 
tunate crew of the sloop William, which^ under 
command of Capt. Joseph Foster, sallecl from 
Gloucester for the West Indies, Aug. 3, 181U 
and was never heard of more. John Suiitli 
and Sargent Smith, whose privateering ex- 
ploits are related In the History, ^p. 425), 
were two of the seven sons above mentioned. 
John was born Oct. dO, 1748, and married Sa- 
rah, daughter of Deacon Hubbard Haskell. 
She took for second husbai»d Johu^.^Kogcrs, 
famous as school master, and for long service 
OS town clerk. Sargent Smith engaged In 
trade after the war, and died insolvent about 
1785.

The son Joseph Is the same, I sup- 
pose, who m.irrled Abigail Gardner, Feb. 20, 
17;;o. The records give him six children, of 
whomthiee were sons,— Joseph, John, and 
James, who appear to have married in town 
and to have hail families The latter had a son 
Charles, ooni April 1, 1772; the same. 1 pre- 
sume, who died Nov. S), 1845, aged seventy- 
three, and two other sons, James and Sanmel, 
of whom 1 can say no more. The sons of 
Joseph were— Joseph, William, and Benjamin ; 
and of John, — John, Joseph, Benjamin, 
J.iines Gardner, and Samuel. This family of 
Smiths secins also to have been settled at 
lilastern Toini, but the descendants now bear- 
ing the name ihtre. If any, must be very few.

THE FIRST CHURCH. 



KRV. RICHARD BLYNMAN. 



The ''3'carly msunloiiancc" of Rov. Ricliard Blyninan, the first pastor 
of this dinich, was £10. Tlio " History" notices his return U^ Enj^land 
and leaves liini at liristol in 1071. It appears by a letter from him to 
Rev. Increase Mather, at Boston (4 Mass. Hist. Coll., viii, 330), that he 
he was living in 1(578. In 1871 the name wtis still borne by u few res- 
idents of the city of Bristol. 

REV. JOHN EMERSON. 

The fidl date of birth of the children of Rev. John Emerson, not stntcd 
in the History, is here given : Rntli, Aug. 20, 10(50; Martha, Nov. 28, 
1002; Mary, March 7, 1005; Elizabeth, Aug. 25, 1007, died April 0, 
1083 ; John, May 14, 1070 ; Dorothy, July 0, 1075 ; and Samuel, Nov. 
20, 1078, who died Dec. 5, 1087. Of the sim John, one regrets to learn 
that his conduct in the early part of his college career was not credit- 
able ; but he received his degree in 1081), and, for aught I know to the 
contrary, lived and died a respectable minister of the gospel (Sec. 4, 
Mass. Hist. Coll., viii, 003). The Essex County Re<».ords contain the 
following deposition, relating to John Emerson, jr., which I here insert, 
as an interesting item in the family history of the second minister of 
the town. 

"The Deposition of Joseph Allen, E<sq., of full age, testifieth and 
saith, that he being present with Mr. John Emerson and his father at 
Gloucester, Mr. Emerson, Jr., declared himself that he would go for 
England, and was upon his removal when ye neighbors heard of it was

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very inucli irouMcd ; iiisoiniicli that his fatliCL' sc*ut for liiin hack again. 
WliL'ii tliey were t<>«^t;thcr the yoiiii*^ man, among othtn* <li.sc<Hirr>o, lohl 
hi.s i'athei* that he wanled wherewithal to live npon for a livelihood ; 
whcrcnpon his father gave him a pareell of land lying nigh yc meeting 
honse in Glosster and honnded it to him and gave him a deed at ye same 
time, and fnrther declared tliat as long as he did help him in ye work of 
ye ministry he would give him ten pounds a year out of his salary. 
William Sargent Sen., testitieth ye same ubovo written and fnrther we 
say not.

The publication of the "Winthrop Papers" in 5 Mass. Hist. Coll., i, 
437, brings to light the following letter from Rev. Jolm Emerson, never 
bef(n'o pid)lished. Wayt VVinthrop, to whom it was addressed, was 
Wait Still, son of John Winthrop, governor of Connecticut, lie was 
of the council of Sir Ednuind Andros, and after the overthrow of the 
governujent of that oppressor in IGbO, hi which he heartily joined, he was 
made commander of the militia.

lI()Noni(Ki> Snt,— May it plciisc you t<) ctist iiu aspect upou thcsi; few Hues. Tliey arc 
t<> ac<|uaiul your liouour wilh tiicsad and Uc|iloral)lc state ^ couditiou of our towue of 
Gloucester & also humbly to crave your lielpc & succor iu this our couditiou. Sir, the 
case that we have to spread before you Is, that, whereas there is forty seaven of our 
souldiers uuder a prcsse, the case so stauds with us that if they be uot released I nuist 
needs tell you, & it is nothing but truth that I tell you, that we must aU be forced to 
leave the townc, for we are not able to stay any longer after they are gone; but must 
of necessity be made a prey to the enemy. We shall not have men left to keepe up a 
watch, nor In any wise much lessc to withstand an enemy, which we are In every day 
& night in expectation to breake iu upon us, by reason that we are a front towne upon 
the sea, & so good a harbor for shipping as I belelve there is not a better nor a bolder 
in all New England, by the report of the ablest seamen. Those that are under presse 
are al)ove halfe of those that tralne, as I am informed, &, besides, there will be noth- 
ing neare enough left to get In hay & harvest, so that we nmst of necessity be forced to 
kill our cattell, & our in great danger of being famished. Therefore my request to 
your selfe is that you will i)e pleased to release all these men that are under this last 
presse, there being already listed fluetcen volunteers for Canada, besides seaven that 
are pressed to the Indian wares. Therefore if yon please not to relet vc us in releasing 
of these men, we must of necessity, as al)ovcsayed, & the inhabitants due resolve n|K>n 
it, to have the towue rather than to live in continnall ha/.%aril v^ feare of their lives, ^ 
to be exposed to all other calamitys. So having given you a true account how the case 
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stands with iis, I leave It to fiirtlicr consideration v^ <llscretlon, hoplni; yon will pleas'? 
to irrant my nM|nest In ^hin*; yonr assistance, &., \vlth my servltM! to yon presented 
linmlilv take leave i^ remalne, Sir, Vonr all'eetlonate kinsman & servant,

Sir, I liave often tlion<r|it It a matter oT ^reat eoneernment, ^■. for not only onr safety 
l)nt niso tiie safety & .«ood of the conntry, tliat tiiero miglit l>e some battery or other 
defence ii<*re fortifyed wltii some great gnns, for tiie al)Icst seamen doc all concnrr th:it 
if tins place l>c taken they mIU uith ease stopp or take all shippstliat cltlicr come in or 
goe «)nt. 

This letter is dated fomteen diiys before the depuitiirc from Boston of 
the fleet engngcd in the nnfortiinate expedition under Sir William Phips 
against Canada in 1690; and the "presse" from which Mr. Emerson so 
earnestly pleads for release, was, without donht, for soldiers for that ex- 
pedition. Let us see how conjplctely facts jnstify the worthy pastor's 
intercession for his (lock. In IG6S the town voted that oveiy household- 
er, and yonng man upwards of twenty-one years of ago, that was horn 
in town, and county, shonid have six acres of huid. According to the 
record, every man who is known to have been then an inhabibmt except- 
ing two who were very poor, and one or two others who had just moved 
into town, received a grant of land. The number, exclnding the minis- 
ter and his son, a|)[)ears to have been just one hundred, of whom, in 
l(>i)(), several were dead. \Ve may therefore make a liberal allowance 
for young men under twenty-one capable of bearing arms, and for so- 
journers and others whoso names hid not yot got into the records, and 
still come to the conclnsion that there could not havo been in tho town, 
in 1090, as numy as ninety men fit for military duty. Moreover, the 
History shows (p. 214) that tho number of persons assessed for apoll- 
U\x in 1G93 was only seventy-eight. I kiU)W not that information caii' 
anywhere bo obtained concerning the number of Gloucester men that 
actually joined this ill-fated expedition to Canada, but that it included' 
a very large proportion of the yomig and able-bodied men of the town, 
there am bo no doubt. 

REV. JOHN WHITE. 

No records of this church previous to the ministry of Mr. Wliito are 
now in existence, but it seems that ho nnist havo possessed such, for he 
begins his record of baptisms with those "baptised before 1703." His 
fust entry in tho records is hero given: — "Tho Reverend Mr. John 
Emerson after more than fomly years spent in tho ministry in this town 
of Gloucester left this life for a better Dec. 2, 1700 being about tho 75 
year of his ago. And after about ten years spent in trouble from tho 
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diflTorcnt approhentions conccrninir ti miui.stcr uinvorthy mo, John 
While (wlio am lei^s than the leabt of all that in a probationary way 
pivaehctl here), was pitched npcm and chosen by chnrchand Town to be 
their s|)iritnal pastor and ji^nide, which solenm charj^e 1 had {^ivcMi mo 
the 21st of April 1703 l\y the reverened Mr. Gerrish, pastor of the 
chnrch at AVenham and the Rev. Mr. Wise gave the Right Hand of 
Fellowship."

Mr. AVhite's daughter INfary, wife of Deacon David Allen, died An-

From the catalogne of the library of this "zealons, faithfnl and excel- 
lent divine," consisting of abont lift}' different works, I select the follow- 
ing of the valne of fonr shillings and npwards : — Henry's Exposition, 
5 vols., £G ()s8d ; Heylin's Cosmography, £1 ; Bnrketton the New Tes- 
tament, £1 5s Od ; Hildersham's Ijoctnres, 14s ; Bishop Babington on the 
live books of Moses, 10s 4d ; Perkins' Works, 18s; Willard's Body of 
Divinity, ISs; Kendall on the Doctrine of the Reformed Chnrches, 4s; 
Hooker's Ecclesiastical Polity, 4s; Hihiersham's 108 Lectnres, 12s; 
Cand)ridgc Concordance, 5s tid ; Virgil in Usnm Delphini, 4s; Cole's 
Dictionary, Gs. All the rest of his books did not amount in valne to 
the list hero given. The tn*st one mentioned is, of course, the celebrated 
Exposition of the Old and New Testaments by Matthew Henry, an 
English divine. It is called a work of a practical and devotional rather 
than of n critical kind. 

In the History, p. 231, it is stated that the town was presented at a 
Quarterly-Session Court in Salem for neglect to provide a school accord- 
ing to law. It seems that in 1711 it was again faulty in this particular 
and had again been complained of at Court. On the last occasion the 
minister intercedes for his people, in the letter hero given. The "Com- 
modious School house" mentioned in it is that described in the History 
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p. 23.J, which cost twenty-four pounds fiflccu shillings. 'The jHosont 
Kxi)cdition" to which ho iilludcs is the unfortunate attempt against Can- 
ada.

In n!)2 Mr. Chandler l>ought a h)t on Middle St. and erected on it a 
ganibrel-roofed house, still standing, which he owned and occupied till 
liis dcalh. lie married Anna Pecker (»f Haverhill, Sept. 12, 1738. Her 
son Sainiiel married Elizabeth, dau«>hter of Capt. Jonathan Parsons of 
Newhuryport, probably in 1781, and died in 1787, leaving an only son, 
Samuel, born in 1782, who married Elizabeth Wyatt of Newport, llo 

> Soc i». 827 of History. 
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was a sliipmastoL* and lived in MedCord. He wsis lost at sea in 1827, 
leaving a daughter Klizahctli who married Isaac A. Hatch of liangor, 
and died in 1857, aged thirty-two. 

A sermon delivered by Mr. Chandler on Thanksgiving da}'^, Nov. 29, 
1751), was printed. His text was Isaiah ix : iu — "His name shall bo 
called Wonderful." A specimen of the style of this sermon is given in 
the following extract : 

*• Wonders iire Innnerscd in tlic deop. There Is the ramble of Leviutlnm, the king over 
all tlie children of pride, Avho nialccs the sea boil like a pot. There dwelt tlie llsh tliat 
arrested the fngitivc prophet Jonah, confined him to a cabin until he was delivered up 
to justice. This is the habitation of cod llsh, an unimpaired source of Treasnre, a rich 
revenne, a wholesome repast, delicate diet; tlie rewanl of the dripi)ing t4)ils of the 
llsheruien, who live in the spray and labor on the verge of the ocean. Tluj .Almighty 
monarch appoints the place of rendezvous for the scaly lierds and llnny tribes, parailes 
them on the banks; and moved by his guidance they come volunieers to the hook anil 
are drawn froui their native element. His all-seeing eye penetrates the deep abyss, lie 
saw the tisli that swallowed the silver coin, sent IVter to the rock, and bronght the will- 
ing subject to the hook, who resigned himself with his prize to be a tribute for his nuis- 
ter. He feeds, leads and rules every inhabitant In the watery world." 

Mr. Chandler kept a journal of which a few small annual volumes arc 
preserved. Mingled with much that is unimportant, they contain many 
items that will be read with interest by all who take pleasure in getting 
an occasional glimpse of the life of past generations, as it exhibited itself 
on the spot on which we now dwell. From this journal I have been per- 
milted to make some extracts which will be here |)resenled in print ; 
commencing with the iirst entry connecting Mr. Chundler with (Jlou- 
cester. 

Feb. 9, 1751. Dr. Parsons & Capt. Jacob Parsons came to desire 
me to go to Gloucester to preach there. 

Feb. 11. The committee from Capo Ahn called again. 

Feb. 21. I set out for Glocester; Lodged at Mr. Wibirds with Mr. 
Wear; sat out next day. 

Feb. 22. and dined at Mr. Whipple's, Hampton ; went over Alms- 
bury ferry lodged at Mr. Jewetts at Rowley. 

Feb. 23. I dined at Ipswich at Mr. Emerson Cogswell ; I set out for 
Cape ann, mist my way after I gt)t over the gt Bridge and went abt a 
mile out of my way ; got down to the Harbour just before simset ; called 
at Capt. Jacob Parsons according to desire; by Guess the first store I 
called at to enquire at was his, went in drank a dram there of old mans 
barnes ; he went with mo to Mr. AV bites where I Lodge. 
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Feb. 24. I prcachocl jilGlocoslcr from Tssii. Iv. 1 ; aflonioon from 
•lolin V. 40 ; in the evcMiing cumo in Doucon Stacy undone Mr. Chnpninn 
of Ipswich, a very Uilking oUl gentleman of neu* fonr score years, a 
Zealot he says he is abt 9 years okl ; drank tea at noon at Mr. Stevens ; 
they dine. 

Feh. 25. Mr. While aiid I walked np to Dea Aliens, home lo din- 
ner, then wo walk down to the llarhonr. Went first to Mr. Gihhs 
(he at Boston) she (they say) wa^* the most desirons of my coming. 
jSIr. AVIiite sd to her there was no need of the cantion he gave her. 
She sd she was not disappointed. She sd Mr. Sayward and others had 
sp(dcen of me often at their Ilcniso. I sd I did not apprehend I was 
nnder such disadvantages, if I had t'wonid have been a damp to me. 
We drank tea there and then went to Cai)t. Seargeants, drank a glass 
of wine and harno. 

Feb. 2(). Mr. White and I went to Dr. Phimers, dined there, kindly 
entertained ; after Dinner Dea Allen and the Dr went with ns into the 
Woods. I heard a spring bird sing. 

Feb. 27. Snow in the morning, cleared up; after dinner Mr. White 
and I went to Capt. Saunders and lo Mr. Litllehales and to Deacon 
AVarners and then to see Mrs. Denning, sick ; I prayed there, then back 
to the Deacons family meeting. I prayed and road a him, of Mr. Redo. 
Kev. iii. 17. 

Feb. 28. was church meeting; 1 went up the Hill while Mr. White 
went to meeting ; went to the Apostolic see & to tho Burying place ; 
converse among the to(mibs ; home and read Mr. Durham upon Isai 1. 
iii. ; received a letter from Mr. Rogers of li)swich, requesting help for 
tho Sect. 

March 1. after dinner Mr. White and I went to the harbour to Mr. 
Wm. Stevens ; he says he believes there is a good prospect if I tarry that 
tho people will be united ; ho seems cordial, we went to Capt. Elery's, 
were very kindly entertained, drank tea there. Mr. Stevens read my pa- 
pers of <lismission in tho evening. Dr. Parsons Dea Stacy and Mr. 
Woodward, a comtee of thochli chosen yesterday, came to my Lodging 
at Mr. W^hites to treat with mo and invited me to tarry with them three 
months ; informed mo that twas the mind of tho church to proceed to 
settlement; I informed him of the situation of my affairs, the pros|)ect8 
of usefulness elsewhere, in tho school and at Beriorch, and could not 
engage so long a time, but in tho case I engaged to supply them 3 Sab- 
balhs next to come, & then 1 nmst return to York and bo absent one 
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Sabhjith, and then I woulJ return liero and give them a further an- 
swer. 

Afareh 2. We went to the Ilarlionr to bo sliaved ; went into Naith'l. 
Aliens, very kind; his wife was Mr. Gee's daughter ; went to Mr. AVu). 
Stevens, none at home; went to Mr. Jaquish, Sehoohnasler, and home. 

Mareh 3. Very eold day; I preaehed from 2 Cor. iii. 18., had great 
frecdoni and enlargement. Remarkable good allenlion ; at noon wo 
walked home; in the evening Capt. Gibs and Mr. Witham came up to 
Mr. White's to see ine ; spent the evening there. Mr. AVhile says I 
shall be the man if they are worthy of me. 

Mareh 4. Snow in the morning; I tarried Iodine at 11 o'clock ; got 
to Ipswich at 2^ ; bailed my horse at the Tavern; stept over to Col. 
Eveleigh's ; to oats 2d. to a pair of yarn Gloves 18d ; then set out for 
Rowley ; a very stormy snowy day. I^odged at Mr. Chandlers. 

March 5. Very stormy; 1 lay by at Mr. Chandlers. 

^larch (). alter dinner I set out with uncle Chandler for Andover; 
Col. Tenny and Mr. Chandler went with us to Fosters to break the way ; 
I got to Father's. 

March 7. I visited at Mr. Philips — parish meeting. 

March 8. 1 set out for Cape ann, dinner at ^Ir. Wo<ids, lodged at 
C4»l. ICvehiighs ; kin«11y enttuiaineil ; very bad riding; the snow that 
fell Monday and Tuesday abt 15 inches deep. 

Mareh 9. rainy, fogg}' ; exceedingly bad riding. I got down to 
the Harbour abt 1 o'clock; dined at Capt. Nathl Aliens; then to my 
Qtrs at Mr. Whites. 

March 10. Stormy, rain, but pretty full meeting; I preached from 
Gen. xxviii. 2, and Matthew xxiv. 30-31 ; was sent for at noon to see 
Mrs. IN^ring; she is dying; I prayed with her; <lrank a dish of tea at 
deacon Warner's he says they agreed to be silent as to connnendation 
but the others sd oppose; for that reason Mr. White was iu)t at meet- 
ing.

I preached ; afternoon, Mr. White preached ; Like precious 
faith ; very pleasant weather ; I was sent for & prayed with Deacon Par- 
eons' wife. 

Nov. 19. Training day. I prayed with the company and dined at 
Capt. Ellery's ; very warm pleasant weather for a fortnight. 

Nov. 20. Cloudy, some rain ; I kept house. 

Nov. 21. We dined at Capt. Gibbs' & supd at Mr Hubbard Haskell's, 
cold, raw east wind. 

Nov. 22. Was sent for to Deacon Parsons' again, prayed, she was 
thot to be dying; fever and ague still hanging abt me. 

Nov. 23. Sent a Dollar to the Baker's for Bread we have had ; visited 
and prayed at Deacon Parsons' in the morn. 

Nov. 24. Deacon^Parsons' wife died abt 1 o'clock this morning ; I 
preached, very cold, very high wind last night. 

Nov. 25. Very c<)ld, bought of Mr. Gibbs 7 yds of red Bays at 14d 
per yard, and 4 yds red quality binding, of Mr Woodward 5 cords of 
wood, of Mr. lla»kell 4 cords of wood, had one cord and a half be- 
fore. 

Nov. 26. Visited. Mrs Shortwell washed here. 

Nov. 27. pleasant weather; to IGlb Beef at IDd. 

Nov. 28. I attended the Funerall of Deacon Parsons' wife ; much 
People : I returned and prayed at the house of mourning. 1 had a ring 
and gloves. Bought a Barrel of Cyder X3 cask and all, and a TercoXG, 
Mr. White sent me a Goose. 

Nov. 29. Pretty cold; I visited. 

Nov. 30. Cloudy, cold, stormy ; John Babson sent us 2 qts of Wine, 
a little white, small sugar; Bought 6 lbs Butter at4d, paid 24d. 

Dec. 1. Very stormy last night, snow, ground covered, Mr White 
preached, Gallio cared for none of those things, funeral, afternoon I 
preached. 

Dec. 2. Cloudy, some rain, snow yet on ground, wrote for Jas 
Stevens his will. 

Dec. 3. Fair, wind, S. W, sent for to Deacon Parsons', prayed, his 
son Wm. sick of a fever. 
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Dec. 4. Very cold, snow on ground, I went to Mr White's. 

Dec. 5. Snow. We viaiicil Jjw. B:ihson. 

Dec. 6. ituiny , I bought a Cheese of Capt. Sargeant at 4d per pound , 
27 1-2 lbs. 

Dec. 7. Mr White came and brought mo a Dollar that was contribu- 
ted and directed to nie on Thanksgiving day, one also to Him. 

Dec. 8. Very cold, I preached, Baptised Jonathan, sou of Jonathan 
Row, the first I have Baptised. 

Dec. 1). Fr. Pecker came to sec us, pretty cold, slippery. 

Dec. 10. We visited, he and I to Mr White's, Wm. Allen's, drank 
Tea at Capt. Gibbs' and supd at Wm. Stevens. 

Dec. 11. Fr. Pecker and sister Bettie went home, rain in the 
morn. 

Dec. 12. We moved into the widow Allen's House, the comte, Mr 
Woodward, cleared till the 9lh of Aug., paid me 22£ & I gave him a 
Note for £10 to Mrs. Tarbox. 

Dec. 13. bought 2 bushels malt at 2s per bushel, warm pleasant 
weather. 

Dec. 14. to earthern ware 14s, 8d, I visited at the Cove, prayed at 
Mr. Grovcr's. 

Dec. 15. I preached, very cold. 

Dec. 16. Exceedingly cold. 

Dec. 17. Very cold, I visited. 

Dec. 18. Very cold. 

Dec. 19. Cold, but clear and pleasant, I went to Mr White's and to 
the Harbour. 

Dec. 20. Ibought of Burnham a powdering Tub, 35d, bought of Saml 
Pottle of Ipswich, a Pork, 190 at 22d, 18£ 3s, paid the money, paid Mr 
White half a Dollar, rainy day, cut up and salted Pork. 

Dec. 21. a gt thaw, rain, cleard up abt noon, very windy, cold. 
Banked up the House in the morn, Capt. Jona Sayward came here. 

Dec. 22. 1 preached, Mr. Jtogers sii^k, no meeting there. 

Dec. 23. I attended the Funerall of Capt. Saunders' child, very cold 
snowy weather. 

Dec. 24. Very stormy, cold, much snow ; a vessel from Halifax cast 
away on the back side of the Cape, (Jallop's point, belonged to Iloxbury, 
abt 20 people aboard, some women and children, much froze some of 
them, but all got safe to land. 

Dec. 25. Very cold, some snow, hi the evening I married Jacob El- 
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well and Elizh. Stevens, at Caipt. John Bubson's received a Dollar for my 
Fee, (irst cou[)Ie I have married. 

Dec. 26. Snowy, cleared up before night, bonnd a Book MSS. 

Dec. 27. Very cold, I dined at Capt. Sargeani's as also Mr White 
and wife, Capt. Elery and wife, very cold, snow pretty deep, good 
sledding. 

Dec. 28. Cold, clondy. 

Dec. 29. Before smnise John Wotten call'd at the door, says his 
child, abt 12 years old, is dying, I went there, found the child ill but not 
dying, I prayed there and came home, very stormy, rain, thawy, after 
meeting visited John Wotton's child again & prayed there, then went to 
Benj. Boynton's, his wife sick, prayed there. 

Dec. 30. Very cold, blustering, snow, wind N W, made a pair of 
Breeches for Jno. 

Dec. 31. Exceedingly cold, afternoon I visited at Wm. Stevens', 
paid Mr. Jas. Stevens* wife41d for tea, sugar, rum, &c. 

The following account is given of his settlement in Glocester : 

Before I was sent for Mr. SamI Moody had preached there several 
months, first as an assistant to his Grandfather White, who was infirm 
and unable to carry on the w(nkof the ministry, afterwards as a i)roba- 
tioner for settlement, with Mr. Barnard, Mr. Bird, and Mr. Derb}", 
and when they ciune to vote only Mr Moody and Mr Derby were set up, 
one vote for Derby, thellest for Mr Moody, except the most of ihc prin- 
cipal men who were neuter and drew up a protest and sent to Mr Moody 
by the comtee that presented him with a copy of the votes. The comtee 
that came to York to treat with him were Deacon JnoPiirsons and Capt. 
Jacob Parsons; the comtee came to me Feb. i), 1751, and told mo that 
■according to the instructitms they had from the Parish they cinne to de- 
sire me to preach with them three or four Sabbaths, till Mr Moody's en- 
gagements were up. I told them I wais engaged in the while & could not 
leave it till about a Fortnight, when I had proposed to visit my Friends 
at Andover, and would make it in my way to supply them 2 or 3 Sab- 
baths ; before they went out of town Mr Moody gave a negative answer. 
Feb. 11 th they repeated their request to me and were earnest; I re- 
newed my engagement to be with them the last Sabbath in tins month, 
and remain 2 or 3 Sabbaths. 

Feb. 23. I arrived at Glocester to preach the 24th, being Sabbath day. 

Feb. 28. was chh meeting, to receive Mr Moody's answer. 

March 1. The comtee now chosen came to mo. 
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April 24. After iho Lcct the clih stopped and consulted abt n chh 
meeting & appointed a day. 

May 8. Wednesday was clih meeting, some were for delajnng, and 
after consultation they voted to proceed to a settlement and to come to a 
vote of clioice at tlie next meeUngon adjournment. 

May 21. Voted by writing, there were, they tell me, 2G votes forme 
and 7 iilanks, the comtee came to me in the evening, brought me a copy 
of the votes, and desired me, that, as my time of engagement was near 
out, I would tarry a few Sabbaths till they could have a Parish meeting. 

June 24. was Parish meeting. 

June 25. The Parish comtoo came to me and informed me the parish 
concurred with the chh in their choice. 

July 1. The comtee met to draw up something of sallary & settle- 
ment to present to the Parish for accepUmce. 

July 8. They met again at Deacon Wm. Parson's, & sent a chaise 
for me, they present me with some written proposals, which wore to build 
a convenient House and barn an<l privilege a garden as parsonage in a 
convenient place, and give me £80 a year, one-half money, the other 
half in specie at certain prices which they set. 

August 1. Parish meeting, when they voted the sallary, diflerout 
from the comtee draught, to build a house & barn & find a garden, &c., 
&c., and £80 Lawful money & the use of the Parsonage land and to 
fence it & to pay the sallary quarterly ; adjourned to Aug. 15th for my 
answer. 

Aug. 15. The comtee met to inform me what was dcme at the last 
meeting & gave me a copy of the votes, and Elder Parsons gave me a 
copy of worth of the chh requiring the person elected to assent to the 
Platform, &c. 

Sept. 2. Soil Parsons visited me in the evening and represented some 
disarrangements, as though a great number were disaffected, and some 
that were very forward at first were grown cool, and I did not preach as 
well as I used to &c. 

Se|)t. 3. was parish meeting, I went before to Deacon Parsons* to 
meet the comtee, informed them of what Mr Parsons' had said, they 
seemd surprised and all with one accord s'd that they were otherwise 
mind(*d & that there seemd to unity & Harmony, except 4 or 5 that op- 
pos'd, they could not tell for what reason, they none of them objected 
anything against my person or preaching, but were for postponing the 
settlement. I then gave my Answer to the comtee and they went to meet- 
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ing. They excepted against the condition of my acceptance of their offer 
as being too unlimited &sent a conitee to nie, Jno. Stevens, Deacon Par- 
sons & Sam Stevens to annul it. I explained and sent it again as it was, 
they adjourned and sent to me by the stamding 9 men comtee to desire 
a plain categorich Answ. 

Sept. 10. I attended and sent in my Answer, it was accepted without 
great arguing. 

Sept. 23. Chh meeting to determine the time of the Instalment. It 
was insisted on that I sh engage to jiroach G liccts in a year & not insist 
on a Colleague after Mr. White's Death, and assent to the vote of the 
chh respecting the Platform. Voted to proceed to Instalment but did 
not appoint the day ; adjourned. 

Sept. 30. Chh meeting by adjournment ; Nymphas Stacy was sent to 
me with a message the chh desired to speak with me & that I would 
come to the meeting house ; I sent a message back that it was improper 
for me to come to the chh meeting ; if they would send a comtee I would 
meet them at Deacon Parson's, or if they saw fit to adjourn the meeting 
for half an hour I would come to the meeting house ; abt half an hour 
they sent a comtee Danl. Witham, E^^q., James Parsons & Solhmion Par- 
sons ; the 2 latter were the persons that wanted batisfaction & who have 
always opposed; the rest in general were well satisfied. The comtee 
brought a memorandum of Questions for my Answers to them. 

1st. Whether 1 would engage to preach 6 Lectures in a year. 

2d. Whether I expected a Colleague after Mr. White's death or any 
enlargement of Sallary. 

3. Whether I adhered to the Platform, first — I said that it was out of 
season to come with them queries and appeared to me to betrifiing with 
mo; then I asked if they thought my preaching Lectures would be for 
the interest of Religion and conducive to the benefit of souls ; James Par- 
sons said he was oldest & he would answer first ; he tho't it would ; then 
I replied I have given you an answer to the first Questions in my An- 
swer to your cjill, which I repeated and enhu-ged upon; and further I 
added their insisting on those things bore very hard on me and was a 
very great reflection ; and seemed to look with this face as though I were 
of a mercenary spirit and was only seeking a support ; whereas by word 
and practice, I had dechired otherwise ; the dilBcuIties I had formerly 
met with in the work of the ministry, and the prospect of a Better sup- 
port in some other calling, would have made me decline, but I delighted 
in the work and was set for the defence of the Gospel, and aimed 2it the 
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good of goals & the Interest of religion as I have doclarecl in my An- 
swer; I followed the footsteps of Divine Providence; I had Init little in- 
clination to the Place at first; I sought not them bnt theirs, &c., &c. 

Then I told them I did not mention these things as ^tho' I was Back- 
ward to answer directly to the Questions ; 1 was ready at first to have 
answd the 3 Questions in 3 words. 

Thou I replied : Ist. You ask whether I will engage to preach 6 Lects 
in a year? Answs. Yes, more if Desired. 

2d. Whether I expect a colleague after Mr. White's Death or more 
sallary after his Death on account of it? Answer. No. 

3d. Whether I adhere to the Platlorm? Answer. Yes, for the sub- 
stance, so far as agreeable to the Scriptures. They desire I would ex- 
plain what 1 meant by agrec^ible to iSciiptureH ; I sd so far as RU|>ported 
by Scriptures. They desired 1 would Instance in any point Avherein not 
agreeable to it. I sd with respect to re-ordination, and a dismissed min- 
iptcr not being a minister of Christ ; Hoped they did not wish for another 
instance. 1 sd 1 have not engaged to preach on Sabbath days, to admin- 
ister the sacraments, visit the sick, or catechise the children, and why 
don't you insist upon a particular engagement to them as well as Lectures ? 
I sd I look upon myself bound to all them & all parts of the ministerial 
oflice by the solemn charge, &c. When they were going jiway they de- 
sired J would write an answer to seiul in. 1 replied the chh had not 
wrote to me ; when they wrote to rae 1 should write to them ; but when 
they sent messages by word of mouth I should send the Like to them ; 
they sd they had wrote to me ; I sd no, twas only a memoranda for the 
comtee. They went away seemingly well satisfied and I have heard no 
more dissatisfaction or opposition. 

The day of Installment was Nov. 13, 1751 ; Deacon Wm. Parsons 
entertained the Councill at his own Charge. Mr. Wm. Stevens the 
Schollars and Gentlemen at his own charge ; Mr John Stevens enter- 
tiiined the councill in the morning with Plumb Cake. 

January 1, 1752. After dinner I visited John Wotten's child and 
prayed there ; then went toTarlM)x's, had some conversaticm on the slate 
of infants and the late revival of religion ; at 7 o'clock went to the family 
meeting at Dr. Witham's; he was at prayer; I read Dr. Doddridge's 
*'I)irecti<m8how to Begin, Spend and Close the Day." One Mr. Chaplain 
of Ipswich providentially here by deacon Warner's request ; concluded 
with prayer and home at nine. 

Jan. 3. A very stormy day ; snow ; wind N E. ; in the morning sent 
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for to pniy with Saiul Lane's chilJ, sick ; Dr. Witimm camo in to see our 
danghter Anna, not well ; in the evening visited and pniyed again at 
Sani'l Lane's. 

Jan. 4. Was sent for to Benj. Boynton's ; his wife they thonglit was 
dying ; I prayed there and came honie ; very stormy. 

Jan. 5. Exceedingly cold ; preached very short ; hnt few people ; after 

meeting was sent for to James Stevens* ; he in great pain with the gout ; 

. fears 'tis struck to his stomacli ; in pain of mind ; after praying with him 

went to see Mrs. Boynton ; she speaks like a gracious suul ; prayed ; 

then visited Saml Lane's child. 

Jan. 6. After dinner at Dr. Witham's ; prayed again at Mr. Stevens' 
and Mr. Boynton's. 

Jan. IL I studied ; went from the barber's to Jas. Stevens'; went 
home and salted down beef; we have now a barrel of pork and a half 
barrel of beef. 

Jan. 12. A bitter cold day ; I preached from 2 Thess. ii. 13. 

Jan. 18. The harbor is frozen from Ten Pound Ishuul over to the point 
where the watch house stands. It has been very severe and freezing 
weather for about a month. 

Jan. li). Very cold ; wind at North ; I prayed in forenoon ; Mr. White 
preached ; afternoon he prayed and I preached ; Heliof <»f the Truth. In 
the evening was sent for^ and prayed with Wotton's child. 

Jan. 22. Exceedingly cold; I vi&ited ; Cleveland, of Chebacco, 
preached at Hubbard Haskell's; thoy did not consult nie, but gave mo 
notice about an hour before ; Mr. White had given consent. 

■ Feb. 2. Mr. White preached from Ps. Ixxxiii. 19, doctrine, that a 
time of sickness is a poor time to prepare for death. 

Feb. 4. Very cold ; afternoon I attended the meeting for pniyor at 
deaccm Parsons*; but few present; I was late; Hubbard Haskell was 
pmying; after him elder Grover ; then Mr. Clevehmd ; I concluded. 

Feb. (5. I preached at Fresh Water Cove at Josiah Grover s ; pretty 
full meeting. 

Feb. 11. My wife and I dined at Capt. Gibbs' ; the small pox in Bos- 
ton ; a number of the tishermen convicted of taking away sheep from 
Isle Sable. 

Feb. 12. In the evening I attended the private meeting Mr. White's ; 
deacon Wm Parsons began wilh prayer; I concluded. 

Feb. 18. I visited Mrs. Stevens, very low; she says she has had 
a hope that she could venture out of the world upon, but 'tis not so 
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with her now ; she confessed herself pretty full of the insiiflieiency of 
self. 

Feh 19. Visited and prayed with Mi-s. Stevens, growing worse ; she 
says she luis bundled up all her sins and carried them to the cross of 
Christ. 

Feb. 24. I visited; met with nothing remarkable; Mrs. Stevens 
srcms to be recovering. 

Feb. 29. I was sent for to visit Andrew Elwell over the water; he 
is vory weak ; lamented his past noglcgenco ; is under some concern. 

March 2. In the morning (!apt. Sargent called at the door and in- 
formed me that he had put a venture on Iniard for me — 2 (piintals offish ; 
the freight I was welcome to ; he should charge the fish to me if it was 
agreeable, and so I must take my chance. I told him, Sir, I am very 
much obliged to you. lie sjiid he told the captain to bring it in Sherry 
Brandy. 

March 5. I preached at Andrew Elwell's the younger, at the great 
ht)U8e of Capt. Robinson, over the water ; as I came home I wont in to see 
Capt. Prince, sick of the gout. 

Mar(;h 6. In the morning deacon Stacy came in and informed me that 
Mr. AVhite was very ill and sent me word I must not expect his help on 
the Sabbath ; I went to see him ; he is sick of a fever; he was out on 
Monday to see Mr. Allen's sick child ; Tuesday and Wednesday thought 
he had a cold ; last night, about one o'clock, was taken with a shivering 
and is much altered in his countenance. I asked him if he had near views 
of eternity ; he said, I have. I asked him if the passage seemed gloomy ; 
he said for two or three days past he had l>een in almost gross darkness ; 
he had been humbly and earnestly seeking for the quickening and sanc- 
tifying spirit, but could not say he had been answered. I prayed with 
him. In the afternoon attended the funeral of N. Allen's child, he gave 
me a ring and me and my wife gloves ; visited Mr. White again ; he is a 
little recovered. 

March 7. Went up to see Mr. White ; he is better ; I prayed with him 
agiiiii. 

March 8. In the morning sent to Wm. Stevens* their negro child, 
about sixteen months old in a convulsion. I preached all day. 

March 9. Visited Mr. White and prayed; in the evening Deacon 
Warner, prayed. 

March 10. In the morning visited Capt. Grover, who hiiB been out 
almost all winter upon the coast, designed for Virginia, but blown off 
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into the Gulf Slrenm, and got in u few days ago, disappointed of the 
voyage ; visited and prayed with Daniel Brown, sick ; visited Mr. White 
and prayed there; tlien went to see Capt. Prince and wife, hoth bick, 
prayed there. 

March 11. I wrote a will for Mr. Stevens, for which he gave me a 
cane to the value of £5 ; visited and prayed with Mr. White. 

March 12. At Capt. Sargents' ; paid him £14 14s. for a chase and 
2 qnintids of fish at £4 4s. ; rectified his clock. 

March 18. Very stormy. I visited old Mr. Stevens; he is sick. 

March 20. Cold, snowy weather; visited and prayed with Mr. Ste- 
vens, dangerously sick. 

March 22. Sent for in the morning to Mr. Samuel Stevens ; they 
thought he was dying. 

March 24. fair and warm ; hought of Mr. Smith 8 lbs. lacking a qr 
of hogs fat at 4d ; a peck of onions, 4d paid ; was pretty dull ; in the 
evening visited James Pairsons* wife, sick of a fever; married James 
Bishop and Deborah Sawyer. 

March 26. General Fast ; I carried on the whole work ; Mr. White 
is growing bettor, but not got about yet ; I preached ; pretty much not 
well. 

March 27. Rainy ; I visited Mr. Stevens and prayed ; Capt. Prince, 
Benj. Gray's wife and prayed ; went home and studied in the evening; 
Zebr. Lane and wife spent the evening here. 

March 28. About daybreak wiui sent f(n* to Nathl. Allen's ; his infant 
child taken withiUs; prayed there; visited and prayed with Mr. Stevens 
twice ; Haskell sailed ; Wm. Chandler came here ; brought the news of 
brother Daniel's death, who died yesterdaiy. 

March 30. About sunrise I set out with Wm. Chandler for Andover ; 
got to father*s a little after 12 o'clock ; attended the funeral of my brother 
Daniel ; all the brothers present but Benj. 

April 1. I set out from Andover and got lumie about 8 o'clock. 

April 2. Visited the sick ; Mr. Dolliver died last night; visited and 
prayed at Mr. Crosse's; he is sick and in concern for his soul; visited 
and prayed with Mrs. Giddings' child ; visited and prayed with old Mr. 
Stevens. 

April 4. Visited the sick at Capt. Wheeler's ; attended the funend 
of widow Giddings' child ; ciiptain of an English ship sent us some Eng- 
lish potatoes, walnuts and peas. 

April 12. My wife not well; I wont to meeting without breakfast; 
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preuclicd and administered sacmmcnt ; Mr. White preached in the after- 
noon from Ezek. xxxvii. 14. 

April 13. Visited the sick ; many ; was present at the death of Mary, 
daughter of James Sawyer. 

April 14. Visited at Mr. Collins' ; ho is ill ; prayed there; atSaml. 
El wclPs ; prayed there ; two more sick children at dillerent pljKM^s ; dined 
at Capt. Sargent's ; Caj)!. Osborne there ; visited at old Air. Stevens' ; 
prayed there ; at Jjis. Stevens' ; at Mrs. Matchett's ; at Capt Pnnce's ; 
a sick child at John Stevens'; at Deacon Parsons' and home. 

April 15. I attended Mr. Rogers' Lect; Mr. Parsons of Byfield 
preached ; attended the family meeting at Deacon Stacy's ; I made first 
prayer. 

Ai)ril 17. We were alarmed in town by the small pox ; David Wal- 
lis thought t.o have it, but not. 

April 18. It has been very cold this week ; the ice has been near 
two inches thif^k in a hogshead of water behind Deacon Parsons' house. 

April 27. Wo visited up in town and at the harbour; I attended the 
funeral of Elder Parsons' wife ; Mr. White prayed. 

April 30. Planted potatoes, corn and beans; Mr. White married 
John Low and Sally Gee ; I and my wife at wedding. 

May 6. 1 visited a child of Capt. Grovor's under conviction. 

May 13. Jera Pecker and Mrs. Cogswell came to see us; tarried 
over night ; went to see the wax work with them. 

May 16. Attended the funeral of widow Kow and aft^r, the funeral 
of Capt. Elias Elwell. 

May 18. I catechised the children at the school house in the harbour, 
and visited some sick. 

May 20. Attended the funeral of Thos. Bradford and his mother-in- 
law — Denning, who both died in the same room, the same day, and 
buried in a day. 

May 25. The Committee came to see me to ask what sum I would 
take to build for myself. 

May 30. Sent for to Thos. Day ; found him dying ; sent for to Mrs. 
Lee, found her nigh unto death. 

June B. Very fine weather; I bought a Jersey girl for 5 yeara;, 
gave £50 for her. 

June 7. Mr. Smith of Marlborough preached here; Mr. Smith and 
wife supped here; I was sent for to Tom Somes' wife, sick; married 
Nathl Tarr & Eliza Fear. 
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Juno 9. Attended the raising of Mr. Kogora' meeting house; we 
dined at Cnpt. Ellcry's. 

June 14. I preached forenoon ; Mr. Rogers, afternoon ; his people 
attend here ; they are buikling a new meeting house. 

June 18. Piuish meeting to see about building a house. 

June 22. Parish meeting on adjournment ; hist Thursday they vt>ted 
to buikl a parsonage house, chose a committee to transact, and voted 
£200 ; Deacon Parsons, William Stevens, and Samuel Stevens ; this 
day they reconsidered the vote. 

June 23. This evening Pat Severy was killed by a chair ; there were 
four of them got into a chair, after 9 o'clock at night, rode about and 
over the cut ; the chaiir overset, killed her and broke another's collar 
bone; she got up and spoke, but' soon sat down and died. 

June 26. I attended the funeral ; received the return of my venture, 
2 qts. of fish £9, a looking-glass which cost in Lisbon half a moiduro 
and 6 gsillons of wine at about 36 shillings. 

July 2. This day by appointment of the Government, was observed 
as a day of fasting and prayer on account of the small-pox and fever 
prevalent ; and in contribution to the poor of Boston ; Mr. White 
preached in the forenoon, Ilosca v. 15 ; I preached P. M., Ps. cxix.

Nov. 4. Bought of Deacon Parsons 8 bushels of corn ; visited Mi's. 
Cook, in a consumption, and pmyed. 

Nov. 5. In the evening visited widow Elwell, at Robert Elwell's; 
com])lains of a hard heart ; prayed there. 

Nov. 11, I visited over the cut at Jno. Sargents', Capt. Honnors* 
&c. ; bought at Mr. Honnors' 37 1-2 lbs. butter ; went in the morn to 
Zeb. Day's after Eliza, run away yesterday. 

Nov. 12. At the house ; Training Day ; I was sent for lo pray with 
the company; went to Capt. Ellery's afterwards till sunset; then went 
to Mr. White's, a meeting of the elders to prepare matter for a puldic 
hearing of the chh ; alMUit 8 o'clock set out for the Cape ; married Ste- 
ven Butler and widow Eliza Gott ; got home at 10 1-2.

June 18. I attended the funeral of Nathl. Allen's wife; Nathl. Par- 
sons buried the same day.

Jan. 3. I studied all day ; dined at Cai)t. Giblis'. 

Jan. 4. Very cold ; I |)reachcd; in the evening visited and prayed 
with Mrs. Cook, under darkness and fear at the perilous hour. 

Jan. 5. Cloudy ; damp air ; some rain ; I made this book ; studied in 
the evening; rain at night and snow. 

Jan. (5. I visitc<l Elisha Corney, under the symptoms of death, and 
attended the funeral of Daniel Tarr's child. 

Jan. 13. Mr. Leighton's shop burnt down. 

Jan*. 20. 1 went to Manchester to the funeral of Mr. Cheever. [Rev. 
Amos Cheevcr died Jan. 1(>, 1756.] 

Jan. 22. Very cold ; 1 went to Mr. Jaques'Fast; ho prayed in the 
morning, Mr. Kogers preached ; afternoon, I prayed, Mr. Bi*adstreet 
preached. 

Jan. 29. Fast at the Cape; Mr. Rogers prayed, Mr. Bradslree^ 
preached ; afternoon, I prayed and preached ; supped at Ebeneezer 
Pool's; Mr. Cleveland sick of a fever. 

Feb. 5. I studied all day ; vinited in the evening. The many severe 
trials we undergo are intended as warnings not to attach ourselves to 
the floating phantoms of subluimry life. 

Feb. 7. 1 was at home ; had company ; took two relations of persons 
to be admitted to church fellowship. 

Feb. 8. I preached all day ; fine, warm weather, like spring, this 
fortnight or three weeks pjist. 

Feb. 12. I was at home, forenoon ; afternoon, visited Mi*s. Cradock. 
very much distressed in soul. 

Feb. 10. 'Tislike a May morning; birds singing. 

Feb. 18. Visited at the Cove ; very warm, foggy ; the grass springs 
in the mowing ground ; in some places some have gathered greens for 
the pot. 

March 16. Attended the funeral of the widow Martin. 

March 17. In the afternoon, a number joined to pray with Mi's. 
Cradock, under great temptation. 

March 21. In the evening, preached to the negroes at the school house. 

April 12. Col. Plaisted came to town to press the affair of my going 
with him on the ex|>edition ; wo dined at Capt. Sargents*. 
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April 21. I went to visit a i)oor a disliossod woman, IVfrs. Ct^loy, 
near 80 years of age, under hopeful convictions, despairing in herself. 

April 22. Training dny ; I prayed with the companies. 

April 24. Church meeting to see if the church would concur to my 
going in the expedition, at the repeated request of Col. Plaisted ; it 
passed in the negative. 

April 24. Piddic Fast; I preached and delivered an address to the 
soldiers going on the Expedition ; in sermon lime, forenoon, there was 
H gust of wind or whirlwind, which broke up the congregation; most 
ran out, but 'twas soon over. It was thought at the time, by many, to 
be an earthquake. 

April 30. I visited Mrs. Collins, templed : and Mrs. Paterson, be- 
reaved of her mother, Mrs. Cradock, who has for sohie months been 
in distress of mind, and despairing, tempted, and assaulted; and last 
Saturdiiy about one o'clock, she hanged herself with a single strand of a 
fishing lino. I transcribed the address to the soldiers, at their desire. 

May 2. I preached to the society of yoimg men at Samuel Stearns' 
at the Cut. 

May 3. The soldiers marched : but first went into the meeting house ; 
Mr. White prayed and I gave then) a word of exhortation. 

May 8. This Day was set ai)art by (mier of Govt throughout the 
Provinces as a day of Humiliation, Prayer and Thanksgiving on account 
of the Earthquake which was desolating in Lisbon, Portugal, but New 
England was spared in a very great shock which shook off Chimney 
Tops and wares from shelves. 

May 11. Changed with Mr. Rogers ; after meeting drank tea at Capt. 
Allen's ; in the evening prayed with Mrs. Cook. There was heard about 
8 o'ch)ck in the evening a low rumbling of an Earthquake. 

May 19. The Hornet man-of-war was in here. 

May 22. I studied : dined at home on a fresh salmon Capt. Saiu1ei*s 
sent me. 

Juno 12. David Low and Spencer, of Cai)t. Wm. Stevens, and 
Sip, of Capt. Allen, drowned olf the Cape: the small boat overset. 

June 14. Catechised the children, about 120. 

Juno 24» I went down to Squam with my wife ; dined at Capt. Davis* ; 
he was married last night; I preached Mr. Bnidstreet's Lect. 

July 16. I dined at Mr. Allen's; visited B. Boynton's wife, danger- 
ously ill of a fever. 

July 21. Attended the funeral of Benj. Boynton's wife. 
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July 22. A spcciiil Fast throughout the Provinces on account of the 
Expodilion and the War. Mr. White preached, forenoon; 1 preached 
afternoon. 

Jnly 21. I visited Thomas Ayers in a very poor case. 

Ang. 4. I went over the Cut; went into the water; found a plenty 
of whotle-berriea ; stopped at Mr. Rogers'; war piochvinied at Boston, 

Ang. 5. I preached at widow KlweH's, Head of the Harbour. 

Aug. 15. Attended the funeral of Thonms Ayers. 

Ang. 23. Funeral of Patience Bennett: called up in the night to 
Adam lloppin. 

Aug. 2r). I dined at Dr. Ilea*!*, his brother died about 9 o'clock in 
the evening. 

Aug. 27. Attended the funeral of Aaron llay. 

Sept. 4. I was at home : tailed up at 10 o'clock to a dying person, 

Srpt. 4. Studied, and attended the funeral of Joseph Boyuton's 
wife. 

Sept. 5. I preac^hed : attend<Ml the funcnd of James Patei-Hon'n wife. 
[James Paterson and Abigail Cjadock were married Dec. 26, 1749. 
She was the daughter of the unhappy woman mentioned under April 
30.] 

Sept. 8. I went out to sea, kei)t my cabin. 

Se|)t. 9. Very weak : visited the sick at Patorson's. 

Se|)t. 12. I was very feeble : preached : afternoon, I found unwonted 
freedom of mind and some fervor of soul : was strengthened beyond expec- 
tation. 

Sept. 19. Mr. Smith, of Marlborough, preached for mo all day, 
[Rev. Aaron Smith: husband of Martha, daughter of Joseph Allen, 
E«,.] 

Sepl. 21. I attended the funeral of James Paterson, a child. 

Oct. 2. Rjiiny day : attended two funerals in one house. 

Oct. 11. Visited am<mg the sick : 'tis pretty sickly among us. 

Oc;t. 18. Catechised the chiMron at James Sawyer's. 

Oct. 19. In the evening I had nuich of a headache: went to bed: 
was called up about 3 o'clock to go to Molly West, who was thought to 
be dying : 1 went, and as I stood praying I fainted away : was sense- 
less almut one and a half minutes. 

Oct. 19. I got out, afternoon, to see one Osmond, a youth, who was 
hurt in the windmill ; a wonderful deliverance. 

Oct. 31. I preached all day : attended the funeral of Molly West. 
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Nov. 1. Very warm, foggy weather: the funeral of William Somes* 
wife. 

Nov. 2. Called out of bed in the morning to Joseph Dollivcr: then 
went over to Eastern Point to see Mr. Josiah Ingersoll, sick : visited 
several families, came home. Ezekicl Wood ward's house raised. [This 
house is still stimding on Middle street, and has been for muny years 
in possession of a branch of the Parsons family.] 

Nov. 3. Mr. Allen, of Manchester, came here, related his grievances, 
and advised about a council. 

Nov. 10. I visited Joseph Dolliver, dangerously sick of a nervous 
fever. 

Nov. 13. Capt. Wm. EUery in a snow privateer, came in yester- 
day : Joseph Dolliver buried. 

Nov. 16. Old Mr. Stevens died in the evening, 10 o'clock and 20 
min. 

Nov. 18. I preached the Lect : the anniversary period of the great 
Earthquake : alter Lect. attended the funeral of Mr. Samuel Stevens, 
aged 91 years: he has lived with the wife of his youth 62 years and 
about 10 months : he has for two or three years past been a child, almost 
bereaved of all reason, but able to walk the house till a few days before 
his death. [lie was a merchant, — a grandson of William Stevens, one 
of the first settlers, and a famous shipwright. His wife was Mary, 
daughter of William Ellery. See Notes and Addilions^ Vol. 7, />. 78. 
Mr. Stevens' residence was a large gambrcl-roofcd building on the 
north side of Front street, about half-way between Center and Hancock 
streets. It escaped destruction by the great fire of 1814, — having been 
moved, a few years before, to a place at the Beach, where it still stands.] 

Nov. 22. My cider came, 8 barrels of Mr. Oc^good and 2 barrels of 
Capt. Pecker.

A little afternoon was heard a pretty loud and long rum- 
bling of an earthquake or thunder. 

I preached at Josiah Grover's ; Mr. Haskell walked with 
me ; very thick, foggy weather for i\mr or five days. 

I was called up in the morning at alK)\it 4 o'clock to see 
Madam Stevens, avIio they thought was dying; prayed there and tarried 
till it was day all abroad ; then came homo to my study, close at study ;

April 3. I preached ; snowed all day ; very stormy day. 

April 4. The soldiei*s marched ; 1 visited Andrew Pau-sons' wife, dan- 
gerously sick. 

April (). I attended the funeral of Andrew Parsons' wife. 

April 8. Visited widow Botham; very near her end. 

April 10. After meeting visited widow Botham; she was dying; I 
pniyed with her ; she died soon after ; then I went to see widow Dolli- 
ver, aged about — ; she is declining fast; then went and married David 
Perigo and Abagail Brook and came home; then went and married 
Nathl. Sargent and widow Judith Giddings. 

April 13. 1 received the news of the death of my brother Benjamin, 
who was taken at Oswego, was a carpenter, and died on his march to 
Canada, about 30 miles from Quebec. 

April 18. I was sick of a cold ; I made a spring in the wheel of

Provincial Fast; I preached all day; Mr. White prayed 
afternoon : jnst after meeting I was sent for to Capt. Wintlirop Sar- 
gent's ; his cliild dangeronsly sick ; I prayed with it and it died in a few 
ininntes; then went to Capt. Gibbs', at his desire went to carry tlio 
news to Mrs. Sanders of the death of her hnsband, drowned at sea ; then 
visited and prayed with old Mrs. Sanders at Capt. Giblis*. 

Preached at S<]uani ; after meeting was desired to go to 
Capt. FeUows'; his wife h)«t her son, Sannders ; came home, and went 
and prayed with the society of negroes and gave tiicm a word of exhor- 
tation.

of an inch thick.

June 9. Mrs. Card very ill, and under concern, very great, about 
her soul. 

June 22. This day was set apart by consent in this Parish as a day 
of fasting and prayer on account of the drought. Mr. White began with 
pniyer, I preaiched ; afternoon, Mr. Hradstrect prayed, Mr. Rogers 
preached, Matt. 6 : Thy kingdom come. We supped at Mr. AVhite's, 
very hot. 

June 23. I preached Mr. Bradstreet's Lect; we had a very plentiful 
shower of rain. 

June 24. I visited on Eastern Point: Mr. Palfrey dangerously ill. 

June 27. Went to Eastern Point to see Mr. Palfiey. 

June 30. Provincial fast on account of the Avar and drouth ; I prayed 
in the morning, Mr. White preached ; afternoon Mr. White prayed, I 
preached. 

July 2. I attended the funend of Richard Palfrey. 

July 7. About 2 1-4 o'clock there was an Earthquake, an ingemina- 
ted concussion. 

July 13. I preached Mr. Rogers' Lect ; Capt. Allen's wife much af- 
fected after meeting in conversation. 

July 18. Catechised at Eben. Collins'; no. of children, 67. 

July 27. This day was observed as a fast at Squam, relative to the 
war — to the public affairs ; Mr. Bradstreet began with prayer, I preached ; 
aflernoon Mr. White prayed, Mr. Rogers preached. 
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Aug. 9. I visited ; very dry, great drouth. [Fort William and 
Henry taken by the Freneh and Indians.] 

Aug. 13. I dined at Capt. Wni. Stevens; heard the news that the 
Fort at Lake George was taken last Tuesday. 

Aug. 15. Wo had alarm guns firing and drums beating to send one 
quarter part of militia to the fnmtier, invaded by French. 

Aug. 18. I went to Manchester; fjist there on account of the war 
and drought. 

Aug. II). I went in the morning to enquire into the aflair of the 
apprition of f?o«(»ph Saund(Ms ; 1 think it to be a chimera. 

Aug. 24. I attended the fast at Mr. Rogers*, he began with prayer; 
Mr. JM<pi(»s preached ; afternoon I prayed, Mr. Bradstrcct preached. 

Aug. 21). Cat<M;his<Ml at .lamrs Sawyer's, about thirty children; vis- 
ited at the Cove, dined at Mr. Coward's.

Sayward's, spent the evening and supped at Mr. Thos. Sanders'. Mr. 
Smith there. [Probably Rev. Thouuis Smith of Fabnouth, Me., father 
of Mrs. Sanders.]

[She was a 
daughter of Capt. Andrew Robinson, a famous man in the town in the 
last century. Mrs. Perkins kept a tavern on Front Street many years, 
and was blind in the latter part of her life.]

Jan. 9, 1761. We were tihirmed this week by the snuiU-pox in the 
Ilarlmur; a chihl of Pool's was supposed to have it; the family moved 
up to Boston Pest House. 

Jan. 12. I preached a sermon the death of the King (George II). 

Jan. 13. An exceedingly cold day ; the harbour is froze all up be- 
yond Mr. Woodward's point. 

Jan. 24. Widow Ellery has the small-pox. 

Jan. 26. I killed my three swines ; preparing to move. 

Jan. 27. We moved upon account of small-pox at widow Ellery's 
to Capt. Parsons', over the Cut. 

Feb. 9. I was at home A. M. ; afternoon we moved home. 

March 10. Parish Meeting; afternoon John came in, passenger in 
Capt. Jacob Allen. lie had been taken by the French, and been prest 
on board the man-of-war ; was on board about six weeks and at last left 
her and swam to shore. 

March 11, At half an hour past two o'clock at night there was a 
great shock of an earthquake ; a ver}' loud rmnbling and much shaking, 
till all got up; I was sent for to INIrs. S. who had the women with her; 
much surprised ; I prayed there ; went to bed at 4 o'clock. 

.March 19. I went to Squam to see Mr. liradstreet, very feeble, very 
paralytic. 

April 20. I married Samuel Sayward and Susannah Lord at Capt. 
Foster's. 

May 4. I attended the funeral of Deacon Stacy's wife. 

May 26. I catechised the children at the meeting house; 30 males 
at 2 o'clock, 28 fenuUes at 3. 

May 30. I was called up soon after 4 o'clock to go to Capt. Ellery, 
sick ; he died before I got there. 

June 8. I went to Squam to see Mr. liradstreet, who has convulsion 
tits ; he preached yesterday ; taken last night, we hope of his life. 

June 11. I went to see Mr. Bradstreet ; a little revived. 

June 12. Studied and visited the sick ; Kvan Williams tiangerous ; 
supped at Joseph Sanders' on fresh mackerel. 

June 13. Visited the sick ; Evan Williams died. 

June 20. 1 attended the funeral of Joseph dough's wife. 

July 3. I went to Squam to see Mr. Bradstreet, who remains weak 
and feeble in body and mind. 

July 14. This day, by the appointment of onr Church, was set 
apart for humiliation, fasting and prayer, on account of the drought; 
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1 began with [iniycr, Mr. Rogers preaclicd ; aflcniooii Mr. CIcvelaiKl 
prayed, I preached ; after meeting I visited some sick at the head of the 
Ilarhonr. 

Jnly 20. This day was a Fast at Sqnan), partly on acconnt of the 
drought and partly on account of Bradstreet, who is in a feeble slate 
of heallh, but got out to meeting ; Mr. Kl>cn. Cleveland began with prayer 
Mr. Jatpies preached ; afternoon, I pra3'^ed, Mr. John Cleveland (of 
Chebacco Parish, Ipswich) preached. 

July 21, 1 was calhMl up at 12 (»\*lock to Mrs. Wheeler's; she was 
dying: 1 tarried till alnnit two o'clock ; she died before daylight. 
July 28. Fast at Mr. Jaques'. 
July HI. Fast up in lown, at Mr. Rogers', 

August *^. Afternoon I attended the funeral of Lydia, djuighter of 
Sanuiel Parsons, who died of a consumption ; very ho|)efully — gave 
good evidence of her hope. 

Aug. 4. I visited over the Cut ; several sick ; then went round by 
Varreirs to John Millets', and cinne along to Mr. (Jrover's ; pniyed there 
with some sick ; then preached at Wm. Moore's ; his wife long confined 
and near her end; afterwards catechised the children at Mrs. Davis', 
al)ont 36 ; came homo [iretty nnich wearied. 

Aug. r>. I visite<l some sick, and married William Preston and Ab- 
igail Sargent. 

Aug. 18. I catechised the children at Capt. Coas; 50, 32. 
Aug. 28. I went to Squam to see Mrs. Merchant, dangerously ill (»f 
c(msumption ; she Is apprehensive of danger ; is earnest in desiring and 
seeking. 

Aug. 31. 1 visited the sick ; Mr. Rand died in the evening. 
Sept. 2. I attended the fimeml of Saml. Lane's wife and of Thom- 
as Rand ; both died of nervous fever.

Oct. 17. I attended the funeral of Daniel Grover. 

Oct. 23. 1 was sent for over the Cut to visit the sick — Tap|)in's 
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(laughter, Jamos ParsouB, widow Joslin, all sick ; prayed at each hoiiso ; 
at 12 o'clock at night the steeple of the Meeting-house fell by the wind. 

Oct. 30. Fine, warm day ; I went to see Mr. Bradstreet, who is fee- 
ble in body and mind; his fits have enfeebled his faculties; visited 
Leoned Merchant, in a consumption ; visited Mrs. Davis, widow of James 
Davis, very low, but in a composed frame of mind, resigned and patient. 

Nov. 1. At night was an earthquake ; something loud and pretty 
long ; about half an hour after was auother ; not (piite so hmd, but 
long. 

Nov. 3. 1 weut to Squau) ; preached Mr. Bradstreet's Lect. ; Ezek- 
iel Woodward in compau}' ; I had nnich conversation with him on spirit- 
ual things. 

Nov. lb. I attended the funeral of James Parsons. 

Dec. 5. In the night an exceedingly hard southerly wind, which did 
n)uch damage to the shipping ; a ship was drove ashore on the betich this 
side of the Cut; 3 or 4 schoouers drove ashore. 

Dec. 10. Married James Kowe and Klizabeth Sanders ; I visited the 
sick ; in the eveninir about i) o'clock was scut for to see Joseph Sanders ; 
talked with him sometime, ami praytul, after which he fell into a deliri- 
um ; to a high degree distracted ; it took six men to keep him in bed ; 
1 came home about ten oVIock in the moruiug. 

Dec. 13. Visited Joseph Sanders in the evening, and pniyed with 
him; ho is movQ composed. 

Dec. 18. 1 was called up just after daybreak to see old Mrs. Sanders, 
very ill. 

Dec. 23. I was called up early to see Joseph Sanders ; found him 
dying; he died about 8 o'clock. 1 supped with Mr. Pierce, on venison, 
jit his lodgings at Mrs. IlaskelTs.

I rose at daybreak ; spent the morning in fitting my chil- 
dren to go to Chehacco ; I preached at Chehacco to a large congrega- 
tion ; the House was crowded ; marvellous appearance ; many muler 
conviction in great distress ; some rejoicing; s(»me in agcmies for others' 
souls ; they generally held in till public service was over, and then be- 
gan to cry out, till there was a general noise through the whole; we 
continued there till near 8 o'clock; then we came home at about 11 
o'clock. 

Jan. 18. Was pretty nuich not well, but went out towards evening 
to Iho funeral of Jt>seph Jackson's <*hil<l ; in the evening in my study 
till 12 o'clock. 

Jan. 19. I was up at 7, in my study ; our Lect. was put by by rea- 
son of the small pox ; wind southerly made it hazardous, but people 
coming, I preached at (he school house. 

Jan. 21. Martha Glover died of the small pox. 
Jan. 22. The Parish Committee and Selectmen determined it was 
not safe to meet at the meeting lumse as the wind now is, on account of 
the small pox. 1 went up in town ; pniyed in the forenoon ; Mr. Rog- 
ers preached ; afternoon he prayed, 1 preached. 

Jan. 24. Was a very heavy snow storm ; in the evening Mi's. Latter, 
who is at present here in Mr. Haskell's family, was under great distress 
of soul ; my two daughters under c(mvicti(m still. 

Jan. 2(). AVasa Lect., which I had notified last week, wherein I pre- 
pared to give some account of the remarkable work of God's Grace, but 
was then put by and had to-day ; I preached, John vi. 29. This is the 
work of God ; there was not a great many ; the travelling very difficult o\\ 
account of the snow, and very cold ; in the evening 1 attended the Fauj- 
ily meeting at Deacon A\ Oodwards' ; Thomas Allen made the first prayer ; 
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Detujoii Woodward read in Mr. Allen's "Almost a Christian ;" I closed 
with pmyer ; there wore several persons in great distress, crying out. 

Jan. 27. Early in the morning came in Abigail Davis, under deep 
conviction, in very great distress. Air. Ilaskcll's family moved here, 
who have been here about a Ibrtnight ; in the evening came in Nabby 
Davis ; seems to be easy, and pretends she does believe ; I am doubtful 
of the ciise, fearing ti»e evil one is preventing some full joys, &c. ; I 
went to Mrs. Latter, in deep distress. 

Jan. 28. Early this morning came in Mrs. Latter; her distress con- 
tinues. 

Jan. 29. Very cold ; I preached ; in the evening came in Hannah 
Perkins under- convictions. 

Jan. 30. Was at home most of the day ; visited some of the con- 
victs. 

Jan. 31. Mr. ^Worcester preached here, John iii. 3; after meeting 
several broke out with acclamations of joy; many under conviction, in 
distress ; in the evening he preached at Mrs. Cook's ; many were awak- 
ened ; some received light. [Mr. Worcester was probably Ilev. Fran- 
cis Worcester, of TTollis, N. IL, who died in 17S3, aged 85 years.] 

Feb. 1. Mr. Worcester preached a Lect. for Mr. IJogers ; afternoon, 
attended the private meeting jit Deacon Woodward's ; he preached to a 
good crowd. 

Feb. 5. The small-pox increasing; Hve down sick, and sonui nmre 
suspected. 

Feb. 7. Almost all the Harbour are moving on accountof the small- 
pox ; nothing but carting; all in motion, there are four sick of the small- 
pox at old Mr. Dolliver's, himself, John Warner, James Tyler and Ze- 
bulon William, Jr. ; vviy bad ; and two at Tarbox*s. 

Feb. 9. I carried my wife over the (^ut, she is uneasy on account of 
the small-pox. 

Feb. 10. I moved some things over to \uy wife; Sammy and Alice 
Messervey went over ; the rest of us tarry at home. 

Feb. 12. There was a meeting in the Harbour on account of the 
small-pox; Mr. Dolliver's house is the hospital; I was at home with my 
two daughters; in the evening visited and prayed at Elder Warner's ; 
his son John supposed to lie dying — small-pox. 

Feb. 14.. I went over the Cut to carry some Cyder to my wife. 

Feb. 19. I wjis at hom<i all day, with my two daughters ; no meet- 
ing; T prayed and read. 
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Feb. 23. I went to Chchucco Lect. ; Mr. Jewctt began with pniyor, 
jiimI prcnduMl ; I proaduMi, Ad.^ iv. 12, Uio [xjuciof roiivid'nm fell upon 
nijui}'^ ; aller the public worship many enlightened souls broke out with 
cool convictions and praises ; the house seemed full of praise. 

Feb. 20. I preached at ICIdcr .Fohn Parscnis' ; I had nuich freedom ; 
many were aHected and wept ; very good attention ; many eyes were full 
of tears. 

Feb. 29. I preached at the Cove, at Abraham Sawyer's; there wjvs 
good attention ; nmrh weeping ; a goodly number under conviction ; one 
received light ami comfort. 

March 3. My wife moved here; several families moved. 

March 4. I preached at Elder John Parsons* ; I was very dull, cold, 
and forward in my performances all day; several wept; after meeting 
several cried aloud ; I went and prayed with Mrs. Kelley, whose hus- 
band was drowned at sea. 

March 6. A very stormy day ; I went up in Town to Dr. Plummer's 
to see Capt. Stevens ; ho is very low with the asthma ; I fear it will be 
fatal. 

March 7. Clear and cold ; I preached at Deacon Grover's ; my heart 
enlarged and warm ; some visible etlects ; good attention ; last Monday 
evening remarkable Aurora Borealis ; pillars of smoke and flashes of 
light; the northern part of the hemisphere seemed ahnost of a blaze. 
The people are moving home. 

March 9. About seven o'clock I was sent for to Mrs. Cook's ; a num- 
ber of young peo|)le had met there; I prayed with them and discoursed 
with them about one hour; some were very much affected. 

March 10. Several came in to see me, under conviction ; two in great 
distress. 

March 11. I preached at the Meeting House, afler four Sabbaths de- 
privecl of it, on account of the small-pox, and one Sabbath before ; good 
attention, but nothing remarkable. 

March 15. This day was set apart for religious worship, humiliation, 
prayer and thanksgiving relative to the infectiousdisorder that has lately 
been among us ; I preached, forenoon ; aflernoon, Mr. Rogers preached ; 
in the evening, I went at the desire of several young people to Mr. II. 
IlaskelTs ; ex|>ecting only a few 1 found the house full ; I preached, ex- 
tempore ; John V. (> — "Wilt thou be made whole?" by the impotent 
folk is rc|>resented the natural sbite, of mankind, &c. ; several very 
lively. 
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Marcli 18. Several persons caiiio in the evening, nnilor sonl con- 
cern. 

March 20. I preached at Mr. Cook's ; I was nuich enhirged ; very good 
attention ; the room crowded ; many seemed attected ; after the service 
many cried ont, and seemed very zeah)nsly calling npon others ; Josiah 
Cook in great distress ; near ahont 250 people. 

March 21. I attended the fnneral of Joseph Kverdeen, who died 
snddeid}' in a boat, coming from Cape Cod ; in the evening preached at 
Deacon (Jrover*s; several in great distress. 

March 27. Called to Nathl. Allen's child ; was there till near 12. 
March 28. Called up a little after 5 o'clock to go to N. Allen's ; the 
child was just breathing the last when I gt)t there. 

March 29. In the evening preached at my own house ; near 300 peo- 
ple ; a goodly number seemed much utTected ; several very lively. 

March 30. I took in 4 relations (relations of religious experience). 
April 12. About half-i)ast ten o'clock, I was called up by a passen- 
ger who came with a packet directed tome from Boston, giving an ac- 
count of the death of Nathl. Allen, aged about 20 years, who died of the 
small-pox, being inoculated ; I went at 11 o*clock to his father's; called 
them up and tarried there till near 12 ; very disconsolate ; 1 slept but 
little. 

April 30. I went to see Mr. Ja<pies, who is seized with an apoplec- 
tic fit. 

May 1. I studied in the morning till 11 o'clock; then went to see 
John Collins' sick children ; prayed there ; then went to see Mrs. Mill- 
bery, she is better ; then went to Deacon Qrover's, he is ill, prayed there ; 
then went to the Quarterly Fast at Dr. Witham's ; several prayed and I 
concluded. 

May 4. Mr. Worcester preached at Mr. Sawyer's at Cove ; Come, 
for all things are now ready. 

May 11. 1 studied, forenomi ; about 1 o'clock went to liCct. up in 
town ; Mr. Aaron Smith preached Ps. cxix. DO, last part ; a very learned 

discom-se; all the perfecticm of the all human ghuy will have an 

end. [Kev. Aaron Smith, of Marlborough. See Notes and Additions, 
Part I, 2.] 

May 17. Mr. Aaron Smith preached my Lect. I went to see Mr. 
Jaques who remains ill yet, with the palsy. 

May 23. I was sent for about 8 o'clock to Capt. Foster's; she was 
in travail, danii:erous. 
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May 28. I visileil a( Kasteni Point; Newconib dangerously ill with 
a consumption.

June 19. I attended the luneral of Henry Newconib. 

ffuly 10. Mr. Sanders' house raised. [See History y 243.] 

July 14. I w:i3 sent lor at 12 o'clock to see widow Somes, palsy, 
.senseless. 

Sci)t. 24. J visited at Fresh Water Cove; catechised at widow 
Davis's about 4;") children ; preached afterward at the same [)lace ; after- 
wards came home and went to S(|uam ; married Joseph York and Mar- 
tha GritHn ; then' came up to town about 9 o'clock, married Thomas 
Hibbard and Mary Gaines; came Innne about 11 o'clock. 

Oct. 1. I went to Kettle Cove to see Mrs. Bishop, in a consumption ; 
from there to see Mr. Jatjues, sick with the palsy, very low ; visited scnne 
families on my way home. 

Oct. 20. 1 was at home, not well, spirits very low. 

Oct. 23. I catechized at Elder Parsons' about 35 children ; preached 
at widow Until Parsons' ; spent the evening at Capt. Epes Sargent's. 
Nov. 2. I went to Hyfield upon a change with Mr. Parsons. 

Nov. 4. Proache<l there; in fho evening went up and lodged at IVfr. 
Chandler's, New Ivowloy. 

Nov. 5. I set out homeward : dined at Mr. Rogers' at I[>swich : called 
at Mr. Ja(|ues' and got home about six o'clock : a great company crying 
about tin? Pope. [This day was the anniversary of the discovery of the 
preparations made in 160;") by certain Catholic conspiratoi^s, for destroy- 
ing the king and parliament of England : usually called the Gunpowder 
Plot. In 1605 Connnissioners of Charles H. required the Massachu- 
8<»!ts Colony to observe it as a day of Thank^igiving; but the customary 
commemoration of it in the latter days of our fathers' allegiance to the 
mother country was by boys and yomig men, who carried about effigies 
of (iuy Fawkes and the Pope, and finally cast them into a bonfire; sing- 
ing as they went along <*.ertain verses which en<led with ; —

For Gay Fawkos* rninp. 
HoIUi, boys I Ilnzzn.*'

Dec. 4. Visited in the Ilarbonr : Air. Foxcraft was here: we dined 
at N. Allen's, Esq. ; Anna is ill. 

Here end the extracts from Rev. Sanniel Chandler's jonrnal. In the 
closing days of 17G4 two of his children were sick, and his last record 
for the year is — "bnsy abont honse, most of my time tending my family." 
His danghter Anna died Feb. lU, 1705, of consnmption. 



1005, JnlylG. — (^hamplain, a French explorer, <mi a voyage along 
the coast of the territory now known as New lOngland, landed at a ca[)e 
which he called Cap Anx Isles, afterwards named Cape Ann. In the 
next year he again visited this cape and bronght his vessel to anchor in 
its principal harbor, which he named Le Bean Port, now Gloncester 
harbor. On both visits he had intercourse with the natives, and, at Le 
Beau Port, saw as many as two hundred under a chief called Quionha- 
mence. lie made a map of the harbor and its shores, a fac-simile of 
which was published in the Oax>e Ann Adverlisei* of May 3, 1878, ac- 
companied by an account of his two visits, which then probably appeared 
for the lirst time in the English language. Gosnold, in 1()()2, and Pring, 
in 1603, may have seen this cape, but Champlain is the (irst European 
known to have set foot on its shores. 

1643. — The following is the letter of John Endicott to Governor Win- 
throp, alluded to in History, page 188, abont the misdemeanors of Grif- 
fen's company of ship carpenters. 

Dearest Sir:—l heard notliing further of Gloucester busiues tiU the third day of this 
week at even, when I received a letter from Mr. Ulinnuui, together with a complaint 
of the townc against Griflen's companle for sevfnil misdemeanors. And at the foote 
of the complaint a reference from yourselfe and '6 otlier nnigistrates to me, for tin- 
retlresse of tlicm. I tlierefore despatclied away a messenger betimes tin*, next nitirn- 
Ing, with a letter to Mr. (irltlen, tlnit lie would .send nu; sncli of his uivti whose names 
I had underwritten Ids letter, to answer to the ndstlemcanors of Sabbatli-lireaking, 
swearing and drunkcunes; And withall I sent a letter with instructions to Mr. lUinman, 
with a warrant addressed to the constalile: that if Mr. (irblln wouhl not .send his men, 
tluit the constalde shonUl attach their pt:rsons and bring them before mee. If tliey 
did resist or refu.se, not to strive with them nor to use any provoking terms, l)ut to 
take witness of their carrladge and to send mee an answer; which here i have sent you 
inclosed. I would have proceeded against them according to your former directions 
(to wit) with force; Init I had rather, If yon see gooil, try tlrst anotlu^r way, whicli Is. 
to send a proldbltion under your and divers of tlie nmgisi rates iiamls l>esides, f(»rbid- 
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iIIiijj: Mr. Sfcpln'iis timl tlic rosi oT tin- slil|»-r;ir|n'Mtcr< llirif, or :iny\vluTc nlililn (his 
jurisdicllon. upon somo |)onn!Ue, not to workc n stroke of woikc more upon Mr. UvU- 
fcn's slilp till they Inive further order from the (ioveruor, &c.

In the uu*au tynu*, I luivc written away 
another letter to Mr. Grillen, wishing him tocouu<<ell Ills men (if he can eonnnand them) 
to Hubmlt to authorUU', seelup: t liey stand out to their owne loss and dlsadvanta.sre. What 
his return will be ycm shall heare as soon as I can si'ud It.

Abigail, 
widow of Ezekiel, one of his descendants, went in old age to live with 
her sou Ezekiel, in Gardner, Me., where she died Nov. 20, 1820, aged 
eighty. Daniel, of Gardner, her son, died May 18, 1866, aged ninety. 
His nephew, Rev. T. B. Robinson, says that his uncle's life "was devoted 
to study and extensive reading, and that he felt sure of his descent from 
the pilgrims." 

Sarah Robinson died September 26, 18 U), aged seventy-nine.

present locality, on Pleasant street, is known as the Webster House.] 

Mary, daughter of William Sargent, 2d, is said to have married a 
Herrick of Beverly, but I think she married, lirst, Jonathan Stevens, 
and, becoming a widow l>eforo 1710, then married Nathaniel Sargent, 
and so is called Mary Sargent in her mother's will. Esther, wife of the 
first Epes Sargent, was daughter of Thomas Macearty of Roxbury. She 
died July 1, 1743, aged 43. A genealogical record says that his sou 
Ignatius "died in a foreign land," that Benjamin **died abroad in man- 
hood." Besides Paul Dudley and John, he had by second wife three 
daughters who died young. His daughter Esther married Col. Thomas 
Goldthwaite, and had a daughter Esther who married first, Timothy 
Rogers of Gloucester, July 4, 1705, and second, Capt. Peter Dolliver in 
1770. Another daughter, Catherine, had two husbands, first Dr. Sylves- 
ter Gardner of Boston, und next William Powell of Bostcm, and died Feb. 
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24, 1H3(), ao;c(l 83. Sjuali, <ljuigliUn* of Col. Epcs Hjirgent, aiul widoAV 
of NallmnicI Allen, died in 171)2. His son Paul Dudley died Sept. 15, 
1828, aged 83, and his sou John died in Banington, N. S., Jan. 24, 
1824, aged 74. 

Kp(»H, son of Col. Kpes Sargent, died Jan. 7, 1771). lie left an es- 
tate ()»' which the inventory amounted, in the currency of the time to 
£14,572, con^^is(ing in part of vessel property, £5855, an<l 151) oz. plate 
at 4r)s. ()d. [)er oz. Owinir probably to the destruction of his business 
by the war, his estate was rendered insolvent.

1(583. — Samuel Dolliver, an early settler, <lied this year, and from the 
settlement of his estate it appears that ho had Joseph, Dorothy and Re- 
becca, not named in the History, among his children. 

Robert Elwell, an early settler, also died this year. Rev. S. Chand- 
ler rec(n'ds in his journal, — "iMay 16, 1752, I attended the funeral of 
Capt. Elias Elwell." "April 30, 1754, 1 attended the funeral of Zebulon 
Elwell. " "July 7, 1762, I attended the funeral of Nehemiah Elwell." 
Account of administration of his estate was presented Oct. 28, 1765, by 
his widow, who had then become the wife of a Smith, probably Alexan- 
der. 

John, s(m of John Elwell, an<l Isaac, son of Zebulon Elwell, were 
washed overboard and lost from a schooner commanded by Capt. Wm. 
Allen, coming from the Banks, in a gale of wind, in 1798. 

Elias Elwell died May 22, 1834, aged eighty -eight. (Doiibtlul about 
the age.) 

Administration of the estate of Isajic Elwell, Jr., mariner, was granted 
to his widow, Lydia, Aug. 3, 1778. 
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. SjiiiHiel Elwell, son of Paine, died June 2, 1824. 

1684. — Siunnel llodgkins cauio to Gloucester about this time. It 
appears that his son Samuel, in 1756, then seventy-two, took for second 
wife Lydia Stanwood, who found in him a third husband. She died 
April 13, 1789, aged eighty-four. 

July 1, 1814, William Hodgkins was buried, lived on the point, above 
80 years old. — 'Sqnam ChnrcJi IteconU, 

A Timothy llodgkins died Oct. 15, 1830, aged i)4, and Kunice, his 
widow, died Aug. 8, lti41, aged 81. 

John Pulcifer also appears in town this year. Old Mrs. Pulcifer, his 
widow, without doubt, died June 8, 1755, about i)0 years old, says a 
private record. She was Joan, daughter of Thmnas Kent, a»jd in com- 
pany with a twin sister, Mercy, came into the wcu'ld Feb. 21, 1664. 

Thcnnas, second son of John, married Sarah Grover, Jan. 6, 1726. 
She died May 26, 1728, and he next married Hannah Woodward Oct. 
29, 1730. He died Sept 27, 1778, aged 85, she having died the day be- 
fore, at about the same age. Kbcnezer, next son, was living in 1760, but 
I can trace him no farther. His son Kdnnmd died in the Second Parisli 
in May, 1804, aged about 75. David, the next son of John, died in June, 
1791, upwards of 90 years of age. Of Jonathan, the youngest scm, I 
learn nothing after the birth of his son Sanniel in 1731. 

1(585, Oct. 12. — Died John Kettle. His wife was Klizabeth, daughter 
of William Allen, of Salem. She married Sanmel Corning Nov. 13, 
1(»88, and next year, was dismisse<l from the church in Gloucester and 
admitted to that in Beverly. 

1686, Feb, 16. — The town leave it tt) the Selectmen to agree with a 
workman to build galleries in the eastern and western ends of the meeting 
house. 

1689. — JeflVey Parsons, an early settler, died this year. Jonathan, 
son of the second Jeifrey, was deceased in 1742. His son David died Nov. 
28, 1808, at 82, by the records of the First Church, at 80 by my notes. 
It was his son David, not Kbenezer, who was washed overboard from 
u fishing vessel and drowned ; the latter was also lost at sea. The death 
of Jeremiah, youngest son of the second Jeifrey, is found in the journal 
of Rev. S. Chandler, who thus records it:" 1755, Sept. 25. A little 
after I was in bed, about 10 o'clock, was sent for to visit Deacon Jer'ti 
Parsons, dying. He was sensible to the last, tho' broken in his speech ; 
much in the dark, tho' his desires were enlarged after discoveries of the 
Love of God. He died about 10 o'clock. I came home after 2 o'clock." 
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He wjis lifly -seven yenrs oUI. His son Zsicchens h:ul deeoased a few 
months i)revionsly, and Ins son Jeremiali died of a fever at the ago of 36, 
and was l)nried April 14, 1760. March 4, 1756, Deacon John Parsons 
was chosen a rnling elder of the First Church, and 23 Oct, 1764. Mr. 
Chandler says, "I catechised at Klder Parsons." The date of his death 
is not yet found. His son William, horn in 1728, was probably the 
William who married Sarah Rust, Jan. 5, 1755, and had a daughter Ju- 
dith baptized in 17(51), and removed to Now Gloucester, Me., where Ju- 
dith m:niied Nathaniel Evelcth, 2d, and died Dec. 16, 1862, aged 93. 
Dec. 23, 1764, Sanmcl Parsons, son of the first Sanuiel, was dismissed 
from the First Church to the Christian Brethren at New Gloucester. 
His wife was Ly<lia Sawyer, sister of Deacon John Sawyer, who about 
the same time took his dismission from the Second Church to the same 
brethren. Sanmel Parsons ha<I sons Sanmel an<l David, who probably 
went with their father to the new town as their names are among the 
subscribers to the meeting-house there in 1770. 

The First Church Kecords have the death of Dorcas I'arsons, 85, no 
date; and the death of Martha Parsons, Jan. 11, 181J), aged 81. 

Abigail, daughter of Stephen Parsons, married David Ring, and die<l 
a widow July 21, 1817, aged 77. 

And. I^arsons, ('ape Aim, was a prisoiu»r in Mill Prison, England, in 
1781. 

1690. — George Giddings settled in town about this time. His son 
John died Oct. 25, 1723, aged 25. Zcbnion, another son, married Oct. 
12, 1724, Deborah, daughter of Tlumias Webster of Kxeter, N. H., and 
settled as a merchant in that town. His wife died in 1767, and he next 
married, in 1773, Joanna Cottle of Newburyport, who died the same 
year. He kept a tavern in Exeter, which he managed successfully many 
years, was a colonel in the militia, and town clerk of Kxeter from 1745 
to 1783, being at the latter date, eighty years old. Lawrence Giddings, 
who came after George, was his cousin, and son to Lieut. Sanmel Gid- 
dings of Chebacco. 

1691. — Thomas Bray, an early settler, died this year. 
Dr. Thomas Bray, son of Thonuis Bray, the second, married Judith, 
daughter of Nathaniel Sargent, Jan. 16, 1743. She died Aug. 36, 1811, 
aged eighty-five. John, another son of the same, married Susanna 
Woodbury, Dec. 19, 1716. One of his six children was Enoch, born 
July 20, 1730, the same probably who died Dec. 9, 1814, aged eighty- 
five. Nathaniel, third son of Thomas, the second, dic<l Jan. 18, 1773, 
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above »cvent3\ Moses, next son of the smne, married Mary WooiUmiy 
of lieverly, Nov. 20, 1717. His \vi(l(»\v died iii Dec, 1778, aged eighly. 
The widow of Moses, youngest son of the same Thomas, died in 1783, 
over seventy years of age. Of his ten children one was a son, Aaron, 
Innn in 1742, the same perhaps who died in 17511, "coming from Can- 
ada." Another son, Edward, horn in 1740, may have been the Edward 
who died in the army, at Long Tshmd, in 177G. 

A Nathaniel Bray died at Halifax in 1778. 

A Benjamin Bray, of Cape Ann, was a prisoner in Mill Priscm, Ply- 
nKmth, Eng., in 1781, taken from Ship Beaver. 

A William Bray died in Dec, 1830, aged seventy. 

Anne Bray died in Jan., 1834, aged 81. 

A widow Bray died Oct. 30, 1817, aged ninety-two. 

Mrs. Lucy Bray, wife of Capt. Moses Bray, died in 1799, aged 62. 

Capt. Isaac Bray died Jan. 16, 1830, aged eighty. His widow died 
"soon after," aged seventy-six. 

1692, Sept. 24. — On bonds for their appearance. Mar}', wife of 
Hugh Rowe, Phebe, wife of Timothy Da}', and widow IJnchel Vinson, 
4dl of Gloucester, are released from Ipswich prison, having been contined 
there for witchcraft. 

Oct. 30. Esther, wife of Sanmel Elwell, Itebecca, wife of Richard 
Dike, and Abigail, daughter of Hugh Rowe, all of Ghmcester, were car- 
ried to Ipswich for examination on a like charge. They were released 
Nov. 7. 

Nov. 25. Upon consideration of great damage and scandal that has 
happened upon the accompt of pickled lish, although afterward dried 
und hardly discoverable, to the great loss of many, and also an ill-repu* 
tation on this Province and the fishery of it, it is (»rdered by the Gene- 
ral C(»urt that no person or persons whatsoever, after the publication 
hereof, shall save or salt any sort of fish (that is intended to be dried) 
in caske or fatles in any other way than what hath formerl}' and hon- 
estly been practiced for the making of dried lish on penalty ol forfeiting 
all such fish so salted and pickled, whether it be green or dry. It is 
also ordered that no person shall take, kill or haul ashore any mackerel 
with any sort of nets or seines whatsoever, on penalty of forfeiting all 
mackerel so taken, and all the nets and seines so employed, also that no 
mackerel shall be caught, except for spending whilst fresh, before the 
first of July annually. 

1693, Juno 14. — The General Court, upon petition of the town of 
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(jHoiiccstcM*, coinplaininfT tliat tlic inlmbiianls of Ihoir town Jirc ovei'-nito 
£170, upon exaininutioii it w.m.s found that thoy had niuler-valucd Ihoir 
land £30 and had omitted £40. Ordered that £100 l)0 allowed them 
hy the Treasiiiei* when thoy next shall be assessed in any general assess- 
ment. 

William Haskell, an early settler, died tliis year. His son HiMijamin 
married for second wife Emma Bond of Beverly, June 10, 1698. Pa- 
tience, daughter of Benjamin, married John Roberts, not Hugh, as else- 
where stated. Ebenezcr, son of the first Joseph, died June 23, 1771, aged 
81. His son. Deacon Stephen Haskell, died Aug. 31, 1809, aged 73. 
Dorcas, daughter of the second Jose|)h, died Feb. 13, 1793, aged 80. 
Daniel, probably son of the first Daniel, died in Oct., 1804, about 
80. Deacon Zebulon Haskell, son of Jacob, died June 8, 1819, jiged 84. 
His wi<h)W Elizabeth died in 1825, about the same age. Jacob and Is- 
rael, other 8(m8 of Jacob, settled in New Gloucester, Me. A Mary Has- 
kell died in Nov., 1802, over 80. A Jonathan was lost at sea, on a fish- 
ing voyage, in 1738. An Isaac was killed on board of a privateer in 
April, 1778. 

1694, March 19. — Joseph Gardner has a gmnt of half an acre of 
u|)land ground upon the eastern side of the neck of land called Peter 
Mud*8 neck. In bounding this grant mention is made of **the house then 
creeled to make earthen ware in." , 

John Lane came to Gloucester about this time. The second wife of 
his son James, was Judith, widow of William Woodbury. James, 
youngest son of this James, iiged 24, master of a fishing schooner be- 
longing to Daniel Gibbs, Es(i., was lost at Grand Bank in 1753. David, 
son of the second John Lane, died Sept. 3, 1777, aged 56, and David, 
son of this David, died May 31, 1825, aged 75. Rachel, widow of Jo- 
siah Lane, died Oct. 3, 1774, aged 84; falling from her chair, she was 
taken up dead. Gideon Lane, son of the first Joseph, married Mary 
Babson in 1764, who died Jan. 8, 1779, aged 37 ; soon after his wife's 
decejise, he removed to Freeport, Me., where he died Oct. 6, 1813, 
aged 73, leaving children in Frceport and a son Gideon in 'Squam, a 
sea capUiin, who died there Nov. 28, 1821, aged 57. Benjamin Lane, 
fifth son and ninth child of the fii-st John, died in March, 1773, aged 
72. His wife, Eliz2d)eth, probably daughter of Samuel Griffin, died in 
1779, aged 73. Of Job, youngest son of John, the date of death is 
not yet found. Mary, his widow, died in 1795, very aged of course. 
His son Andrew died in 1791, at the age of 45 ; and his son Ebenezer

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is said to Imvo removed to New Gloucester, ^le. Msiry, d.utghter of 
Jolin Luno, and widow of Joseph TInirston, di(;d in 171)2, a«i(;d 9<J. A 
Joseph Lane died in Nov., 1828, aged 85. A Daniel Lane, of Glouces- 
ter, was a prisoner in Mill prison, Plymouth, Eng., in 1778, and es- 
caped. The records of the 5th church have death of a Joseph Lane in 
1776. 

1690. — VVilliam Ellery, an early settler, died this year. The Colum- 
bian Centinel of Boston, of Juno 5, 1800, has the death of Capt. Wil- 
liam Ellery of Cape Ann, aged seventy. lie was grands(m of this settler. 
Esther, widow of John Stevens Ellery, died Nov. 30, 1811, aged about 
lifty-six. Among the eflects of her husband, at his decease in 17J)7, 
were 91)68 gals, of brandy valued at $13,444. lie left a clear estate of 
about $16,000. 

Abigail Ellery, daughter of Dependance, married Luke Ryerson, who 
was on the committee of safety at New Gloucester in ^larch, 1777. 

1702. — The first persons bearing the name of Sanders appear in town 
this year. {Ilisl, 241.) They were shipwrights, and were attracted 
.thither without doubt by the great activity with which the business of 
ship-building began to be carried on about this time. Tradition reports 
that the family came to Gloucester direct from England, under indtice- 
ments held out by one of its members on his return from a voyage to 
this country. It apparently consisted of a widowed mother, iMary and 
seven children, — John, Nathaniel, Thomas, Edward, Joseph, Mary and 
Elizabeth, probably wife of Jcmathan Springer. Joseph died Nov. 18, 
1712, and his mother was appointed administratrix of his estate July 30, 
1716, but died before completing the trust, and his brother Thomas was 
made administrator de bonis non. The whole amount received by him 
was £89 12s, the larger part of which wjis recovered at law, which oc- 
casioned the " expense at court to be very great,'* so that the six brothers 
and sisters, his heirs, got only about £6 each. Of John, the first named 
brother, I can say no more. Nathaniel had, besides five daughters, four 
sons, — Nathaniel, born in 1705, died Sept. 27, 1717; John, March 18, 
1707 ; Joseph, Oct. 17, 1708 ; and David, 1715. John I suppose to be 
the same who married Mary Dolliver, Dec. 1, 1736, by whom a son 
John was born August 7, 1737. Joseph was probably the same who 
married Mary Stevens, Jan. 1, 1735, and had a son Nathaniel born June 
29, 1736. I know not who, if not these two brothers, were the suffer- 
ers by a disaster at sea mentioned in our records, though it is difficult 
to reconcile the dates, unless there is an (miissicm of double dating, ac- 
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cording to the custom of the times. The record says: — "Joseph San- 
ders jind John Sanders went away in Feb., 1 ?;{(>, lor Isle of Sahle and 
Imd not been heard of 2G of Aug. following ; supposed to have been run 
down presently after the}- went out in a schooner belonging to Epes 
Sargent, Esq." 

The children of Thomas, sou of the widow Mary, were Thomas, born 
March 20, 1704; Abigail, June 29, 1705, married Peter Dolliver; Jo- 
seph, Feb. 21, 1707 ; Mary, March 10, 1709, married Daniel Gibbs ; John, 
June 14, 1711 ; Lydia, March 24, 1714, married Daniel VVitham ; and 
Elizabeth, April 10, 1707, who married Zebulon Witham, and died Nov. 
27, 1767. The father left a clear esUite of £3160; one of the largest 
that had been accunudated in town to the date of his death, 1742. The 
only mention of Edward Sanders, bmther of Thomas, found in the 
Gloucester Records, is ol date Dec. 20, 1717, when Joseph IIeden,his 
apprentice, died. An Edward Sanders, of Rowley, shipwright, made 
his will 11 Dec, 1759, in which three daughters, all apparently married, 
and four sons are named. 

Of the eleven children of the second Thomas there were, besides the 
three sons mentioned in the History, a daughter Judith who married 
Winthrop Sargent and Abigail who married William D(dliver, a Rebecca 
who married Capt. James Babson, and a Lydia who married James 
Prentice. 

Joseph, brother of the preceding, a sea-captain, had a wife Elizabeth, 
and died of small-pox on his |)a8sage from Ireland to Boston, June 25, 
1732, leaving an only child, Joseph, bom Sept., 1730, who married Mar- 
tha Henderson, Sept. 9, 1752. The sad end of tlie hitter and that of 
his only son, Thomas, are noticed in the History. This son, as soon as 
he graduated from college, in 1772, at tlie age of nineteen, married his 
relative, Juditli, aged seventeen, daughter of Hon. Thomas Sanders. 
They had many children, but I can account for only two of them, — 
Lucy, who became the wife of Rev. Stephen Farley, of Atkinson, N.H., 
and Joseph, of Philadelpliia, l)oth of whom were living in 1826. Tliis 
Thomas Sanders lived in a house which stood on or near the lot on which 
the City Hall now sUinds. On the back side of the house was a well, at 
the bottom of which his body was found, and into which he fell or threw 
himself after conunitting the deed which closed his life. His mother 
married David Ingersol for second husband, and his only sister, Mary, 
married Eben Hough, a ship master in Gloucester in the last century, 
who died about 1793. 
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John, the other hi other of the second Thomas, married Hannah^ 
danghter of EUler James Sayward, Jan. 23, 1735, and died after ahout 
six years iUness, Jan. 17, 1742. Besides two daugiiters, he had a son 
John, l)orn Oct. 24, 1735, who married Jemima Parsons, May 12, 1757. 
He was a sea captain and died Oct. 24, 1807. She died at tlie age of 81 . 
The fruits of this marriage were seven sons and seven daughters. James^ 
<me of the sons, married Susannah Sayward in 1786, and settled in 
Dresden, Me., where he had a hu'ge family of children. Another son, 
Capt. Joseph Sanders, died in Gloucester, April 4, 1841, aged 84, says 
the record, l)ut 78, according to my notes. He left a widow, Deborah 
(Witham) Sanders, who became a centenarian, and is elsewhere men- 
tioned in these notes. Abigail, one of the daughters, married John 
Somes, and died Dec. 5, 1857, aged 87. With the exception of a few 
in this line, there appear to be no descendants of Thomas Sanders, bear- 
ing the name, now living in Gloucester. 

Of the twelve children of Hon. Thomas Sanders, son of the second 
Thomas, born Aug. 14, 1729, eight at least appear to have been living 
when he died in 1774. Five of these were daughters, all of whom were 
married, — Lucy to Paul Dmlley Sargent ; Judith to Thomas Sanders, 
the school master; Harriet to Peter DoUiver; Sarah to Thomas Augus- 
tus Vernon, a merchant of St. Petersbiu'g, Russia; and Mary to Eras- 
mus Babbitt, a lawyer of Sturbridge, Msiss. She had a daughter, who 
was the mother of Charlotte Cusbman, the distinguished actress. Of 
five sons of Mr. Sanders, two only lived to marry. Thomas born March 
26, 1759, was sent to Byfield Academy to be fitted for college, but left 
on the death of his father, and entered the counting room of jSIr. Derby, 
of Salem, a distinguished East India merchant. He finally became a 
merchant himself and carried on his business with such success, that, at 
his death, June 5, 1844, he left a large fortune to his wife and children. 
His wife, Elizabeth Elkins, to whom he was married in 1782, was an 
aulhoi*ess and a lady of admirable qualities of heart and mind. She 
died Feb. 19, 1851, in her eighty-ninth year. Their oldest sou, Clmrles, 
was born May 2, 1783, graduated at Harvard College, and died April 
7, 1864, leaving no children, but deserving special remembnuice in this 
sketch of his family for his libend bequest to the cause of temperance 
in the home of his ancestor. A clause of his will reads thus : — 

''Believing, as I do tliat driinkeuness is a crime, and likewise tlie origin of a large 
portion of the ciiines, vices and misery which exists among ns, I am desirous to do all In 
my power for its prevention and cni*e by establishing in Gloucester, the place of my 
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iiiici^stors, ntul in Cambridge, my prfsiMit place of rosldcncr, a pcnnaiiciit salary, to be 
pahl to some worthy man In oacli place, who has discretion and zeal for the canse, to 
Ik* constantly employed as a missionary In the canse of Temperance In reforming old 
drnnkards and preventing yonncc dnmkards, and abolishing as far as possible the nse 
of all intoxicating articles. I therefore give and beqneath to the town of Gloucester 
the snm of $10,000, ami to the city of Cambridge the like sum of $10,000, to be held as 
permanent funds, the interest of which shall )yc paid quarterly as salaries to those pre- 
sons employed for the al>ov»» named purpose in those places, so long as the vice of 
drunkenness there exists." 

Besides this son, Mr. Thoiims Saiiclors, of Salem, left a son George 
T., a <lan<rlitcr Catliorino, wife of Dudley L. Pickman ; a (laughter 
Alary Klizabeth, wife of Hon. Loverett Saltonstall ; and a daughter Car- 
oline, wife of Nathaniel Saltonstall. 

Joseph, yoinigest son of Hon. Thomas Sanders, horn Nov. 29, 1772, 
married, according to the Edgartown records, Eliza Allen, Nov. 18, 
1801. She took for second husband, Oct. 10, 1806, Joseph Kenrick, 
of Rochester. The house built by Mr. Sandei's on Middle street in 
1764, and still stimding, together with four acres of land and orchard, 
was sold after his death to John Beach for £1050. 

Joseph, son of the second Thomas, born April 9, 1737, married' 
Anna Stevens, May 12, 1760, but their wedded life was of short dura-- 
tion. Mr. Chandler records in his journal, — Doc. 10, 1761, "In the 
evening, about nine o'clock, was sent for to see Joseph Sanders ; talked 
with him sometime and pniyed ; after which he fell into a delirium ; to 
a high degree distracted ; it took six men to keep him in bed. I came 
home alM)ut ten o'clock in the moniing ;" and again Dec. 23, " I was 
oilled up early to see Joseph Sanders ; found him dying ; he died about 
8 o'clock." His widow married Dr. Samuel Plummer Nov. 19, 1763. 
His only child, Joseph, became a shipmaster and died in Boston about 
Jan. 7, 1830, aged 70, leaving a daughter Nancy Olive, wife of Wil- 
liam Coffin ; his only child as far as I have knowledge. 

Bradbury, third and youngest son of the second Thomas, born Augv 
23, 1742, became a ship master and merchant. He was a patriot of 
the llevolution and took an active part in the repulse of Linzee in 1775. 
The date of his death is not known, but it is certain that be was dead 
in 1783. His wife was Anna, daughter of Capt. James Babson. Hisdaugh* 
ter Anna, married her cousin, Capt. Joseph Sanders; another, Abigail,, 
married Capt. William Hutchings, and another, Mary, married Capt» 
Daniel Kogers. He had a son Bradbury of whose career and end I have 
no knowledge. He married Judith, daughter of Col. Joseph Foster > 
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who, in coini)any with Miss Clement iim Beach, eondiicteil a popuhir 
boarding scliool for young hidies, in Dorchester, in the early part of 
this century. Capt. Bradbury Sanders prohably hnilt and certainly occu- 
pied the large ganibrel-roofed house at Rose Bank, still standing, though 
not on its original site. In the "chamber over the sitting room'* there 
were, at his death *'calimancoes, green broadcloth, scarlet broadcloth, 
shalloon, (talico, handkerchiefs, gloves, (*,ambric, sewing silk, pins, nee- 
<]les, &c.,*' all valued at £149, and indicating that here was kept a hun- 
dred years ago one of the dry goods shops of the town. 

Samuel Griffin. — {Hist. 239.) There can scarcely be a doubt that 
he was of the family of IIinn|)hrey of Ipswich. The latter was hovn 
about l()()5, of C4)urse in England, and came to Ipswich in l(i39, when 
the town refused to receive him **as an inhabitant to provide for him as 
inhabitants formerly received, the town being full." He, however, be- 
came a conunoner, in 1()41, by the purchase of a house and land. His 
wife Joanna died July li), 1(>57. He seems to have removetl to Row- 
ley, where he died about September, 1()62, leaving a wife Elizabeth, 
who married a Sherritt of Haverhill, auul died in 1670. Besides two 
daughters, he left scms, John, Nathaniel and Sanmel. The first two of 
the sons appear to have settled in Haverhill or its vicinity, but Sanmel 
was still an inhabitant of Tpswich in 1()77, when lu; swore allegiance, 
and in 1684, when he had a wife Lydia, and a daughter Elizabeth who 
•died in that year. It is a reasonable supposition that the death of this 
Sanmel followed not long afterwards, and that his widow Lydia was the 
iLydia Griffin who became the second wife of Henry Witham of Anni- 
squam, Gloucester, Oct. 23, L691, and that she brought to her new 
home a son Samuel, then a boy, who, Dec. 18, 17(K^ married Elizabeth, 
•ilaughter of Samuel York, who was settled in that part of the town. 
■She probably died before her husband, for he nuist have been the Sam- 
uel Griffin who was intending marriage with Abigail Carter, July 26, 
1755. All that we know further about him is that he had a mm Sam- 
uel baptized July 8, 1705 ; Samuel and Elizabeth Oct. 26, 1707 ; Ado- 
nimm, June 3, 1711 ; Daniel, July 3, 1715 ; and a daughter Lydia lM>rn 
June 9, 1717. The date of his death is not known, but there is good 
ground for believing that he died about 1764, when he must have l>eea 
upwards of eighty years of age. 

Samuel, son of the preceding, married Margaret Bm*nham, of Ips- 
wich, Oct. 28, 1729. He engaged in farming and in maritime business, 
was a deacon of the third church, many years a selectman, and died 
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about Jan. 1, 1794, oighfy-six years old. His will presented for pro- 
hale in Fehrnary followinj::, was "disallowed and disapproved'' in eonse- 
<pienee of "erasenienls," and bin son Thomas wjis appointed udniinistnitor 
ol his estate, of whieh an inventory was |)resented Jan. 2, 1797, show- 
ing that all old age and "erasenicnts" had left was $r)(>.92. At the date 
of his will, Nov. 10, 1785, his wife Margaret was still living, as were 
also his sons Sanuiel, Thomas an<l Nathaniel, and three danghters. 

Sanniel, oldest son of the ))receding, horn April 5, 1732, was intend, 
ing nnirriage with Elizabeth Hnrnham of Ipswieh June (>, 1754. The 
marriage soon followed, without donl)t, and it proved a fruitful one, pro. 
diicing, according to the church record of baptisms, as many as thirteen 
children, among whom are found James, who died Aug. 12, 1828, aged 
seventy-three; Peter, Samuel, Joel and David, and a blind daughter* 
Margaret. The father himself be(\*ime blind, and died Juno 8, 181 2^ 
aged eighty-one. Thomas, next son of Sanmel seccmd, born Juno 12, 
1834, married Judith Uobinson, by whom his children were born, but 
he had a sec(md wife, Lydia. His will shows that he died at sixty-one, 
and that he lefl an (ndy surviving son, John Uobinson, and several 
daughters. It provides that his deceased wife, Judith, son Thomas, 
and daughters Lydia and Sally Davis, shall have toml)-stone8. He left 
an estate of $2200. 

Nathaniel, the next son, born April 9, 1743, married Frances Babson 
Dec. 19, 1765. Besides daughters he had sons Nathaniel, Dudley and 
William, the lirst two of whom were, in 1785, put under gmirdinnship 
of their uncle Thomas, probably on account of the infirm mind of their 
father, of whoso death no record is found. Tho funeral of a widow, 
Fanny Griffin, took place March 2, 1807. 

Adoniram, son of the first Gloucester Sanniel, nnirried Hannah Goss, 
Nov. 5, 1732, and had u s<m of tho same name born June 25, 1735, who 
married Susanna Pierce, Jan. 24, 1760. He also had a son John and 
two daughters, of all of whom or of father or mother nothing more can. 
be told by me. 

Daniel, the other son of tho first Sanmel, married Sarah Riggs, Jan. 
24, 1735, and Rachel ilarradcn, April 28, 1741. By the first wife he 
had a scm Daniel, born Oct. 20, 1735, and a son Ambrose, who was- 
baptized Feb. 27, 1737. The town records give no children by the sec- 
ond, but the 'Squam records show the baptism of two sons, Daniel and 
Benjainin, and four danghtere. Of the parents I know no more, unless 
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they are the parties inontioneil in the Proliate lecord, which show that 
administration of estate of Diiniel Griffin, hite of Haverhill, deceased, 
was granted to his widow Rachel Feb. 16, 1761. Anumg the charges 
in the settlement of her account, was one for "bringing up three young 
children since VaU. 7 last." 

Ambrose, above mentioned, married Deborah Butman in 1763. lie 
was lost at sea, with three others, on a voyage to the lianks in a violent 
gale, in April, 1774. She probably was Ihe widow Deborah Griffin, 
an aged woman, who died May (i, 1818. The records of the 'Squam 
church have the baptisms of Ambrose, Jcmathan, Deborah and Isaac, 
their children but they omit John, who was born Oct, 18, 1771, went 
at the age of about ten to Frceport, Me., with Aaron Lufkin, who mar- 
ried his mother's sister. He was a mariner till ho was sixty years old, 
and died Aug. 18, 1844, leaving issue in Freeport. 

Descendants of this Sanmel (iriffin are numerous, and there are many 
of another Samuel, probably of the same slock, wh(» married Mary 
York, Jan. 1, 1736, and settled at Annisquam. His wife died Sept. 10, 
1767, aged 50, and he appears to have taken for secouil wife Hannah 
Dane, of Ipswich, who died Dec. 10, 1774, aged 45. He was a car- 
penter by trade and died Jan. 15, 1781, of jaundice, after languishing 
for some considerable time. The 'Squam church records SJiy that " he 
was a member of the church for many years, and was well esteemed. He 
was firm and shaken in the doctrines of free grace in an exalted Divine 
Redeemer and Saviour." His oldest son, Jonathan, born in 1737, mar- 
iried Mary Kiggs, and died before 1791. She died May 5, 1806. Their 
son Joseph was drowned at sea on a voyage from Europe, but many 
children survived. Oliver, next son of this Samuel, married Mary 
Wise, March, 1763, who died 7 June, 1821, aged about 80. Ho died 
lin June, 1815, aged 76. He seems to have been a mariner most of his 
life, and the sea ottered a fatal employment t^) all of his sons. The old- 
est, Oliver, was killed on board of a privateer in the rcvolutionar}'^ war. 
Another Oliver perished at sea in the 8hii> Winthrop & Mary, about 
1800. Eliphalet died of West India fever at the Vineyard, Oct., 1813. 
Capt. Gustavus Griffin, another son, died Feb. 11, 1807, just in from 
sea; and Tristmm, another, mate of a brig, died at sea in Feb., 1822. 
Epes, another, two of whose sons, Kpes and Oliver, perished at sea in 
1827, died in Mobile in 1834. Josiah, third son of this Samuel, married 
U<ichel Lane in 1784, settled in Sandy Hay, and died about 1790. James, 
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the next son, munieil Judith AVoodhnry, Dec. 17, 1778, and died Jan. 
7, 181(5, aged (51. Andrew, Ihc youngest, deacon of the 'Squani Church, 
died Nov. 27, 1829, aged 71. 

IJenj. AverilL His leu ehihlren were James, horn 1703; Benja- 
n»in, 170G, died in 1723; Joseph, 1708; John, 1711; Jonathan, 1714; 
Mary, 1717; David, 1720; Samuel, 1722; Ahigail, 1724; and Rachel, 
1728. Two of the sons mariied and had issue. James died hcforc 15 
April, 1740, when Josiah Ilaskoll was paid £12 O T. for keeping Ben- 
jamin, his pon, from the day of his father's death till that dale. 

James (jodfrey, hy his wife Hannah, had Mary, horn in 1703; Ahi- 
gail, 1707, died 1726; Kunice, 1713; and Hannah, 1724. Eunice mar- 
ried Isaac Somes, Dee. 17, 1730, and died heforo 1744. Feh. 1(5, 1756, 
a Mrs. Godfrey fell down on the roc a of the door and died about 12 
hours alter. 

Benjamin lloppin ([list., 246). His son Benjamin married Mary 
Day, and hecoming a widower, married in 1745, at Atllchorough, Phe- 
he, widow of Aaron Davis. She was prohahly daughter of Timothy 
Day, of Gloucester. Hannah Hoppin, sister of Benjamin, married 
Joseph Day, jr., in 1731. The name has been transmitted to dij^tin- 
gulshed descendants in Rhode Island. 

The following is Iho pelition alluded lo in the History, page 306. 

To llic lion. Jo!«. DiuUcy, Esq., &c., &c., March 10, 1703. The hniiibli; nthhvss & pc- 
llllon of the SrlectuH'U of (il(>ucc.»<ler In huhalf of said town of Gloncc.ster. Humbly 
shewclh that whereas wc arc a frontier town by 8<a and lay very much exposed to the dan- 
ger of the Inroads of any foreign enemy, our harbor being very bold and safe for any 
enemy to come Into and make an assault upr)n us, an<1 we beitig but a small place and 
very much scattered, and being very poor and not capable to make a defence for our 
own safety and Fccuilty, and there being a very convenient place of a small Island or 
neck of lami out Into our Harbor for the errcting or building a fort or fortification 
upon, that may command our whole haibir which, If done, may be of great use and ser- 
vice to the ^xholc province, as well as a safety and security to ourselves, our harbour 
laying .«o convenient that many vessels that are outward bound, as well as those that 
are condng In, are forced to put In there for a ^llellcr, our haibour being very seldom 
free of vessels, and In the condition that we now are they arc liable as well as our- 
selves to bccxpo.«*eil to the assaults of an enemy, It being an ea.«!y matter for an enemy 
to come Into our haibour, and to lake away any vessel or vessels as they lay at anchor, 
and we arc in no capacity to wlihslaud or oppose them. We wouUl therefore Innnbly 
request and pray that this Hfmonrable ('oiirt would please to conshler our case and the 
clrcum«*tancesof It, and that tin'y wouhl please to i»rant that a fortification may be crcc- 
tctl on said Island or neck of land for her nnijesty's service at the province charge, It 
being likely to be of .•»uch public benefit to the province as well as security to ourselves, 
and that yonr honors would please to grant so many guns and so much amnmnitlon as 
in your wisdom you shall think meet and convenient for the supply of said fortifica- 
tion, and so hoping & believing that your Honours will take Into your serious consld-

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erntioii our distressed cnsc nnd will grant our petillon hi this matter, wlilch if you 
please to do we shall be cncourai^ed to pray as hi duty bound & subscribe ourselves 
your honors' humble petitioners and humble servants,

1704, June 9. — A day of groat excitement and not a little fright 
on Cape Ann, without d<i!iht. Upon report that several pirates lately 
belonging to the hrigantine Charles, John Qiielch, commander, were 
seen, double armed, in a lone house in the town, the governor ordered 
a force to he sent in pursuit of thrm. Upon arriving at (ilouresler it 
was foimd that the men had been taken on board of a vessel called the 
Larrimore Galley which was then sailing away to the eastward. An ex- 
pedition was immediately organized by Major Stephen Sewall, who 
with a tishing shallop, a pinnace and forty-two men started in pursuit 
and succeeded in getting possession of the Galley and men at the Isles 
of Shoals. Two of the pirates still remained on the Cape, but these 
were soon secured, and (M»e of them, with five others of the gang taken 
by Major Sewall, was hung in Boston, Jimo 30. See 5 Mass, Hist. 
ColLj VLy 103 el seq., where much more about this atfair may bo f(mnd. 

NKW SIC'ITLKKS. 

John Burrill and wife ITnnnah have birth of a son John recorded 
March 25, and two daughters in subsequent years. The name again 
ap|)ears Jan. 11, 1737, when an Abraham Burrill married Mary How, 
by whom his son Abraham was born Sept. 7, the same year, but noth- 
ing more can be said of any one of them. 

Dan'l Gutridge, perhaps Goodridge, had by his wife Mary a son 
Daniel born this 3'ear, a daughter Hannah in 1707, and daughter Mary, 
baptized in 1707. A John Goodridge and wife Hannah appear in 1710, 
and, besides other children, had sons John and James, by whom the 
name was probably perpetuated in town. The inventory of the csUitc 
of a John Goodridge is fcmnd in the Probate Uecoids Nov. 15, 1751. 
A AVilliam Goodridge and Ruth Evelelh were married Oct. 25, 1733. 
He, it is to bo supposed, was the Captain Wm. Goodridge who was in- 
tending marriage with Sarah Bray, widow, Nov. I, 1755. The town 
records give him two children, to which number the records of the West 
Parish church add ten more. A widow Ann Goodridge, widow of John 
without doubt, died in 1759. A Henjanun Goodridge and Uebocca 
Giddings wore married Jan. 23, 1746, and had Elizabeth, 1748, who 
died in 1752. 
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John Gilbert, honscwiight {Hist. 240) ^ settled in town this year. 
IIuni|)lirey Gilhert of Tpswifh wns a connnoncr in KMl. lie was l)()rn 
about IGIO, and his ago corresponds ahnost exactly with that of a Hum- 
phrey, son of Raleigh Gilbert, and grandson of Sir Humphrey Gilbert, 
the distinguished navigator, but the emigrant was not i)robably lliat son. 
The Ipswich settler bought a house and land in (hat town Feb. 5, 1050, 
and died Feb. 13, 1658, leaving a son John and four daughters. The 
son, without doubt, was Deacon Jtihn Gilbert of Hamilton, who married 
Elizabeth Kellam Sept. 27, 1677, and died March 17, 1722. Ho had 
a son John, born July 14, 1678, who, it may be reasonably presumed, 
was the John Gilbert, Jr., of Ipswich, who was intending marriage 
with Mnrtha Dodge of Beverly, Dec. 23, 1699, and the same John who, 
with his wife Martha, settled in Gloucester in 1704. His children, born 
before the removal, were Sarah, born in 1700, probably married George 
Williams, a seaman; John, 1701, ami Abigail, 1703, died same year. 
Those born here were Abigail, 1707, probably married Benjamin Trask 
of Salem; Hannah, 1709; William 1712 ; Jonathan, 1713; Martha, 
1717; and Elizabeth. The date of the father's death is not known, 
but administration of his estate was granted to his son Jonathan, ^lay 
25, 1752. By this son alone, so far as I know, has the name been per- 
petuated in town. He died May 9, 1800, aged 87. His wife died in 
Jan., 1791, aged 76. 

John Gilbert, merchant of Boston, March 2, 1716, conveys to Wal- 
ter Newbury of Boston, "my Island in Gloucester, sm-rounded by the 
sea in the harbor of Gloucester (20 acres more or less) with houses &c 
l)o't of exr's of Jonathan Springer." I know not if Kettle Island be 
here meant, or if our John Gilbert was ever its owner, though it was 
near his homo. 

1705. — The expenses of the town this year include the following: 
Edward Ilaraden for building a watch house on the neck of land called 
ElwelTs Neck near Ilodgkins' Cove. Thonuis Sawyer for repairs on the 
wjitch house in the harbor and 4 1-2 cords of wood for same, £1 Is 2(1. 
Capt. Nathaniel Coit forgoing representative to the General Court 12 
weeks and four days services at £1 per week. 

Wm. Woodbury (Hist. 256) who came from Beverly this year and 
settled on the north side of the Cape, left an estate of £300 10s. His 
widow, Judith, married Deacon James Lane in 1715, and died Aug. 
29, 1770, aged eighty-five. Judith, his "daughter^and heiress," prol)- 
ubly married William Norwood, and died July 19, 1775. 
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Caleb Woodhiiiy, pr()l)al)ly not a son of tho preceding, is also f«)inKl 
on the north side of the Cape, Nov. 27, 1718, when he married Ili.'ph- 
zihah, djiughlor of John Lano. She died Feb. 12, 1732, and ho next 
married Al)ial Morgan of Beverly, Sept. 14, same year, lie appears 
to have lieeome a widower again soon, and lo have nnirried Anna, prob- 
ably widow of John Thomas, Aug. 14, 1738. His chihh-en were Wil- 
lian), born in 1721 ; Hannah, 1723; Rebecca, 1726; Caleb, 1728; An- 
drew and Peter, 1730; liachel, 1732; Anna, 1733; John, 1739, and 
Walter, 1741. It appears that each of the sons married and had issue, 
of whom descendants, bearing the name are still to be foimd around 
the homo of their ancestors. Caleb Woodl)ury, jr., married Lois Mer- 
chant Nov. 22, 1748. They and their chihlren, Caleb, jr., Lois, Lem- 
uel, Walter, and Roger, having removed to Newbury, were warned out 
of that town in 17G3. 

An Andrew Woodbury, not apparently connected with either of tho 
preceding, api)ears as a seltler at the harbor, Feb. 7, 1735, when he 
married Lydia Elwell. Anumg his children were a son John, born May 
3, 1744, who married Hannah Hadley, Nov. 3, 17()5, and, besides other 
diildren, had a son John, born May 1, 17()(), probably the Capt. John 
AVoodbmy, who died Si'pt. 2, I83(), aged seventy. Capt. Autlr<'-w 
AVoodbury, who died Aug. 10, 1807, in his Gist year, was probably 
another son of Andrew and Lydia. He left u wife JMartha, who died 
August 1, 1821, aged 75. 

'Hionuis Wise and wife Elizabeth had a daughter Dorcas, born Juno 
15, and a son John baptized Nov. 20, 1701). He was under clnuch cen- 
sure March 21, 1723, but was so<»n after restored, and, with his wife, 
dismissed to the church in Altleboro. Others of this name appear in 
later years. John Wise married Honor Tarr, Nov. 2, 1712, and had 
Abigail, born in 1712, and William, 1715. The father was h)st at sea 
on a fishing voyage in 1717, and his widow married John Wcmson. A 
Jos(jph AViso and Hopsibah Bridges were marricil Nov. 7, 1718, and had 
Lucy, born in 1719; lle|)sibah, 1721; Elizabeth, 1723 ; Joseph, 1725; 
Joseph, again, 1728 ; and John, 1732. A Denjamin Wise married Pru- 
dence, daughter of Sauiuel Gott, Oct. 16, 1721, and had a daughter 
Mary, born Aug. 24, 1722. 

1706. — John Mariner (///.s^ 236). He married Sarah, daughter of 
James Sawyer, A|)ril 1 , 1708. She died Aug. 26, 1724, aged forty-ono, 
and he next married Mary Cobb, Feb. 16, 1725. His children wx'ro 
Sarah, born in 1709; Elizabeth, 1712; John, 1716; Joseph, 1719; 
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Biulicl, 1724 ; niul Mniy, 1727. It tlocs not appear that cither of the 
sons perpetuated llio name in town. 

John Coy {Hist, 256) eatno this year. The Probate records give 
inventory of his estate, March 26, 1735, amounting to £783 10s. The 
"oUl widow Coy'' who died at Keltic Cove, March 8, 17G3, was prob- 
ably his wife. It is not known that ho left a son. The records of Iho 
Second church have the death of a widow Coj% Jul}', 1793, aged about 
eighty, and of a Mr. Co}', *'of the Cove,'' August 8, 1820, aged about 
seventy. He was probably Ihc John Coy who married Molly Millet, 
Nov. 28, 1773. 

1707. — Peter Lurvey came this year from Ipswich. His wife Love 
died May 28, 1709, and he next n?arried, April 29, 1710, Kachcl El- 
well, 1)3' whom ho had Peter, 1711; Jacob, 1712; Benjamin, 1714; 
Joseph, 1715; Eliezer, 1717; William, 1719; and Job, 1721. The 
father died Jan. 18, 1721, aged forty-four. Five of the above named 
Bons appear to have married in town, and also an Ebenozcr, baptized 
Aug. II, 1717 ; but no ICIiezer is found among the baptisms, though ho 
goes among the mariied sons. Tho namo has been perpetuated in town 
down to the present time. 

Josiah Tainer {Hist. 256). lie and his wife Rcbekah sold land in 
Marbh^head, Nov., 170(), to his brother Elias, lishennan. Ilis father 
was Thomas Tainer. His children born in Gloucester were Kebekah, 
1707; Job, 1708; and Deborah, 1711. 

John Williams, perhaps son of tho John who first appears this year, 
married Jane Uobinscm April 4, 1720, aud had John, born in 1721, died 
soon ; Evan, 1722 ; Mary, 1724, died 1727 ; John, 1726 ; Mary, 1728 ; 
Abraham, 1733 ; and Elizabeth, 1735. By three of these sons the muno 
was perpetuated in town. Abraham was one of the sufferers by the 
great disaster at sea which wrecked so many of our fishing fleet in 17G6. 
Abraham, a revolutionar}' pensioner, died in October, 1837, aged 79. 

April 23. Anthony Day, an early settler, died this year. Tho ago 
both of himself and wife, as given in the history from tho records, is, 
Avithout doubt, much exaggerated. He called himself 37 in 16G3. The 
wife of his son John was Abigail Leach. Timothy Day, son of the first 
Timothy, died in tho Second parish, Sept. 16, 1757, aged 77. He had 
II brother Ebenezer who had i)robably been tho husband of tho "old widow 
Ebenezer Day" who died in the same parish, April 1, 1771. A Stephen 
Day was lost on a fishing voyage in 1736. An Isaac Day was a prisoner 
in Mill Prison, England, in 1781. 
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1708. — Saimiel Stockl»viil<je and Mary Villars'^ wero married Oct. 
31, and had Samuel, born 1709; Benjamin, 1711, died soon; Mary, 
1712; John, 1714; and Benjamin again, 1715. Tlie oldest may have 
been the Samuel who had a wife Ruth, by whom his bon Benjiuuin was 
born in 1734 and the latter was probably the Benjamin who was intend- 
ing marriage with Eunice Gott, Nov. 15, 1755. A Benjamin of Sandy 
Bay married Elizabeth Dresser about 1778 and removed to Deer Isl- 
and, Me. A Charles Stockbridi^e married Sarah Low, Nov. 27, 1731), 
and had children, but he was dead in 1749, when his widow nuirricd 
Jonathan Hodgkins. 

Peter Dolliver bought in 1708 land near Vinson's Cove on which 
his descendanls have continued to live to the present tin)o. l^erhaps ho 
was of Marblehead origin, for Joseph, sen., of that town, June 30, 
1688, made his will, in which is mentioned a son Peter who also had a 
son Peter. Peterof Glouccslermay have been the Mr. Dolliver menti(»ned 
in Mr. Chandler's journal, March 2, 1752, "Mr. Dolliver died last 
night." He also may have brouhl to town a son Peter, for a Peter Dolliver 
and Abigail Sanders were married Jan. 25, 1722, and had William born 
in 1724; Peler, 1727; Joseph, 1732; John, 1711 ; ami Abiuail, 1713. 
1'he father died of small pox in February, I7()4; William, his oldest 
son, married Mary iSIerchant, Dec. 3, 1745, and Abigail Sanders May 
14, 1759. A newspaper record says, "May, 1772, died in Ghmcester, 
Capt. Wm. Dolliver, at an advanced age," but this William was 
then only forty-eight. Ilis widow, Abigail, died in 181G. He had 
b}' his first wife a son AVilliam, born in 1749, and by his second a son 
William, born Feb. 5, 17H2. The latter was probably the Wm. Dolli- 
ver, 3d, who married Sally, daughter of Col. Joseph Foster, Aug. 7, 
1790, and died at his home on Middle street, iMarch 22, 1828, aged 
sixty-five. Peter, second son of Peter and Abigail Sanders married 
first, Abigail Ingcrsol, and second, Jime 17, 1770, Esther Rogers, widow 
of Capt. Timothy Rogers, and died Feb. 5, 1800. His son Peter, bora 
Oct. 8, 1753, married Harriet, daughter of Hon. Thomas Sanders. Ho 
was a captafn in Col. Sargent's regiment in the revolutionary war, af- 
terwards an officer in the Boston Custom House, and died in thait city, 
leaving a son and three daughters. William, brother of the preceding, 
born Feb. 13, 1759, married Elizabeth, daughter of Col. Foster, and 
died Oct. 10, 1841. He also served in the revolutionary army and was 
a sea captiiin many years. He had a brother Joseph, concerning whom 
I can add nothing. 
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Joseph born in 1732, Ihinl son of Potcv and Abigail, probably clird 
in 175G, for Mr. (Iiandlor records in his journal for that year, "Nov. 
10, I visited Joseph Dollivcr, dangerously sick of a nervous fever," and 
"Nov. 13, Joseph Dollivcr buried." 

Paul Dolliver (Hist. 257) appears a little later than Peter and 
might naturally be associated with him as a near relative, but I am in- 
formed by John S. Webber, Esq., one of his descendants, that Paul 
came from the county of On*n\vall, England, about 1710. Ilis chil- 
dren were IMary, born in 1713; Sarah, 17!6; Anna, 1719; Sarah 
agnin, 1723 ; and Paul, 1728. The latter married lljichel Barber, Fob. 
27, 1749. The History tells of his death at sea of small pox, and it 
seems that he nuist have died near his destined port, for Mr. Webber 
says he was buried on Milk Island. His wife died June 15, 1820, 
aged 88. Besides two sons who died young, he had three daughters. 
Anna, born in 1755, married first Capt. John Cols(n), who commanded 
a privateer in the revolutionary war and perished at sea with all his 
crew, and second, Capt. John S(unes, first President of the Gloucester 
Bank, and died without issue April 13, 1846, aged 91; Rachel, born 
in 1758, married Abraham Sawyer iu 1784, and died Sept. 26, 1843, 
aged 85 ; and Mary, born in 1760, who married Aaron Parsons, a mer- 
chant of the town, and died Oct. 11, 1816. Mrs. Rachel Stevens, 
daughter of Mrs. Sawyer, still lives at the great age of ninety-five. 

1709. — John Bishop appears iu town only at the baptism of his 
daughter Samh at the First chuich, Oct. 2, and of his daughter Pru- 
dence, August 17, 1712, at the same. 

1710, March. By vote of the town it was left to a committee to lay 
out two acres of ground ncnr the head of the harbor or cove whereon to 
set up a house for a school dame to keep school in, to learn children to 
read, knit and sew. 

Considerable excitement must have prevailed in town in the early 
part of this year in consequence of the event mentioned in the History, 
page 138. The letters there alliuled to are here given, preceded by 
the petition from (/apt. Robinson which procured him the grant for ser- 
vices of which some account is given on page 137. 

To llis Ercellencfj^ Jon^ph Dudley, Esq.j Cnptain General and Governor in Chief of the 
l\ovince of the Massachusetts Bay, the Honorable Council and rq>resentatives to Gen- 
eral Court Assembled : 
Tlie pclition of Andrew Roblnsou, of Gloccstcr, Shewelh: That your retUiouer 

nsclng tlio Jniplojinciit of Fishing nt and upon the Banks of Cape Sables, and having a 
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good l.irgc sloop, made his nppllcutiou to His Excellency and oblaincd of liiin a Comuds- 
slon to arm and cquipp Ids stdd sloop In warlike manner for the belter defence of him- 
self and his neighbors ngidnst the Insults of the French and the barbarous savages, 
who frequently Interrupt them in their (ishing, and commit outrages upon ihem; 
and witli intent if a suitable opportunity presented, to make reprisal for the loss of his 
vcssell taken from him the year past, and to do other spolles upon the enemy; and 
may it please your Excellency and llonorablcs, upon ihe 2Gth day of July last, your 
pelllloner stood with his sloop Into a certain bay named Margaret's Bay under French 
colours, having nine men of his company, in hope and expectation of surprizing some 
of ihe Indians. And It so happened there came oil a cannoa with Hvc Indians in her, 
kept out of. shot and drew olf again and landed Ihree of their company ; then the eanoa 
returned again with two only, who came somewhat neere, so that we could talk to 
gether, but would not bo prevailed with to come on board, but were making towards 
the shoar again; so we struck our french cohirs & llred on them and klid one and broke 
the other's arm, and with a second shot kild him outright; both falling forward on 
their faces in the cunoa, which we recovered, and the dead bodys, being two lusty 
men, one gun and four hatchetts; we scalped the said Indians, and have returned the 
scalps into the Secretary's odlee; And would well hope wo are within the act of the 
government made to encourage the prosecution of the Indian enemy and rebels and 
entitled to the prcndum thereby granted ; but if this lionorable court should be of opin- 
ion that we cannot have a claim thereto: 

Your Petitioner humbly prays in behalf of himself and company, that such grallilca- 
tion and allowance may be made them for their service, as to enable them to make fur- 
ther enterprl/.es against the Tndhins, which they Intend with God's blessing with a 
greater number and force, if their past action be acceptable and In some measure sut- 
ably rewarded by the honorably assem))ly.

("Recommended as a good service" and granted £20, 12 pounds for 
petilioner and 8£ to be divided among tlie crew. — 
Mass. Archives J Vol. 31 ^ page 57. 

Tiie cut or channel connecting Ipswich and Massachusetts Bays, hav- 
ing been cleared about 1705, as mcnticmed in tlie History, p. 8, l)cgan 
to be useful to the people again in the foHowing year, when the own- 
ers of twenty-eight sloops, belonging to the town, paid the annual cliargo 
for the passage of their vessels through it. These vessels were em- 
ployed in carrying wood, a business that seems not to have l)een of 
long continuance, for, in 1710, the number so employed had become re- 
duced to seventeen, and a few years later a violent btorm again rendered 
it impassable. The owners of the sloops who used the passage in 1710 
were Elder James Sayward, Isaac Kow, George Giddings, Elias El- 
well, Nathaniel Sargent, Nathaniel Pardons, Nathan Millett, John lliggs, 
John Sawyer, Joseph Allen, Lieut. James Davis, Ebcnezcr Davis, Ueii- 
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jnniin Avery, Joseph York, Liciit. John Davis, Jmiies Lano and Eze- 
kicl Dsiy. 

Joiseph Pride {Hist, 257) was a new settler this year. Besides 
Amy, horn hy his first wife Aug. 3, 1710, he had John, haptized Dec. 
21, 1712, and Marah, horn 1716, eight days hcfore the death of the 
mother. By his second wife Sarah, he had Joseph, horn in 1722, died 
soon ; Sarah, 1724, and Hannah, 1726. 

1711, May and June. — Eleven sloops arc employed in carrying 516 
cords whaif wood to Mr. Stephen Minot, Boston, at 1.6 per cord. The 
largest, helonging to Elder James SaywanI, carries 27 1-2 cords; the 
smallest, to John Bahs«»n, and carries J) cords. 

John Reading and wife Jane had Benjamin, born Juno 9, 1711, De- 
liverance, April 23, 1716, and he died Nov. 17, 1716, aged ahout fif- 
ty-six. His widow married Uichard Bahson. The son IVnjamin mar- 
ried Lydia Thorndike Ahiy 30, 1733, hy whom he had two children, 
Lydia and Benjamin, and died heforo April, 1736. Ilis widow mar- 
ried Isaac Somes, who was h)st at sea in 1755, and she is said to have 
died at an advanced Jige in consequence of a fall. 
' Benjnmin Khnn'cum and Margaret Josline were married Feb. 8, and 
had John horn Nov. 23, diid Nov. 29, 1711 ; Joseph, April 6, died July 
14, 1717; Mary, 1720; Hannah, 1721; Ann, 1725; Sarah, 1727; and 
Lydia, 1732. 

William Ililton and Mary Tucker were married Nov. 20, and had 
Mary, horn 1712; Sarah, 1715, died 1721 ; William, 1717; and Eliza- 
beth, 1720. The mother died May 10, 1762, aged eighty. William, 2d, 
married Mary Wharf Sept. 22, 1741, Anna Penny, Oct. 27, 1761, and 
was intending marriage with Reuel Lurvey April 4, 1767. The rec- 
ords give him one child, Sarah, born Aug. 7, 1747. 

William Millbury and Susanna Row were married Aug. 19, and 
had the following children : AVilliam, Susanna, Hannah, John, Mary, 
Sarah, Martha, Elizabeth and Ann. It does not appear that either of 
the sons married in t«)wn. 

AVilliam Andrews, probably son of Ensign William A., of Che- 
bacco, and brother to the wives of Samuel Gott and Joshua Norwood, 
aune this year and settled near his sisters at the northeast end of the 
cape. By wife Elizabeth, he had Mary, Jonathan and William born 
here. The last named married Ruth Riggs who bore him several chil- 
dren and died his widow July 22, 1779, aged fifty-five.

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Joseph Winston niul wife Hnnnnh appear tliis )'enr aiul have the 
following children rocorded : Hannah, born in 1712 ; Ahngail, 1714; 
•Joseph, baptized 1717 ; Mary, born in 1719 ; John, 1721 ; Sarah, bap- 
tized 1723 ; Sarah, born 1724 ; Mary, 1727, died soon ; Rebecca, 1728 ; 
Elizabeth, 1730 and Gyles, 1732. 

John Pearce, not known to have belonged to tlie family of the firat 
John, by wife Mary had John, born Sept. 15, died Sept. 25, 1712. A 
John Pierce and Rnth Hilton were married Ang. 12, 1717, and had 
Mary, Iwnn 1718 ; Abigail, 1720 ; Lncy, 1722 ; and John, 1725. IVrhaps 
the latter was the John Pearce who, by his wife Rebecca, had danghter 
Charity, born May 13, 1747. 

William Parskce, by wife Mary, had Mary, born Sept. 25, and noth- 
ing finther can be told abont him. 

Thomas Bryant married Mary Joslyn Oct. 28, and had a son John 
baptized Sept. 6, 1713, and a danghter Elizabeth, born Sept. 24, same 
year. In 1719 he had a grant of half an acre of land on part of which 
his honse was standing. A William Bryant married Sarah Smallman, 
April 2, 1724. 

1713. The following docnment contains a particnlar acconnt of the 
captnro by the Indians of three of onr Hshermen at Cape Sable, that year, 
mentioned in the Ilistori/y page 380. 

June 22. The information of Mr. Richard Yorke, of Gloncester, 
t^iken June 22, 1713, saith that on Tuesday, being (he 2d day of this 
instant Juno, being at Capo Sable in a sloop on a fishing voyage, and 
being in a harbour called the Owl's Head, with my sloop, and Mr. John 
Prince, of said Gloucester, lying by me with his sloop, there came down 
to Iho water side, about three of the clock in the aflornoon, two Indian 
men dressed in French clothing, with a kind of a while flag o\\ a stick, 
and called to us and desired us to come on shore, and said they had 
news to tell us and showed a paper which they said they had from Col. 
Vetch, at Port Royal ; and we desired them to come on board our 
vessel, and the}' said they had no canoe and could not come, and, 
after scmie considerable discourse with them, one of my men and one 
of Mr. Prince's went ashore to them in a canoe, as namely, James Da- 
vis and Josiah Tngersoll, and they carried a gun with them in said ca- 
noe, and when they came to the shore the said Indians came to them 
and told the Indians that it was peace ; and the Indians said, so it was, or 
to that purpose, and shook hands with the men and said — "Now Indians 
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nnd Englishmen all own brother," but then seeing the gun that was in 
the l)()ttt)ni of the ciinoe thoy jiskcd them why Ihey brought ii gun with 
them, for, said they, "we have no guns," and would have had the 
men throw their gnu overboard. The men told them that they would 
not hurt them with it. Said Indians desired them to go on boanl and 
fetch them some rum and tobacco. The said men asked the Indians 
to go on board with them, but they would not, except that one of them 
would stay on shore, and then one of the Indians would go aboard ; but 
neither of these men were willing to stay, so thoy came on board and 
told us that the Indians desired to have some rum and tobacco, then 
two other of our men went into the canoe to go on shore — namely Paul 
Dolliver and John Sadler; and I gave them a small pound of tobacco 
to carry and give them and bid them carry a bottle (of rum) with them, 
which they did, and when they ranic to the shore, one of the English, 
ns, namely, John Sadler, went out of the canoe and oune with the other 
men on board, and as they came the Indians kept singing till he got on 
board and when he was got on board, ho said — "now all good friends," 
and asked who was the skipper, and when they told him, said Indian 
came and showed me a paper, but it was so much [worn] nnd dusted 
that we could not read it so as to make sense of it, but supposed it 
might be a pass, for the said Indian said ho had it from Gov. Vetch, 
and we found in it these words : — "1)0 kind to the Indians ;" and after 
said Indian had been on board a little while, the Englishman that was 
left on shore called on board and bade us bring the canoe on shore, and 
said the other Indian would come on board; then two of our men, as 
namely, Paul Dolliver and James Davis went into the canoe to go on 
shore, and when they came off the shore thoy saw two Indians with tho 
Englishmen and they asked them if thoy would go on board, and they 
said "No," but bade them go and fetch tho Indian on shore that was on 
board, and they camo on board again and told us that tho Indians would 
not come on board, but would have tho Indian that was on board to 
come on shore. Then James Davis and one Josiah Lane went to set 
said Indian on shore and to bring off the Englishman, and as soon as 
they oime to the shore, the Indian went out of the c:inoo, and, as tho 
said Josiah Lane tells me, they wont to sot tho canoe off, but tho In- 
dians laid hold of tho painter to stop them, and tho other two Indians 
duno and laid hold of the painter also, and they hauled the canoe up on 
shore ; with that two of the Englishmen, as namely, James Davis and 
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Josiah Lano, skipt out of tho canoe iiilo tlio water to swim on boaril, but 
one of the Indians came into the water and canght said James Davis imme- 
diately and brought him on shore, and the other two Indians went with 
the canoe after Josiah Lane, and when tliey came up with him one of the 
Indians took his hatchet and seemed a.s if he was going to strike at liim, 
but did not, but took hoUl of him and hauled him on shore, and when 
they came on shore tliere were several more Indians tliat were come out 
of the bnshes with their ginis, and when they had got the said tlu'ee 
Englishmen together they sett them down, as said Josiah Lane inforpied 
me, and said they would carry them to Port Royal. 

Stephen Ayers or Ayer, married Martha Caldwell at Ipswich April 
2, and had a son Stephen born in 1715. The father was master of a fish- 
ing vessel and was lost at sea with all his crew in 1716. It does not 
appear how, if at all, he was coimected with Thomas who married Re- 
becca Currey, Jime 17, 1724, and had Thomas, Rebecca, Gillbid, Wil- 
ford, Ruth, Ann, Gilbert and Thomas, again. The first son Thonms 
was lost in the expedition to Louisburg, in 1745, and the last Thomas 
married Esther Witham in 1768, and settled in New Gloucester, Me., 
where she died March 27, 1840, aged ninety-two. Gilbert Ayer prob- 
ably married ISIary GocKlridge in 1762, and certainly had live dangh- 
ters. Ho died before 1792, when his widow married William Parsons. 

Isaac Randall and Experience Elwell were intending marriage in 
Feb. 1713, and ha'd Isaac born 13 June, died 28 Dec. same year; Dor- 
cas, 1715; Experience, 1717; Isaac, 1720; Susanna, 1721; and Ja- 
cob, 1723. The father died March 24, 1725, aged thirty-six, and his 
widow- married Isaiah Marsh. 
— Samuel Pearce {Hist. 266) by wife Mary had David born in 1713 ; 
Jonathan, 1716, died in 1717; Hannah, 1718, died in infanc}' ; Jona- 
than, again, 1719; and Joseph, 1725. 'I'liis settler probably brought 
a son Samuel who was the Samuel, jr., who, by his wile Elizabeth, had 
Elizabeth, born in 1739 and other children in subsequent years. 

John Sadler and Sarah Scott, of Rowley, were intending marriage 
April 11, 171.^, and had a daughter Sarah born Oct. 1714. 

John Stone and wife Ruth had David born Nov. 23. 

The Probate Records have this year the name of an inhabitant not 
elsewhere seen. June 26, accoimt of administration of estate of John 
Villum, late of Gloucester, deceased, was rendered. The items are: 
Fish sold to Mr. Samuel Stevens, £60, one quarter part of a sloop sold 
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to Mr. Slovens, £50. Totul, £133.4. Balance, £26, one quarter each 
to hU mother, sisters Mary and Elizabeth and brother William. 

171G. Peter Duncan, an early settler, died this year. Before he 
settled in Gloucester he had probably resided in Boston, where he had 
the following children baptized : Martha, Nov. 10, 1655 ; Elizabeth, 
Feb. 28, 1657 ; and Mary, Nov. 12, 1659. 

Oct. 21. Being Sabbath da}' also, about the middle of the day, was 
a time of great darkness for an hour or two. The air had been very 
thick with smoke a week or fcninight together before, and on said 
day, the wind coming northerly, the clouds being very thick, together 
with the smoke, made it so dark for some time that people could not 
see to read in the meeting house. 

James Hardy and Abigail Row were married Dec. 18, 1716. lie 
had a son James born Dec. 3, 1718, and March 31, 1719, he liad a 
grant of a house lot. His will, made April 11, 1745, was proved July 
25, 1748. Ilis homestead, one small dwelling house and barn and live 
acres of land, was valued at £105, und a small log-house and 25 poles 
of land at £20. His widow was helped by the town several years, and, 
in 1768, Lieut. John Row was paid for keeping her and for her funeral 
expenses. No record of the marriage of the son James is found, but 
the church records have the baptisms of four of his children : — Abigail 
in 1741; James, 1743; John, 1746; and William, 1751. The latter 
married Elizabeth Elwell in 1790, lived on Ejistern Pointand died there 
Aug. 29, 1806, aged lirty-five. Ilis wife was a daughter of Henry New- 
comb and widow of Sanmel Elwell who died at sea in the rovolutiomiry 
war. She died May 3, 1849, aged ninety-five. 

Ichabod Young and Abigail Elwell were married April 19. He was 
drowned at sea in Oct. 1723. HU children were Samuel, born in 1717, 
died soon; Abigail, 1718; Samuel, again, 1720, died 1721; and Icha- 
bod, 1722. The next of the name appearing in town was William who 
settled in 'Squ:uu, where he married Sarah, daughter of Joseph York, 
Nov. 24, 1725, and had AVilliam, Sarah, Abigail, Hannah, Ruth, Jo- 
seph, and Abigail, again. A Joseph Young, from Salem, came about 
1750, and had children baptized, in the first parish, but appeared to have 
died before 1760. 

1717, May 18. — "There was an earthcpiake. About sun setting, 
the earth, the rocks and the houses shook and trembled, and the sound 
was as the noise of great thunder at some distance. It continued about 
the space of a minute." 
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Moses Prince, brother of the New England annalist, writes In his di- 
ary tlnit he visited Gloneester, and saw a carriage there of two wlieels, 
for two horses, which Capt. Rol)inson, who first gave the name of 
schooner to a vessel, had built for his wife. 

Nathaniel Rust and Miriam Andrews, of Chebacco, were married 
Feb. 3, and had Gideon, born in 1719; Othniel, 1721 ; Miriam, 1723; 
Enoch, 1724; Johanna, 1726 ; Keturah, 1727; Israel, 1728; Zebnlon, 
1730; Issachar, 1732; and Solomon, 1733. A Nalhaniel Rnst, per- 
haps the father of these, married Mary Lnfkin Nov. 15, 1737, and had 
Mary, Hannah and Nalhaniel. Samuel Rust {IUhL 273) died Feb. 7, 
1782, of small-pox caught from Ihe hat of a sailor, who landed fnmi a 
cartel from Halifax and stopped at his house at Little River. His 
widow, Anna, died Jan. 9, 1804, aged about eighty-seven, and his son 
Moses, died Oct. 10, 1827, aged eighty-eight. A John Rust died Oct. 
18, 1809, aged seventy-seven, and a widow Rust in 1831, aged eighty- 
seven. 

Thomas Cotton and Comfort Riggs were married July 28, and had 
a daughter Sarah born in 1721 ; and Ruth in 1722. 

Elisha Dunham married Mary Babson April 16, and had Jonathan 
born in 1717; Daniel, 1719; Elisha, 1721; and Solomon, 1723. 

Daniel McAfee and Hannah Denning were married Feb. 20, and 
had Daniel, born in 1719 ; and Samuel, 1728. An "old Mrs. McAfee" 
died in the second parish Feb. 5, 1767. 

1719. David StockwcU and Mercy Enunons were married Feb. 5, 1719 
and had Mercy, born in 1721 ; David, baptized 1723 ; and Martha, 1725. 
John Flin married Mary Hammons Oct. 20, and had a daughter 
Mary born Dec. 9, who married Richard Tarr, Jan. 1740. The mother 
probably became a widow before Jan. 26, 1721, when a Mary Flin mar- 
ried William Nelson. 

James Grant, of Dedham, and Mehitable Elwell were married Dec. 
3, and had Nem, 1727; Mary, 1729; Nem, 1730; and Eliezer, 1733, 
who married Mary Varrel and had a son Eliezer. 

Benjamin Patee had a gnuit of land April 1, and married Patience 
Collins Jan. 7, 1720. His children were, Abigail, born in 1722 ; Jer- 
emiah, 1724; Sarah, 1726; Mary, 1728; Benjamin, 1730; Ezokiel, 
1732; Patience, 1734; and Benjamin, 1736. 

Peter Patee, of Haverhill, and Susanna Hadley were married Nov. 
19, 1720. 
John Wooten or Wotten and Sarah Brown were married Dec. 19, 
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and hnd Sanih born in 1720; John, 1722; Rjichol, 1724; nnd Wll- 
lijun, 1727, died soon. 

April 1. Peter Umn had a grant of land to build a house upon al 
the head of the harbor. His wife Bethiah brought him a son Peter, 
June 16, 1722, and died Feb. 19, 1723, aged forty-one. 

Jopopli Eaton and wife ITaimah had Marsali born in 1719, and Do- 
sire, 1721. A Merchant Eaton died Nov. 16, 1724, aged twenty. 

Josiah Sanford and Hannah Day, of Manchester, were married 
Nov. 19, and had Robert born in 1720; Josiah, 1722; and Joseph 
1724. (See Hist. 257.) 

Joseph AVinslow and Sarah Day were married Doc. 24, and had 
Sarah born in 1722; Martha, 1724; Snrah, 1728; Joseph, 1729; Jo- 
seph, again, 1730; Mary, 1731; Abigail, 1733; and Hannah, 1736. 
A Konelni Winslow and Abigail Hrown were married Feb. 1, 1746. 

William Rollins and Hannah Millett were married Jan. 22, and had 
Mary born in 1720 ; Ann, 1723 ; William, 1725 ; Hannah, 1727 ; Eliza- 
beth, 1729; John, 1731; Joseph, 1733; James, 1736; and Nathan, 
1738. Perhaps this family removed to Wenham, whence Nathan Rol- 
lins, an idiot, was brought to Gloucester and supported by the town. 

John Tyler married Sarah Eveleth Dec. 10, who died Feb. 20, 1721, 
and he next married, Feb. 22, 1722, Abigail Haskell. Again becoming 
a widower, he married widow Mary Ingersol Nov. 17, 1735. His 
children were: — John, born in 1722; AVilliam, 1724; James, 1726; 
Abigail, 1727; Isaac, 1729; Andrew, 1736; Sarah, 1738; and John, 
1740. 

Luke Morgan and wife Ruth settled in the second parish, and had 
William, l)orn in 1719; Hannah, 1721; Luke, 1724; Nathaniel, 1731; 
and Ruth, 1735. A private record says that '*<»ld Luke Morgan" died 
June 16, 1776; and that "Old Luke Morgan's wife'' died April 
16, 1772. His sou William married Hannah Day, Feb. 5, 1746, 
and, according to the records of the West Parish church, had many 
children. He died in 1799, aged eighty. His widow died Oct. 11, 1821, 
aged ninety-five. The Joel Morgan drowned in the harbor, June 19, 
1774, was probably their son, born in 1752. Luke Morgan, jr., mar- 
ried Martha Pulcifer, Dec. 1, 1747, and also had several children. 

Jacob Iturnham and his wife Mary appear in town and had a son Jacob 
born July 17. The only other lankily of the name that was here before 
1750, was that of Stephen, who married Mary Andrews Nov. 6, 1735. 
Our records give him five children, but, according to the Burnham 
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genealogy, it seems be had eight others. His son Stephen's intention 
of maniago with Hannah Butler, of Ipswich, in 1759, is reeordei) in 
our books. John Burnham had a daughter Mehitable baptized July, 
1744. 

Stephen Chiy and wife Mary had a daughter Mary born in Decenil)er, 
1719, and Richel, 1721, both ot whom died in infancy, and other chil- 
dren, — Mary, Stephen, Jonas, John and Elizabeth. 

Benjamin Ricicner. All we know of him is, that he married Mary 
Littlehalo August 17, 1719, and had a daughter Mary born in 1720; a 
son Benjamin in 1722; and William, 1731. A Samuel Kickner had 
Benjamin baptized in 1762, and Samuel in 1763. 

A John Coombs, with wife Susanna, appears in town July 18, when 
his daughter Sarah was born, who was followed by Mary in 1721, and 
Susanna in 1722. Anthony Coombs married Mercy Ilodgkins, Oct. 
21, 1722, and had daughters Hannah and Mercy. 

Richard Langsford and Mary Row were married Dec. 17. May 18, 
preceding, widow Hannah Sawyer was paid by the selectmen £2 "for the 
cureing of Richard Langsford which was frozen at Sandy Bay the winter 
past." His children were Elizabeth, born in 1720; Jt>hn, 1722 ; Mary, 
1724; Sarah, 1726; Abigail, 1729; Thomas and Richard, 1731; and 
Thomas, 1734. The oldest son, John, married Deborah Lane, January 
9, 1744, and was probably father of John who died Dec. 12, 1827, aged 
eighty-one. Richard Langsford, sen., died before May 21, 1739, when 
Mary, his widow, was administratrix of his estate. She died May 7, 
1774, aged eighty-three. 

Jacob Carter and Abigail Phillips were married Jan. 8 ; the baptisin 
of a s(m Jacob in 1721, the birth of Jacob in 1722, of Abraham in 1729, 
and of Judith in 1738, are recorded. Jacob Carter, jr., married Mar- 
garet Low, of Ipswich (published Oct. 13, 1744), and had Joseph and 
Benjamin, 1745; William, 1747; and Daniel 1749. Abraham's inten- 
tion of marriage with widow Mary Kinsman, of Ipswich, July 4, 1750, 
is on the records, but no children arc given. John Carter, perhaps a 
son of Jacob, sen., married Jane Day, Dec. 27, 1744, and has the births 
of two daughters recorded, and the mother is supposed to have been the 
widow Jane Carter, who died in January, 1814, aged ninety-three. 

.Jabez Baker (7/*^^ 333) brought to Gloucester a daughter Mary, 
born in Salem, 1707, and a son Jabez born Sept. 2, 1711. The church 
records have the daith of Anna, wife of Elder Baker, March 2, 1768, 
but the inventory of his estate, April 30, 1754, mentions wife Jane. 
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I suppose it was llio son Jahcz who iran icd Anna Smith, of Beverly , May 
18, 1732, and that she was the Anna Baker who dieil Mardj 3, 1800, 
ngcd eighty-seven, lie was drowned at sea Sept. 3, 1753. His son Jo- 
seph, who settled in 'Squani, married Mary, danghter of Jonathan Nor- 
wood, and died, without issue, in 1821, aged seventy-four. She died in 
June, 1832, aged eightj'^-two. 

Josiah Grover, came this j'ear, and Edmund al)out 1722, holh from 
Beverly {Ilhi, 273^334,) Josiah married Hannah Dolliver, Jnly 1, 
1719, and had Hannah, 1720; Richard, 1722; Sarah, 1724; Josiah, 
172(5; Hannah, again, 1728; William, 1730; Joseph, 1732; Sarah, 
again, 1738 ; and Lydia, 1740. Each of the four sons married in town. 
Joseph is said to have added in Haverhill nine more children to the 
three that he carried from Gloucester, of whom were Nathaniel, who 
seltled in Wells, Vt., Timothy, in Sundown, N. II., and Edmund in 
Northfield, where ho died in 1852. Ednumd Grover, of Simdy Bay, 
brought a wife IMary, who died May IG, 1757, aged seventy-eisht. Just 
ten months afterwards he married Madam Stevens, the venerable widow 
of Sanmel Stevens, then in her eighty-second year, who survived the union 
but a few months. Neliemiah, son of Edmund, son., married Abigail 
Harris in 1727, who died in 1795, aged about eighty. They had many 
children, two of whom, Eliezer and Neliemiah, settled in Ohio. Ed- 
mund Grover, jr., married Patience Witham in 1731, and had three 
daughters. Ebonezer Grover married Margaret Jeffords, in 1736, and 
had four sons and three danghters. Eliezer married Thankful Witham in 
1730, and had eight children. She died May 8, 178G, aged eighty-three. 
A John Grover married Experience Rjuidall, Aug. 26, 1733, and had 
daughters Experience and Rebecca. Notwithstanding the promise in 
the last century of a numerous race of Grovers on Cape Ann, not more 
than half a dozen men of the name are now living on it. 

1718. — Jabez Hunter and Abigail Tucker were married March 24, 
and had the following children : — William, born in 1718 ; John, 1721 ; 
Abigail, 1723; Sarah, 1726; Rebecca, 1729; Mary, 1733; and John, 
1738. The name was perpetuated in town by William. 

Solomon Driver married Rachel Bishop, of Manchester, Nov. 17, and 
had Rachel, born in 1719; Solomon, 1720; John, 1722; and, by wife 
Sarah, Mary, in 1728. 

AVilliam Nelson and Elizabeth Tompson were married March 21, and 
she was drowned from a canoe in the harbor Nov. 3, following. lie 
next married Mary Flinn, Jan. 26, 1721, and had Elizabeth and James, 
10 
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born in 1722; Elizabeth, 1724; Aiiiiis, 1727; Agues, 1729; and Wil- 
liam, 1731. Perhaps he took for third wife, Deborah Carlisle, July 19, 
1739. 

Sauuiel Lee and Ruth Somes were married Feb. 13, and had Samuel 
born in 1718, and Henry, 1720; and the father died June 8, 1721, aged 
thirty-three. 

John Choate married Miriam, daughter of John Pool, March 3, 1718, 
and had a daughter Sarah, born April 24, 1719, soon after which he 
probably returned to Ipswich, whence he came. The next of the name 
in town was Josiah, who married Patience Roberts, Nov. 11, 1736. 
Besides four daughters he had five sons — two Ephraims, Josiah, Thom- 
as and William. He was a deacon of the second church, and died Aug. 
26, 1798, aged 83. His wife survived till Oct. 23, 1813, when she 
died at the great age of ninety-seven. 

Thomas Pennill and Sarah Duren were married Jan. 30, and had 
Sarah, born in 1718; Thomas, 1720; and Rachel, 1721; and he died 
March 31, 1723, aged thiity-four. In 1710 he had a common right 
derived from his grandfather, Robert Elwell. 

James Poland and Elizabeth Dike, probably daughter of Richard, 
were married Nov. 17, and had Joseph, born in 1724. Joseph and 
James Poland were baptized at the second church, Oct. 22, 1727, and 
James Poland, adult, at the same, Jan. 17, 1731. An "old Mrs. Po- 
land" died Jan. 4, 1765, aged eighty. 

Josiah Wood and Ruth Dennis, of Beverly, wore married Jan. 31, 
and had Jerusha, born Aug. 31, 1718. 

Ebenezer Marchant, of Yarmouth, and Bethiah Millctt were married 
Dec. 24, and had Martha born Oct. 21, 1720. Of the same family 
perhaps was Jabez {/list. 273) who married Mary, widow of John 
Babson, Jan. 12, 1721, and had Daniel, born in 1721; Mary, 1723; 
Martha, 1725; Jabez, 1727; Lois, 1729; Samuel, 1731; John, 1733; 
Eimice, 1735 ; and Lemuel, 1737. Jabez Marchant is supposed tohavo 
died about 1773. His widow Mary died at the house of her son Daniel, 
March 12, 1778, aged eighty. Throe of the sons married in town, and 
one at least, Daniel, perpetuated the name. A Jabez, perhaps son of 
Daniel, born in 1749, went to New Gloucester, Me., where a Judith 
Merchant died Aug. 22, 1856, aged ninety-three. 

1720. Sanuiel Whittredge and Hannah AYhiston, of Barnstablo, 
were married Jan. 10, and had Mary, born in 1724; Abigail, 1726; 
Sarah, 1728 ; Susanna, 1730 ; and William, 1731 ; the father wasdrowued 
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at Snblo Island, IMay 10, 1732, agod forty. Ilia son "VVilliani was 
prohnhly tlio AVillinin who died in 'Sqnani, March 24, 1808, nged 
sevcntj'-eight, and the latter may have been the father of William who 
died in 1777, of small-pox, on his passage from Bilhoa. 

John AVonscm married Honor Wise, daughter of Richard Tarr, nnd 
widow of John AVise, Feh. 18, nnd had Elizabeth, born in 1720; John, 
1722; Joseph, 1725; and Samuel, 1728. Not long aRer the birth of 
thi.s last child the mother must again have become a widow, for she 
married Isaic Prince, Dec. 10, 1730. Snmnel, the youngest son, mar- 
ri(Ml Patienfe, daughter of Joshua Norwood, in 1750. lie is th(»ught 
to have died when about seventy-eight years old. She survived him a 
few years and died in the old tavern house in Sandy Bjiy, which was 
built by her husband. Their son Simuel married Lydii Gott and 
settled at Eastern Point, where he died in August, 1829, aged about 
eighty, leaving sons Samuel, John, George and Charles ; the last of whom, 
baptized at the Sandy T5:»y Church, Nov. 19, 1774, died March Ifi, 1870. 
James White and wile Mary had James born in 1720; and William, 
1722. 

John White and wife Rebecca had John born in 1722; Joseph, 
1724; Rebecca, 1720 ; Ituhana, 1728; and Abigail, 1730. 

Robert Nason and Rebecca Day were married Dec. 25, and had 
Martha baptized Oct. 8, 1721; Abigail, Mary and William, baptized 
March 23, 1729; Robert, Sept. 26, 1731; and John, Aug. 26, 1733. 
The father fell overboard from a fishing vessel and was drowned, IMarch, 
1734. 

George Williams, a seaman, and Sarah Gilbert were married Aug. 
18, and had George, born in 1720, died soon; Sarah, 1722; Joanna, 
1724; Isaac, 1726; Mercy, 1729; Elizabeth, 1732; and Gilbert, 1735. 
Thomas Williams and Hannah Andrews were married Nov. 13, 1722, 
and had Hannah born in 1723 ; Thomas, 1726 ; Abigail, 1729 ; and Ann, 
1734. 

Evan Williams and Anna Davis were married Dec. 29, 1743, and 
had Anna born in 1749, and other children in subsequent years. 

1721. — William Fears married Naomi, probably daughter of John 
Stan wood, July 24, and had William, born in 1721; John, 1723; 
Naomi, 1726; and Elizabeth, 1729, who married Nathaniel Tarr, Juno 
7, 1752. William Fears died about the beginning of 1775, at the house 
of John Moore, the second husband of his daughter Naomi. His wife, 
as we learn from the journal of Rev. S. Chandler, was buried Feb. 3, 
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1755. His son William nnuTietl Anna, daughter, without doubt, of 
John Bray, Nov. 27, 1746, and had, besides three daughters, sons 
AVilliain, John, Humphrey and Thomas, the oldest of whom married 
Patience, daughter of Job Row, and widow of Nathaniel Williams. 
Ho was born Aug. 26, 1747, and was, I suppose, the William Fears 
who, with two others, was washed overboard in a gale of wind coming 
from the Banks in 1798. He left sons, one of whom, Robert, Avas 
grandfather of Robert R., the first mayor of Gloucester. The widow 
Patie.nce Fuars died Nov. 25, 1812, in her ninety-thini year. 

Nehemiali Adams, the first of the name in town, appears this year. 
He married Abigail Riggs, Nov. 13, and had six children : — James, Ne- 
hemiah, TInmias, Mary, Andrew and Hannah. By one of the sons, at 
least, Nehcmiah, who married Martha Riggs, March 16, 1748, the name 
Avas perpetuated in town. 

Thomas Jenkins and wife Mary had a son Matthew, born Jan. 10. 

Robert Riindall and Dorcas Babson were married Jan. 19, and had 
Deb(»rah, born in 1721; John, 1725; Mary, 1727; Josiah, 1730; and 
Robert, born at Scituale, July, 1733. 

John Walklate and Abigail Slanwood were married Dec. 28, and had 
John, born in 1723; Abigail, 1725; and Elizabeth, 1727. The father 
was deceased in 1732. 

Robert Herring and wife Experience had Experience, born March 29, 
died June 21 ; Ledia, born Oct. 31, 1722 ; Robert, 1725, drowned in a 
tub of water, Sept., 1727 ; and Benjamin, 1727. Tlic last named married 
Experience Annis, Jan. 11, 1753, and had several children. 

Thomas Penny and Miriam Elwell were married Feb. 5, No con- 
nection is traced between him and the early settler of this name. This 
Thomas had Mary, born July 6, 1722; Elizabeth, June 28, 1725; 
Thomas, June 18, 1728; Abigail, baptized Nov. 27, 1726; Sarah, bora 
Aug. 28, 1733; and Miriam, baptized at the Second Church, Dec. 10, 
1737. In 1772 he was a town pauper. Nov., 1773, his son-in-law, 
John Avery, was paid for his funeral charges, and Feb. 23, 1774, 
Jeremiah Robinson was paid for digging his grave. Thonuis Penny, 
jr., married widow Sarah Tucker, Sept. 4, 1749, and had Thomas, 
born Aug. 7, 1750; and Anna, Dec. 17, 1753. The son Thomas was, 
without doubt, the person of the same name who died in New Glouces- 
ter, Feb. 28, 1813, aged sixty-two, where also died, Feb. 3, 1842, Lucy 
Penny, aged eighty-three. 

1722, June. — The Indians at the eastward take eight or ten fishing 
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vessels. Capt. Rohinson, fitted out ftt Cnnso in quest of Iheiu, t tikes 
a cjiuoe with seven Indians, six of whom he killed. 

Thonuis Savillo {Hist. 284) married Mary Ilaraden, Jan. 24, and 
had haptized at the First Church, Thomas, April 7, 1723; Hannah, 
Juno 27, 1725 ; John, Jidy, 1720 ; John, again, July, 1727 ; and these 
baplizcd at the Third Church: — Thomas, Oct. 3, 1731; Hannah, Dec. 
16, 1733; Deminicus, April 24, 1735; Oliver, March 7, 1736; Eliza- 
both, Sept. 4, 1737 ; Oliver, again, Aug. 6, 1738; and Jesse, Dec. 21, 
1740. His wife died June 4, 1776, aged sevonty-tivo. Ilis son, John, 
married Susanna Ilaraden, May 30, 1751, and had four daughters bap- 
tized at the Third Church, the youngest of whom, Sarah, was probably 
the Sarah Savillo who died May 13, 1810, aged eighty-two. Jesso 
married Martha Babson, in 1703, who died Ajnil 19, 1785, and ho next 
married, in 1786, Mrs. Hannah Dane, of Ipswich, who died May 3, 
1827, aged eighty. 

Richard Peters and wife Ruth had daughter Sarah, born Dec. 19. 

Anthony Coombs and Mercy Hodgkins were married Oct. 21, 1722, 
and had Ilanna or Anna, born in 1724; and Mercy, 1726. 

Thomas Holyman died Feb. 25, aged thirty-seven. William, son of 
Thomas Iloleman, by Jemima Elwell, was born Sept. 12, 1722. 

Nathaniel Low, of Ipswich, and Abigail Iliggs were married July 15. 
Ho has five children recorded in the Gloucester Record, namely, — 
Abigail, in 1723; Mary, 1724, died soon; Rachel, 1725; Nathaniel, 
1732 ; and Dorothy, — . Besides these ho had five more, — Lois, Eunice, 
Elizabeth, John and Edward. His wife died Aug. 6, 1774, aged 
seventy-two. See Hist. 261. 

Daniel Gordon and Elizabeth Denning were married Nov. 7, 1722, 
and had Daniel, 1724; Elizabeth, 1729; William, 1733; Moses, 1735; 
and John, 1737. It appears that three of his sons married in town. 

John Stanford and Abigail Ihitman were married Nov. 8, and had 
Abigail, born in 1723; Mary, 1725; Rebecca, 1726; William, 1732; 
Stevens, 1735; and, besides these, John and Samuel, baptized at the 
Third Church in 1733. 

Joseph Bond married Mary Kent, Dec. 31, 1722. Jan. 4, 1731, 
connnissioners vote to sell her land or that of her husband's adjoining her 
brother Kent's land. A Lawrence Bond and Abigail Mains were married 
July 23, 1733. A Joseph Bond is found in town in 1765, and a Samuel 
in 1771. A widow Sarah Bond died May 3, 1789, aged about seventy- 
six. 
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John Mogridge and Lydiu Davis, probably daughtor of Samuel, were 
marriod Sept. 20, and had Lydia, born in 1722; and Samuel, 1728. 
She probably became a widow and married Phib'p Stanwood Jan. 20, 
1736, and perhaps again l)ecamo a widow and married Samuel llodgkins 
in 1756, and died April 13, 1789, aged about eighty-live. The daugh- 
ter Lydia married Richard True and is said to have died at ninely-seven. 
She was probably the "Miss True" who died in Jan., 1807. 

Benjamin Wheeler, pcrliaps son of Jethro {llisi. 246) by wife Me- 
hitablehad Benjamin, l)orn 1722, Jonathan, 1726 ; Moses, 1728 ; Djivid, 
1731 ; Molly, 1732 ; Sarah, 1734 ; Simeon, 1735 ; another Simeon, 1736 ; 
and Samuel, baptized Sept. 16, 1739. Descendants are numerous. 
Benjamin Wheeler, jr., by his wife, Sarah Dane, of Ipswich, had eight 
children, and died at Pigeon Cove, June 10, 1810, aged eighty-eight. 
1723, June 3. — ^The commoners vote that the common huul near the 
meeting house, or Meeting House Green, so called, shall be in conuuon 
for the use of the town forever for a training field. They also vote that 
one and a half or two acres near the second parish meeting house »hall 
be reserved for the same purpose. 

Aug. 15. Mr. Gecu'ge Giddings, of Gloucester, was admilied into 
the House of Itepresentatives and informed Ihat a sloop arrived there 
yesterday in about six days from Canso, who ))rings an account that 
Capt. John Watkins, of New England, was found dead (and ns it was 
supposed), slain by the Indians, and buried by Ihe officers of Ihe garri- 
son at Canso with four other men and one woman. And that the said 
Giddings* son was taken by a pirate ship of upwards of twenty guns, 
and a large number of men, who would have tjiken him for a pilot along 
that shore, but ho not being willing, the pirate told him that he would 
not force any man to go with him, and so they left the pirate ship. 

William Coas {IlisL 285.) lie married Feb., 1723, Mary, probably 
daughter of Joseph Gardner, born Dec. 17, 1702. His five children 
were: — Samuel, born in 1723; William, 1725; Mary, 1728; another 
Mary, 1730; and Joanna, 1738. He died of apoplexy Jan. 2, 1764. 
His wife must have attained a great age if she was the widow Mary Coas 
for whose keeping to Jan. 25, 1795, and funeral charges, the town paid 
Wm. Hardy, Feb. 4, same year. The son William married Susanna, 
daughter of Deacon Jeremiah Parsons, Jan. 18, 1750, and had many 
children, the oldest of whom was probably the Susanna Coas who died 
Feb. 14, 1829, aged seventy-nine. His son William died in April, 1833, 
aged eighty. 
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Joseph Carlisle and Deborah Elwcll were nmrricd Jan. 1. The rcc- 
ortls show that Ihcy hail eight children, of whom two only were sons, 
Joseph, born in 1723, and Leonard in 1732. 

William Carlisle married Mary Springer, March 17, 1728, and had, 
besides two danghters, a son William, who was baptized in 1743. 

Charles Glover {TliH. 285) married Hannah Bntman Sept. 9, 1723, 
and had Lucy, 1724; Hannah, 172G; Thomas, Sept. 6, and Charles, 
Sept. 8, 1733, both of whom were baptized Sept. 18, same year. 

Jonathan Trask {Hist. 282) came to Gloucester from Salem about 
this time. Ilis seven sons born here were: — Jonathan, born in 1723; 
Moses, 1725; William, 1727; Israel, 1729; Israel, 1733; William, 
1735 ; and Ebenezer, 1737. Perhaps the mother of these children was 
the widow Trask who died in the second parish Jan. 4, 1779, over eighty 
years of age. Four of the sons appear to have married. 

Henry Evans and Sysill Martin were married July 12. A Hugh Ev- 
ans married Elizabeth Knowlton, June 2, 1742, and, besides four daugh- 
ters, had sons John, born in 1742; Robert, 1744; William, 1752; 
James, 1756; and Samuel, 1758. 

John Thomas and Anna Shaw were married Nov. 14, 1723, and had 
Anna, born in 1725 ;'William, 1728; Sarah, 1732; and Anna, baptized 
at the 'Squam church, Aug. 3, 1735, after the death of her father. The 
son William was probably the same who was intending marriage with 
Lydia Haraden, Oct. 20, 1750, had two daughters, certainly, if not more, 
and died Feb. 26, 1777, aged forty-nine. 

Intention of marriage of Samuel Thomas and Sarah Elwell was pub- 
lished Dec. 13, 1744, and the records have three children recorded to 
them : — Sarah, born in 1745 ; Joshua, 1756 ; and Anna, 1757. 

A John Thomas and Hannah Brown were married Aug, 22, 1745, and 
had Hannah, born Dec. 17, 1746, and John, July 15, 1749, besides 
several in subsequent years. John, jr., married Anna Row, and is said 
to have been drowned coming from the Banks in the fall of 1789. 

Benjamin Boyntcmand Martha Row were married Nov, 29, 1723, and, 
besides three danghters, had sons, — Benjamin, Joseph, Stephen and 
William, the two former of whom perpetuated the name in town. Rev. 
S. Chandler records in his journal, March 7, 1762, "near the close of 
the scruHm, B. Boynton was taken with a fit, and died instantly." A 
Lydia, widow of Benj. Boynton, died Jan. 2, 1819, aged seventy-two. 
In 1748 Enoch Boynton and his wife Rachel, from Rowley, had a son 
Enoch, born here, in the next year a son Elijah, and four daughters in 
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snhscqiioiit years. The son Enoch diod beforo 175)3, when his widow 
Abigail, with many chiUb^en, had removed to Newbury. 

A new family of Stevens appear in town this year, settled in the sec- 
ond parish. Ehenezer married Mary Day, Feb. 5, 1723 (see IlUt. 
168) whore probably he has wrong parentage. Otho Stevens and Abi- 
gail Kent were married March 21, this year, and had Samuel, born in 
1724; Otho, 1726; Archelaus, 1729; and Abigail, 1731. William 
Stevens and Anna Lufkin were married June 2, 1725, and had Ehene- 
zer, born in 1727 ; Nathaniel, 1729 ; James, 1730 ; Joseph, 1732 ; Anna, 
1733 ; Susanna, 1736; Elizabeth, 1739; and Anna, 1740. Ehenezer, 
jr., married Abigail Marshall, of Ipswich, Jan. 30, 175'i, and died 
Nov. 21, 1807, upwards of eighty. His widow died March 11, 1820, 
aged ninety-three. 

Dr. David Plummer {Hist. 276). His children by his first wife to 
whom ho was married Aug. 29, 1723, were Mary, born in 1723 ; Sam- 
uel, 1725; Ann, 1728; Ruth, 1730; Sarah, 1732; and Elizabeth, 1734. 
He married Anna, probably widow of Daniel Barber, Aug. 25, 1737, 
and by her had Daniel, born May 24, 1738, who became a prominent 
merchant of the town; and David, born Feb. 11, 1741, married Mary 
Davis, of Newbury, May 17, 1763, and died Dec. 22, 1792. His widow 
died in Juno, 1834, aged ninety. Samuel, Dr. Plummer's son by his 
first wife, and principal physician of the town after his father's death, 
married Mary Low, probably daughter of John Low, Dec. 13, 1748. 
She gave birth to a daughter Sept. 24, 1749, and died Oct. 15, following. 
Ho next married Ilaimah Moody, of York, by whom his son Sanmel 
was born July 23, 1752, and she died Aug. 1, next. He was married 
to his third wife, Elizabeth Gee, Dec. 5, 1753, who brought him Eliza- 
beth, 1754; Joshua, in 1756; David, in 1758; Joseph, in 1759; and 
Sarah Gee, July 8, 1760.

He next married Anna, widow of Joseph Sanders, March 17, 1763, and 
had Elizabeth, born in 1764; William Stevens, 1766; Anne, 1767; 
and John, 1767. Dr. Samuel Plummer's residence was in Town Parish, 
near the westerly side of the mill pond. 

1724, Oct. 27. — Died, Hope Mason, aged seventeen. 

Capt. James Fi*iend, belonging to an English sloop, died at widow 
Sanih Pareons' house, in Fishermen's field, Aug. 13, 1724, aged thirty- 
eight. 
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WiUiam Shaw died March 23, aged twenty-four. 

June 22. Throe of our fishinj]^ vessels were taken by the Indians in 
Fox Harbor, viz. : James Wallis, sen., James Wallis, jr., and John Lane. 
They killed of our town, James Wallis, Thomas Finson, John Lane, 
Richard Tarr and Joseph Wallis. 

Feb. 11. Died, Peter Sargent, probably son of Wm. Sargent, 2d, 
aged forly-one. A Boston newspaper of this year, has the following: 
— "July 20, 1724. Advices from the eastward that about three weeks 
since the Indians had taken eleven (isjhing vessels and forty-five men 
belonging to the said vessels, twenty-two of whom were killed and 
twenty-three tid;cn captive. The Indians demand £30 for each vessel 
and £30 for ench captive. Vessels have gone in quest of them." Prob- 
ably the pursuit was successlul, «s on March 25, 1725, Capt. Lovowell 
arrived at Boston from Ca[)o Ann with ten Indian scalps. 

Joseph Allen, an early settler, died this year, Oct. 6. 

Joseph, son of Joseph, sccoiul, married Martha Hubbard, of Boston, 
Jan. II, 1732, ami died April S, 1739 ; among the items of his largo cs- 
tjito were, negro man Boston, £150 and negro man London, £100. 

Mrs. Mnry, wife of Mr. Nathiniiel Allen, died Juno 15, 1753, aged 
twenty-eight. 

Mrs. Sarah, widow of Cnpt. Jacob Allen, died in March, 1831, aged 
seventy-nine. 

William, son of William Allen, who removed to Now Gloucester, 
Me., died in March, 1826, aged seventy-five. 

Philip Gullison and Mary Roberts were married March 5. Their 
daughter Mary was born July 22, 1725, and the mother died on the 3 Ist 
of the same month, aged twenty-four. He next married Mary Smith, 
Nov. 8, 1733, and had Elizabeth, 1735; Abigail, 1740, and perhaps, 
baptized, Mary. 

Richard Tandy and Rachel Allen were married March 17, and had 
William, born Aug. 6, 1725; Rjichel, April 21, 1727 ; Samuel, May 
27, 1729 ; and Abel, baptized at the Second church, July 18, 1731. 

William Burns and Jemima Elwell were married Dec. 24, and had 
William, 1725 ; and Jemima and Keziah, 1727, tho latter of whom died 
in 1728. 

James Phipps and wife Sarah had daughter Abigail, born Aug. 10, 
1726. His son James was baptized at the First church, March 1, 1724.

William Wells and Abigail Somes were married March 13, 1724,

and chnrch records together sliow that they had sons, Thomas, William, 

David and John, and a danghter Rnth. 

John Bntler and Phehe Lane were married Nov. 12, 1724, and had 

a son John, horn Ang. 13, 1725, the same prohahly who married Sarah 

Thurston, March 12, 1746. Widow Phehe Bntler died in the third parish 

Jan. 26, 1781, aged eighty. Stephen Bntler and Sarah Ingalls were 

married Dec. 11, 1730, and a Stephen was married to widow Elizabeth 

Gott, Dec. 12, 1752. 

1725.— J(»seph Ilerrick (Ilisl, 298), A widow Sarah Ilevrick died 

Dec. 29, 1711, but no male of the name appears till J(»seph goes on to 
the town records, as the father, by his wife Mary, of Ennice, born Aug. 
31, 1725. He died Jan. 12, 1777, not 1771, as the History states. 
He may have brought to Gloucester the Benjamin who married Ennice 
Haskell, Nov. 25, 1747, and had a daughter Lucy born in 1748, who 
married a Woodbury, of Beverly, and died there 1846, nearly a hun- 
dred years old. Joseph Herrick, jr., niarried Try pho.sa Groves, April 26, 
1750, and died Manh 16, 1801 (?), aged eighty-seven. His wife died in 
Nov., 1813. The recordsgive him but onechild, John, born Nt>v. 17,1750. 
Israel, son of Joseph, sen., Iiorn May 13, 1732, is supposed to l>e the 
same who is found in Lewiston, Me., about 1774. Olher Herricks who 
came before 1751 were, Samuel, who married Keziah Haskell, Jan. 3, 
1731, the same probably who married Prudence Ha.'^kell, Aug. 7, 1733, 
by wh<nn he had Benjamin, born in 1734; Hannah, 1735; Ebenezer 
1740, who died Sept. J 1 , 1764, aged sixty three ; and Thomas, who mar- 
ried Abigail Eveleth, Feb. 1, 1732, and had Thomas, born in 1733, 
Abigail, 1734 ; and Sanih, 1736. Perhaps he became a widower and 
nnirrie<l Mary Preston, of Beverly, August, 1742, by whom was born 
liuth in 1743; Mary, in 1745, died soon; and William and Mary in 
1746, the former of whom died soon after birth. Thomas Herrick died 
of cancer, March 21, 1787, aged about eighty. His wife died Feb. 8, 
1780, aged over seventy. 

Joseph Thurston {Hist. 337) and Mary, widow of Thomas Fenier, 
were married March 9, 1725, and had Sarah, born in 1726; Joseph, 
1721); Elizabeth, 1731; Daniel, 1735, married Anna Tarr and died in 
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1818 ; John, 1737, mamocl Eunice Stockbrldgo, removed to Sedgwick, 
Me., and died tlicie in old n««:e ; Dorcus, 1740,nmiried Thonuis Roberts 
or Robl)ins and died April 23, 1825, and William, 1742, who was lost 
at sea before 1779. 

George Dennison (Hist. 298). This settler is thought by descend- 
ants to be the person of the 8ame name, son of George, of Stonington, 
born in 1699. lie carried on consideraide maritime business at Lo1>- 
ster Cove and had his home on a retired spot in the adjoining woods 
where descendants have lived to the present time, lie left nn estate of 
£1532, consisting in part of land in North Yarmouth, Me. His Hmeral 
charges were £225. His children were George, born in 1726; Abner, 
1730; Isaac, 1732; David, 1734; Jonathan, 1737; Abigail, 1739; and 
Susanna, 1741. The son George married Thomasine, daughter of Rev. 
Benjamin Bradstreet, Feb. 2, 1749, and died May 10, 1779. The rec- 
ords of the Third church infcn-m us that, "for the hist seven years of his 
life, he was deprived of his reason, and was in a state of distraction, so 
that he was ccmfined in chains till he died ; he died suddenly without 
any particular alteration ; he was found dead in the morning, though 
well the night before." Besides two daughters, the records show thnt 
he had a son Ikuijamin, who married Jenny Ilale in 1774. Abner and 
David married in town and removed with their families to Maine, where 
Abner had a large tract of land on the east side of Mankeset river. 
Isaac, s(m of George, sen., married Lucretia Edes, who bore him sev- 
eral children, and died March 27, 1773, aged forty-six. Jonathan, the 
youngest son, a sea captain, married Jemima Haskell, Jan. 10, 1768, 
and perished by shipwreck, with five of his crew, at Scituate, Dec. 28, 
1774. 

Joseph Tarbox and Susanna Stevens were married Jan. 28, and had 
Joseph, born in 1726; Susanna, 1729; Samuel, 1731 ; Abigail, 1734; 
Experience, 1737; Abigail, 1740; and William, 1743. Ebenezer Tar- 
box and wife Sarah also appear this year, and had Thomas, born Apiil 
16, who with Benjamin an<l Isaac were baptized Sept. 10, 1727. They 
luul in addition to these, Ebenezer, born in 1727; John, 1730; Sarah, 
1732 ; and Rebecca, 1733. A Benjamin Tarbox came in 1739 and had, 
by wife Deborah, daughter Deborah, born in that year; Benjamin, in 
1743, died soon ; and Andrew in 1747. A Benjamin Tarbox and widow 
Abigail Parsons were married July 9, 1744. A John Tarbox and wife 
Dorothy had a son John born in Lynn, Jan. 28, 1729; and William, 
Ixn-n in Gloucester, Sept. 1, 1736 ; and a son Daniel baptized here July 
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15, 1739. Sumuol Tarbox, son of Joseph, marriod Dehomli Suyward, 
Juno 19, ITd.O. The town records give liini no eliihh'en, hut \vc know 
that he had a s(ni Samuel wlio was living at a great ago in Now Gloncos- 
ter, Me., in 1843. 

Jacob Randall and Abigail Slovens were inarried Juno 13, 172«5, and 
had Isaac, born in 172(); Samuel, 1727; Alngail, 1728; Ruth, 1731; 
and Elizabeth, 1738. He probably became a widower and married for 
a second wife, Deborah Low, Jan. 19, 1741, by whom ho had a son Ja- 
cob, 

John Howard and Abigail Smith were married Fob. 13, 1725, and 
had John born in 1727 ; Timothy, 1735 ; Jerusha, 1737 ; Joseph, 1740. 

Gregory Savory, of Marblehead, and Mary Allen wero married Oct. 
6, and had the following children recorded in the Gloucester records: 
Mary, born in 1726; Phebe, 1729; Martha, 1731; Peter, 1734; and 
Daniel, 1742. Perhaps Martha is the Pat Severy whose untimely end 
is recorded in Mr. Chandler*^ journal Jimo 23, 1752. 

John Cumey, an early settler, died this year, May 3, aged eighty. 
Perhaps it was his ^on Elisha, born in 1G72, who was the subject of the 
following notice in Rev. S. Chandler's journal, — "1756, Jan. 6, 1 visited 
Elisha Curncy under the symptoms of death." 

1726. Daniel Fuller, of Ipswich, married Anna Dolliver, Aug. 15, 
1726, had a daughter Ann born in 1727, and a son Daniel in 1730. A 
Daniel, father or son, probably, was lost on a fishing voyage, with four 
others, in 1755. A Daniel Fuller and Keturah Ruj^t were married Nov. 
5, 1751, and had Keturah, born in 1754. 

James Birch married Sarah Warren, sojtmrner, Feb. 10, 1726, and 
had a 8(»n James, born May 24, 1731, and a daughter Elizabeth ba(>- 
tized at the First clunch, Dec. 7, 1735. 

George Tappan and Hannah, probably daughter of John Gilbert, were 
«mrried Nov. 3, and had Elizabeth born in 1727 ; George, 1730; John, 
1732; William, 1734; Martha, May 1, 1737; and Hannah, May 3, 
1739. 

John Couillard and wife Isabel had a daughter Mary, born Dec. 29, 
1726, and a son John, Nov. 5, 1728. 

Thomas Canneby, or Keimeby, married Lydia Riggs Nov. 7, 1726, 
nnd had, besides three daughters, a son Samuel, born in 1730. The 
father was lost at sea on a fishing voyage in 1738, and his widow mar- 
ried Solomon Davis in 1747.

Tbc nged widower next nmrried, Oct. 10, 
17G3, Eunice Allen, wbo died Dec. 14, 1806, iiged eigbty, leaving a 
son Jobn, wbo was baptized Sept. 1, 1765, and was tberefore abont 
eigbty-fonr years old wlien bo died,-lbongh be goes on tlie record, witb 
not muisnal exaggeralion, as ninety-five. 

Josepb Killam and Sarab Dolliver were married Oct. 11. Slie died 
July 26, 172J), aged 21, and he next married Dorotby Day, Dec. 17, 
1730. lie bad Ibe following cbildreu : — Sarah, born in 1729 ; Dorothy, 
1731; Mercy, 1733; Hannah, 1735; Sarab, 1737; Josepb, 1739; Sol- 
omon, 1741 ; Samuel, 1742 ; John, 1744; Dorotby, 1746 ; and Ephraim, 
1747. Joseph Killam died March 12, 1806, aged 100 years, 11 months 
and 12 days, according to the record, which wo may well believe wjis 
not much exaggenitcd, considering that he died about seventy-eight and 
one-half years after his first marriage. A Solomon Killam died at sea 
in 1772. 

Nathaniel Travis and Mary Page were married April 18, and had Jo- 
anna baptized Nov. 28, 1736; and Elizabeth, Juno 4, 1738; perhaps 
also a Mary, March 12, 1732, though her father is called Daniel. Na- 
thaniel Travers was buried at the expense of the town in 1741. 

James Demerrit and Mary Bryant were married March 7. A James 
Dcmerrit and widow Sarah Elwcll were married Jan. 25, 1744, and a 
James Demerret, jr., and Susanna Allen, Dec. 3, 1765. 

Daniel Barber married Anna, daughter of Jabez Baker, Sept. 29, 
1727. He was a sea cjiptain an<l died in the Island of Antigua, Nov. 8, 
1735, in the thirtieth year of bis age. He left three daughters, Amui, 
Mary and Rachel and a son Daniel, the same, probably, who, Aug. 7, 
1761, then of Exeter, N. II., was intending marriage with Anna Davi:*, 
of Gloucester. 

John Kigel and Mary Joslyn were married Dec. 25, 1727, and bad 
John, born in 1728 ; and Elizabeth, 1730. Daniel Riggs, alias Ridgell, 
son of Miwy Ridgell, was born Feb. 16, 1734. 

Edward Emery and wife Sarah had daughter Mary born Aug. 18, 
1727. 

Isaiah Marsh and Ex[>erience, widow of Isaac Randall, were married 
Feb. 8, and had Elizabeth, baptized Oct. 1, 1727 ; and Mary, July 13, 
1729. 

John Pollard and wife Mary had John, born in 1727 ; Isaac, 1730; 
Elizabeth, 1731 ; and Barton, 1734. 
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The first of ai family of Varrclls, from Tpswicli, caino this j'car, when, 
Jan. 12, Richard Varrcll married Mary Day, and had Mary born in 
1729; Hepzibah, 1732; Richard, 1734; Mary, 1736; Susanna, 1738; 
Dorothy, 1741 ; Abigail, 1744 ; and Jeremiah, 1747. Thomas Varrell, 
married Susanna, perhaps daughter of John Dolliver, Dec. II, 1728, 
and had Thomas, born in 1730 ; Joseph, 1732 ; perhaps John, Feb. 25, 
1736; Susanna, 1738; and William, 1743. A Thomas Varrcll died 
about 1768. 

Samuel Varrel and Sarah Stevens were married May 7, 1731, and had 
a son Samuel born April 20, 1734. 

Daniel Gibbs, merchant, died March 21 (Hist: 291). In his will, 
proved April 8, 1762, he gave to two half-sisters, Mary and Letitia Ar- 
chibald, twenty shillings each, and to his wife the rest of his property. 
Mrs. Gibbs died Jan. 27, 1769. By her will she gave most of her 
property to Thomas Sanders, 3d, her nephew, and wibhed that he might 
have a liberal education. She also made bequests to Mary Sanders (her 
niece, sister of Thomas) and other relatives of the Sanders family, and 
to Mary Edgar. To Rebecca Edgar and Letitia Edgar she gave a liouso 
and land then occupied by them. She left an estate of £2269. Rev. 
Jabez Bailey, who for some time taught the grannnar school, says in his 
journal, April 20, 1758, "This evening had an interview with Esq. 
Gibbs, who behaved toward me with a degree of complaisance I had al- 
ways been unaccustomed to, though I must acknowledge I have had my 
share of extraordinary caresses from several persons who have been in 
exalted stations. I was pleased with this gentleman's aversion to rus- 
ticity and profaneness." 

March. A terrible storm at S. East. A brig was cast away on Nor- 
man's Woe Rock. She belonged to Boston and was from the West Indies, 
loaded with salt. Capt. John Parkman, master, aged 30, was drowned 
and taken up the 28th. Five men were brought off the rock alive and 
well. — Totvn liecords. 

A Boston newspaper of April 3, 1727, has the following account of 
this disaster : ^'On the 26th inst., about 10 o'clock at Night, a Brigan- 
tino from Anguilla, bound hither, struck upon a Rock called Norman's 
Woe, near Cape Ann, and stove all to pieces. The mjister, whose name 
wtis John Parknnm, of this place, attempting to swing to the Rock by 
the Fore-tack, fell short into the water and was drowned. The rest of 
the men got off the Bowsprit on the Rock and were all taken to shore 
the next day. The body of the said Capt. Parkman was also taken up 
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the next (\i\y and Buried at Cape Ann on Thnrsdny last, the 30th instant, 
aged 33 3'ear8. The vessel belonged to his lather and others." 

A gravestone in the old burying ground still marks the place of 
burial of the ill-fated captain. It has the following inscription :

MRS. ELIZ*' PARKMAN OF BOSTON

Dec. 28. Of a State Tax of £1000 the proportion of Gloucester was 
£12.7.8. 

"Wo are informed that a few daj^s ago two men travelling at Glouces- 
ter, espied a child with a jug of milk, running and shrieking, and were 
not at fnst sensible of the child's distress ; but, hastening to it, found a 
large rattlesnake pursuing it and gaining ground of it. Their dog im- 
mediately assaulted the snake, and the snake seized on the dog*s ear; 
the men with all speed dispatched the snake, and by the time they could 
kill that, the dog died." 

1728. — Thomas Goss and Patience, probably daughter of Benjamin 
llaraden, were married March 17, 1728, and had Thomas, born May 19, 
1731; Patience, baptized Oct. 27, 1733; and lietty, baptized Nov. 2, 
1735. There is good reason for the belief that ho died before or about 
1740. His son Thomas married Mary Tarr in 1755 and settled in Sandy 
Bay pariijh, where ho had many children, with some of whom he re- 
moved to Danville, Me., where he died Nov. 20, 1819, aged eighty-nine 
j'cars. His two sisters also lived to a groat age : — Patience, who mar- 
ried Thcmias Chard, died Nov. 13, 1826, aged ninety-three, and Betty, 
who married John Tarr, died in April, 1831, aged ninety-five. Ilia 
son John, as I am informed by ]>r. Lapham, of Augusta, Me., settled 
in Danville, where, and in neighboring towns, numerous descendants 
are still living. 

Richard Goss, probably n near kinsman of the preceding, married 
Elizabeth, daughter of the second Edward llaraden, Jan. 1, 1735. Per- 
haps he came from Ipswich, where a Richard Goss had lately deceased, 
Feb. 7, 1714. Ho settled in 'Squam parish, whore he carried on mari- 
time business to a considerable extent, and died in October, 1764, leav- 
ing an estate of £1800, ccmsistingof three schoonei-s and various articles 
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of incrclumdiso, bcyides money mul real csluto. IIo left a son Kicharil, 
born Apr, 23, 1787, and he had a daughter Molly, baptized Aug. 10, 
1740. The son married Susanna Wheeler, of Ipswich, Jan. 6, 1766. 
He was a sea captain, and died June 15, 17G9. In his will he left to 
his wife what the law allowed, and to his mother all the rest of his es- 
tate, who, upon her marriage or decease might bequeath it to any of his 
kindred of the name of Goss, except to the heirs of his uncle Thomas 
Goss. He also left £13.6.8 to Rev. Thomas Go8S, minister of Bdltou, 
upon the ijiarriagc or decease of his mother. Of her death I have not 
learned the date. The records of the 'Squam church note that "Eliza- 
beth, widow of Richard Goss, sen., was admitted to full communion 
Aug. 15, 1773, Ai. 73," and the prolmle records show that her will, 
made 23 Feb. 1784, was proved 8 April, 1788. She was pr()bjd)ly a 
lady of considerable prominence in her native village, for the traditions 
of the place still preserve the name of Madam Goss. 

Benj. Perkins and Mary, daughter of Capt. Andrew Robinson, were 
married Feb. 12, and had Francis, born in 1728; Benjamin, 1734; 
Mary, 1736 ; Elizabeth, 1740 ; and Judith, Sarah and Hannah. He was 
a sea captain and died before his wife, who was buried March 23, 1759. 
James Marsh and Sarah Riggs were married April 29, and had James, 
born in 1728 ; David, 1730 ; Sarah, 1732 ; William, 1733 ; Sarah, 1736 ; 
and Mary, 1737. 

James Webster and Mary Curney wei*o married Feb. 26, and had a 
son James, born in July, 1729. 

John Warner, of Ipswich, and Anna Woodward were married Nov. 
16, and had Hannah, born July 9, 1729 ; and Abigail, July 14, 1731. 

Richard Vaugn married Ann Day Dec. 12, and had Ann baptized 
Aug. 30, 1729 ; Edward, born in 1730 ; Anne. 1732 ; Sarah, 1734 ; and 
Dorothy, 1737. 

Joseph Foster, of Ipswich, and Abigail Ring were married March 28. 
The only oilier Foster that appears in the records before 1751 was 
Thomas, who married Jane Fielding, and had Daniel in 1740; Judith, 
1742 ; John Ilardgrave, 1745 ; Thomas, 1748 ; and Simeon, 1751. 

Joseph Ileberd and wife Mary had daughter Mary born Feb. 21. 
Perhaps he brought to Gloucester a son Jacob who married Rachel Ben- 
not in 1747, and had Mary Ixn-n in 1748; Jacob, 1750, died soon; 
Rachel, 1752; Jacob, 1754; Joseph, 1756; Samuel, 1758; Moses, 
1760 ; John, 1762 ; Peter, 1764 ; and Daniel, 1766. A widow Hib- 
bert died in the second parish, March 26, 1778, aged eighty-seven. 
Robert Stewart (Hist. 261) married Anna Hodgkins, Oct. 23, 
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1727, and had Anna, born April 26, 1730; Elizabeth, July 6, 1731; 
Deborah, July 4, 1733 ; and Robert, Aug. 23, 1735. 

Michael Kingsberry and Martha Ilodgkins were married Feb. 29, 
and had son Michael Ikhu Nov. 11, 1728. 

Joseph Littlehale was married to Elizabeth Pierce Dec. 14, 1728, and to 
widow Elizabeth Giddings, Aug. 8, 1748. lie had the following chil- 
dren baptized at the First church : Joseph and Elizabeth, 1730 ; Eliza- 
beth, 1731; Mary, 1737; Abigail, 1738; Ann, 1741; Joseph, 1743; 
Hannah, 1745; William, 1746; Sarah, 1748; Hannah, 1749; Lydia, 
1750; Jemima and Keziah, 1752; Richard, 1753; Lydia, 1754; Eben- 
ezer, 1756; and Joseph, 1758. Joseph Littlehale, jr., married Sarah 
Broome, October 24, 1752, and had Sarah, baptized 1754, and Joseph, 
1757. The name was also perpetuated by Richard. 

— William Knight of Manchester and Hannah York were mar- 
ried March 18, 1729, and had son William baptized Jan. 2, 1732. 

Jonathan Downing and Sarah Day were married Jan. 30, and had 
daughter Sandi born Dec. 11, 1729. 

David Downing's wife Susanna {Hist. 256) died Dec. 22, 1718, 
aged thirt3'-nine. He married second Mary Josline, Dec. 14, 1722. 

1730. — William Simerton and Anna Wilson were married Nov. 30, 
and had James born Nov. 14, 1731. 

James Brady married Jane Stevens, Dec. 7, 1730, had a daughter 
Jane born July 12, 1732, and he died March 14, same year. His widow 
married John Carter, Nov. 6, 1733. 

Joshua Kendall married Mary Tarr Sept, 22, 1730, and was intend- 
ing marriage with widow Mary Davis, April 3, 1755. The records 
give him the following children : — Mary, Imrn in 1731 ; Joshua, 1733, 
died May 22, 1748 ; Ann, 1735 ; Jonathan, 1738 ; Abigail, 1743 ; Lydia, 
1745 ; and Joshua, 1748. This was a Sandy Bay family, and accord- 
ing to the Rockporl Directory, the name is still borne by one male 
adult in that town. 

Timothy Higgins and Elizabeth Hanunonds were married Feb. 26, 
and had a son Timothy baptized Oct. 8, 1732, who married Mary Mar- 
tin, Feb. 3, 1757, had three children and was lost on a fishing voyage 
tx) the Banks in the great gale of 1766. Timothy, sen., had a daughter, 
Elizabeth, who married Sanmel Witham, and was the mother of Mrs. 
Debondi Sanders, the only centenarian of Gloucester birth. 

Edward Jumper and Abigail Wise were married Dec. 14. Their 
chihlren v.ere Edward, born in 1731; Abigail, 1734; >\bigail, 1738;

William ; Elizabeth ; Mary, 1749; aiid Joseph, 1753. The name was 
perpetuated in town by the sons Edward and William. A Joseph Jum- 
per died in 'Squam Parish, Oct., 1817, and a John Jumper in Jan., 
1837, aged forty-nine. 

Thomas Oakes and Jane Somes were married in December, and had 
Thomas born in 1733 ; Emma, 1736 ; Patty, 1738 ; Robert, 1743 ; John, 
Oct. 18, 1745, and the mother died six days after. He next married 
Susanna Chirk, March 20, 1746, and had son John, born Sept. 25, 
1747, and died before Oct. 23, 1753, when his widow married Israel 
Sheldon. 

Isaac Annis married Experience Haraden Jan. 22, 1730, and settled 
in *S<iuam parish. His children were : — Experience, born in 1731 ; 
Isaac, 1733; Deliverance, 1735; Sarah, 1738; Daniel, 1740; Mark, 
1742; Esther, 1743; and Ebenezer, 1747, who died in Dec, 1819. 

Samuel Fleming was drowned on the Banks in April. By his wife 
Jenct he had a daughter Abigail born in 1725. Mary baptized in 1723, 
daughter of a Fleming without name of baptism, was probably his 
child. 

Capt. John Prince is paid £2 for what he did to prevent the small- 
pox coming into the town, for damage he received in his clothes, and 
for helping bury Jacob Row; James Broom paid £3.15 for same; 
Stephen Cleigh for same, and for removing Joseph Tarr's vessel. 

Sadler's Run. Commonei^s reserve two or three acres of land lying 
on the southerly side of the brook for public use for the accommo- 
dation of the washing of sheep in said brook. 

1731. — Jonathan Ingersol, Henry Haskell and others (to the numl>er 
of one hundred) of Gloucester, petition the General Court to grant them 
a tract of land eight miles square, adjoining Falmouth, in Casco Bay 
and Presumpscot River, for reasons mentioned. The petition was read, 
and upon a motion made and seconded, the cpiesticm was put whether it 
be convenient that a number of towns be opened within the Province, 
and it passed in the affirmative. 

Rowland Battin married Abigail Curney, Feb., 1731, and died in 
1734, leaving one daughter. Abraham Battin appears June 3, 1735, 
when he married Ann Elwell. Besides four daughters, he had sons, — 
Rowland, Abniham, Ebenezer, John imd Joseph, three of whom cer- 
tainly married and had issue. 

Jacob Macculloch and Mary Wilson were married Nov. 11, and had 
Mary, baptized Dec. 14, 1735; and Joseph, July 16, 1738. 
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Moses Plats aiid Rulli Williams were married Dee. 2, 1781, and had 
Sanih, born in 1735 ; Jonathan, 1737 ; and Ruth, 1739. 

Andrew Grimes and Mary Davis were married July 10, 1731; and 
had Mary born in 1731 ; Andrew, 1739; Hannah, 1741 j Sarah, 1743; 
and William, 1745. His two 'sons appear to have married in town. 

Elias Cook and wife Sarah, probably from Marblehead, had a daugh- 
ter Sarah born this year, and sons Francis, Benjamin, Samuel and Wil- 
liam in subsequent years. Josiah Cook and his wife Mary appear in 
town in 1749, when their daughter Mary was born; the wife died in 
1752, and he married widow Hannah Emmons in 1753, who died in 
1764, and he took for third wife widow Jemima Parsons, Nov. 29, same 
year. His other children were a son Josiah and four daughters, one of 
whom said that her father was a nephew of Capt. James Cook, the dis- 
tinguished navigator. A John Cook and Sarah Young were intending 
marriage Oct. 29, 1750, and had a daughter Sandi born, Oct. 5, 1751. 

Rufus Stacy {Hist. 286) married Martha Kingsbury Sept. 27, 1731, 
and had Susanna, born in 1731 ; Rufus, 1734; Martha, 1737 ; and Eb- 
enezer, 1739. 

1732. — Richard Smith and wife Ruth had son Richard, born June 26. 

Peter Heel and Miriam Haskell were married Oct. 18, and had son 
Peter baptized Sept. 18, 1733. 

James Macoy and Janet Fleming were married Dec. 19, and had Aima, 
born Oct. 18, 1738 ; and James, baptized April 12, 1741. 

William Moore and Lydia Pai-sons were married Jan. 20, and had 
Lydia, bom April 11, 1733 ; and Mary, April 26, 1734. 

James Mattocks, or Maddox, and Lydia Hammond were married 
Feb. 3, and had Lydia; James, born 1734; Lucy, baptized March 13, 
1737 ; Thomas, May 20, 1739 ; and John, June, 1745. 

Thomas Messervey and Elizal>eth Foster were married Jan. 5, and 
had Catey, born in 1732; John, 1737; Oben, 1739; Sarah, 1744; 
Ephraim, 1747; and William, 1750. 

Samuel Stevens, merchant, Nathaniel Ellery, merchant, Elias Davis, 
merchant, David Plununer, physician, Samuel Stevens, jr., mariner, 
William Parsims, shoreman, Philemon Warner, blacksmith, and John 
Prince, form a ccmipany for the erection of a windmill, and purchase a 
piece of land 85 feet square of John Prince on which to set it. This 
mill stood on or near the spot now occupied by the Collins school house, 
but I know not that any living person ever saw it, though the spot was 
always called Windmill Hill half a century ago. 
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William Steele and wife Ann settled in the second parish and had 
William, horn in 1732; James, 1734; Jonathan, 1737; John, 1740; 
Joseph, 1742 ; and Moses, 1748 ; William married Phebe Lord of Ips- 
wich, had several children and died in Oct., 1799, aged about sixty- 
nine. James, the next son of William, married Mary Littlehalo Jan. 
G, 1757. His oldest son, James, settled in the harbor parish, and died 
April 13, 1831, aged seventy-three. Jonathan Steel married Elizabeth, 
daughter of David Pcarce, April 26, 1703. I know nothing of his de- 
scendants except that he is said to have had a son David who went in 
early life to live with his uncle Joseph Pearce in New Gloucester, Me. 

James Edgerly, shipwright, son of Samuel, came from Durham, N. II., 
and married Elinor, daughter of William Ellery and widow of James 
Sawyer, Aug. 16. In 1747 he bought of Naithaniel Elle»y "a parcel of 
land adjoining to Spring Cove, alias Vinson's or Ellery's Cove, so called, 
including a barn and a house to be built over the cellar of the old 
house which was his father Ellcry's." This property he sold to William 
Fuller in 1769 for £113.6.8. A James Edgerly's intention of marriage 
with Rachel Stanwood was published Dec. 7, 1765. The issue of a cer- 
tificate was forbidden by her the same day, but she afterwards relented 
and they were married Dec, 22. 

1733.— Solomon Howard and wife Esther had Anna, born Oct. 7, 
1733; Esther, July 1, 1735; and Solomon, Feb. 28, 1737. The latter 
married Sarah Grovcr, March 15, 1757. 

Digery Preson and llamnah Goodrich were married this year, and had 
son Joseph, bcu'n Nov. 3, 1734. 

John Grover and Experience It^mdall were married August 26, 1733, 
and had Experience, born in 1735 ; and Rebecca )>aptized in 1739. 

Samuel Elliot. — Besides his two sons mentioned in i\\Q Ilislory^ 2^^9^ 
299, he had Samuel and William and daughters Ilaimah and Martha. 
His grandson James, who had been representative in Congress from 
Vermont, died at Newfane, Vt., Nov. 10, 1839, aged al)Out sixty-four. 

John Curtis and Jane Urady were married Nov. 6, and had sons 
William and Janies. He probably had a second wife, Hannah Inger- 
sol, by whom his son John was Ixn-n Sept. 11, 1751. 

John Matchct and Mary Ingersol were married Nov. 18, and had 
Mary, born in 1734; Anne, 1736; Sarah, baptized June 10, 1739; and 
John, Sept. 5, 1742. 

Nathan Fletcher and Lucy Elwell were married June 11, 1733, and 
had Lucy, born in 1735; Elizabeth, baptized in 1737; Nathan, 1739; 
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John, 1742; and Junies, 1744. A Nalhan Fletcher and Lydia Cleve- 
land intended marriage Oct. 1!), 17()5. John Fletcher married Patience 
Wonson in 1709. A Nathaniel Fletcher died 26 March, 1786 (?). 

lienj. Redding and Lydia Thorndike were married May 30, and had 
Lydia, born Jnly 15, 1733 ; and Benjamin, April 8, 1736, before which 
date the father had died. 

Philil) Tewksberry and wife Hannah had danghter Hannah, born Sept. 
li) ; son Samnel, 1735 ; and Ward, Jnly 23, 1737. William and Mary, 
previons children, were born in Marblehead. 

Thomas Dresser. — The records give him nine children : — John, born 
in 1733; Moses, 1735; Thomas, 1738; Job, 1740, died soon ; Sarah, 
1741; Henry, 1743; Elizabeth, 1744; Abigail, 1746; Samuel, 1748; 
and Richard withont dale ; in addition to whom it was said there was 
another danghter, and sons Joseph and Aaron, both of whom settled in 
or near New Ghincestcr, Me. 

Robert Randall went to Carolina with Capt. Turner of Scituate, and 
hath not, nor any of ye company, been heard of since May, 1733. 
— Toxon Records. 

Ebenezer Oiss and Lydia Sargent were married Jan. 5, 1733, and 
had Sarah, born in 1733 ; Amos, 1735 ; Samnel, 1740 ; Jonathan, 1744 ; 
and Rachel, 1746. He died Jan. 30, 1779, aged seventy-seven. His 
wife died Jan. 7, 1775, aged sixty-three. 

1734. — lienj. Anderson married Hannah Wilson, Nov. 11, 1734. No 
children are mentioned, bnt a Peter Anderson died hero March 13, 
1820, aged seventy-five. 

Nicholas Kuetville or Quitvil and Hannah Stevens were intending 
marriage Nov. 16. The following children are recorded to them: — 
William, born in 1735 ; Rachel, 1737 ; Nathaniel, 1739 ; Hannah, 1741 ; 
and Nicholas, 1748. Benoni alias Edward Kidvel, son of Jemina Has- 
kell, was born Sept. 27, 1725, and was apprenticed to Ebenezer Par- 
sons in 1731. An Edward Kuetville and Lydia Hooper of Manchester 
were intending marriasro Oct. 4, 1748. Perhaps the name has now be- 
come Kitlield. 

Isaac Hall and Mary Joslyn were married Aug. 22, 1734, and had 
John, born in 1734; and Constantine, 1736. 

John Ball came in 1734 and appears to have settled in the second par- 
ish. He married Judith Day, Nov. 7, and had a daughter Judith and 
a son John. 

Thonnis Sewall ami Mary Norton were marrie<I July 29, and had Ju- 
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dith, baptized at the Third church, Dec. 10, 1738 ; and Thomas, April 
19, 1741. 

Isaac liawcs and Mary Sargent were married Nov. 11, and had son 
Isaac, born Sept. 21, 1735. 

William Peters and Abigail Littlefield were married Oct. 31, and 
had Sarah, born Aug. 21, 1735 ; and William, baptized Feb. 4, 1737. 

Neal MacFodcrick and Jcrnsha Davis were married Nov. 14, and had 
William, i>orn in 1735. She died July 18, 1737, and he next married 
Hannah Baker, May 28, 1739, and had by her Joseph, born in 1740; 
Daniel, 1742; John, 1744; Jabcz, 1746; Benjamin, 1748; Hannsdi, 
1750; Henry, 1752; Samuel, 1753; James, 1755; and Rachel, 1757. 
The son Jabez shortened the name to Federicks. He married Judith 
Lufkin, April 1, 1770, and had nine children. He died Dec. 31, 1819, 
aged seventy-three. She died in Oct., 1835, aged eighty-one. One 
of his sons, James, died March 16, 1836, aged forty-four. Judith, daugh- 
ter of Jabez, married Robert Huntress and died about four months after 
the birth of her son Joseph Lufkin Fedricks, who was born Aug. 24, 
1801. 

Jime 5. The town petitions the General Court, praying for a grant 
of some of the unappropriated land of the province for the use and sup- 
port of a grammar school in said town. Read and referred, together 
with other petitions of the same nature. 

1735. — Samuel Middleton of Bradford and Sarah Davis were married 
March 27, and had son William, born at Haverhill Aug. 27, 173G. 

Felix Doyle and Mary Goodridgo were married Dec. 25, 1735, and 
had Felix, 1737; Daniel, 1739; Samuel, 1745; and Mary, 1747; be- 
sides others who died in infancy. 

Josiah Jewett and wife Mercy had Josiah, born Nov. 4, 1735; Da- 
vid, baptized Aug. 7, 1737 ; and Mercy, baptized Nov. 11, 1739. 

William tfackson and Rachel Murrell were married Jan. 30, and had 
daughter Rachel born Nov. 2, 1735. 

Benjamin Knights and Grace Tucker were married Nov. 2G,and had 

Benjamin, born in 1738; David, 1740; Sarah, 1742; and Job, 1746. 

William Westway and Abigail Eveleth were married Jan. 7, 1735, 

and had Abigail, born 1735 ; Susanna, 1737 ; William, 1739 ; and Mary, 

1742. 

John Winnery and Sarah Row were married Dec. 7, and had Sarah, 
born in 1737 ; and Mary, baptized July 15, 1739. The latter married 
David Parsons in 1758. 
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Eliiikim Smith and Sarah Riggs were inamod Dec. 21, 1735, and had 
Thomas, born in 1737; Eliakim, 1739; William, 1741; Sarah, 1743; 
Hannah, 1746; James, 1748; and Keturah, 1750. 

Abraham Battin and Ann Ehvell were married June 3, 1735, and had 
Mary, born in 1735 ; Rowland, 1738 ; Abraham, 1740 ; Ebenezer, 1742 ; 
Ann, 1744; Elizabeth Travis, 1747; John, 1749; Bethial, 1751; and 
Joseph, 1754. 

1736. — Samuel Heydon or Hidden and Dorcas Robinson were mar- 
ried Feb. 12, and had Molly, born July, 1736; Lydia; Dorcas, 1740; 
Hobinson, 1743; Samuel, 1746; Joseph, 1749; Benjamin, 1751, and 
Dorcns again, 1755. 

Daniel Knights and wife Martha had Elizabeth, born in 1736 ; Mary, 
1738; Martha, 1740; Sanmel retcshall, 1742; Daniel, 1744; Susan- 
nah, 1746; William, 1748; and Samuel, born at Manchester, Aug. 15, 
17—. 

Benjamin Knight had a wife Martha, by whom a daughter Elizabeth 
was born in 1736; Mary, 1738; and Martha, 1740. 

Samuel Currier and wife Lydia had a son Samuel born Dec. 4th this 
year, and a daughter Lydia in 1738. 

Thomas BofTee married Margaret Denning Nov. 9, 1736. A Marga- 
ret BofTcc, probably his widow, married Zebedee Day, Feb. 19, 1743. 

J(»hn Brock and Abigail, daughter of Eliezer El well, were married 
March 25. They had a daughter Abigail and a son John. The latter, 
bom Nov. 4, 1740, married Maitha Tucker Dec. 8, 1673, who became 
a widow before Oct., 1771, and, in 1777, removed with her children, 
Martha, William and Mary, to New Gloucester. 

Benjamin Winter and l^uth, probably daughter of Samuel Parsons, 
were married Oct. 28, and had Benjamin, born Sept. 10, 1737; and 
Ruth, May 13, 1739. Thomas Winter, perhaps son of the preceding, 
married Joanna Davis, May 20, 1762, and had a son Mark Davis, bora 
July 4, 1763. 

1737, Feb. — Capt. Everet arrived at Cape Ann from Cadiz, but per- 
haps not in a vessel belonging in Gloucester, for there is no evidence 
that as early as this any of the people of the town had engaged in trade 
with European ports. 

" Feb. 5. A Blazing Star appeared, being a small Head at ye West 
and a dim sharp stream at ye eastern end of ye blaze, which was short 
and it was about half an hour lower than the Evening Star." — Town 
Itecords. 
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"On yo Gth, being Sal)l):illi, jiijjt before night, we heard ii pretly h)Uil 
earthquake." — Town Records. 

"The bhizing Star appeared from ye 5th till ye 20 of February inchi- 
sively, growing dimmer and dimmer until it quite disappeared." — Town 
Records. 

Thomas Phipps and Lydia Murrell were married Dec. 19, and had 
William, born in 1738; and Anna, 1741. 

1738. — Nathaniel Bennet, Job Bonnet, Jonathan Haskell, John 
Burnham, and Thomas Canneby were supposed to have been lost this 
year on a fishing voyage to Sable Island. 

James Pearson {Hist. 322) had by his first wife, AVilliam, born in 
1741, and Gibbs, baptized in 1744; and by his second wife, James, 
born in 1752; Hannah, 1754; John, 1757; and Samuel, 1764. The 
last named son married Susanna Somes Dec. 16, 1789, and was the 
father of the late Capt. Sanuiel Pearson, the last male of the family who 
bore the name in town. 

John Stenchfield and wife Elizabeth had John born this year; Wil- 
liam, 1741 ; Elizabeth, 1743 ; James, 1745 ; Thomas, 1748 ; and Roger, 
1753 ( ?). The family removed to New Gloucester, Me., where James 
diedJunel5,1828,aged83. 

Paul Morgan married lluth, daughter of Deacon James Lane, April 
6, and settled on the north side of the Cape, where the name is still 
borne by his descendants. His children were:— Ruth, born in 1739; 
Mary, 1741; Judith, 1743; Paul, 1745; Henry 1749; John, 1752; 
Joanna, 1755; and William, 17()1. The son John died in captivity at 
Halifax in 1777. Paul, the oldest son, married Anna Brown of Ips- 
wich, and died in June, 1830, aged eighty-(()ur. Ann, his wife, died 
in March, 1832, aged eighty. He had a son Paul who was drowned off 
Folly Point, Nov. 21, 1811 ; and a son Nathan F. who died in Rocki)ort, 
July 14, 1865, in his ninetieth year. 

Josiah Bradbury, born in Salisbury, Jidy 25, 1704, married Anna, 
daughter of Samuel Stevens, March (>, 1738, and had a son Josiah born 
Feb. 16, 1739 ; a daughter Anna in 1742 ; and Maria in 1744. In 1773 
he was an innkeeper in Pownalborough, Me. One of his descendants, 
Josiah, was a soldier in the war of the rebellion, and has children liv- 
ing in the West. 

1739. — John Kelsey and Hannah Foster were intending marriage July 
14. Their son James was born May 9, 1739. 

Charles Stockbridge and Sarah Low were married Nov. 27, and had 
Sandi, l)orn in 1741 ; Charles, 1742 ; and Sarah, again, 1744. 
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Daniel Stone by wife Miriam had Daniel Ixnn in 172!); anil Stephen, 
1741. 

William Wilson and lOlizahelh StMi)les were married Jan. l,and had 
a son Samuel horn Sept. 2. 

Richard True and Lydia Mojrridge were married Dec. 13, 1739, and 
had Richard, horn in 1741; William, 1743; William, again, 1745; 
Samuel, 1747 ; and Daniel, 1750. The mother is said to have died in 
January, 1817, at ninety-seven. 

Jan. 5. Benjamin Tarr, Sanuiel Davis, Edward Grover, and sundry 
(ilhersof San<ly Hay pelilion the General Court to he allowe<l to receive 
one-(juarler part of their parish tax from the parish treasury, to enable 
them to maintain preaching the three winter months. 

1740, Nov. 17 and IS. — A vi(dcnt snow storm ; a sloop from the east- 
ward, with wood was cast away at Cape Ann and four men were drowned, 
who attempted to go ashore in a canoe ; but a boy who remained on 
board the vessel was happily preserved. A man also drove ashore upon 
a piece of a vessel, but so bruised and si)ent that he could give no ac- 
count of himself or the vessel to which he belonged. A number of limes 
and lemons also came ashore. 

Jonathan Fellows (Hist, 323)^ who came about this time, was son of 
Jcmathan of Ii)swich, and was born June 15, 1707. The wife whom 
he brought to Gloucester was Elizabeth Sanders, daughter of Caleb 
Norwood, and widow of John Sanders, to whom she was married in 
Boston Dec. 3, 1729. She was married to Jonathan Fellows about 
1735. He was then a widower, his first wife, Abigail Gaines, having 
died ten days after the birth of hor son Jonathan, Jan. 20, 1730. The 
children by his second wife were Samuel, born in 173(5; Guslavus, 
1737, died Aug. 2, 1816; Cornelius, 1738, died at Guadaloupo, W. I., 
in 171)5 or 1798; Elizabeth, 1740; Nathaniel, 1743; Caleb, 1744, died 
soon ; and Caleb and Abigail, 174(). I know not that an}-- of the sons 
settled in town, but I can add that Gustavus and Cornelius njarried and 
are said to have had thirteen children each. The inventory of the es- 
tate <»f Capt. Fellows, taken Jan. 25, 17G0, contains the following items ; 
— Homestead, £450; another dwelling house and land in ye woods, 
£100; a shop, £250; phde, £20; negro boy, £28; negro girl, £28; 
nu)ney at interest and cash, £233 (>s. 8d. 

John Eulin n»arried Mary, daughter of tlohn Parsley, deceased, Feb. 
2t>, and besides three daughters, had sons John, born in 1741 ; William, 
1745, <lie<l 1747 ; Jereniiah, 1752 ; and Benjamin, 1754. The son John

WJI8 probably the John Ilcwiing, jr., who married iMary Chuk, July 
25, 1764, and Sarah Lee, March 25, 1770. He had a son Samuel born 
Nov. 6, 1768, who, without doubt, waa the Samuel Yewling who died 
Jan. 27, 1860, aged according to the town records, with not unusual ex- 
aggeration, ninety-seven. 

Philip Bailey and Mary Saunders were married Dec. 23, 1740, and 
had a son Philip who died in childhood. He became a widower and 
married widow Mary Inizersoll, Jan. 21, 1744. He died before the 
birth i»r his twins, Phili|) and It:ichel, Jan. 1, I75«'<. Besides tlnNse he 
had three d:inghters and a son John. Nathan Bayley, who came soon 
after Philip, besides tour daughters, had sons Nathaniel and Moses. 
The wife of Nathaniel Bayley was Mary, probably daughter of William 
Davis. See Hixt, 348, 

Henry Kdgar, of Gloucester, formerly of Richmond, near Kennebec, 
imtitioncd the General Comt for a grant of some of the unappropriated 
land of the Province, as a recompense for his great and micommon suf- 
fering by the Indians in 1722. 

Henry Edgar, jr. and Mary Fleming of Tewksbury were intending 
marriage Oct. 22, 1743, and were probably the parents of Henry who 
was baptized at the First Church in 1745. He or another Henry, per- 
haps the first, married Rebecca Collins Feb. 6, 1764, and had two daugh- 
ters, — Rebecca, baptized in 1765, and Letitia, in 1767. The father 
must have died before 6 Jan., 1768, for Mrs. Mary Gibbs, then making 
her will, gave to Rebeccii and Letitia bklgar, "heirs of Henry Edgar, 
deceased," the house they then lived in. But there was a Henry who 
married Sarah Byles about 1768 and was lost at sea before 1774, when 
his widow married Richard Littlehale. He left a son Henry, born in 
1771, who became a sea captiiin and died Sept. 28, 1817. 

A William Edgar had a daughter Mary baptized 1 Oct. 1747, and 
died before 1769. She is also mentioned in Mrs. Gibbs' will, and was, 
without doubt, the Mary Edgar who married John Stevens Ellery, July 
4, 1761), and died in 1770. 

John Edgar, not thought to be connected with any of the foregoing, 
died in August, 1813, in consequence of running a spike into his foot 
while at work on a wreck. 

1741. — The "Brief" referred to in the following letter from Rev. John 
White was issued in behalf of the sufferers by the great fire by which, 
in November, 1740, three hundred of the best buildings, with a vast 
amount of other properly, in Charleston, S. C, were consumed. The 
British Parliament voted £20,000 for their relief. 
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Letter from Mr. White lo (he Governor and Conncil : 

Om)Ci:stk.i«, June 20, 1741. 
Miiy It please your ExccHciicy. ami your Honours, 1 received your Brief. Head and 
recommended It to our Congrpjratlon si> far as I could In prudence and conscience. 
Donblless Cliarlestown Is under (llstre.«slng circumstances by reason of the late disas- 
trous lire, and compassion W due to them, and those Towns as are able will do an ac- 
reptable sorvlct* and well-ph*aslng unto God; who contribute to their relief. But I 
humbly apprehcn<l our Tt)wn In yc present Impovcri.sliod condition are not under ob- 
ligations to contribute to them. For almost our whole dependance under God is upon 
our Navigation and Fishery and our other Navigation on our Fishery. And that has 
so far failed by reason of the war with Spain, and ye fears of war with France; as also 
by reason of ye sniallness of ye price of llsh, and ye clearness of salt, bread and craft, 
that of above seventy tlshlnj: vessels there arc few. If any above ten in that business. 
Our people are scattered abroad in the world to get their bread. Many pressed ; nniny 
serving as volunteers in his majesty's service. And tlie cry of many for necessaries Is 
very nflVcting. And we have had three contributions for ye relief of the poor the last 
year in our congregation, and other fandlles are very pressing for relief. I Innnbly ap- 
prehend all are oblij»etl In the llrst place to tlo Justice, and next to love mercy; and so 
to waliv humbly with God. I wish our People could do justice to me, to others, and 
to all, which In their present poor condition they cannot, 'rhey express ii willingness. 
Our Parish owes me about two hundred pounds, and for the want of It I am obliged 
(that I may do ye thing that Is just, and make my creditors easy) to pay Interest for 
about two hundred pounds, which Is much to my prejudice and distress. 

The dilllcnltles I have labored mider some years past are such, as to occasion at times 
serious thought,** of trying some other place or some other business to support my 
family. But I desire not to be rash but to wait upon (»od, who In some past tryals has 
don«' for nu* above what 1 was able to ask or think. 

I liund)ly ask your Excellency and your honours Pardon for my freedom. And trust 
what I have written nmy excuse us witli respect to the Brief. With my hearty good 
wishes for your Excellency and your Honours, I am your humble, obedient servant,

P. S. I pray that my dilllcult and perplexed circumstances nmy Apologize and Ex- 
cuse for my being concerned In the land Bank. When 1 first gave In my name, I 
looked upon It as Just and benellclal to the Public. But It In ye event proving hurtful, 
I am sorry I was ever concerned In It. J. W. 

Mr. White uiortgnged his real estate to the land hank for seventy-five 
pounds, and was not the only Ghmeeslersullerer hy this \vret<3hed finan- 
cial enterprise. Ahont a dozen citizens of the town were engaged in it, 
and a.s late as 17(>4, asH<'ssnients were made <»n eight of them, as fol-

William Wehh of Salem and Ahigail liiggs were married March 23, 
and had Ahisrail, horn in 1742; William, 1744 ; Elizabeth, 1748; John, 
17.^)0: l-*ncy, 175(» ; and Oliver, 1758. A William Wehh was intend- 
ing marriage with Klizjiheth Holland of Manchester, March 14, 1703. 
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John McClinch and wife Elizabeth had daughter Esther born July 1. 
A daughter Elizabeth is on the records as born in Ireland. 

Ebenezor Bowman and Elizabeth Sanders were married Nov. 23, 
1741. They had two Johns, Elizabeth and Elienezcr baptized at the 
First Church. 

Nathaniel Kinsman, probably from Ipswich, njarried Anna, daughter 
of famous Capt. Andrew Robinson, Feb. 11, 1741, and had the follow- 
in«r children :— Anna, born in 1743; Nathaniel, 1745; Daniel, 1748; 
Mary, 1751 ; Simeon, 1752; William, 1754; Benjamin, 1757; Joseph, 
1751); Benjan)in again, 17(50 ; Judith, 17(52; Susanna, 17(53, and died ; 
and John, 17(5(5. TheSalem f/a2;e//e, July 171)7, says, "Died at Glouces- 
ter that worthy servant of God and the church Deacon Nathaniel Kins- 
man, after a short but painful illness, in the 83d year of his age." Mrs. 
Kinsman died in advanced years very suddenly. Her husband left her 
to go into his yard, and upon his return found her lying dead upon the 
lloor. Nathaniel, the eldest son, married Abigail Eveleth, May 17', 
1770, and died in January, 1824, aged seventy-eight. 

1742. — The following is the letter of Rev. John White, giving an 
account of the great revival of religi*)n in his parish this year, mentioned 
in the Ilisiory, 228. It was addressed to Rev. ]Mr. Prince of Boston, 
and was published in a weekly [)eriodical conducted by him, called 
The Christian Ilinfori/, giving an accoimt of the propagation and re- 
vival of religion in Great Britain, America, etc. 

Oi.oCKSiKU, March, 1744. 
Jievereml Hir : 

Being moviul to give soiiu; jiccouiit of llio \v«)rk of fioil among ns, take It a.s follows. 

(jloccHtcr (fornifrly callcti IJapo Ann) wjus snnill In its licglnning, yvX of lati; lias 
greatly increased. When I the subscriber was settled in the ministry here, more than 
forty-one years ago, there was but one congregation; anil about three score ami eight 
members, and of these twenty-one males. And the materials of three churches have 
been dismissed from us, in order to be incorporated and settled in gospel order. To 
the last which is now the fourth church In this town, were dismissed from us upward.^ 
of four score males and Temales. And there now remain about fourscore males and an 
hundred aud eighty females. 

I have not ordinarily ashed for souls with a net, but with au angling rod. Qod the 
Holy Spirit has been pleased in a more gentle and undlscernabic way to wtirk faith in 
the hearts of our people, and they came In one after another, not In troops, or clusters; 
except at two seasons, one after the eartlujuake, and aliout two years ago. Our people, 
by the earthquake were (as their uelghboi*s) greatly allVlghted ; especially the more 
rude, ignorant and wicked among us. IJut about a mouth after the last shocks, when 
their terrifying frlghU were over, it pleased God, by his spirit to work kindly In a way 
of conviction, and I trust of conversion. And there was a great harvest of souls gath- 
ered In to Christ in a way of open profession, and if we may judge by their after con- 
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vfTMitloii, ino.st of tlu*m wi'ir sineeru; which broii'jhl to niind what Is written In 1 
Kin*4S MX : 11, 12. And he snici go forth and sttnid upon the nionnt beTore the Lord; 
and behold the Lord passed hy, tnid a great strong wind rent the mountains, but the 
Lord was not In the wind ; and alter the wind, an earthquake; but the Lord was not In 
the eaitlKiUjike. And after the eartlMiuakc a lire; but the Lord was not In the Are. 
And after the lire, a still, small voice. And this voice, this still small voice was heard 
by mnny, and the powerful voice of the Holy Ghost was effectual for the paving con- 
version of s(M)res of souls, according to the judgment of rational charity. 

I'Pon wliat I heiird of God's marvellous works of grace at Northampton, and especial- 
ly upon reading the surprising and affecting account thereof drawn up i)y their rever- 
ened pastor, I had at times, sincere, fervent and sensible desires that the God of all 
grace would visit us with the like plentiful effusions of his holy, prondsed spirit. And 
was wont in public addresses to the prayer-hearing God, to ask tlie gift of gifts, the 
n»dy Spirit. Knowing that application work lu llie conviction and conversion of sin- 
ners would be carried on among a gospclized people, more or less as the spirit from on 
hii:h should be In lessi^r or greater <legrees poured down upon them. And I looked 
upon it as a furlher uround of encouragement to wait upon God, that he had so re- 
markably added to the prondses under the old and new testament, his performance, as 
in Hampshire County. And at length I moved the church to set apart a day of fasting 
and prayer, to wait upon God for this blessinu; viz. that the dews and showers of the 
Holy Ghost might fall upon us. And God did speedily and plentifully answer oar 
prayers. Of this wonderful work of God I have given the public an account !n an 
epistle prefixed to a sermon preached by the Rev. Mr. BeuJ. Bradstreet on this joyful 
orcasion, to which I refer the reader." This epistle Is Inserted by the editor of the 
Christian History an«l is as follows : 

"Thent have been unhappy controversies carried on with too much of heat relating 
lo the good Wfirk in this and the neigld>orlng Troviuces and Colonies. Some oscrib. 
lug the wliole lo the Devil. But how can we account for the reconciliation of persons 
for a long time at enmity, the reformation of profligate wretches, their deep humilia- 
tion, their illumination and sound conversion as the effect of Satau*s operations? Sure- 
ly 'tis a new work for Satan lo wound and heal the conscience, to All the souls of men 
with love to God and Christ; and their mouths with pral.ses to their faithful Creator 
and dear Hedeemer; and bring them to take inexpressible delight In the ways of God. 
Others on the contrary ascribing all the work done among us to God. Some of which 
arc so new, strange, violent, that 'tis hard to conceive they are the effect of the Holy 
Spirit's operations. I think we may allow some of them to be the natural effects of human 
fhdlty. And if some be allowed to be the effects of an enraged devil, I think it no un- 
reasonable concession. We in the first parish In Gloucester were so desirous of this 
work, aa to keep a day of fasting and prayer; to ask of God the blessing of blessings, 
the gift of the Holy Ghost; and invited the rest of the pastors of the town with the 
Rev. lAIr. Nathaniel Rogers to assist in the work of the day. And It was not long after 
that we found the good effects of waiting upon God. Can any think it possible that 
when we go to our Heavenly Father and ask a fish that he will give a serpent? 'Tls 
strange, if immediately upon our asking the saving impressions of the Holy Ghost, 
God should take that opportunity to send, or permit the devil to come among us with 
his undoing delusions. But the first most visible and powerful efl^1sion of the spirit 
was on the last Sabbath in January, 1742, and especially as I was preaching In the 
afternoon and on the evening in two religious societies lu the harbor; many were Im- 
pressed both with distress and with joy, above measure. And on Monday morning In 
the school of Mr. Moses Parsons, a man disposed zealously to serve the Ixist interests 
of all he has to do with, and Indng hired by a nund)er of gentlemen to train up their 
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chiUli'cii in religious exercises ami in siiigiii;;; ns well as otlier useful knowledge; tlie 
spirit of Go<l came so powerfull)' upon I lie school so I hat liiey coul<l not attend Die (n-tll- 
nary school exercises. But wltli iheir joyful master (witii wiiom I left tlie care of my 
flock while I went a Journey, which I was necessilaled to take) and u multitude of 
spectators tlicy prayed to and praised God l)y singing spiritual hymns. Andintiie 
evening Mr. Parsons prcaclied a lecture In the nieetlng-hon.se; and In the close of the 
exercise the spirit fell upon agreat part of the congregation to the anui/.emeiit of many ; 
and people had such an appetite to tlto word preached, that Mr. Parsons called in the 
help of the other nnnistcrs of the town; ami n\\ 'rnesilay evening the licv. Mr. .lac(|Ues 
(a faithful and successful preacher) priMiched; and on Wednesday evening the Itev. 
Mr. Bnidstreet preached tiie sermon now put into your hands. Several of the lu'arei-s 
desired a copy of it for the press. And several evening .sermons were preached after 
this. And tlie good fruits of the visit arc very apparent, no less than twenty-one had 
their experiences read the last Sabbath tlay." 

Now I shall proceed to relate as briefly as I can the efi'ects. As they were all ania/.ed 
saying In their hearts and one to another what meaneth thee? Afy eyes never saw 
sucii transactions; my ears never heard such expressions ; and tiien it wa.s when the 
Holy Spirit was poured down, Acts xi: 2. And suddenly there came a sound from 
heaven as of a rushing wind, and it lllled the house where they were sitting. And thus 
it was witli us. But the Impression was at ilrst principally on the one side of the meet- 
ing-house. Anil there was pas.sed down a spirit of prayer upon young and old, espec- 
ially the younger sort. And children of Ave, six and .seven years and upwards 
would pray to admiration. And in our parish tiiere has since been formed no less than 
nine distinct societies of young and old, male and fennile, bond and free (ft)r one there 
is a society of negroes who In their meetings behave very seriously and decently. They 
have been greatly impressed. One of them gave a very satisfying account of his ex- 
periences, and was taken into church feUowship; most of them entered into covenant, 
and were l)aptized themselves and also their Issue) who meet .several of them twice in 
a week, to pray and sing, as well as to read books of plity, and the rest once a week. 
And the younger say their catechism to the head of the meetings. And several ser- 
mons have been preached unto them, lint another ellect is a spirit of grace. The wink 
of conscience has been carried on in uncommon nnmner. Hut as to (he degree and 
duration of terrors there has been a vast variety. Soin<! have been Impressed with 
deep terrors, and have continued for several months under them. They have been 
greatly distressed and near to distraction. They have had such discoveries <»f tlie 
greatness of their guilt, and of God's angi^r, of the badness of their hearts, us tr> make 
them cry out. They have had discoveries of their ignorance and unbelief, of (heir hard- 
ness of heart and enmity against God. They have seen not only an utter Inabilitv to 
believe, but an avei*sion to believe And when it was God's time to heal them and etun- 
fort their wounded hearts ami spirits, their joys rose proportionately to their depres- 
sion, and tlielr lifting up was in pr(»portion to their dejection. And many a time liavu 
they been so full of spiritual joys as to sink and faint under the weight of them. Othera 
have been but a short time under a law work, and then there have succeeded Joys, 
• under the sense that their sins are pardoned. But of this .sort their religious impres- 
sions, I fear, have too soon worn olf. And many moved towards church feUowship 
and joined to tiie church. But some are sadly apostacized and are become as vile, yea, 
more vile, than before. We And that strong but short terrors, succeeded with ravish- 
ing joys, are no certain evidence of saving conversion. There has been an apparent 
reformati(Mi. Discussions, though lawful and innocent, have been almost wholly laid 
aside, and the singing of Dr. Watts' hymns is the chief recreation of Christians when 
they converse. There are no separations among us. Little has been said about new 
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Hulils (wliicli I look upon ns :i tenii of rcproiicli. as of old the tcnn puritan was) tind 
ns little al)<»ut opposers; the mentioning of which Is Irritating, luul tends to widen the 
hrench, and ferment divisions, eontenllons and separations. As to visions wc had 
(>nou!rh of them, until such time ns In a lecture sermon I declared my sentiments con- 
cerning them; and so far as I can understand, there has never been one since. Our 
congregation has been disturbed iind Interrupted by outcries, but I labored to suppress 
tliem. I would add, thiit as I believe there have been scores savingly wrought upon, 
who were strangers bc^fore that hJippy dny, so much jis to the form of g(»dllness, so some 
professors who rested In the form, and w*'re but legalists or self righteous have seen 
that they built upon a sandy foundation, nnd were greatly distressed under conviction; 
and hy un earnest application unto Christ for wisdom and righteousness, have had a 
further discovery of Jesus ClnKt, and have be<*n eneoursiged to vcnttire upon him for 
Dw. complete salvation of their souls; and have had their hearts lllletl with joy In be- 
lieving. So, also, there have been scores of persons who had truly closed with Christ 
In times past; but have walked In darkness, by means of the withdi-awal of the spirit, 
th«' weakn(?sses of their graces, and prevailing of their corruptions, and have been for 
a long time t)ast as In a wilderness. These have been anointed as with fresh oil; their 
luaris have been made glad, enlarged, (pilckened and comforted by renewed and con- 
tliinr«l supplies of grace, have been enabled with enlarged hearts to run the ways of 
(;od's eommundment. One thing more I see cause to add : that altho* properly speaking, 
we have had but erne Itinerant preacher with us, yet several endnently able nnd r.calous 
servants of the Ixjrd, settled ndulsters, have occasionally preached to our congrega- 
ilon<; and have been greatly assisted In promoting the good work. God has bles.sed 
their labours among us. And It Is my hearty desire that the kingdom and Interest of 
our f^rd may be promoted, and converts mnltiplled altho' by other hands. Thus I 
have nnule an Impartial relation of what God his done amongst us In the methods of 
his grace. And U) him be the glory, who Is the author of grace, and not to the Instru- 
ments. Suppose a Paul may plant & an At>ollo water, yet *tls God that gives the In- 
crease. To him, therefore, bo glory in the church by Christ Jesus throughout all ages, 
world without end. Amen.

Altiirail Dane, his wi(h)w, died Aug. 24, 1804, aged seventy-nine. John, 
the oldest s(ni, died a bachelor, March 14, 1814, aged seventy. Wil- 
liam married, Hannah, daughter or Col. Peter Coffin. She died Oct. 4, 

1836, aged eighty-two, leaving no children. Joshmi married Samh . 

She died Dec. 4, 1857. Lydia married Thonuus Mason, and died May 
27, 1791, aged thirty-two. 

John Inghalls and Hannah Marshall were mariied April 18, and had 
Joseph horn in 1744; John, 174t>; Hannah, 1748; Ruth, 1751 ; Sarah, 
1753; and Nathaniel, Oct. 4, 1755. 

1744, May. — Mr. Thomas Allen had leave "to remove the old school 
house to any place adjoining his* own land (as it now doth) between the 
place where said school house now stands and within twenty feet of the 
end of the lane that goeth from the Meeting House Green to his own 
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house." Ill May, 174(), iseveral persons in the Fourth parish had lil)er- 
ty to fit up this ohi school house and improve it for a seiiool ; hut it is 
very douhttui if it was ever again so improved, for, in Mareii, 1741), 
in answer to the prayer of Jemima Millet, it was given to her, with the 
condition that it should he removed from the Meeting House Green. 
The History (j)a(/e 233) giv<*s its dimensions and cost; showing that 
it was not an imposing structure, even in the da^'s of small things. 

Ehenezer Cleaves (Hist, 324) from Reverly, and wife Anna, had 
Ehenezer, horn in 1747 ; Anne, 1748 ; Echnund, 1750 ; Nathaniel, 1752 ; 
Willard, 1757 ; Mary, 1759 ; Samuel, 1761 ; and Ahraham, 1763. 

tfohn Botten, of Wenham, married Mary Andrews Oct. 2, and had a 
daughter Mary, born Feb. 15, 1745. 

James Milieus and Hannah Glover were married July 9, 1744, and 
had Susanna, horn in 1745; and James, 1747. 

Samuel Morgan and wife Lydia had John, horn April 25, 1744; and 
the following children baptized at the Sec(»nd Church: Jerusha, Nath- 
aniel, William, Joel, Betty, Isaac, Hannah, Nathaniel and Mary. 

William White and Rachel Omee were married Nov. 22, and had 
Ma I y, born in 1745; and l{a(;hel, 1747; both of whom were baptized 
at the Third Clunrh. 

Thomas ICdes and liUcretia Day were intentling marriage Ot4. 13. 
According to the records, they had Thonuis, born in 1746; Joseph, 
1747 ; James, 1749; Gideon Day, 1752; and Benjamin, 1754. Tradi- 
tion relates that one of this family, probably the son Thomas, served 
eight years in the revolutionary war, came houje after he was discharged, 
and was drowned in the same year, leaving a widow who lived t(» the 
age of ninety-three. The son Joseph settled in Freeport, Me., about 
1779, and is said to have been lost at sea in 1807. Gideon also settled 
in Freeport whence several of his descendants removed to Guilpool. 
Benjamin, youngest son of Thomas Kdes, was lost at sea, on a voyage 
to the Banks in 1774. 

1745, July 24. — Nathan Millet, one of Capt. Byles' company at the 
siege of Louisburg, died in the morning and was buried in the evening. 

Robert Honnors and wife Naomi had son Robert baptized this year, 
and daughter Mar}', March 18, 1753. Capt. Robert Hcmnors died in 
1763. His son Robert married Martha Gilbert, April 11, 1769. 

Thomas, son of Rev. Richard Jaques, and Sarah Haskell were mar- 
licd April 9, and had Judith, born in 1746 ; Mary, 1751 ; Richard, 1761 ; 
Theopolus, 1764; and Sarah April 1, 1766. 

Richard Palfray of Boston and Sarah, daughter of Capt. Andrew 
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Robinson were nitimed Oct. 17, 1745, and had Sarah, liorn in Boston; 
Uichard, baptized in Gloneeslcr, Jan. 22, 1749 ;Snsanna, born Jnly 18, 
1753 ; and Abigail, Imptized Oct. 26, 1755. lie was a sail maker, and 
was buried July 7, 1757. His widow married William Elliot. 

John Whiting of Haverhill and Rebecca Gardner were married Jan. 
26, 1745, ami he was married lo widow Sarah Row, Nov. 16, 1752. 
His children were Rebecca; John, baptized in 1753; Sarnh, born in 
1754, Joseph, 1756 ; John again, baptized in 1758 ; and Sanders, 1761. 
1746. — Sept. 22, Companies are raided in all the towns and marched 
to Boston for fear of an invasion by a French fleet. Salem, Marble- 
head and Cape Ann are in great distress, sending away their elFects. 

June 20. A petition of the Selectnien was presented to the General 
C(»urt showing that the battery raised for the defence of the harbor is 
not complete and that junmunition Jis well as a parapet for four great 
guns and pallisades to enclose the said battery are wanting. They pray 
this court to give order that the fortifications be made useful. The 
General Court refused to make a grant in answer to the petition or to 
send a connnittee to view the works. 

Thomas Worley, from North Carolina, nnd Mary Foster were niar- 
ried Jan. 14, and hsul Thomjis, born in 1748; Joshua, 1751 ; Joseph, 
1752; Josijih, 1754; Mary, 1756; Esther, 1758; James, 1761; and 
John, 1765. It is said that three ot these sons, Joseph, Josiah, and 
James were lost at sea in the "Gloucester" privateer, in the revolution- 
ary war. 

Zaccheus Welcome, peruke maker, appears this year uith wife Alice, 
and is on the record as intending marriage with Susanna Mannaken of 
Newburg, July 14, 1760. His children were Michael, born in 1746 ; 
Zaccheus, 1749 ; Stephen, 1754, lost at sea on a fishing voyage in 1774 ; 
Alice, 1750 ; and Sarah, 1771. The S(m Zaccheus married Agnes Penny, 
Oct. 22, 1772. 

John Hale (HiM. 324) had the following children: Samuel born in 
1746 ; John, 1748 ; Benjamin, 1750 ; Ebenezer, 1752 ; Jane, 1754 ; and 
Hannah, 1757. The nanie was pcri)etuated in Gloucester by Benjamin • 
oirty. He married Martha Woodbury in 1772, who died in 1777 ; and 
he next married Lucy Tarr, Jan. 13, 1778, who died about 1822. He 
died Ma}' 15, 1806, aged 56. His son Benjamin was the founder of 
the First Baptist Church in Gloucester. See Hist. 608. He married 
about 1804, Miss Judith White, with whom he became acquainted (m a 
voyage to Sligo, Ireland. She survived her husband many j'^ears, and

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died in Charlestown in May, 1853, aged about 72, leaving several chil- 
dren. 

1747. — June. A sloop belonging to Cape Ann, Mark Parsons, mas- 
ter, bound from thence to Maryland was tidcen about a fortnight ago, 
near the Cape, in five fathoms of water, by an arnjed boat, full-manned, 
which came from a large ship, supposed to be the Don Pedro, then on 
a cruise. Upon the boats coming towairds the sloop, the master and 
men quitted her and got asliore in the l)oat. 

Stephen Greenleaf, of Newbury, and Mary Davis were married 
Jan. 24, and have on our records, Stephen, born June 1, 1750 ; Thom- 
asine, Oct. 30, 1752 ; Elias Davis, Jan. 13, 1754 ; and Ephraim Mower, 
March 20, 1755. 

Richard Holland and Sarah Ctumingham were married Dec. 11, 

1747, and had Michael born in 1748; Lydia, 1750; Richard, 1752; 
Sarah, 1754; Mary, 1756, died 1757; Mary, 1758; and Elizabeth, 
1760. Perhaps he had for second wife Abigail Gould of Ipswich. 

James Phips and widow Abigail Goodwin were married in Novem- 
ber, and had Mary, born in 1749; Sarah, 1751; and Rebecca, 1754. 

1748. — John Powel, of Boston, and Martha Winslow intended mar- 
riage June 11, 1748, and had daughter Sarah born Dec. 25, same 
year. 

Joseph Clough married Susanna Tarbox Fel>. 4, 1748 ; Abigail Stacy 
Sept. 4, 1760; and Martha Honnors Dec. 31, 1761. By his three 
wives he had the following children : Susanna, born in 1748, died soon ; 
Susanna, again, 1751 ; Anna, baptized in 1753; Mary, 1755; Abigail, 
1759; Joseph, 1761 ; William, 1764; and Benjamin and John, twins, 
1766. 

Dr. Caleb Rea and widow Abigail Sargent were married Nov. 14, 

1748, and had a daughter Abigail, born Aug. 23, 1749, and the mother 
died Sept. 2, following. He next married Ruth P(nter of Wenham, 
and had Ruthy, born April 9, 1752; Pierce Rogers, April 24, 1754; 
and Mary, May 6, 1756. Aaron Rea died May 25, 1756, aged about 
sixteen years, and Dr. Rea and his wife Ruth were dismissed from the 
First Church to the church in Danvers, Aug. 14, 1757. 

Joseph Everdean (Ilist. p. 325) and Anna Broome were married 
July 12, 1748. His children were Anna, born in 1749 ; Joseph, 1750; 
Himnah, baptized 1753; William, baptized 1755; James, baptized 
1758 ; James, again, 1760, and Hannah, again, baptized 1764. 

April 5. Moses Ring shows that on the 12th May, 1746, he split 
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his gun in an cngngenient with the Inclian enemy luulcr Csipt. Thonuis 

Henderson, at Pleasant Point, in St. George's River, and i)ra3's the 

General C(»nrt for an allowance. Ordered that a good Firelock he 

delivered to him out of the Province store. 

1749. — Thomas Rand and Sarah, his wife, had a son Thomas, horn in 

Charleston, March 23, 1747 ; Sarah, horn in Gloucester, Nov. 11, 1741) ; 

Hannah, in 1751; William, 1753; and Henry, haptizcd May 9, 1756. 

Thomns Rand died Aug. 31, 1762, and a Sarah Rand died in 1763. 

Thomns Rjind, jr., married »fudith Row, May 24, 1770, and died Jan. 

12, 1806, leaving children, one of whom, Mary, died unmarried Nov. 

11, 1867, nearly niuety-three years. 

Paul Hughes, sojourner, and Sarah Foster were married Nov. 30, 

and had James, 1754. 

John Nohle and Hannah Foster were intendiag marriage Nov. 25. 

They hnd Benjamin, horn Dec. 6, 1750, and John, July 30, 1752 ; hoth 

of whom married in town and perpetuated the name. 

James Pnterson and Al>igail Cradock were married Dec. 26, and had 
Ahigail, horn in 1752; James, haptized in 1753; Mary, 1754; and 
William, May 30, 1756. 

Henry Newcomb and Mary Coas were married Nov. 14, and had 
Mary horn in 1750; John, 1752; Elizabeth, 1754; Robert, 1757; 
William, 1759 ; Joanna, 1762 ; and Anna, 1764, in which year, in June, 
the father died of consumption. His widow died Dec. 16, 1817, aged 
eighty-seven. The daughter Elizabeth married, first, Samuel El well, 
and next William Hardy. 

1750. — June 9. A petition of Jethro Wheeler, of Gloucester, to the 
General Court, showing that his sloop in the month of Felnuary, 1744, 
was impressed by the Committee of War into the service of the Prov- 
ince ; that he advanced sundry smus of money for fitting her out and 
has had no allowance for said smns, he prays the consideration of the 
Court thereon. Referred to the next session. 

Edward Gearing and Mary Dimmock were married Juno 22, 1750, 
and had the following children baptized at the First Church : Edward 
in 1751; Mary, 1752; Jabez, 1755; Mercy, 1756; Joseph, 1758; 
Daniel, 1761 ; and Jabez, 1765. The son Edward married Molly Rowe, 
April 14, 1771, and died in February, 1806. His widow died in April, 
183(), aged eighty-six. 

William Younger, sojourner, and Lucy Foster were married March 
6, 1750, and William i)orn in 1750; Thomasine, 1753; and Willard 
and I^evi, in 1756. 
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James Bishop, of Ipswich, and Sarah Millet were marrieil Dec. 13^ 
1750, and had Sarah born in 1753 and James, 1756. 

William Newnian and Anna Steward were married Nov. 29, and had 
William, born in 1751; Elizabeth, 1753; Eobert, 1755; and Deborah^ 
1757. 

John Oakes and wife Jemima came from Marblehead and settled in 
the Harbor parish. He had a son John, born Jan. 11,1759; and u 
son William, April 6, 1769 ; and died Dec. 4, 1815, aged eighty. 

William Manning, sojourner, and Klizabeth Stone were married Aug. 
24, and had a daughter Betty, born Aug. 22, 1751 ; and a son William, 
Aug. 11, 1754. 

Sanuiel Leighton and Patience Grover were married Jan. 9, and had 
Patience, born in 1751 ; Edmund Grover, 1752; Patience, 1754; Sam- 
uel, 1755; Judilh, 1757; William, 1760; William, 1762; Daniel, 
1764 ; and Patience, 1766. Edmund Grover Leighton made his will 
in Philadelphia, July, 1791, and his widow Abigail sold, Aug. 11, 1796, 
real estate in Gloucester bequeathed to her by her husband. 

1751. — Of a Province Tax of £1000, the county of Essex pays 
£187.15.2. The Town of Newbury pays £28.16.7 ; Salem, £26.5.2; 
Ipswich, £22.9.7 ; Marblehead, £17.3.3 ; Gloucester, £13.1.7. 

1752. — June 18. Jonathan Coates of Newbury and Sarah Becket 
were married. He seems to have become a resident of Gloucester and 
certainly had several children baptized at the First Church, one of whom, 
Sarah, baptized July 17, 1757, was probably the subject of the follow- 
ing notice copied into the Gloucester Neios of July 3, 1850, from the 
Boston Post — "100 years, 11 months, and 17 days was the age of Mi-s. 
Sarah Welch, who died in this city on Thursday at 107 Pleasant street. 
Her maiden name was Coates and she was born in Gloucester." She 
was not a centenarian. Her age was probably exaggerated three years 
at least and possibly seven. 

Aug. 24. Capt. John Prince was paid £2 for attending at the gate 
near the Cut, in order to prevent the smalUpox from spreading in the 
town. Daniel Sargent was paid for attending at the Battery for the 
same purpose. In the next year Deacon Isaac Parsons was paid for 
putting up a fence and gate at the Cut to keep out the small-pox. 

1754. — Feb. 27. Samuel Ingersol was buried; probably son of the 
first Samuel and upwards of seventy. Capt. William Ingersol, of this 
family, died of fever at sea, in 1763. He was probably son of Josiah, 
l>orn in 1719, and the same who married Anne Ellory, Nov. 23, 1749. 
Solomon Ingersol, who, I must think, was also son of the first Samuel, 
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(lied of apoplexy Feb. IJ), 1777, nged seventy-eight. Mrs. Betbial, 
wife of Jositih Ingersol, died Feb. 3, 1778, in her fifty-third year. 

Dec. 16. Constantine Joslyn was buried. His age was about sixty- 
three. His widow Agnes was one of the town's poor in 1775, then, of 
course, very aged. Their son Henry, born Sept. 26, 1731, married 
Rebecca Davis, April 29, 17.51, and had a daughter Rebecca, but no 
other child known to me. Dec. 13, 1769, in a deed not recorded, he sold 
to the town for £70 his " dwelling-house sUuuling at Fresh Water Cove." 
He was then sick and had received supplies from the town which paid 
in 1772 for digging his grave. An Abraham Joslyn died at the work- 
house June 23, 1838, aged ninety. (See History^ page 109). 

1755. — January 11. James Day is licensed by the Court of Ipswich 
as a retailer of spirituous licjuors, tea, coffee, &c. 

January 13. Died John Gardner, probably son of the first James, 
and, if so, about seventy-seven years old. 

September. Several fishing vessels returned to Cape Ann, having 
been fired upon by a privateer, but as she was a dull sailer they escaped. 

October. "Very hard thunder ; struck Josiah Grover's house and a 
boy, and struck 'Squam meeting-house, and struck and split a vessel's 
mast as she lay in the cove near Capt. Robinson's wharf." — Private 
ReconU. 

November. "Half-past four in the morning was the most shocking 
earthquake as ever I knew. It shattered a great many chimneys in this 
town and in other towns." — Private Rec<yrds. 

Nov. 22. "Between 8 and 9 o'clock at nite was a very great shock,, 
but not so great as the former, and many shocks have been heard sev- 
eral times." — Private Records. 

Daniel Fuller, master of Capt. Bennet's schooner, set out for a fall 
fare and returned no more. Isjiac Somes, Benj. Hadlock, Daniel Ring 
and John Rutford were on board of her. These all lived in West Parish. 

1756. — January 7. Wives of deacons of the Fifth Church are ex- 
empted from contributions for supporting charges for commimion table. 

September 12. Widow Poland had a son Joseph baptized at the 
Fourth Church. The father Joshua, was drowned, having had before 
this date, two other sons, Joshua and John. 

1757. — Capt. Elwell arrived at Cape Ann in fifteen days from Bar- 
badoes. 

Neutral French. Feb. 21. The Selectmen are allowed expenses re- 
lating to the French that came last from Nova Scotia. John Low what 
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he advanced for I he NeiUer-French that cniiic hist from Nova Scotia to 
this town by order of (he government, which was aUowed the town by 
the province. March 10, 1759, Selectmen received a note frcmi the 
Province Treasurer for £6 being (he rent of the French-Nen(er House 
in this (own. 

June 25. Moses Ring, of GU)nces(er, who is proprietor of a grist 
mill in that (own, nnich fre<|ucn(ed b}' people of the neighixning (owns, 
who ofien(imes stand in need of refreshment while (here, bu( there be- 
ing no house of public entertaiimient near, suffer great inconveniences 
for want (hereof, prays that the Court of Sessions may license him as 
an inn-holder. l{ead and ordered that the pe(ition be not granted. 

The mill here mentioned stood on the spot now occupied by (he grist 
mill in Riverdale, and King's house is still s(anding on (he Main road, 
a short distance from (he mill. With or without a license it was kept 
as a tavern a hundred years ago. 

1758. — March 16. General Court resolves that there be paid to 
Thomas Riggs £2. 68. 8d. in full of the half pay he was entitled to, on 
his re-enlisting in the service in the last Crown Point Expedition. 
April. A vessel arrives at Cape Ann from Lisbon. 
May 20. Jacob Bailey, teacher of the grammar school, writes to a 
friend at Hampton, N. H. : **My school continually increases and 1 have 
already between 20 and 80 misses, who come to school dressed in sacks 
and ruffles. They make a very pretty appearance. We conclude at 
evening with singing one of Dr. Watts' hymns or else his Sapphic Ode, 
and the house being built in such a manner nothing can equ il the mel- 
ody, order and decency which attends it." 

1759. — April 12. Arrived at Cape Ann, the schooner Industry, Jas. 
Babson, master, in live weeks from Lisbon. 

Aug. 18. The house of the widow Saimders was struck by light- 
ning and received considerable damage. Several persons that were in 
the house were knocked down and stunned for some time, but all (»f 
them recovered. 

1760. — Peter Emcms and John Brown had their taxes abated, "having 
been cast away and taken." James Tyler and Abraham Williams also 
had theirs abated, "having been cast away." 

1761. — Jan. 13. John Walhlate of Gloucester petitions General 
Court, setting forth that in the year 1756 he was a soldier in the Pro- 
vince service at Lake George, went out on a scout under Capt. Hodges 
with about fifty men, who were attacked by 400 or 500 French and In- 
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<lian8. lie was Uiken ctiptivoaiKl was deUiine<l till Montreal was taken. 
Allowed £10 for loss of time and snllcrings. 

Feb. 12. Ebenezer Collins is paid for his vessel going to Boston to 
cjirry Samuel Pool's family. Others were paid for services about Pool's 
family on account of small pox. 

A leaf of an old account book has the following: "Memorandum of 
the drouth in the year 17(51 ; wc had a great rain in May the 4th day, it 
held from Monday morning till Saturday and we had no more of any 
vally at all till August the 23d day it rained a great deal." 

Sept. 18. Hannah, wife of John Hadley, jr., died, about 70 years 
old. A John Hadley, her grandson probably, died June 11, 1809, aged 
seventy. A Nabby Hadley died Nov. 12, 1823, aged seventy. 

Samuel Davis died this year in prison, "among the French." 

1762.— Fob. 15. Mr. David Plummer is paid 18s. 8d. for G pairs of 
gloves for one of the poor of the town — (probably for the bearers at 
the funeral). 

April. Died, Mrs. Sarah Riggs,an aged woman. 

April 17. John Rowe petitions General Court, setting forth that 
his son Jabez Rowe, a minor, served on board his Majesty's ship Nep- 
time in the expedition against Canada in 1759, and on his retum home 
was taken sick, Ihathe was a groat expense for doctors and nurses, and 
praying an allowance. Ordered that the sum of £Sj exclusive of the 
doctor's bill, be paid to Thos. Sanders, Esq., for the use of the petitioner 
in full. 

May 10. Died, the widow Hilton, aged eighty years. 

May 13. Last Thursday night a small schooner behmging to Bev- 
erly, and bound to Pownalborough, having a number of passengei^s on 
board, in a squall of wind was cast away upon a ledge of rocks off Cape 
Ann, when the master and five men were drowned. 

1703. — March 21. Capt. Allen in a schooner from Martinico to Cap© 
Ann, was taken a short time after he left that place, by a Spanish pri- 
vateer, but the men soon after rose upon the Spaniards and carried the 
vessel into St. Kitts, and she is since arrived at Capo Ann. 

June 2. A vessel arrived at Ca|)e Ann fifty days from Lisbon. 

1764. — Dec. 10. The overseers admit a family into the work house. 
They agree to supply Mrs. Anna Ellwell some wood, molasses and corn 
to support her during the winter, provided she behave herself soberly 
and well. 

Dr. Noyes is paid twenty-seven shillings for journey from Andover 
to see the sick of the small pox. 
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Schooiior Molly, owned b}' Daniel liogers, was lost this year. 

From a memorandum attached to an almanac, in the handwriting of 
Rev. John Rogers, we get a glimpse of the commerce of the town this 
year. From May, 17(i4 to May, 17(55, this minister sent twenty-one 
adventures offish in quantities of one to four quintals each, principally 
to Bilbao and the West Indies. In the same year he records eleven 
ventures to Virginia comprising W. I. rum, molasses, cash and a beaver 
hat. In a previ(ms year he made shipments to Lisbon, Cadiz, Bilbao 
and Virginia, one to the latter being a pair of black silk stockings valued 
at £7.10. He enjoyed unusual facilities for these small business tran- 
sactions, for his brother Daniel was one of the chief merchants of the 
town, and many of his parishioners were mariners. 

1705. — March 8. Died, widow Sarah Douce, aged eighty. 

Dec. 19. Last week two fishing vessels arrived at Cape Aim from 
the Grand Banks. They inform that great numbers of French ships 
were iishing on the banks, who were very insulting, and did consider- 
able damage to many of our fishermen by running foul of their vessels, 
etc. They also inform that on Tuesday se'en night they met with a very 
violent gale of wind in which thoy had the misfortune to have two men 
washed overboard from each of their vessels, among whom was the 
skipper of one of them. On the fourth, at night, a Iishing schooner be- 
longing to Marblehead, from the banlcs of Newfoundland, ran ashore on 
the Cape. As soon as she struck, the men, nine in number, took to 
the boat. The surf running high, the boat overset and all perished. A 
boy left on board was found dead next m(n*ning, forward of the wind- 
lass. 

A spire was built on the meeting house of the first parish this year, 
the old spire having fallen "by the wind." Oct. 23, 1701, the town 
paid £4 tor ti weather-cock for the new one. 

1766. — March 15. A store with a sail-loft was consumed by fire, with 
between twenty and thirty pieces of duck partly made up, and sundry 
other articles that were therein. 

Abraham Day, John Haskell and Asa Davis were lost at sea this year. 
Timothy Iliggins and James Gardner were among the lost in the gretit 
disaster to the fishing fleet this year. 

1776. — Jan. 28. The memorial of the selectmen of the town of 
Gloucester humbly sheweth that the said town is subsisted chiefly by the 
seafaring business, and the chief of that business is the fishery. That 
they had nineteen fishing schooners, some of the prime fishermen and 
best of their vessels, which sailed for the Iishing banks just before a 
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violent storm in March last, which histod several days; ot which iiiue- 
tcon, seven with their crews arc undoubtedly lost, never having been 
heard of to this day. One of these iishing vessels Avas lost at the Isle 
of Shoals, in the same storm ; and one of the said nineteen was cast 
away at Liverpool, on Cape Sable shore, and it is judged that the 
charges of getting off and repairing her render her as good as lost. 
That several of those which have returned of the said nineteen were 
much wrecked in the said storm, so as to need considerable repaire be- 
fore they could proceed ; that one of their West Indian traders was lost 
on the Isle of Nevis: That the fishery in said town has this year been 
very unsuccessful and their trading stock is considembly diminished. 
The}', ye said Selectmen, humbly pray your excellency and your hon- 
ours to grant them an abatement in the Province tax, or other such re- 
lief as to your excellency and your honours in your great wisdom shall 
seem meet, and your petitioners, as in duty bound, shall ever pray. —

The facts set forth in the petition appearing to be true, resolved that 
the prayer of the petition be granted, and that the sum of £50 be abated 
the town of Gloucester out of their Province tax for 1766, in considera- 
tion of their losses and sufferings in March, 1766. 

Oct. 8. Capt. Philip Merrit arrived, fifty -two days from Lisbon. 
1768. — Aug. 21. Capt. Cornelius Fellows and Mr. Thomas Marett 
are appointed by the 'Squam Parish a Committee to go to Cambridge 
to settle for the probation preaching of the Rev. Mr. John Wyeth on 
the best terms they can ; he having sued for the same. 

Nov! 19. A vessel is seen to beat to pieces on the rocks of Cape 
Ann, supi)osed to be Capt. John Nickels from Sheepscot. He had a 
mimber of women passengers on board. 

Dec. 2. A vessel discovered on the rocks called Salvages. Some 
peoi)le went off but could not board her, the sea was so rough. Went 
off next morning and found three dead bodies of men and one boy on 
the rocks. She was said in a Boston paper to be Capt. Maxwell, from 
St. John's, N. S., to Boston, having near twenty passengers on board. 
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Dec. 21. Mr. Kolaiul Cotton died, aged twenty, after a few weeks* 
confinement of a fever and languishment conseqnent upon a fail he met 
with some time before. He was a son of Rev. Josiah Cotton of San- 
down. 

Thirty persons were warned out of town in 1763, and to show tliat the 
population was increasing by immigration at this time, it may be stated 
that 16 were warned out in 1764, 17 in 1765 and 35 in 1766. 

1769. — May 15. Jacob Parsons, of Gloucester, deputy sheriff', hav- 
ing arrested one Morrill for debt, said Merrill was rescued from him by 
the disorderly proceeding of one Sam'l Fellows, captain of one of his 
Majesty's armed cutters. 

Dec. 13. A sloop belonging to Haverhill, Bennet master, bound 
from Cape Porpoise to Cape Ann, loaded with lumber, in attempting 
to get into Annisquam harbor, struck upon the bar and stove in part of 
her bottom. Mr. Redington and another person were drowned; the 
master was saved. These were the only persons on board. 

1770. — January. Richard Silvester was appointed by the Commis- 
sioners of Customs, land-waiter, ganger and weigher for the district of 
Cape Ann, in room of Mr. Phillips. 

Schooner Industry, owned by Capt. AVm. Ellcry, was lost this year. 

1771. — March 3. In a severe snow storm, a coasting sloop was cast 

away at Cape Ann, and all the people perished. She belonged to and 

was bound for Newbury port, from Deer Island, laden Avith wood, Stick- 

ney, master. One of the bodies was found on the shore. 

March 26. The poor, about twenty-five in number, are let out to 
different persons. 

April 22. In the Council of the Province a bill passed to bo enacted 
for building a light-house on Thatcher's Island, and on the 2()th Capt. 
Nathaniel Allen of Gloucester, Maj. Richard Reed of Marblehead and 
Capt. Richard Derby of Salem, with such as the Hon. Board may join, 
were apimiuted a conunittce to t:iko the ciire of building a light-house 
on Thatcher's Island, and report their proceedings to the Geneval As- 
sembly. A committee of this body was joined and reported June 22, 
that the island contained eighty acres, and that the owners asked £500 
for it. The committee were authorized to purchase it, to erect a light- 
house or houses, and a convenient house for the keeper, and report to 
the legislature. June 29, 1773, in the House, Capt. Derby and Mr. 
Allen with such as the Honorable Council might join, were appointed a 
committee to take care of the light-houses on Thatcher's Island and to 
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give directions respecting tlie lights anil the island on which they stand, 
nntil the fnrther order of the Court. 

Dec. 17. Died, Aim Haskell, of old age. 

1772. — The sloop Abigail and cargo, belonging to Capt. John Smith, 
was lost in the West Indies this year. 

The following is the card of Richard Silvester, a custom house officer, 
alluded to in the Hist. j). 386, He was warned out of town in accord- 
ance with a law of that time. The card and accompanying letter ap- 
peared in the Boston Neivs Letter of Oct. 15, 1772. 

Cape Aim, Oct. 3, 1772. 

Mh. DiiArKu, Sir :— Having Intel}' rccM a coinpllnieutar}- Message from the Select- 
men of the town of Gloucester, where I reside, I ain desirous in a public Manner to 
return them Thanks for the Favour, lest they should Think me ungrateful, & as some 
of them & the promoters of It are often In Uoston, I may be too late, & thought remiss 
in acknowlrdging their Favour, therefore I desire you to publish the inclosed Card.

1773._jftn. 25. The Third church vote "that all public offences 
which demand a public iicknowledgment or satisfaction, said acknowl- 
edgment or satisfaction shall be read in the presence of the congrega- 
tion ; also that all persons who are called upon to make any public 
acknowledgment or satisfaction for any public offence shall have the 
libcrtj' to stand up in the place where they are seated, and not appear 
in the front alley, as has been the custom in this place, when their ac- 
knowledgment or satisfaction is read." 
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Sept. 23. Adtun Huffin and John Avery are paid 19s. 6d. for watch- 
ing at Fort Point, and John McKean 12s. for watching at the Cut against 
the small-pox at Marblehead.

1774. — Jan. 14. A sloop from St. Martin's, belonging to Cape Ann 
and bound there, was cast away on the back of Cape Cod, in a snow 
storm, and two or three of the hands perished. 

Nov. 21. A brig from Newfoundland, Capt. Charles Acworth, was 
cast away at Cape Ann. The capUiin and two men perished. Vessel 
and carg6 a total loss. 

Dec. 28. Schooner Neptune, Jonathan Dennison, master, ^yas cast 
away at Scituate. Five men were drowned and two saved. Among 
the former were the master and Stephen Lane, gmndfather of the Glouc- 
ester artist, Fitz H. Lane. 

1775. — The following is the admonitory address of Rev. Samuel 
Chandler, mentioned in the Uislory^ p. 329. It appeared in the Us- 
sex Gazette of Feb. 14, 1775, and it was also printed in an appendix 
to a pamphlet published by Rev. John Cleveland, pf Chebacco Parish, 
Ipswich, entitled **An attempt to nip in the bud the unscriptural doctrine 
of Universal Salvation, and some other dangerous errors connected with 
it which a certain stranger, who calls himself John Murray, has of late 
been endeavoring to spread in the First Parish of Gloucester," etc., 
etc. 

*'My Bi'ctlii'cii aud Friends,— I liavc much sorrow of heart considering the state of 
aflhirs among us. I am far advanced in life, and labour under threatening maladies, 
aud know not how soon I may be taken from you, and from tliis world. As one draw- 
ing near the eternal world I would give you caution — Take heed what you hear. The 
seeds of heresy are sowing and sprouting up among us, and souls are in danger of l>e- 
ing seduced into error. 

**There is one who calls himself John Mun-ay (it is not the Rev. Mr. John Murray 
of Boothbay) who has declared the following to be his settled opinion. That the whole 
human race, every one of Adam's posterity, have an inleresl in Christ, and are God's be- 
loved ones. That the whole human race, every individual of mankind shaU Anally be 
saved. That Judas shall sit upon a throne in the kingdom of heaven. That at death the 
good go into happiness, and the bad into an intermediate state, a place of misery, to 
abide there for a certain season, but shall finally be saved, which however dressed up 
in soft terms and smooth expressions, is the very popish purgatory. 

"The substance of these things, and many other errors he hath openly avowctl and 
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fully declared to be Ills sentiinciits, at my houRe, In tlic hearing of many witnesses. 
Tlicse are nnscrlptural t4»nots, and not>vitli8(4indin|u: all Ids porvertlng of tlie lioly 
scriptin'cs, and wresting and tortnring tlic word of Gml, lie was not able to prodncc 
one planslble proof, nor one rational argument for the support of these pernicious 
principles. They naturally lead to many other gross errors and popish absurdities — 
and they are extremely dangerous to the souls of men. They encourage the wicked in 
their wickedness; for upon these principles a man may live and die in sin, and yet go 
to heaven at last; he may get drunk, and commit fornication and adultery, he may 
cheat, and steal, and He, and indulge all nmnnor of carnal gratlllcatlons, and be saved 
notwithstanding. 

"But you may say you do not <liscover any of these errors in his preaching. Why, 
others who have been accounted serious, discerning, judicious men, and whose judg- 
ment would heretofore have had scnnc weight In your minds, have, discovered them in 
his public <llscourses. 

"lint however he seems artfully to hide them, your minds are not prepared to re- 
ceive them; your aftcctions must ttrst be broke off from your ministers and your minds 
filled with prejudice against them by their being reviled and villfled, and your affec- 
tions set upon himself, and ycm brought to receive the words of his mouth with an 
Implicit faith; then, doubtless, these dangerous iloctrincs, and many others, will be 
Inculcated. 

••My brethren and friends, 1 must caution yon to take IicimI and l>cware of false 
teachers. JJeware lest yv. be led away with errors and fall from your steadfastness. 
Beware of false prophets, concerning whom our blessed Saviour hath warned us, that 
if it were )u>88ihle they shall deceive the very Elect 

Sabiurl Ciiandlrk." 

1774. — The following is the coveimnt for muluiil insui'nuce of the 
Gniiul Itankers, iilhulcd to in the History ^ page 383: 

Wliercas, for the better carrying on our fishing voyages and sustaining the losses 
that may happen therein. We whose names are liereunto subscribed, have agreed to 
make a conunon stock of our vessels, so that those persons that shall happen to lose 
any vessel during the term hereafter agreed on, shall be reimbursed, and by tlie own- 
ers of those vessels that shall not be lost, the whole of what such vessel shall Ikj es- 
timated at when put into the stock, except such a proportion as said vessel shall bear 
towards the whole of said stock, for effecting whereof It is Covenanted and Agreed 
and each of «s whose names are hereunto subscribed, hereby separately and not 
jointly covenant with each other, our heirs, and executors and Administrators, that we 
will, to such |>er8ons of us as shall lose a vessel or vessels, that is put into said stock, 
and named and estimated as l^eneath and employed in the above said voyages from the 
twenty-fifth day of February, 1774, and none to sail on her voyage after the tenth day 
of October, 1774, from hence to the fishing banks and back till safely moorcil In the 
harbour of Glocestcr or Squam river. Such sums of money as shall Ikj our propor- 
tion of the sum such vessel is estimated at, as aforesaid, accounting the same accord- 
ing as our estimated interest in said stock is, to the whole of said stock, within ninety 
days, next after such loss is proved, or twenty days after four months shall have 
passed after such a vessel sailing upon said voyage as above said, and not having re- 
turnctl. And it's further Covenanted by said party separately as aforesaid, that noth- 
ing shall be paid, unless such vessel shall be taken, totally lost dr stranded, in which 
latter case, we will pay our proportion of the charge that shall arise towards getting 
off or saving such ve8.sels or part thereof accounting the same as aforesaid, and accord-

iug as the catiuiiited valuu of such vessel shall bu iii proportion tu the real value thereof , 
and if the owner of such vessel shall neglect to get her off or save %vhat he can thereof, 
then it shall be lawful for the residue of the subscribers by the conunittee to talce cai-e of 
such vessel, and make the most of her they can for the benetit of the whole subscribers. 
And it's furtlier covenanted by the parties aforesaid, that after anyvessel is arrived and 
safe moored in the harbour of Glocester or Squam river, that no money sluill be imid 
for any vessel tiuit may be stranded or lost or that may receive any damage in tlie Imr- 
hour of Glocestttr or Squam river, and it's further Covenanted between the parties 
tliat Dan'l Sargent, ICsif., John Smith & Davd. PUnnmer i>e a Committee to adjust tiiu 
losses that nmy happen, and do all those acts that are necessary to be done for the 
good of the whole and agreeable to those Covenants, and if any dill'erences arise l>e- 
twou the parties aforesaid relating to anything contained in these articles. Then the 
matter of dispute shall be determined by arbitrators nuitually chosen by them. In 
witness of all which, each of the parties aforesaid have liere to set down eaclk of the 
vessels that hehatli put in stoctvas aforesaid, and the real and estinmted value tiiereof ; 
and liereunto set his hand and seal this Sixth day of April, Anno Dondni OneTliousand 
Seven Hundred & Seventy-Four.

Price.

1775. — Jan. 27. At a meeting of the militia officers chosen by the 
6th Regiment of the Connty of Essex, held at Gloucester, after the res- 
ignation of Col. John Stevens, the following gentlemen were respect- 
ively made choice of for field officers :

April 26. Capt. Nathaniel Warner is allowed £24 lOs tor pay of the 
minute men. 

This day was kept by the First Parish as a day of fasting and prayer 
in order to settle a minister. Ministers present: — Rev. J. Cleaveland 
of Chehacco, who preached A. M. ; Rev. Daniel Fuller of the Second 
Church ; Rev. John Rogers of Ihe Third who preached P. M. ; Rev. 
Ohadiah Parsons of the Fourth; and Rev. Ehenezer Cleaveland of the 
Fifth. 

Last Tuesday arrived here the ship Boston Packet, Capt. Lyde, from 
London, in whom came as passenger our good friend and worthy pa- 
triot, Josiah Quincy, Jr., Esq., far gone with a consumption, who was 
immediately visited h}'^ one of the physicians of this place and other re- 
spectable persons ; but as he appeared to be actually expiring no as- 
sistance could be afforded him, and a few hours put an end to his 
valuable life. Great care was taken by the selectmen to forward to his 
friends the account of his death, but as throjigh the perplexity of the 
times lU) returns could be obtained from them, his remains were yester- 
da}' with great respect interred in the pjiblic bnrying ground of this place. 
June 17. Daniel Callahan, killed in the memorable battle of this day, 
was an apprentice of Stephen Low, whose petition for wages and sun- 
dries lost in that battle, was presented in the House of Representatives, 
June 27, 1776, but not granted. 

Benjamin Smith also killed in that battle, was an apprentice of Capt. 
William Ellery of this town. He was born in England and had no re- 
lations in this country. Cap't. Ellery presented to the General Court 
of Massachusetts a petition for comi>ensation for the losses he sustained 
by the death of his apprentice, amounting to £5.11.8, to which he made 
oath June 15, 1776 ; biit it does not appear that the claim was ever al- 
lowed. 

Alexander Parsons, severely wounded in the same battle, was struck 
by a musket ball which broke his collar bone and lodged against his right 
shoulder blade on the back. Three months afterwards it is said, the ball 
was taken from under the shoulder blade on the opposite from which it 
entered. He again joined the American army at Cambridge, but hav- 
ing lost the use of his right arm he was chosen by the House of Rep- 
resentatives Aug. 11, 1777, third lieutenant of a company of matrosses 
stationed at Gloucester. He married Elizabeth Eveleth in 1769, and 
had several daughters. 
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tlosiah lirooks, also killed nt Hnnkcr Hill, received liis death wound 
while on the hack of William Jumper, who had taken him up severely 
wounded at the rail fence to carry him to a place of safet}'. 

Lieut. John Burnham, also engaged in this battle, was not, as stated 
in the History, a native of Gloucester, lie was born in Chebacco (now 
Essex) Dec. 10, 1741», and was a son of Samuel Hurnham. lie mar- 
ried Abby Collins of this town, Jan. 31, 1786. He had returned to Che- 
bacco in ITii.S, when he was dismissed from the church there to one 
about to be formed in Uerry, N. IL, of which he became deacon in 
1810. 

In 1842, when in his ninety-third year, he dictated to his son George, 
a full and interesting account of his services in the revolutionary war, a 
cop3' of which is in my possession. 

Major Burnham had six children, of whom three were sons: — Sam- 
uel, a sea-captain and conunander of a privateer in the war of 1812, 
who was lost at sea; John, a merchant in Cincinnati and other places, 
who died in Dumbarton; and George, who mairied in Deny and died 
Jan. 1, 1851. 

Aug. 11. Upon report of a connniltee appointed by the Geneinl 
Court to confer with (Jeneral Washington with respect to supplying tho 
town of (iloucesler with men and anununiti(m, the Committee of Sup- 
plies were direded (o deliver 300 lbs. of powder, 300 shot of nine 
pounds, for a swivel gun of small size, and 100 lbs. of grape shot to 
Capt. Jos. Foster for defence of said town ; and it was (udercd that 
the Honorable Council order the com|)any raised by Capt. John Lane 
(part of which is now at Cambridge) to march iuuncdiately to Glouc- 
ester and there to remain for the defence of that town, to be under the 
direction and connnand of the Committee of Correspondence of that 
town. . 

In addition to Capt. Lane's company it appears by the following cor- 
res[)ondence that another snndler force was also sent at this anxious pe- 
riod from the headquarters of the American army. 

Hkai>quaktki(h, Aii^. 1G, 1775. 
iS7r— Yoii arc lo |>rocM?c(l with tlic (k'tticliiiieut of UUlenieii iiudcr your coiiiiiiaiid to 
Cnpc Ann, where you nre to eiuleavor, not only to protect the inhabitants from all at- 
tempts of llie enemy, iiut lo do your utmost to distress and annoy any dctaclunent 
from the ndnlsterlai nrmy that mny be sent from Boston to plunder or destroy that set- 
tlement. Upon your march nnd daring your residence at Cnpe Ann, as well as upon 
your march back to camp, you will observe strict discipline, and on no acconnt suffer 
any under your command to pillage or maraud. Upon your arrival at Cape Ann you 
IG 
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will dispatch u uiesHcugcr tu acquiiint tlie gciiunil wilh tliu slate yuu tiuil things in 
there, and you will freciueutly report to the General all extraorilinary occurrences that 
may happen.

*S7/'— I wrote to yon on tlie J7lli Inst, that no nlarni.s or appearances (»!' iinniifdiale 
danger haii lieen in this plaee for some time past. Since the Dili inst., when CapUdn 
Lindsey, connnanding a sloop of war, threw a numl)er of shot into tlie town, the in- 
habitants have remained unmolested. On Saturday evening last a man-of-war and a 
tender appeared otf this harl)our; we expected an attack yesterday; they bore away 
for the eastward, and disappeared. The InhabitanLs have nearly completed a small 
fort to mount six nine pounders; tlicir spirit seems e<iual to their abliltles. We have 
neitlier blankets nor shirts wilh ua. Some of our men are sick, owing, I believe, to a 
want of covering in the night.

Sei)t. 27. General Court appropriates £140 to Capt. Joseph Foster, 
to pay Capt. John Lano, Ills two lieiileiiants, and torty-nine men, who 
have not received advanced pay. 

Capt. John Lane, who was of Buxton, Me., was soon appointed a 
captain in the American army, and was succeeded in his command hero 
hy Daniel Giddings. In a petition to the General Court in 177(>, he 
represented tluit he had been in commission upwards of twenty years, 
that last year he was stationed with a company at Cape Ann, and heing 
again appointed to the same service, prays he may rank according to iiis 
services and commission. 

Se|)t. A brig from Canada l)ound to Boston, with live stock an<I other 
necessary articles for the ministerial troops, was taken by the people of 
the town. 

Oct. 3. General Court resolves that the Committee of Safety of the 
Town of Gloucester deliver the master of brigantine Dolphine, his wear- 
ing apparel and cabin furniture, and deliver the mate and foremost hand.s 
any small property or adventure they may have on board the brigantine 
to be apprised by three men, and delivered to Geneial Washington for 
him to improve her as an armed vessel in defence of the country. The 
captain to be allowed out of the public treasiu'y such sum as the court 
may determine. 
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IM). General AVashington sends a letter to the House of Representa- 
tives about nftbrdin^x some necessaries of derenee at Cape Ann. 

Nov. 4. General Court resolves that his Excellency the General di- 
rect Major Mason to proceed to Concord, Worcester, Lancaster juul 
Leicester to view (he cannon now in those towns, and such as he shall 
judi^e lit for use and neccssar}' for the defence of the town, the town of 
Gloucester have leave to remove to that place. Major Mason or Select- 
men of Gloucester have liberty to procure on credit of the colony, from 
any person or town, 2 bbls. of |)Owder, said Gloucester to be ac<^ounta- 
ble to General Court therefor. 

10. Gloucester is allowed £2<)(>. 58 for billeting 75 men 11 weeks 
from Aug. IH to Nov. 1 at 5s a man per week. 

Nov. 2(5. A sloop laden with tish and train oil, taken by privateers, 
was brought into the harbor. 

28. Capt. Manly brought into the harbor a brig laden with military 
stores, valued at £3(),()U() sterling. 

30. tlohn Stevens, Chairman Counnitlee of Safety and Correspond- 
ence of Gloucester, petiti<»ns the General Court for cannon, annnunition, 
more soldiers, a number of artiller}' men, with a Held ofKcer to command 
the troops stationed there, and the militia men necessary for the further 
defence of the harbor. 

Dec. 2. C<Misidering the imporUince of the harbor of Gloucester and 
the exposedness of the sanie to the enemy, General Court resolves to 
raise two com[)anies of 50 men each to ccmtinue in service till April 1, 
unless sooner discharged. 

Dec. 19. A sloop laden with wood for the British troops in Boston 
was brought in. 

20. Four Quaker gentlemen from the South arrive in town to relieve 
the poor. 

21. General Court resolves to station 250 men at Gloucester. 

80. For four ccmipanies at Gloucester the Genenil Court chose Jo- 
8e|)h Foster, colonel. 

1st Company — Daniel Warner, Capt. ; John Low, jr., 1st Lt., declined ; 
Solomon Gorham, 2d Lt., appointed Ist. 

2d Ccmipany — John Lane, Capt. ; Jabez Lane, 1st Lt. ; Moses Atkin- 
son, 2d Lt. 

1776. — Jan. 1. 3d Company — Bradbury Sanders, Capt. ; Isaac Somes, 
IstLt., declined; John Chandler, 2d, appohited 1st, March 14. 
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4th Coinpuny — Win. Pearson, Capt. ; Joseph Lane, Ibt Lt. ; «)aines 
Hayes, 2d Lt. 

Major Samuel Whittemore was unanimously chosen commissary. 

Feb. 20. Died Thomas Smith, Esq., merchant of Fahiiouth (Port- 
hmd), son of Rev. Thomas Smith of that phice, and I)rother of the wife 
of Hon. Thomas Sanders, Esq., aged 40. A gentleman of unblemished 
character. 

Theophilus Lane, lieing out on the Hshing ground in the spring of this 
year, was taken by an English vessel and employed as a pilot to bring 
her into the bay. He assured the captain that Gloucester was in the 
hands of the British and thus induced the latter to run into this port. 
Our i)eople went oH'to her, and, being in sufficient number to overpower 
the crew, took possession of the vessel. 

March 16. Difficulty has arisen with regard to rank of officers at 
Gloucester, whereiq)()n the General Court vote that they shall be ranked 
in the following manner : 

Daniel Warner, First Cai)tain ; Bradbury Sanders, Second Captain ; 
William Pearson, Third ('aptain ; Daniel Giddings, Ftmrth Cai)tain. 

April 16. General Court resolves that a beacon be erected at Cape 
Ann on Governor's Hill, one at Marblohead, one at Boston, in the usual 
place, and one on the Blue Hills in Milt(m. Selectmen and two com- 
missioned officers nearest the beacons to have charge of them, and when 
an enemy's fleet is discovered shall fire three alarm guns, set the l)eils 
ringing and cause the beacons to be fired with all expedition. 

June 7. On petiticm of Peter Coffin, Esq., and Mr. John Low, the 
House of Representatives resolve to supi)ly the Town of Gloucester with 
four 24-[)ounders, four 9-poundcrsand four 6-pounders, properly stocked 
with necessary ap{mratus for each cannon, 40 rounds of shot for each 
cannon and ten barrels of gunpowder. A company of matrosses of 
iifiy men to be raised to manage the cannon stationed there, to be under 
the command of (yol. Foster, to be enlisted to serve until the last of 
December. 

June 26. In House of Kepresentatives. The petition ot Selectmen 
of Gloucester for i)ayment of a muster roll of Capt. Daniel Warner 
for the seivice of himself and 46 men, at that town, from Dec. 31, 1775, 
to June 10, 1776, also of several accounts for supplying men stationed 
there, was presented. 

The following order and one of a little later date, emanating from 
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one of iha inost ilistinguisluul revolulionjiry pnlriots of Gloucester, scorn 
to he worthy of prcservnlion here. 

Oi^uCKSTKH, Marcli 24, 177fi. 

Sir — As onr ciuMiiics' (leet Is now lyiiiirhi Broad Sound in Boston, nnd the wind fair 
for tluMn to conic to (liis place if tliry arc so minded. It Is tliereforc necessary timt 
we stand on onr gnnrd an<l as your reirinient Is at soi^reat a distance it will not he pru- 
dent to wait till the enemy appears in sijjht hefore notice is jjlven yon. 

I have taken tin? advice of tin* connnltte<'. in this town and conslderetl the dHllcnlty 
that wonid attend yonr sendin,!; yonr whole reirimcnt to this town nidess the enemy 
were nctnally landed. 

I have therefore thonijht It best that yon send one company of seventy- live n»en, of- 
ficers Included, to my assisUince, well armed ami accoutred with one week's provisions 
each, to morrow mornln"^ as soon as possible, which may prevent a general alarm, and 
this will he yonr sntllcient warrant for so doing.

You arc furthermore to visit the 
watch at the (^ape and Chebaeco si<lenn<lor Corporals Brown and Rmerton once a w^eek 
or of toner, and see if tliey keep a goo<l watch agreeable to the orders they have received 
from me, which you are to dentand when you visit said watches and sec If these men 
attend their dnty and make a return to me every Tuesday when you send for your al- 
lowance of provisions. Fall not.

Glouckstkk, April 8, 1776. 
GnfUemen — I thank you for your kind and seasonable address of the 4th lust , and 
assure you that 1 feel as sensibly as most of you can, for the public calandtlcs of the 
present day, and am deeply Impressed with that part which falls with distinguishing 
weight upon ye first parish of the town of Gloucester, and shall not Intentionally or 
understandlngly do anything which may have a tendency to Increase their bnnlcns, but 
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»liall aim (ns I have done since I have been among tlieni) to alleviale. I liavc received 
tlie votes of llie cliurcli and parisli wliieli contain an invitation to nie to settle Avitli 
tlieni in tlie woric of tlie ministry. Wlien I sliall receive tlieir votes wliicli may provide 
for my support, I shall, I hope, discover tlic path of duty, which Is always the patli of 
honor.

Sept, 18. Died Mrs. Maiy, wife of Capt. John Somes. She was 
Mary Smith, and was married to Capt. Somes Aug. 18, 1770. 

Nov. 14. Died James Dike, son of Richard, an early settler, aged 
eighty-six. He married Sarah Dolliver, Feb. 4, 1713, and u second wife, 
Miiiam Rust, in 1771. She died Dec. 10, 1778, aged nearly ninety 
(see JlisL 81). 

In this year died "old Hannah Stanwood." 

The Second Pari^h votes unanimously that they will 
not have the small-pox brought into it by inoculation, but they also vote 
that "if an}' persons suspected they had catched the small-pox or were 
resolved to inoculate," they should remove to Benjamin Herrick's, Dan- 
iel Herrick's, or widow John Haskell's house ; they themselves to pay 
the charges. 

Feb. 24. The Parish desires that the selectmen make use of their 
power to have the houses and inhabitants of this town cleared from the 
infectious distemper of the small-pox, and likewise to forbid any more 
to be inoculated, unless the town give liberty to inoculate in hospitals. 
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Jan. 3. Died \n the Second Parish, widow Tnisk, nearly eijrhty 
years old ; i>rol>aI)ly widow of Jonathan. 

July 22. Rnlh Andrews, widow of William, died ot small-pox, aged 
fifty-five. 

Dec. 31. The town voles to send an earnest memorial, already pre- 
pared, to the General Conrt, praying for al)alemcnt of a very large tax 
imposed npon it that year. It represents the taxable polls to have heen 
rednced from 1053 in 177;") to <)9r> in 1779; that at the commencement 
of the war all the most ac-live, wealthy inhabitants moved from the town 
to places of irreater secanity ; that there are bnt Hi)C} acres of arable, 
orcharding, and mowinjr land in the whole town, which do not produce 
enough of the necessaries of life to support the people two months in 
the twelve : that their privateering adventures had been very unsuccess- 
ful ; that of 5000 tons in fishing schooners, merchant vessels and boats, 
belonging in the town in 1775, the whole amount, improved ov not, is 
now only 2,040 tons — iVM tons having been lost since the last fall, and 
that all their interest in merchant vcsselsconsistedof one-half of a small 
ship ; that they had a very numerous poor to support — upwards of 760 
of that class that lived chiefly on charity ; in short that the town wjis veiy 
poor, and that they believed that nil the money in the town, collected 
in one sum, woidd be insulHcient to me<»t the tax set upon it. 

Moses Hray and John IFerrick died this year in captivity. 

Ebenezer Pool, Caleb Pool, Mrs. Abigail llowe, widow Elizabeth 
Clark and some others died this year of small-pox, at Sandy Bay, and 
were all buried near the seashore, west of Whale C^ve. 

Of a state t4ix for £1000, county of Essex pays £56.6.5; Salem, 
highest in the county, £20.4.5 ; Gloucester, seventh town in the county, 
£8.6.6. 

John Burns and William Webster supposed to be lost in a privateer 
commanded by John Colson. 

1780. — May 19. "About twelve o'clock, noon, came on an uncom- 
mon darkness. Sometime previous to It the clouds arose about south- 
west, remarkably black, which soon overspread the horizon. The daik- 
ness increased to that degree that it was necessary to light a candle to 
dine by. The darkness continued till near the sun's going down. The 
mocm fulled the 18th, yet was it so dark about nine I^. M., that in a 
room wdiere were three large windows, not a glimpse of light could be 
perceived ; no more than in a dark cellar." — Private Record, 

The remarkable phenomenon by which this day was distinguished, 
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gave it tlic luimo of "the Dark Day." An attempt to account for this 
extraordinary darkness may be found in 3fass, Hist, Soc. Collections^ 1, 
95.

Died, at Gloucester Alms House, Humphrey Morse, 
who came from Salisbury. 

1804. — Sept. 18. In the storm of Tuesday night, the Sch. Sicard of 
Gloucester was lost near Cohasset Ilocks, and all hands perished. 

Nov. Died, William Murphj^ aged seventj^-six. 

Dec. 18. Died, Rev. Eli Forbes, D.D. A few additional particulars 
relating to the marriage connections of this minister may be here given. 
His Hrst wife was Mar}', not Lucy Park man, as stated in the lliHtort/, 
His marriage to Mrs. Sanders, widow of Hon. Thomas Sanders, took 
place Sept. 15, 1776, and was not plejising to the numerous offspring 
already blessing the home to which the bride brought her new husband ; 
but the union, whether happy or otherwise, was terminated by her death 
in June, 1780, when she was placed by the side of her Krst husband, in 
the old burying ground. Mr. Forbes was married to his third wife, 
Mrs. Sarah Parsons, Sei)t. 13, 1781. She had had two previous hus- 
bands, Dr. Enoch Sawyer and Capt. Thomas Parsons, of Newbury. 
She died, l)y (me account, 19th, and by another, 26th Sept., 1792, aged 
fifty-three. The bereaved husband wjis married to his fourth wife, Mrs. 
Lucy Baldwin, Nov. 13, 1793. She died March 13, 1804, aged sixty- 
eight. An obituary notice in the Salein Gazette^ of the 20th of March, 
tells the sad storj' of her sickness and suffering, and mentions the vir- 
tues which adorned her character. Her tirst husband was Jeduthun 
Baldwin of Brookfield, one of the first in that town to enlist in the Rev- 
olutionary war. She left two children, both by her first husband, one 
of whom, Elizabeth, or Betsey, as she is called in Dr. Forbes* will, mar- 
ried Wheat Gilbeil of Brookfield, and having been left a widow, came 
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to (ilouccslcr to reside with her mother, niul here miirried for second 
husband the ricli merchant, David Pearce. She died Dec. 6, 1823, 
aged sixty-two, leaving an only child, Harriet Gilbert, who, as her liv- 
ing daughter, Mrs. J. U. Calef, informs me, found a happy home in her 
early years, first in that of Dr. Forbes, and next in that of Mr. Pearce. 
She married Capt. John Haskell. 

In a severe northeast gale, this year, a boat belonging to Caleb Nor- 
wood, jr., drifted from her moorings at Lobster Cove, and upset near 
Gee's Point. Joseph Parscms, Bennett Haskins and Ambrose Thurston, 
Jr., were drowned. 

The three largest t-ix payers in town this year were William Pearce, 
taxed for $93,370; David Pearce, for $87,134, and Timothy Rogers, for

ratifying the Federal con^tituticm, having returned home, were invited 
to a generous entertainment provided for them in the evening at Capt. 
Somes' tavern, b}' the principal inhabitants of the town, as a testimony 
of their a])probation of the part they took in the important business on 
which they had acted, and to give a social opportunity to reciprocate 
congratulations on the decisions which had taken place. 

September 11. (^apt. Daniel Pearce presented to the (Houcester ar- 
tillery a very elegant stand of colors, with the insignia of i>eace obtained 
by the sword, being an Indian at full length enclosed in a lauixil wreath, 
ovate, crest, an ann with a dniwn sword; motto: ^' Eiise petit placidam 
sub lihertale quietem;'^ on the rev<M'se, two cannon with cohunn, and 
this motto : ^^8lat immeaium aut impela proeredit" The company re- 
ceivcMl the Hag at Mr. Petnre's house, where they pailook of an ami)le and 
generous refreshment at his invitiition. 

September. A new dwelling house, almost complete, belonging to 
Mr. Daniel Knight, then absent at the Banks, wjis consumed by. fii-e. 
Through the charity and etfoits of C. Pearce, another house was erected 
on the same spot and given to the sufferer.

By his seccmd 
wife Sanuiel Gott had Josei)h and Benjamin, bom August 13, 1725 ; 
and B<;thany, SeptcMuber, 29, 1727. It appears by the town records 
(ha( (ive of (he s<his of Samuel Gott married and hud (*>hil(lren, but the 
only one whos<» end is known is Joseph, who married Deliverance Pool, 
and died April 30, 1755. She died September 3, 1800, aged seventy- 
three. Their son Joshua died in the ol<l homestead at Halibut Point, 
March 22, 184(5, in his ninety-sec(md year. An Abner Gott died De- 
cember 12, 1809, aged about seventy.

1738. — Jonathan Haskell was lost at sea on a Hshing voyage. 

1742. — October 23, died Mrs. Hannah, wife of Nathaniel Cist, aged 
eighty-two.
